Great Odds on Future Bets 


The 2003 race to the Sugar Bowl is wide open. 
For those looking ahead this season, playing 
college football future bets can be extremely 
profitable. Some very intriguing future plays 
include Michigan at 15-1 odds. We see them 
winning the Big Ten and play for the national 
title against Texas in January. There are also 
20-1 odds on Tennessee and 30-1 odds on 
Auburn, both of which are very appealing. 
Pittsburgh, at 30-1, should be a force in the 
three-headed race for the Big East title and 
long shots Virginia (75-1) and Purdue (100-1) 
are also worth a flyer. 


BCS System Take Note! 


If we were running college football, we would 
give the public what they want: a tournament to 
decide the national title. In the first round, we 
would have teams seeded 17 through 25 in 
the expanded BCS rankings playing teams 9 
through 16, with the top eight teams receiving 
a bye. For example, the 24th ranked team 
would play the 9th ranked team, the 23rd 
ranked team would play the 10th ranked 
team and so on. In the next round, the #1 
team would play the winner of the 9 vs. 24 
match and the #2 team would play the winner 
of the 10 vs. 23 match. A week later, there 
would be quarterfinals, followed by semifinals 
and the national championship game. To keep 
the January 1st bowl games alive, we'd still 
need seven or eight bowl games for the 
remaining 14 to 16 teams who didn’t make it 
to the tournament. The tournament would 
start in early December and conclude with the 
national championship game on the first 
Saturday in January.

Just about every football bettor understands, 
and bets on, pointspreads, but only a fraction 
understand, and bet on, moneylines. It is an even 
smaller percentage of bettors that can recognize 
when a moneyline presents value. Let me discuss 
how to compare the spread to the moneyline so 
you may be able to find some value. 

For those that have yet to try and figure out 
moneylines, here’s a quick primer. Reading a 
moneyline is simple. A typical moneyline would be 
Oklahoma —165, Nebraska +145. The —165 means 
you must risk $165 to win $100 on the Sooners 
while the +145 means you get back $145 for each 
$100 risked should the Cornhuskers win. Any 
—number means that is the risk to win $100 and any 
+number is the payoff for risking $100. In the event 
of a tie, all moneyline wagers are settled as a Push 
and monies are refunded. The difference between 
the two lines typically starts at 20 “cents” in football 
and gets larger as the numbers get higher. For 
example, if the favorite is -240, the dog may be +200, 
a difference of 40 “cents”. The higher difference 
at higher numbers simply serves to keep the 
percentage of vig for the house roughly the same. 

Next up, I want to look at how to compare a 
spread to a moneyline. Although each offshore 
book is different, here is a table for converting 
spreads to moneylines in college football.

This does not mean the moneyline on a 3-point 
favorite will always be —155, but it should be in 
that ballpark and you can use this chart to find 
the occasional deal. For example, if the spread is 
—3 and the moneyline is -170, then the spread 
looks like the better play. But if the spread is —3 
and the moneyline is only —140, then the money- 
line looks like the better play. 

All right, now we can talk about where to find 
value. Public bettors tend to prefer the favorite 
on the spread and the dog on the moneyline. The 
reason for this is simple; payouts are higher. 
Laying $110 to win $100 at —3 is more attractive 
for the average bettor than risking $155 for $100 
straight up. Conversely, winning $135 on $100 
risked with an upset win is more appealing to the 
novice then risking $110 for $100 at +3. Over 
the course of the season you will definitely be 
able to find moneyline on the favorite on dozens 
of occasions. 

Not every moneyline will present an opportunity, 
but be sure to compare the moneylines and 
corresponding spread. Wagering is a game of 
supply and demand. Going against the public 
trends will lead to you getting better “prices” on 
all your plays and you will be more profitable in 
the long run.

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Voting for the Heisman Trophy, one of the most coveted 
individual trophies in all of sports, is supposed to be rather 
simple. The nation is split into six sections, each consisting of 175 
media voters culled from the print, radio and television world. 
Each elector casts a ballot listing his top three choices, with the 
top choice receiving three points, the second receiving two and 
the third receiving one. This method was adopted with the idea 
of eliminating regional favoritism, and the player receiving the 
highest number of points across all six sections is the winner. 

The trophy is designed to go to the best college football 
player for the season, not for a career. But lately, it seems that 
the prestigious award has been going to the best player on a 
top-ranked team, not necessarily the hands-down best player in 
college football. Just look at Eric Crouch and Gino Torretta. 
Plus, over the last few years, universities have begun to really 
sell their candidates. Joey Harrington even had his own 
billboard in New York City. Unfortunately, the race has become 
a popularity contest, with the winner generally being an upper- 
classman quarterback, running back or wide receiver from a 
BCS Conference team with an athletic department that hyped 
the player during the height of the season. 

We broke down the Heisman race into a few categories so 
we could really zero in on who has the best shot in 2003. The 
first, and most important, aspect we considered was a player’s 
projected statistics and what each player has accomplished in 
the past. Secondly, we looked at how much team success each 
will get this season (historically, this has appeared important to 
voters). Third, we factored in how much exposure the 
player will get via big games on national TV. Fourth, and least 
important, was the class of the athlete, as voters generally do 
not choose underclassmen. 
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1 Cody Pickett QB WASHINGTON JR. 


Caldwell, Idaho-native Cody Pickett broke the Pac-10’s single season yards record in 2002. He became the first 4,000-yard 
passer in the Pac-10 record books and was the most prolific passer in the game (6,864 yards). In just 25 career collegiate 
football games, Pickett already boasts seven of the top 10 single-game totals in Washington's passing yards. In 2001, Pickett 
broke four UW records, most significantly the single-game passing yardage mark with 455 in a 31-28 win over Arizona. 
Pickett also broke Washington's single season record for passing yards per game (240.3). Now a junior, Pickett should 
better his 4,000-yard performance from last year. He has the talent, the numbers and the supporting line to make a run at 
the big prize. He will need a big game, like the one versus Ohio State. Pickett is clearly the favorite. 


2 Kevin Jones RB VIRGINIA TECH JR. 


Jones set a Virginia Tech freshman record by rushing 957 yards in 2001. He was voted the Big East Rookie of the Year. The 
Chester, Pennsylvania-native was ranked fifth among Division I-A freshmen in rushing yards for the season and third among 
true freshmen. Jones spent 2002 playing as Lee Suggs’ alternate, but still managed 871 total yards for 5.4 yards per carry. If 
he can continue to put up brilliant numbers out of Suggs’ shadow, he could be looking at a good shot for an invitation to the 
2003 award ceremony. At 212 pounds and 6-0 tall, Jones has clearly spent a good bit of time in the Hokie weight room. 
This season, Jones will be the focal point of the Virginia Tech offense, and will be hoping to become the first Hokie Heisman 
winner. He should top 1,500 yards this season as a junior. If Tech can go undefeated, he'll win it. 


& li Manning QB MISSISSIPPI SR. 


The son of Archie and the brother of Peyton was a semifinalist last year for the Davey O’Brien Award, presented to the nation’s 
top quarterback. Manning holds 24 Ole Miss single-game, season and career marks, including the school’s career leader 
in touchdown passes. Also he set Ole Miss career records last season for 300-yard passing games (six), 250-yard passing 
games (14) and 200-yard passing games (20). He passed for a school record 3,401 yards, breaking his record of 2,948 
set in 2001 and was one of 12 semifinalists for the Davey O'Brien Award. Payton’s younger brother should break 10,000 
yards for his career this season. The Rebels must win the SEC title for Manning to have a chance at the award that eluded the 
rest of his family. 


4 Frank Gore RB MIAMI-FL so. 


In 2001, the last time Gore was on the field, he was serving as Clinton Portis’ excellent understudy. He rushed for 562 yards 
on just 62 carries, averaging 9.1 yards per carry, the second-best per-carry average in school history. He also managed to 
compile the second-best rushing yardage total ever by a Miami-FL true freshman. During the Syracuse game, he averaged 
13.9 yards per attempt, rushing 11 times for 153 yards, including a season-best 77-yard run (the longest Miami-FL rushing 
play of the 2001 season). He'll need to recapture his phenomenal 2001 form to make a serious run at the Heisman. Gore 
missed last season due to a knee injury that required surgery, but he’s faster and quicker than his former teammate, Willis 
Maghee. If the Hurricanes can run the table this season, Gore will benefit the most. 


5 Maurice Clarett RB OHIO ST So. 


Claret is a sensational sophomore from Youngstown, Ohio, who took the 2002 college football world by storm. He lead the 
Buckeyes to the 2002 national championship and was named to the All-Big Ten team and was the Big Ten Freshman of the 
Year. He set an OSU records for freshmen touchdowns (16), scoring (96) and rushing (1,190). Second in the Big Ten in 
Scoring average (9.6 points a game) and fourth in average rushing yards per game (119.0), he’s only a sophomore. He sat 
out three games in 2002 and played sparingly in two others because of a nagging shoulder injury, but still had seven 
100-yard games, including a career-best 230 against Washington State. He was the Ohio State offense last year and will be 
once again, and could become the first sophomore to win the award. He's definitely a favorite. 
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6 Casey Clausen QB TENNESSEE SR. 


Last year, Clausen was at the top of every Heisman forecast list. But a season full of team injuries and the Peach Bowl loss set 
him back. His numbers after two seasons are nearly identical to Peyton Manning's, who went on to become the Vols’ all-time 
leading passer. Clausen needs 1,956 yards to become UT's second all-time leading passer. Despite not starting until midseason 
of his freshman year, Clausen already ranks among the top five on UT’s career passing yardage (5th, 4,442), completion 
(4th, 348) and touchdowns (2nd, 37) charts. He completed 62.6 percent of his passes, which was tops in the SEC and 10th 
nationally in 2002. He has compiled a 17-3 record as a starting quarterback, including four fourth-quarter comebacks 
during the 2001 season and six for his career. He was even the 2001 Capital One Florida Citrus Bowl MVP. If he can stay 
healthy, look out. He should have a career year, since he’s already 17-3 as a starter. 


? Anthony Davis RB WISCONSIN JR. 


Although he was the Big Ten’s second leading rusher in 2002 (1,555 yards, 119.6 avg.), most people won't give Davis enough 
credit. He rushed for 100 yards in 17 of 24 career games, 301-yard, five-touchdown effort vs. Minnesota. He had the most 
rushing yardage (3,021 yards) by any Division-I player over the past two seasons combined. Look for Davis to challenge 
former Badger Ron Dayne’s all-time rushing record in 2004. One of eight semifinalists for the Doak Walker Award as the 
nation’s top running back in 2001 (he was the only freshman among the semifinalists), Davis is a force to be reckoned with. 
He was the consensus choice as Big Ten Freshman of the Year, as well as a first-team all-conference pick in 2001. Davis 
should be able to top 1500 yards again. If the Badgers win the Big Ten, he'll be a top contender. 


8 Zack Mills QB PENN ST JR. 


Junior Zack Mills ended last season with a sore shoulder and elbow and, after an 8-for-24 effort against the bowl game 
versus Auburn, was replaced by a redshirt sophomore. Hailing from Rockville, Maryland, Mills is a 6-2, 215 pounder. He 
completed 58 percent of his passes for 2,350 yards and 17 touchdowns, but struggled at both Michigan and at Ohio State. 
He could be a superstar for Joe Pa, and be a top Heisman hopeful, but he'll need to stop hesitating. If he can overcome Penn 
State’s conservative offense, he could be a real contender. He also needs to rebound from an atrocious bowl game. 


9 Chris Gamble WR/DB OHIO ST JR. 


This two-way player from Sunrise, Florida started the final five games of the season at both flanker and cornerback. He is the 
first such player at Ohio Stare in more than 30 years. He won All-Big Ten second team honors and was the Buckeyes’ co-MVP. 
He also led the team in interceptions with four and was the second leading receiver with 29 receptions. Gamble played in 
100 or more plays in three of the Buckeyes last four games, including an incredible 128 in Ohio State’s 23-16 overtime win 
at Illinois. He also averaged 8.6 yards per return on 34 punt returns. He’s a two-way player like Charles Woodson, who won 
the award in 1997, but Gamble warrants more consideration. If he starts fast, the media will really fall in love with him, but 
he'll still have to split votes with Maurice Claret. 


10 Roy Williams WR TEXAS SR. 


Williams is the ideal receiver for college football. Ranked amongst the nation’s top four returning receivers in career yards 
(2,787), touchdown receptions (27) and receptions (171), Williams is big, fast and explosive. He received 2003 Cotton Bowl 
Offensive MVP honors and was among the semifinalists for the Biletnikoff Award (nation’s top receiver) in 2002. In 2000, he 
earned Big 12 Freshman of the Year and Freshman All-America honors. He's been a first-team All-Big 12 pick twice. Williams 
has posted two of the top three reception seasons and three of the top 10 receiving yardage and touchdown campaigns in 
Texas history. The best wide receiver in college football, he should really shine after deciding to return to school for another 
year. Look for a 1500-yard, 12-touchdown season. 
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11 Matt Schaub QB VIRGINIA. SR. 


At 6-5, 235 pounds, this West Chester, Pennsylvania native was selected as the ACC Offensive Player of the Year and (overall) 
Player of the Year in voting by the Atlantic Coast Sports Media Association for the Associated Press. He is only UVA’s second 
player to capture both the offensive and player of the year honors. He was the ACC’s leading passer and has set eight single- 
season school records. Schaub leads the ACC with 26 touchdown passes and a 69.7 completion percentage (third in the 
nation). His 2,751 yards passing and 2,813 yards of total offense are school records. He set at least nine single season school 
records. The reigning ACC player of the year could really move up if he can start the season with a bang. 


12 Steven Jackson RB OREGON ST JR. 


Place your bets. Vegas-born Jackson led the Pac-10 in rushing and finished the 2002 season ranked eighth nationally with 1,690 
yards and an average of 130.0 yards per game. He broke the Oregon State single-season rushing record and all-purpose yards 
record. His 1,855 all-purpose yards tops the old record of 1,705 by Simonton in 1999. He rushed for 100 yards or more ten 
times in his career, including a career-best 239 versus California this year, which ties the school record. At 6-2, 224 pounds, 
he rushed for over 200 yards three times in 2002 to become the only Beaver back in history to accomplish that feat. He also 
rushed for 891 yards in his last five games prior to the Insight Bowl against Pittsburgh, an average of 178.2 yards per game. 
Almost 1,700 yards last year really put him on the map. He needs some more national exposure in big games. 


13 Rashaun Woods WR OKLAHOMA ST SR. 


Woods has broken virtually every Oklahoma State and Big 12 single-season receiving record imaginable. He led the Big 12 
in all receiving categories and consistently ranked amongst the top four in NCAA receiving categories. Woods broke the 
Oklahoma State single-season record of 1,278 yards. He has 107 receptions, a Big 12 single-season reception record. With 
16 touchdown receptions in 2002, he has broken both the OSU and Big 12 single-season marks of 14. Surprisingly, he 
wasn’t a finalist for Biletnikoff Award in 2002, but he was named a Walter Camp All-American. In addition to All-America 
honors, Woods was a consensus first-team All-Big 12 selection. Woods might be the first wide receiver taken in the 2004 NEL 
draft. He’s big (6-2, 190), fast and has great hands. He'll probably break 1500 yards this season. 


14 David Greene QB GEORGIA JR. 


Greene was a first team All-SEC selection by the Associated Press and SEC coaches. He has a career record of 21-5 as a 
Georgia starter, including an awesome 8-0 on the opponent's home field. Named the MVP of the 2002 SEC Championship 
Game, the 6-3, 227 player from Snellville, Georgia is the SEC leader (18th nationally) in passing efficiency. He had five fourth 
quarter comebacks and 22 touchdown passes (third most in Bulldog history for a season) in 2002. Twice, Greene tied the 
school record in 2003 with four touchdown passes. Though he made noticeable strides under center last year, Greene must 
carry the young Bulldog offense this season. He has all the tools to be a star on the next level. If the Bulldogs can upset 
Tennessee and Florida, watch out. 


15 Darren Sproles RB KANSAS ST JR. 


Sproles, a junior from Olathe, Kansas, became the single season rushing leader at KSU, ending the season with 1,465 yards. 
At 5-7, 170 pounds, he ranks 27th nationally in all-purpose yards, 56th in punt return average and 34th in scoring. The 
100-yard rushing game against Missouri to close the regular season was Sproles’ ninth overall and eighth in a row, both 
improving on his own school records. Sproles’ string of 100-yard games has coincided with the Big 12 Conference season. 
In league games, he has averaged 124.9 yards per game and 6.3 yards per carry. On the list of NCAA rushers, Sproles’ 6.24 
per-carry average ranks fifth among players with at least 200 attempts. Sproles is a less important player than other lists make 
him out to be. He’s small, durable and a quick runner, but he'll have to split votes with quarterback Ell Roberson. 
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16 Reggie W illiams WR WASHINGTON JR. 


The first-team All-Pac-10 selection and a consensus first-team All-America, has had, statistically, one of the best two-year runs 
in Pac-10 receiving history. In 2002, Williams’ 89 receptions were the fourth-most in Pac-10 history and his 1,390 yards were 
fourth on the all-time conference list. In two years, Williams has caught 144 balls for 2,365 yards and 14 touchdowns. No 
receiver in Pac-10 history has ever posted that many receiving yards over a two-year span, and the only three players with 
that many receptions over two seasons did it during their junior and senior seasons. Williams became the first Husky ever to 
start the first game of his freshman season. He was named co-Freshman of the Year in the Pac-10 and was a Freshman 
All-American. Williams will benefit from having Cody Pickett as his quarterback and from playing in a pass-happy system. He's 
got good size and hands. 


17 Phillip Rivers QB NC STATE SR. 


On track to shatter every passing record in NC State history, Rivers could become the all-time ACC passing leader before his 
career is over. He's an intelligent and confident player. He ranks second in NC State history, sixth in ACC history and third 
among returning players nationally in career passing yards (8,993 yards). Rivers boasts a 26-12 career record as a starter, 
the top mark in the nation. He set the Wolfpack single-season record for rushing touchdowns by a quarterback with ten and 
was a semifinalist for the Davey O’Brien Award. In 2001, he was the most prolific passer of any player in ACC history. In 2000, 
he was named ACC Rookie of the Year. He’s had a great career so far and should become the ACC leader is passing. The 
Wolfpack must sweep the ACC or he won't be able to move up. 


18 Cedric Benson RB TEXAS SO. 


With the Longhorns working on improving their rushing attack during spring practice, Benson's production may get better 
this fall. Their shaky line play last season led to a mediocre campaign for the former Freshman All-American from Midland, 
Texas. The 6-0, 205-pound running back still rushed for 1,293 yards and had 12 touchdowns in 2002. In the early going of 
the season, the offense may want to lean on Benson until Chance Mock gets cozy behind center. His problem in getting votes 
for the Heisman will be speedster Selvin Young, who will cut into his stats. Benson is a great back in a great system. He plays 
behind a terrific offensive line, but he must play better in the big games (like Oklahoma). 


19 Carnell Williams RB AUBURN SO. 


Williams returns this year from a broken leg that prematurely ended his 2002 season. He ended with 745 yards and ten touch- 
downs. Big things are expected out of the Tigers this season, and if they can pull it off, the 5-11, 193-pound running back from 
Attalla, Alabama could easily be a contender for the trophy. However, Auburn has a crowded backfield that already includes 
1,000-yard rusher Ronnie Brown and Junior College transfer Brandon Jacobs, both of whom are sure to cut into his output. 
Though the Cadillac missed the second half of the season last year, he looks healthy and will shoot up if he has a fast start. 


20 Michael Turner RB NORTHERN ILL. SR. 


Turner was one of eight national semifinalists for the prestigious Doak Walker National Running Back Award. He is America’s 
first 1,000-yard Division I-A rusher and the nation’s second place NCAA Division 1-A rusher (yardage-wise at 1,915 and 159.6 
ypg.). He was also No. 2 in major-college all-purpose yardage (190.3 ypg.) and No. 8 in scoring (10.0 ppg.). The 5-10, 223 
pound running back from the Windy City is the country’s only NCAA 1-A rusher with two five-touchdown games and the only 
1-A rusher with four 200-yard or better games. He has a Northern Illinois record six career MAC Player of the Week citations. 
Turner the Burner is a monster in the MAC Conference. He could easily top 2,000 yards this season,

2008 HEISMAN SURPRISE 


Carson Palmer was the first Trojan to win the coveted Heisman Trophy 
since Marcus Allen in 1981. Palmer was a four-year starter and Pac-10 career 
passing and total offense leader. Fourth in NCAA history with 11,818 passing 
yards, the quarterback completed 60 percent or more of his passes in 24 of 45 
career starts. 

During his first three seasons at USC, he won as often as he lost and didn’t 
really fill the high expectations. But Palmer improved significantly in 2002, 
under the direction of offensive coordinator, Norm Chow. Palmer set USC 
season records for yards passing (3,639), passing touchdowns (32), pass 
attempts (458) and total offense (3,513). He also threw a school record 147 
straight passes without an interception in 2002. He was named the Pac-10 
Offensive Player of the Year and won the Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award as 
the nation’s top senior quarterback 

Palmer wasn’t on the majority of the pre-season Heisman Favorite Lists. 
Perhaps it was Palmer's outstanding performance during the nationally 
televised Notre Dame game that gave him the edge. In a 44-13 triumph over 
the Fighting Irish, Palmer's 425 yards were the most passing yards ever allowed 
by Notre Dame. In what was expected to be one of the closest races in 
Heisman history, Palmer far surpassed Iowa’s Brad Banks, with Penn State's 
Larry Johnson third, Miami-FL’s Willis McGahee was fourth and his teammate 
Ken Dorsey finished fifth. Palmer was the #1 pick in the 2003 NFL Draft and 
will play for the Cincinnati Bengals this year.

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As you enter the world of gaming there are always 
things to look out for. Here are just a few tips 
and suggestions to get you started. If you are able 
to avoid a few basic mistakes, the excitement 
of casinos, sportsbooks and online gambling can 
remain a positive experience. 


Blackjack and the Beginner 


So it’s finally time to play the game, to dip yourself into the 
gambling world and play Blackjack. Now it’s for real and real 
money means real risks. It might help to know a little bit about 
the game. Perhaps you know how to play, but just want a little 
refresher. Either way, there’s nothing like the basics, Without a 
good foundation there is no way you will be able to play and 
understand what you are really doing. 

To start, Blackjack is a game between you and the dealer— 
as you and the other players at the table are playing against 
the dealer and not each other. The inherent object of the game 
is to beat the dealer, simple as that. It goes like this, if you get 
Blackjack, you win. Blackjack (or Twenty One) comes from 
the combination of a ten or a face card (which counts as a ten) 
and an ace, In Blackjack, an ace can count as a one or 11. The 
dealer deals two cards face up to you and one card face up 
and one face down to himself. 

The simplest thing to do is to imagine that the dealer has a 
ten hidden in the card that you cannot see. You know what you 
have, so you have the option to hit (take a card) or stand. If you 
have a total of 11 or lower showing, hit. If you have higher, it’s 
up to you to hit or stand. Remember, if your total card count 
comes to larger than 21, you bust and lose. So, as your total is 
higher, it's easier to bust than if your cards totaled a low amount. 
You can always hit, unless you bust, however it is not always a

good idea to hit. For instance, if the dealer is showing a low 
number as his face up card, say a two, then he must hit (dealers 
are required to hit on 16 or lower). Once he reaches 17 or up, 
he no longer has the option to hit. 

Once you are finished hitting or are standing, it is the dealer's 
turn. He will flip both of his cards face up and if his total adds 
up to 16 or below, he will hit. Once he reaches the range of 
17 or higher, he must stop. Therefore, the outcome of the game 
is decided by whether or not the dealer busts or if your cards 
end up being higher than his. 

One thing on insurance. Insurance is the option to put down 
an amount equal to half of your original bet, if the dealer is 
showing an ace as their face up card to insure against Blackjack 
for the dealer. Insurance pays two to one, however it is not 
advisable to opt for insurance, since the odds are in the casino’s 
favor. Insurance, just like hitting or standing, is an option that 
you can, of course, choose to do. Before you start.to do it 
though, it's probably a good idea to play a few games with 
friends at home and learn the basics of the game. Try and 
practice with some splitting and doubling situations, and 
thereby get a feeling for the game before you go and play for 
real, Just remember, in the end you will play with real money 
and when real money gets involved, so do emotions. Try 
to keep those under control and flow with what you have 
practiced; it will make for a much smarter game.

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Walking the Tightrope With Your Money 


It's time for some enjoyment; you’ve 
been waiting for this. The casino is right 
around the corner. How much did you 
bring today? A few hundred, maybe, a few 
thousand. Look at all those lights. It’s you 
against the dealer in a nice game of black- 
jack, one on one. You know the rules; you 
know how much you have, so take a seat 
for the game is about to begin. Are you 
lucky? Do you think that you will be there 
for a while? Will you leave up, down or 
even? All the money out there, all those 
chips and all the fun colors just leap out at 
you. The dealer seems happy that you are 
there and says, “We have a new player! 
Dealer busts. Winners all around!” Must be 
your lucky day. 

How can casinos be in business if you're 
so lucky? Why is the online gaming industry 
still booming? Do they make anything 
tangible—a product for purchase? No, they 
make money. You're up for the day, sure, 
and the casino lost a little bit, but it’s not 
hurting. The casino is comprised of a few 
things: people, games, odds in their favor 
and lots of money—deep pockets over- 
flowing with money. If the casinos have 
a million dollars and they lose a few 
thousand, it’s trivial. But if you have a 
thousand and you lose a couple hundred, 
you'll feel the seam in your pocket begin 
to unravel. How much money you can 
throw at the casino before you don’t have 
any left and how long you can stay at the 
table and play before the casino calls it 
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quits are too very different things. 

Why the casino is happy to see you and 
why they know your name all has to do 
with a little green paper or the plastic card 
we all carry around in our wallet. So, why 
does the casino give you comps regardless 
if you win or lose? Is it because the casino 
is just that nice, that they want to see every- 
one happy and so they give a little back to 
the person that just lost it all? Of course 
not. The hotel is not going to just up and 
move, so they'll give a free room to a loyal 
player to keep him coming back. What is 
worth more to the casino: having a player 
pay a $100 for a night’s lodging or giving 
him a complimentary room so he’s free to 
lose $500 at the tables? 

To keep your pockets from emptying 
out, take your time with the games. Step 
back a bit and don’t let the excitement rush 
you into the game. The casino will be there 
for you anytime. It’s in no hurry. No dealer 
will feel bad if you don’t play at his table. 
Don’t let the casino fool you with the 
glamour, the sounds or with the winners 
you see from time to time. The gaming 
industry knows that over time you will 
probably lose your money. So the longer 
they can keep you inside, the better the 
chances are of your money becoming the 
casino’s money. And remember, you will 
never hear a dealer say, “Another loser! 
Loser’s all around!”

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ONLINE POKER IS NOT THE SAME GAME AS CASINO 
POKER. It’s literally a different game. That doesn’t mean it’s 
a worse game or a less valid game—or a better game. 
There are just lots of small differences, beyond the 
obvious that you can’t see or hear your opponents. 
For example, one bedrock poker rule is “one player 

to a hand.” This rule simply does not 
exist online. I’m not talking about any 
hanky-panky either. Players play while 
chatting on the phone, while sitting 
with a guest in the same room, and 
while teaching novices to play. You 

can watch and discuss hands as 
they unfold with a novice.

dump a truckload of money, This is far 
harder to do online. Truly rotten players 
are protected much more. 

Online you can play two games at 
the same time. You can even be in two 
hands at the same time. There are plenty 
of pros and cons to playing two games, but 
the point here is just to show that this is another 
major difference in online play. 

Some winning casino poker players might lose over a 
significant short-run while playing online because they 
have less familiar tools available to them. It’s not so much 
that you are playing online with only three golf clubs 
instead of fourteen. You are playing with a bagful of 
different clubs. 

For instance, in casino games, we get a lot of people 
“tells.” Players sometimes even get up and walk away from 
their hands, making obvious their intention to fold when it 
comes to their turn, We can’t see our opponents online, but 
we can notice a lot of things. One big “online tell” is the 
speed in which a player acts on his hand. If the blinking 
light representing a player acts immediately, it’s likely this 
person has clicked the box to “check in turn” or “bet/raise 
in turn.” What a huge tell! It’s usually easy to determine 
when a player has a no-brainer hand. The immediate 
“check” is often incredibly revealing. If you are first and take 
a moment before checking, then if your three opponents 
immediately check behind you like rifle fire...this is a tell as 
big as Texas. They ain’t got nuthin’. 

My favorite online trick is to monitor which opponents 
are playing two games. They are a lot easier to bluff! And 
they tend to fold more easily, and when they do bet, they 
tend to have a good hand. If they are spending time focusing 
on this game rather than the other game, it’s likely for a 
reason—they got something. Then also, you can do things 
like briefly pause if in a pot with a player playing two 
games. Pause, then bet. The opponent may well have 
been dealt a new hand in the other game (maybe even a 
monster!), so they will more easily release a marginal hand 
in your game. 

Tells of acting quickly (or not quickly), ways to exploit 
people playing two games, people playing with artificially 


short bankrolls...these are peculiar to 
online play. Another huge difference 

—the software tells you if you've 

won or not! No overlooking hands, 

no folding of winners, it’s almost 
childish in that way. 

Another common situation... the 

first player takes a moment, and 

then finally checks. You have the 

“bet/raise in turn” button checked, so 

your bet appears, but instantly the player 

next to you raises. Uh-oh, he had the bet/raise 

button checked also, and didn’t care what you or the first 

player did. That tells a lot more than a just normal raise 

would—an awful lot more. 

Besides the speed of action resulting from using the 
buttons, other online tells can be discerned from how slow 
a player commonly acts on their hand. Players who are 
consistently super-slow (rude human speedbumps) are very 
likely not paying attention to the game, either because they 
are playing two games and are not competent at it, or 
because they are doing other work at home. Either way, if all 
of a sudden this person plays a hand crisply and promptly 
and aggressively... well, they got somethin’. 

“The Stall” is a common tell among average or slightly 
below average players. When the last card in Holdem or 
Omaha makes a coordinated board (making a nut hand like 
a flush), the mediocre player pauses as if thinking, and then 
finally bets. This pause almost always means “powerhouse” 
or at least that the bettor thinks he has a powerhouse. It’s a 
comically inept tell in its obviousness. 

Working the “lobby” of an online cardroom is almost as 
important as working the game you play. In casino poker 
you can walk around the room, briefly look at all the games 
and limits being played, and study what type of game each 
one is. Much more accurately and quickly, the online lobby 
offers a wealth of information just by clicking buttons: 
average pot size, number of players seeing the flop, how 
many hands played per hour, names of the players in each 


game, who is on the waiting list, how many games of a 
particular limit are underway, and which players are playing 
two games. 

Each one of these bits of information is something we can 
use to choose the right game and limit. Some people prefer 
a wild game. Some prefer a more passive one. Some like 
full games; some like short-handed. Players who are nearly 
equally competent in all games can choose between twenty 
or more games at the limit they want to play. Game and 
table selection is a critical part of casino poker, but it is even 
more fundamentally important online. At first glance it 
might seem that table selection is less important online 
because it is extremely easy to move from one game to 
another. I think that really is just an argument for why table 
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selection is more important. The tools are available for 
players to be constantly aware of where the good games 
are. Constant vigilance is a price of winning online. 

When signing up for games, never choose the “any game” 
at this limit option. This hamstrings your ability to inde- 
pendently manipulate your position on each sign-up list. 
For instance, if you’ve signed up for any $15/30 Holdem 
game, and your name comes to the top of the list in a game 
filled with players you don’t want to play with, if you pass 
this game, you are removed from all the $15/30 lists. 
Likewise, if you rise to the top of the list on a game that 
doesn’t look good now, but has potential because of others 
behind you on the waiting list, you may want to unjoin that 
list and then rejoin again at the bottom—perhaps when 
your name, now seventh, rises to the top, the game will be 
good. If you’ve signed up for “any game,” that option is not 
available to you. You simply will be put at the bottom of 
every single list you are on. 

At the busy online cardrooms, you have many options to 
choose from, and a lot of information to use in choosing. 
Don’t restrict yourself. 
Look for the games that 
fit with your style of 
play. When your game 
texture changes from 
favorable to mediocre 
or worse, cruise the 
lobby for greener pas- 
tures. Keep constantly 
vigilant. Knowledge is 
power. Playing win- 
ning online poker is 
the science, craft and 
art of mastering things 
most players don’t 
even think about.

“O” brings you 
into life and all the emotions that come from taking part in life. 
Unlike any other production in the world, “O” takes place over a 
large 150 by 100 foot tank with a 25-foot depth. The actors seem to 
become one with the water, dipping in and out, diving, dancing and 
seemingly walking on water. A show for the entire fami ” will be 
sure to capture your imagination, and open your eyes to a different

world, a world of beauty entwined with the natural beauty 
of the human form. 

Like “O”, Mystere is another great production put on 
by Cirque du Soleil. Currently housed at Treasure Island 
in a Greek amphitheater setting, Mystere is a 
technical masterpiece. An older 
production than “O”, Mystere still 
brings in the crowds, becoming 
arguably one of the best shows in 
Vegas, Mystere tells the story of life, 
from the beginning of time through 
the end, Performed by dancers, pole 
climbers and balancing actors, this act 
is put together with human symmetry 
and a desire to take the audience to 
the edge of their seats and further. 

Mystere takes the journey of life 
from that of a pair of babies in the 
beginning, through the mysteries of life: 
the questions that all of us have while 
we traverse time in search of the answers 
that continue to haunt us. The music in 
Mystere drives the performance, completely 
enveloping the audience and _ including 
them in the performance. Both become one 
and the act takes a different life, one of 
spectacular feats which awe the audience, 
with gravity defying jumps and eye popping actions. 

Moving away from the circus, we enter a world of a 
different kind: The Blue Man Group. Renowned in many 
cities for their performances involving sound and abstract art, 
Vegas has become one of their largest homes, bringing in a 
large number of new acts that are there to further the fun. 
The Blue Man Group is playing at the Luxor on a stage that 
is even larger than their New York stage. For the shows in 
Vegas, new material had to be created and introduced into 
the program. Apart from the already fantastic use of pipes, 
paint, drums and music (created from all types of creative 
instruments) comes the addition of neon people who come 
alive during portions of the performance and much more. 

Wherever you sit in the audience, be prepared for an 
entertaining and funny performance. Maybe you will be 
brought up to participate—have a good dinner with them 
on stage and see what happens. Let the paint splash every- 
where into an instant abstract art painting and let the 
sounds guide your ears and imagination, as you watch three 
bald blue men perform their art. Arrive with a sense of 
wonder and an open mind to wacky antics and unusual 
instruments, as they act out a dance of colors and music. 

Who hasn't heard of Siegfried and Roy, the classic duo 
of magicians and presenters? Go to their show with the 
understanding that you will be awed at the Mirage. Not all of 
the awe will come from the tricks that they will do (that other 
magicians do too); some will come from the way they 
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present it. Siegfried and Roy have a way of presenting 
a showmanship that abounds of the old 
skills of performers and managers. The show is full 


the tricks 


of large scale productions, from large dance numbers 
performed by a troupe of dancers to large mechanical 
dragons and white tigers. You'll be impressed by the 
performance, the presentation of the tricks and the 
control of timing by Siegfried and Roy. 

Whether it’s magic you like or the ability of a 
performer to do illusions on a grand scale, enjoy 
the act produced for you. Be prepared for a 
spectacular performance when you walk 
towards the Mirage and notice a statue of 


Siegfried and Roy. Enjoying a lifetime contract 
should also indicate to visitors that they are 
good enough to entice Vegas to keep them 
for good. You certainly won't be disappointed 

by the music, lights or atmosphere of the 
performance. 

Another duo that is quite well known is 
Penn and Teller. Performing at the Rio, 
they put on a show of magic and danger. 
Penn is the loud and outspoken magician 
and Teller, well, Teller is silent. It’s a gory 
show filled with traditional magic taken to 
another level. The humor inherent in the 
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show derives its excitement and energy from the dynamics of 
the two, working together to put on a performance that not 
only sets the audience into fits of laughter, but also shocks 
them with seemingly painful stunts and acts. 

From their traditional card throwing tricks that seem to 
pierce the other actors on the stage, to the final bullet 
performances, Penn and Teller are there to provide you with 
a different look at magic. Though not a permanent show, if 
you have the chance to catch them at the Rio, do so. Check 
before you go so that you can make sure that they are there 
when you are. Just remember that it’s not just the magic 
show you are going to watch, but the humor that Penn and 
Teller fill each carefully performed act with. If it seems that 
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someone is hurt, it’s probably part of the show. 

Finally, one of the best shows in Vegas is the magnificent 
Danny Gans. Look for him at the Mirage and expect to hear 
some of your favorite singers come alive. Do not expect a 
spectacle like that of Cirque du Soleil. Instead, go for the 
simplicity of it all. Danny Gans performs with only a band 
as his back up to uphold his songs and impressions. You will 
be surprised at the range his voice has, his ability to give 
impressions of both males and females. You'll feel as if you 
are not watching Danny Gans alone, but an entire entourage 
of singers and performers. His ability to act like others 
through mannerisms and voice is to say the least, amazing. 

Whether its Michael Jackson or Natalie Cole that you are 
in Vegas to hear, you will be swamped with many more 
singers than you can handle. His ability to sing with others’ 
voices, to bring comedy and to act to such an extent that 
you feel overwhelmed in under two hours is a testament to 
his abilities. To try to name all of the people 

he can do an impression of is even 

impossible. This one-man show makes 
you forget that there is just one man 
and not a multitude of actors on the 
stage all at once. 

Whether it’s a circus act that will 
dazzle your eyes or magicians with their 
tricks, or a singer and his impressions, 
Vegas has everything that you could ever 

want to captivate you for some time. Look 
around, go there and listen to what people 
have to say about the shows in Vegas. You 
don’t have to stand around and wonder what 
there is to do in the entertainment capital of 
the world; it’s all out there at your finger tips 
to learn about. In the end though, Vegas has 
such a wide variety of shows to offer you that 
there is almost no way to go wrong. Everyone 
has different tastes, different things they want to 
experience. What is exciting for one person 
wouldn’t make another person blink, so you might 
have to try a few things before you know exactly 
what it is that you like. No one says that’s bad, in 
fact, you'll probably have more fun in Vegas 
because of it.

DISAPPOINTING: | 
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BY JOHN RYAN 


Our list of surprise and disappointing teams in college football has 
been a favorite of our readers, because of our enormous success in 
forecasting how teams will fare during the upcoming season. We are 
not only interested in projecting surprise records, but also their ATS 
(against the spread) mark as well. In 2002, we had ten official surprise 
selections and ten official disappointing selections. 


Last year’s surprise teams were excellent again. One of the biggest 
winners was Penn State who went 9-3 off of a 5-6 season. Other surprise 
teams included Notre Dame, who went 10-2 off of a 5-6 season, North 
Texas, who went 8-4 off of a 5-7 season and Oklahoma State, who went 
8-5 off a 4-7 season. California amazed us with a 7-5 season off of a 
dismal 2001 campaign of 1-10 and Arkansas State finished with a four 
game improvement. On the flip side, our list of disappointing teams 
was equally solid. Some of the big losers were North Carolina, who 
finished 3-9 off an 8-5 season and Stanford, who went 2-9 from 9-3. We 
also predicted that Rice would fall (they finished 4-7 from an 8-4) and that 
Syracuse would bottom out (they finished 4-8 after a 6-5 2001 season). 


So what constitutes a surprise team? An ATS Consultants’ Official 
Surprise Team is defined as one that we think has significantly 
improved since last season and has the potential to be nationally ranked 
or go to a bowl game. Surprise teams are also those that the media does 
not regularly focus on in the national polls or one that had a losing 
record last year and is not a popular choice to make it to the post 
season. Historically, our surprise teams make great “Against The 
Spread” teams, especially in the first half of the season, before the media 
jumps on the bandwagon in the second half. 
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The disappointing teams category is a great indicator of which 
teams will unexpectedly fumble. A disappointing team is just 
the opposite of a surprise team; It can be a squad that is highly 
regarded by the media and ranked on national polls or it could 
be a team that is consistently ranked as a powerhouse, but is in 
line for a losing year. A disappointing team could also be one 
that had an outstanding 2002 and went to a bowl game, but is 
due for a second-rate season this year. 


This list of Surprise and Disappointing teams is designed to help 
you to get the edge early in the season, while the linesmakers and 
the general public have a completely different view. You'll have 
an advantage when playing on a surprise team or against a 
disappointing team. Take Duke, for example. Our #1 surprise 
team of 2003 is bound for a good season. The correct, or true, 
line on the first couple games will conceivably be off by 7-10 
points, since the linesmakers’ power ratings and the general 
public view is skewed by Duke’s performance from the last few 
years. That means that Duke has a great chance of covering games 
early in the season, at least until Las Vegas and the betting public 
catch on. The same is true of the list of disappointing teams. They 
will be rated high, so it’s a great chance to go against them when 
it comes down to the spread.

oT) his year’s college football 
season should be a thrilling 
and wide-open race for the national 
title. There aren’t any clear-cut 
favorites, like there have been in 
years past, but there are some 
teams with the stuff to make it 
happen. Many teams from the BCS 
Conferences have legitimate title 
aspirations and key conference tilts, 
which will play a huge role especially 
early in the season, as will some 
very big non-conference games. 
Most teams have figured out that 
in the BCS system, it’s best to play 
a tough non-conference schedule. 
Getting a big non-conference win 
under your belt early in the season 
helps down the road (hint to Kansas 
State), because the strength of 
schedule is considered in the BCS 
standings. The top four games that 
could decide the national title are 
Tennesee vs. Miami-FL, Texas vs. 
Oklahoma, Michigan vs. Ohio State 
and Miami-FL vs. Virginia Tech. 
There are several teams that are 
considered longshots to win the 
national title. With a break or two 
(like Ohio State last year) they could 
conceivably be playing for all the 
marbles. We could all bet the 
favorites, like Oklahoma, Texas, Ohio 
State, Miami-FL and Kansas State. But 
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there are some very good possibilities 
for the Dark Horse this year, like 
Auburn, Purdue, Pittsburgh and Virginia. 

Picked for their overall chance at the 
national title, any one of the Big 33 
could battle it out for the big prize next 
January. All of them are strong teams 
that will go to a Bowl, and with some 
luck, the moment of their lives. 


1) TEXAS: New quarterback Chance 
Mock leads a great offense with 
Heisman candidates wide receiver Roy 
Williams and running back Cedric 
Benson. Big games against Oklahoma 
and road games at Oklahoma State and 
Texas A&M will tell the truth. 


© MICHIGAN: if coach Lloyd Carr 
doesn’t play it too conserva- 
tive, the Wolverines could 
play for the national title. 
Quarterback John Navarre 
should have another great 
year. Their schedule includes 
big home games versus Notre 
Dame and Ohio State. 


© MIAML-FL: Florida trans- 
fer quarterback Brock Berlin 
will take over what is still a 
terrific offense. It features 
tailback Frank Gore, who 
will have a breakout season 
this year.

QUARTERBACK: The key to Tennessee’s season may 
be keeping Casey Clausen healthy. Last year, injuries 
kept him out of two games and hampered him in 
several others. As a senior, he will not only be an 
important cog in the offense but a team leader. 
Clausen did manage to throw for 2,297 yards last 
year, but only 11 touchdowns while tossing seven 
interceptions. He needs his receivers to step up to 
make the passing game effective. Last year it didn't 
happen. C.J. Leak, who started one game last year, 
will back up Clausen, but his one start lasted only two 
Series against Georgia. 

RUNNING BACK: The Vols are loaded at this 
position and you know that Tennessee loves to run 
the football. Last season, the Vols averaged 128 yards 
a game rushing, fourth best in the conference. Cedric 
Houston will be the tailback after rushing for 779 
yards in 2002, only the ninth best total in the SEC. 
Jabari Davis will split time between tailback and 
fullback. Troy Fleming will start at fullback where he 
has been effective. Tennessee needs to find a way 
to get Derrick Tinsley the ball more often, but every 
time they looked to get him in the game last year he 
was with the trainers. If Gerald Riggs can stay eligible, 
he gives the Volunteers one more weapon in 
the backfield. 

RECEIVERS: This was a problem area last year. 
When Kelley Washington went down, so did the 
production at wide receiver. And with tight end Jason 
Witten opting to go out early, it's a vital position for 
2003. No Tennessee player finished in the SEC's top 
ten in catches or yardage and that has to change. Tony 
Brown and Jonathan Wade are expected to be the 
starters with Montrell Jones hoping to get a 
chance. But the big-play guys may be a trio of 
incoming freshmen who were the diamonds of the 
recruiting class—Robert Meachum, Bret Smith and 
Jayson Swain. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The Tennessee coaching staff is 
hoping that Anthony Herrera (6-4, 300) graduates 
and gets an extra year of eligibility, The left side is set 
With Michael Munoz (6-6, 300) and Jason Respert 
(6-3, 300) and Scott Wells (6-2, 300) returns at 
center. If Herrera doesn’t make it, Chavis Smith (6-3, 
300) will start in his place. Freshman Cody Douglas 
(6-6, 320) has a chance to be a starter, as do 
incoming freshmen Arron Sears (6-4, 300) and Eric 
Young (6-5, 270). The line will miss departed Will 
Ofenheusle. Last year it was supposed to be one of the 
strengths of the team, but did not perform as well as 
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Tennessee fans hoped it would. With experience and 
size, it should be better in 2003. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: For the second straight year, 
Tennessee lost all four of its starting defensive 
linemen. Of course, had end Constantin Ritzmann 
(6-4, 260) not been lost in the pre-season to a knee 
injury, he would have been one of the starters. He’s 
back and will be counted on to provide stability to a 
young group. Parys Haralson (6-2, 245) has a 
chance to be a big-time player at one tackle. Mondre 
Dickerson (6-5, 270) could be the starter at the 
other and Greg Jones (6-6, 270) also saw playing 
time last year. Watch out for incoming freshman 
Turk McBride (6-4, 235), who should see playing 
time early. Depth is a concern at this position for 
the Volunteers. 

LINEBACKERS: The Vols were hit hard at this 
position last year. Kevin Burnett lasted only one game 
before suffering a knee injury. He was replaced by 
Kevin Simon, who suffered knee and ankle injuries, 
and was replaced by Jason Mitchell who was also 
injured. They are all back, but how well they've 
healed will have a lot to do with the effectiveness 
of this group. Robert Peace will man the middle 
and could have a big year for Tennessee. Incoming 
freshman Daniel Brooks could have an immediate 
impact, but Tennessee will miss departed Keyon 
Whiteside and Eddie Moore. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Tennessee hopes Cory Larkin 
is ready to be a solid corner opposite Jabari Greer, 
a solid tackler who helped the Vols finish third in 
the SEC in pass defense. Gibril Wilson showed last 
year he was ready to be a starter at strong safety 
and Tennessee knows it has one of the league's 
best safeties in Rashad Baker, who picked off five 
passes in 2002. Mark Jones is an effective nickel 
back. Tennessee led the league in fewest TD 
passes allowed and the secondary should be as 
good this year. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: The Vols know they are set at 
punter with Dustin Colquitt, a Ray Guy Award 
semifinalist who averaged 43.6 yards a punt. That 
was the fourth best average in the SEC. Placekicking 
is another story. Dependable Alex Walls is gone and 
Tennessee will try to find a suitable replacement in 
either Phillip Newman, a Georgia Tech transfer 
Phillip Newman, who did some kicking last year, 
or James Wilhoit. Wilhoit was supposed to be the 
heir apparent but struggled to find his form in his 
freshman year.

Grossman last year, will also be in the mix and fresh- 
men Patrick Dosh and Justin Midgett will get a chance 
to compete, this is a Dickey-Leak battle. Look for Leak 
to eventually be the Florida quarterback. 

RUNNING BACKS: One of the many questions 
surrounding the Florida football team last year 
involved Ran Carthon. When he got the ball, good 
things happened. He rushed for 543 yards and five 
touchdowns, but the Gator coaching staff leaned on 
senior Earnest Graham. Graham did crack the 1,000- 
yard mark, but Carthon averaged almost a yard more 
per carry. With Graham gone, it’s Carthon’s chance to 
make a name for himself. He has more speed than 
Graham to go with power. But there will be plenty of 
competition from redshirt freshman Deshawn Wynn 
and sophomore Ciatrick Faison as well as incoming 
freshman Joe Cohen. 

RECEIVERS: With Taylor Jacobs graduated, one 
might think Florida’s streak of having an All-SEC first 
or second teamer may be over at this position. But in 
truth, the Gators are loaded with talent. Look for 
Dallas Baker, who has been waiting through two years 
of ineligibility for his chance to be the go-to guy for 
whoever plays quarterback. Carlos Perez caught 58 
passes a year ago before a broken leg sidelined him 
late in the season. Kelvin Kight (37 receptions) also 
showed signs of promise, as did 0.J. Smalls. Florida 
has also loaded up at the position in the last two 
recruiting classes and freshman Chad Jackson could 
help right away. Ben Troupe was an underused 
weapon at tight end. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: This position wasn't good a year 
ago. A young offensive line had problems protecting 
the passer and opening holes for the running game. 
And there was almost no depth. But everyone except 
sometime starter David Jorgensen is back and depth 
has been added with three junior college linemen. 
Tackle Max Starks (6-8. 335) and guard Shannon 
Snell (6-5, 310) both considered leaving early for the 


tackle positions and that Kenny Parker (6-2, 293) 
can overcome chronic back problems to man the 
other spot. The other end could be Darrell Lee (6-4, 
255), but the Gators signed a load of linemen 
who may fight for starting time, especially end Jarvis 
Moss (6-6, 220). 

LINEBACKERS: This was a big area of concern for 
the 2003 recruiting efforts because two of the three 
starters graduated. Mike Nattiel and Bam Hardmon 
were stellar players for four years but leave only Todd 
McCullough behind with any real experience. The UF 
staff will sift through returners Travis Harris, Reid 
Fleming, Matt Farrior and Dwight Jackson looking 
for answers and could also be helped by incoming 
freshmen Channing Crowder and Earl Everett. 
Linebacker play will be a drop-off this year unless 
some of the young players can step in and provide 
quality play against a brutal schedule. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Todd Johnson and Robert 
Cromartie, both rock solid for the Gators, completed 
their eligibility. Ratliff returns, but he must improve his 
coverage skills at cornerback. Strong safety Guss Scott 
was one of Florida’s best defenders and may move to 
cornerback. Cory Bailey has a solid year as a nickel 
back and could move into Scotts role at strong safety. 
Again, Ron Zook will have to count on newcomers to 
fill some roles and the most likely candidate is junior 
college transfer Reynaldo Hill, who could start at one 
cornerback. Charlie Strong’s first season as Florida's 
defensive coordinator could be a difficult one. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: They can’t get any worse. Florida 
was a special teams nightmare a year ago. Matt Leach 
struggled as UF's placekicker before settling down. 
He made 9-of-15 field goals but missed five extra 
points. He should be improved. Ingle Martin took 
over the punting chores in the fifth game of the year 
but averaged only 35.2 yards a kick. Florida hopes 
one of the returning punters will emerge or turn the 
job over to freshman Eric Wilbur. The Gators also

QUARTERBACK: Mark Richt will again use both of 
his quarterbacks, a move that backfired against 
Florida in the Bulldogs only loss of the season. But 
since D, J. Shockley decided not to transfer, he will 
see some playing time. Last season, Shockley threw 
for 415 yards and five touchdowns and is the more 
mobile quarterback. But David Greene was All-SEC 
and returns for his junior season. Greene threw 
for 2,924 yards and 22 touchdowns in 2002. 
With a shaky offensive line, Georgia could use 
Shockley even more this season because of his 
ability to run the ball. 

RUNNING BACK: The departure of Musa Smith to 
the NFL leaves the tailback position open. Smith ran 
for 1,324 yards last season. Tony Milton will likely be 
the starter after rushing for 314 yards as a redshirt 
freshman. Milton showed flashes of brilliance when 
Smith was out with an injury, but doesn’t have the 
power running ability as Smith did. Tyson Browning 
will also get a shot, but the Bulldogs may turn to true 
freshman Kregg Lumpkin, who rushed for 3,544 
yards in his last two high school seasons. Georgia 
also has to replace reliable fullback J.1. Wall who 
paved the way for Smith last season. 

RECEIVERS: The top receiver from last year— 
Terrence Edwards—is gone after a 1,004-yard senior 
season, but Georgia still has plenty of talented 
receivers. Fred Gibson will be the go-to guy after 43 
catches for 758 yards a year ago. Michael Johnson, 
the hero of the division-clinching win over Auburn, is 
also back as are Damien Gary and Reggie Brown. 
Georgia also could use incoming freshman Sean 
Bailey to add to its depth. Greene and Shockley will 
have plenty of targets including tight end Ben Watson, 
who changed his mind at the last minute about 
leaving for the NFL. Watson had 32 catches last 
Season, three for scores. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The Bulldogs lost all five starters 
from last season so this is a shaky situation for an 
offense that relies on the pass so much. Russ Tanner 
(6-4, 275) could be the starter at center if he can stay 
away from injuries that have bothered him the last 
two seasons, but Randall Swoopes (6-4, 305) could 
take the spot if he can perfect his shotgun snaps. 
Bartley Miller (6-3, 285) and Josh Brock (6-4, 280) 
both played as true freshman and will be the starting 
guard. Max Jean-Giles (6-5, 340) will be at one 
tackle and Daniel Inman (6-7, 300) and Dennis 
Roland (6-7, 280) will battle it out for the other 
tackle spot. 
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DEFENSIVE LINE: Georgia returns the SEC defensive 
player of the year in David Pollack at one end. 
Pollack was a one-man wrecking crew last year 
with two interceptions, 21.5 tackles for a loss and 
14 sacks, Marquis Elmore (6-3, 245) would have 
played end last year as a true freshman but a back 
injury forced him to redshirt. Robert Geathers (6-4, 
254) and Will Thompson (6-2, 240) will provide 
depth. The Bulldogs have to replace tackle Jonathan 
Sullivan, who went pro early. Kedric Golston (6-4, 
295), despite missing spring drills, will be the nose 
tackle while Ken Veal (6-2, 297) and Darrius Swain 
(6-4, 300) will compete for the other spot. 
LINEBACKERS: All three starters from a year ago 
are gone as the top two tacklers—Boss Bailey and 
Tony Gilbert—used up their eligibility and Chris 
Clemons left early. Odell Thurman should be the 
answer in the middle. He was kicked off the team as 
a freshman, but went to junior college for a year and 
is back. Tony Taylor, who started one game last 
season, will start at the weakside and Thomas Davis 
has been moved back from strong safety to man the 
other linebacker position. Georgia will count on at 
least two of the five linebackers it signed for depth 
with Marcus Howard and Danny Verdon the most 
likely candidates, 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: All four starters are back led 
by safety Kentrell Curry, who had four interceptions 
last season. Strong safety Sean Jones, who was third 
on the team in tackles last year, came on strong in 
the second half of the season. Decory Bryant and 
Bruce Thornton are solid cover corners, Tim 
Jennings, who had three interceptions, and DeMario 
Minter both played as true freshman and will provide 
depth at the cornerback spots. The secondary is the 
strength of this Georgia defense. But the defensive 
backs may have to press to stop the run if the line- 
backers are suspect. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Reliable Billy Bennett is back 
as the placekicker after making 26-of-33 field goals 
last season and was the SEC’s leading scorer. 
Jonathan Kilgo departs as the punter and incoming 
freshman Adam Bailey will likely win the job as well 
as kick off for Georgia. Lee Jackson, a walk-on, 
could compete for the punting job. The Georgia 
special teams are dangerous with Gary returning 
punts and Gibson returning kickoffs. Gary averaged

QUARTERBACK: A year ago, the offense revolved 
around Corey Jenkins. He has departed and it should 
be time for Dondrial Pinkins to step in. Pinkins, like 
Jenkins, is a big quarterback at 6-2, 240 who can run 
the ball like a tailback. But for the Gamecocks to be 
effective this season, he'll have to be able to throw the 
ball. Last year, Pinkins threw for 431 yards with two 
touchdowns and four interceptions. Pinkins did get a 
start at Florida last year, but the coaching staff put the 
clamps on him. With a spring to work as the starter, 
he should be improved. JUCO transfer Michael Rathe 
is likely the back-up. 

RUNNING BACKS: The big question revolves 
around Demetris Summers, one of the nation’s best 
running backs in high school last year. South Carolina 
won the recruiting battle, but Summers still has to get 
eligible and then adjust to the college game. Kenny 
Irons, who backed up Andrew Pinnock last season, 
will likely be the starter at tailback when the 
Gamecocks open the season. Irons rushed for 201 
yards on 47 carries last season. South Carolina will 
mostly run from a one-back set now that Pinnock is 
gone. Thez Robinson and Daccus Turman could also 
see playing time, especially when the Gamecocks go 
with two backs. 

RECEIVERS: If Pinkins can get the passing game 
going, he has some talented receivers to throw to. 
Troy Williamson showed big-play capabilities a year 
ago when he averaged 28.9 yards a catch and had 
four touchdown receptions. The Gamecock coaching 
staff hopes Andrea Gause gets it going this season 
after only two catches in 2002. Matthew Thomas 
could be one starter after catching eight passes for 
73 yards last year. Incoming freshman Noah 
Whiteside is one of several freshmen who could make 
an immediate impact. Hart Turner returns at tight 
end, but USC rarely threw to its tight ends. He caught 
four passes a year ago. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: This is a big concern for the 
Gamecocks as they return only one starter from a 
year ago. He is left tackle Travelle Wharton (6-4, 300), 
who could be an All-SEC performer this season. 
Na’shan Goddard (6-6, 280) did get some starts at 
center and should play there this season. Jabari Levey 
(6-7, 295) could play either guard or tackle. Jeff 
Barnes (6-4, 285) and Jon Alston (6-5, 280) are 
penciled in at the guard spots. The key for the 
Gamecocks will be identifying the best five linemen by 
the opener, but USC will be young and inexperienced 
on the offensive line when the season begins.

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DEFENSIVE LINE: Charlie Strong ran a 3-3-5 
defense, but he left for Florida and new coordinator 
Chris Cosh is junking that scheme for a more 
traditional 4-3. He knows he has George Gause (6-5, 
260) at one end and Moe Thompson (6-3, 255) will 
likely be at the other. He'll search for tackles with 
Preston Thorne (6-0, 275), Randy Jackson (6-4, 
275) and Chris Tucker (6-2, 295) all in the mix. 
Gause is a playmaker, but the Gamecock defense will 
only be as good as the tackles and they have to find a 
rotation they can count on, Also the adjustment to a 
new scheme could make it even more difficult for a 
young defensive line. 

LINEBACKERS: Tampa Bay defensive coordinator 
Monte Kiffin was brought in to lend his expertise on 
the new defense in the off-season, but the 
Gamecocks don't have a Derrick Brooks on the 
roster. They do return Lance Laury, who had a fine 
freshman season leading the team with 90 tackles. 
Jeremiah Garrison should end up at one of the 
outside linebackers and we could see the emergence 
of Ricardo Hunley this year. Hunley was a big-time 
recruit who finally cracked the starting lineup late 
last season. The linebacker play is the key to a 4-3 
defense, but if Hunley does play up to his hype, the 
Gamecocks should be okay here. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS; This is one area on defense 
where the Gamecocks have some experience. Dunta 
Robinson returns at one cornerback after recording 
38 tackles and leading the team with four interceptions 
last season. If South Carolina moves Taqiy 
Mohammed to wideout as expected, Ted Crawford 
will likely end up at the other corner. Jonathan 
Martin is applying for a sixth year of eligibility, but if 
he doesn’t play the strong safety will be Jamacia 
Jackson, who had 25 tackles a year ago. Deandre 
Eiland returns at free safety after recording 44 
tackles last season. Jermaine Harris, who redshirted 
last year, will also be on the field at times. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: South Carolina was third in the 
SEC in net punting last season, but has to replace 
punter Tyeler Dean. Joey Bowers, who did some 
pooch punting and kickoffs last year, will get the 
opportunity to be the Gamecock punter. Daniel 
Weaner returns as the placekicker after going 10-of- 
16 last season. Special teams is an area where USC 
must show an improvement after finishing last in the 
conference in punt returns and eighth in kickoff 
returns in 2002. The Gamecocks were also last in the 
SEC in kickoff coverage.

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QUARTERBACK: Jared Lorenzen returns for his 
fourth season and will have to deal with his third 
offensive coordinator. This will be a transition year 
for the Wildcats. Lorenzen’s strength is his ability to 
throw the ball but new coordinator Ron Hudson likes 
to run the option. Back-up Shane Boyd, who was 
second on the team in rushing last year, may be 
better suited to run the offense, but the Wildcats will 
stick with Lorenzen. His junior year was his best so 
far with 24 touchdowns and only five interceptions. It 
will be interesting to see how Lorenzen adapts to a 
different style of offense after so much success with 
the passing game. 

RUNNING BACK: Artose Pinner was Kentucky's 
horse last year, but he’s gone and leaves little 
experience in the backfield, The Wildcats may turn to 
junior college transfer Draak Davis, who led 
California jucos with more than 1,600 rushing yards. 
But he’s only 5-7, 165 and you have to wonder about 
his durability. Arliss Beach is the leading returning 
rusher with 111 yards and Alex Bwenge was a solid 
receiver out of the backfield, Kentucky rarely used a 
fullback last year, but Ronald “Rock” Johnson should 
get more playing time this season if he has fully 
recovered from an injury that forced him to miss the 
second half of 2002, 

RECEIVERS: Plenty of talent returns at this position 
led by Derek Abney who had 40 catches for 569 
yards. Tommy Cook, who had 22 catches for 276 
yards last season, also returns as do a pair of young 
players in Chris Bernard and Glenn Holt, who 
combined for 18 catches last season. Tight end is a 
question mark. Jeremiah Drobney and Win Gaffron 
are both back but combined for only three catches in 
2002 as the Wildcats rarely threw to their tight ends. 
Kentucky may go with Kurt Jackson, a junior college 
transfer who is more of a blocking tight end, as the 
starter in the new offensive scheme. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The Wildcats are in good shape 
here with seven of their top eight linemen back. 
Antonio Hall (6-5, 302) is an All-SEC type performer 
at right tackle, Matt Huff (6-5, 307) and Sylvester 
Miller (6-5, 308) shared the other tackle spot and 
will compete again. Nick Seitze (6-5, 279) returns as 
the starting center and will be backed up by Daniel 
Burnett (6-5, 288).

DEFENSIVE LINE: Kentucky is expected to go with a 
3-4 scheme this season and that means Jeremy 
Caudill (6-3, 300) will likely move to nose guard. 
Last year, Caudill had two sacks and was a disruptive 
force, Ellery Moore (6-3, 290) had three sacks last 
year as a back-up tackle and will move to one end. 
Vincent “Sweet Pea” Burns (6-2, 271) will be the 
other end. He was second on the team in tackles and 
led the Wildcats with 13.5 tackles for a loss. Trey 
Mielsch (6-3, 245) will provide some depth, as will 
Bennie Mills (6-2, 295) who transferred from 
Florida. The starters are fine, but Kentucky will have 
to turn to youth for depth, 

LINEBACKERS: With the 3-4, Kentucky will move 
some defensive ends to outside linebacker. Deion 
Holts and Raymond Fontaine appear to be the 
leading candidates to start on the outside, but Mike 
Williams, who has played safety, will be on the field. 
He had 39 tackles and two interceptions last year. 
Justin Haydock and Dustin Williams are expected to 
man the middle spots after combining for 33.5 
tackles last season as back-ups. Chad Anderson, who 
suffered a broken ankle last season, is expected to be 
part of the rotation in the middle. How the linebackers 
pick up the new system will be a major factor in how 
the defense plays. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: The Wildcats have several 
players who could play either cornerback or safety 
including Antione Huffman, Claude Sagaille and Earven 
Flowers, the latter two who each had an interception 
last year. But the mainstay of the secondary is 
cornerback Leonard Burress, who broke up ten 
passesa year ago. Warren Wilson will be the other 
cornerback if he has fully recovered from an ACL 
injury last season. Travis Atwell was the nickel back 
last year where he had 19 tackles and will start at one 
safety along with Muhammad Abdullah, who played 
in six games last year. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: This was a strength of the team 
last season with Derek Abney setting an NCAA record 
with six returns for touchdowns. Abney is back 
where he will be a threat every time the opponent 
kicks the ball. Taylor Begley was solid as the 
placekicker a year ago making 9-of-14. But the 
Wildcats will miss punter Glenn Pakulak, the SEC’s 
leader last year, and that position is wide open with 
Sevin Sucurovic getting the first shot. The Wildcats 
need to get better in coverage this season, especially 
with a shaky defense that doesn't need to have to 
protect a short field.

QUARTERBACK: Jay Cutler won the job last season 
as a redshirt freshman and is cemented in the job this 
year. In 2002, Cutler ran for 393 yards and rushed for 
nine touchdowns while throwing for 1,433 yards and 
10 scores. He must improve on a 48.6 completion 
percentage if the Commodores are going to get out of 
the East cellar, but that will be difficult with his 
favorite targets graduated. Benji Walker ran for 143 
yards and threw for 236 as a back-up, but he’s a 
senior and the Commodores would like to groom 
Steven Bright, who redshirted last year, to be Cutler's 
eventual replacement so the real competition will be 
for the back-up job. 

RUNNING BACK: Kwane Doster ended up inheriting 
the tailback role after two starters suffered broken 
legs. Those two—Norval McKenzie and Ronald 
Hatcher are back and ready to go, but the job belongs 
to Doster. He rushed for 798 yards last season despite 
missing the final game and was a reliable receiver out 
of the backfield. McKenzie played in five games 
before his injury and rushed for 326 yards and 
averaged 7.8 yards a carry, so the tailback position is 
in good hands. Matthew Tant is a solid fullback 
who rushed for 326 yards last season and scored a 
pair of touchdowns. 

RECEIVERS: Replacing Dan Stricker and MJ. 
Garrett won't be easy. Cutler will look to Brandon 
Smith, who caught 19 passes for 173 yards last 
Season, as a go-to guy. Chris Young will likely be the 
other starting wideout. Grant Bingham played as a true 
freshman and will see playing time this season. Keith 
Williams could also be a factor in an inexperienced 
receiving corps. Nick Getter caught only two passes 
last year, but could be ready to be a factor as the 
starting tight end and the only senior starter on 
offense. Overall, this group of receivers is shaky and 
Vandy may have to rely on the run and the option 
more than it would like. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Three starters return, but this will 
still be a young unit. Justin Geisinger (6-4, 320) is a 
rock as the left tackle after a solid sophomore 
season. Jordan Pettit (6-3, 293) will move into the 
center spot vacated by Jamie Byrum. Brian Kovolisky 
(6-7, 283) returns at one guard and Mark Powell 
(6-3, 285), who played some as a true freshman last 
season, should be the other guard. Kenan Arkan

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DEFENSIVE LINE: The Commodores have a pair 
of good ends with Jovan Haye (6-3, 265) at one 
and Antione Morgan (6-5, 245) at the other, Morgan 
has to get bigger, but the Commodore coaches 
think he can be a great one. Chris Booker (6-2, 245) 
is in the same boat as Morgan but should provide 
depth at the ends along with Robert Dinwiddie

SPECIAL TEAMS: Greg Johnson took over the dual 
roles of punter and placekicker last season and all 
he did was make the freshman All-American team. 
Johnson averaged 43.8 yards a punt and made 
8-of-13 field goals and will handle both duties again 
this season. Doster was a dangerous kickoff returner 
last year averaging 25.7 yards a try, the third best 
total in the SEC. One area where the Commodores 
have to improve is punt returns where Vanderbilt 
ranked 10th in the conference in 2002 and 
kickoff coverage.

QUARTERBACK: The quarterback controversy is 
over on the plains, but there is a problem at the 
position. Daniel Cobb is gone and Jason Campbell 
returns with the job all to himself. Campbell threw 
for 1,215 yards in relief of Cobb with 11 TDs and five 
interceptions. Campbell also likes to run the ball, but 
may be reined in this season because there is nobody 
with any experience behind him. Brandon Cox, who 
quit the team briefly last season, Josh Sullivan and 
Wesley Hill will battle for the back-up job, but if 
Campbell goes down the Tigers could be in trouble. 
RUNNING BACK: Carnell Williams was the main cog 
on the offense before going down in the Florida 
game with a broken leg. Ronnie Brown stepped in 
and Auburn didn't miss a beat. Brown ended up 
leading the team with 1,008 yards and 13 TDs. 
Williams returns from his injury after gaining 745 
yards and scoring ten times. Tre Smith was the hero 
of the Alabama game and rushed for 454 yards 
during the season. In other words, the Tigers are 
loaded at tailback and keeping all of them happy may 
be the biggest challenge for Tommy Tuberville.

LINEBACKERS: Middle linebacker Mark Brown 
will be missed, but the Tigers’ defense got a boost 
when Karlos Dansby and Dontarrious Thomas both 
decided to wait a year to pursue the NEL. Thomas 
was second on the team in tackles and likely will 
move to the middle. Dansby was a disruptive force at 
outside linebacker with five sacks and three 
interceptions. Derrick Graves is the best bet to start 
at the other outside spot if Thomas is moved. 
Lamarcus Rolle may be ready to live up to his 
signing day hype this season while Travis Williams 
and Antarrious Williams add to the depth. If Thomas 
makes the move work, the defense should be better 
than a year ago, 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: The biggest question on the 
defense may be at one of the cornerback spots. 
Carlos Rogers is back after intercepting four passes 
last season, but three of the top four corners have 
departed. It's wide open with Montavis Pitts the best 
bet to start. Junior Rosegreen returns at strong 
safety where he established himself as one of the 
hardest hitters on the team. Safety is also a concern 
with Travaris Robinson gone. Donnay Young was his 
back-up in 2002 and could start but will receive 
plenty of competition from Roshard Gilyard and Will 
Herring, who redshirted last season, 

SPECIAL TEAMS: After an up-and-down career, 
Damon Duval has graduated, leaving Auburn in 
search of both a punter and placekicker. Auburn 
signed a pair of high school teammates—kicker 
John Vaughn and punter Cody Bliss—who could 
step right in although Bliss will face competition 
from Michael Gibson. Tre Smith was a solid kick and 
punt returner last season, but Auburn was a middle- 
of-the-pack team in the SEC in special teams. 
Auburn may be the team to beat in the SEC West this 
year, but only if there is an improvement in the 
special teams area.

QUARTERBACK: If Arkansas is going to earn a 
return trip to the SEC Championship Game, the Hogs 
will need to see some improvement from Matt Jones. 
Jones rushed for 615 yards and five scores while 
throwing for 1,592 and 16 touchdowns. But he 
was inconsistent in both his passing and leadership. 
Jones struggled with a bad shoulder and a sprained 
knee during the season and that limited the 
number of option plays Houston Nutt could call. He 
did not require surgery and the hope is that 
rehabilitation will have Jones healthy. Ryan Sorahan, 
who has a good arm but isn’t as mobile, is waiting 
in the wings. 

RUNNING BACKS: Last season wasn’t what Cedric 
Cobbs hoped for. He had to deal with off-the-field 
problems, his weight ballooned to 240 pounds and 
he was at times the third-team tailback. Cobbs is back 
down to a more reasonable weight and will battle 
with De’Arrius Howard for the starting job. Howard 
emerged late in the Tennessee game last season and 
could beat Cobbs out, but both of them will see 
playing time. Arkansas led the SEC in rushing last year 
with more than 3,000 yards and could do it again, 
especially with the league’s best fullback in Mark 
Pierce, who scored six touchdowns last season. 
RECEIVERS: Jones will have plenty of targets to 
throw to, as both starters and the third receiver all 
return as well as tight end Jason Peters, a 300-pound 
bruising blocker who can run but needs to do a 
better job of catching the ball. George Wilson led the 
team a year ago with 49 catches, seven of which went 
for touchdowns, and has all-SEC potential. Richard 
Smith was solid as well with 34 catches for 582 yards, 
And Decori BirMingham was the hero of the 
West-clinching win over LSU and could be a big-time 
receiver this year. The Razorbacks add incoming 
freshman Chris Baker, a speedster who can stretch 
the field. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Any unit that starts with Shawn 
Andrews (6-6, 330) is in good shape. He was an 
all-conference performer as a sophomore and could 
move from right tackle to the left side. Bo Lacy (6-4, 
290) will start at the other tackle depending on 
where Andrews ends up. Dan Doughty (6-2, 302) 
started at center but will be pushed by Kyle Roper 
(6-3, 265). The competition will be heated for the 
guard spots where Scott Davenport (6-2, 307) and 
Mark Bokermann (6-5, 300) have been starters but 
Jerry Reith (6-3, 300) and Tony Ugoh (6-5, 280) 
could take their jobs. Overall, the line is expected to

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be one of Arkansas’ strengths in 2003. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: This is the big question mark for 
Nutt. Last year’s unit was scrappy, but often 
overwhelmed. Most of the pressure came from the 
back seven and the Razorbacks hope to be better this 
year in the front four. Jeb Huckeba (6-4, 220) has 
been moved from linebacker to rush end. Elliott 
Harris (6-4, 266) had only one sack last year and 
must improve. Arrion Dixon (6-4, 284) will be the 
nose guard and could be a good one. Arkansas 
hopes Reggie Banks (6-5, 275) can step in at tackle 
after sitting out last year as a partial qualifier. 
Jayson Johnson (6-3, 310) could also be in the mix 
at tackle. The addition of Tracy Rocker as line coach 
should help. 

LINEBACKERS: Tony Bua’s health is a concern. He 
underwent shoulder surgery and will be out until 
August, If he’s ready then, he'll anchor a strong 
linebacker corps, Caleb Miller is in his third year as 
a starter and had 10.5 tackles for losses last year. 
Clarke Moore is a force in the middle after playing 
well in the second half of the season. Jimarr Gallon 
and Pierre Brown also will play. This is the strength 
of the defense because it has talent and depth. 
Arkansas coaches think anywhere from six-to-eight 
players could be on the field at different times this 
season and the position is so deep they were able to 
move Huckeba. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS; Ken Hamlin left early for the 
pros leaving a void at safety, The question is whether 
the Razorbacks will turn it over to sophomore Vickiel 
Vaughn, who struggled as a freshman, or try to patch 
the position together. The corners are solid with 
Lawrence Richardson, who had four interceptions a 
year ago, and Ahmad Carroll, who was sixth on the 
team in tackles, Eddie Jackson supplies depth at the 
corners. Strong safety Jimmy Beasley returns as a 
starter and Lerinzo Robinson could back him up if 
he doesn’t get the start at free safety, 

SPECIAL TEAMS: David Carlton ended up beating 
out Brennan O'Donohoe as the placekicker and 
made 12-of-14 field goals. Carlton is back with a 
strong and accurate leg and will also handle the 
kickoff duties. O'Donohoe could be the punter 
replacing Richie Butler, but incoming freshman 
Jacob Skinner is expected to battle for that spot. 
Punting is a concern after the Razorbacks averaged 
only 32.6 in net punting, 10th in the league. Arkansas 
was solid on both kickoff returns and coverage and 
Birmingham is a dangerous punt returner.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACK: After lighting it up as a sopho- 
more, Fli Manning struggled as a junior throwing 15 
interceptions and unable to hold off an Ole Miss 
slide in the second half of the season. That 
contributed to his return for his senior season. So 
did the fact that he has so much talent surrounding 
him. Manning did throw for 3,401 yards and 21 TDs 
last year and did something his brother Peyton 
couldn't—beat Florida. Although the Rebels signed 
one of the nation’s top quarterbacks in Robert Lane, 
he'll likely redshirt and Robert Spurlock will be the 
back-up. But this is Manning's show. 

RUNNING BACKS: The running game needs to 
help Manning out. Ole Miss coaches feel they have 
talented tailbacks in Ronald McClendon and 
Tremaine Turner, but the two rushed for only 378 
and 300 yards respectively. Both are seniors and 
should get more carries this season to help take the 
heat off the quarterback. Fullback Rick Razzano ran 
26 times for only 60 yards, but did catch 23 passes. 
Ole Miss needs to have a ground game this season 
but can only run if its defense keeps games close 
enough that Manning isn’t trying to rally his team. 
RECEIVERS: Don’t be surprised if Chris Collins is 
named All-SEC at the end of the season. He showed 
what he could do last year with 55 catches and 10 
touchdowns and Ole Miss has enough targets to 
keep double teams off Collins. Bill Flowers caught 
53 passes of his own as the possession receiver and 
Mike Espy emerged as a potential star with 30 
catches for 465 yards. Add in Kerry Johnson and 
tight end Eric Rice, who combined for 25 catches 
and 268 yards and it’s clear there will be no 
shortage of options for Manning in Cutcliffe’s 
pro-style offense. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: This is a solid group with five of 
the top seven players back. But it has to be a more 
physical line when it comes to run blocking. The 
line is led by guard Doug Buckles (6-5, 290), who 
will be on several pre-season all-star teams. He is 
joined on the left side by Tre Stallings (6-4, 317), 
who stepped in last year as a redshirt freshman 
and did a good job. Justin Sawyer (6-3, 298) got his 
feet wet last year at center and the right side is 
anchored by guard Marcus Johnson (6-6, 320). 
Chris Spencer (6-4, 305) moved from guard to take 
over the right tackle spot. Cliff Woodruff (6-6, 295) 
will also be in the mix.

DEFENSIVE LINE: The Ole Miss defense allowed

the defensive line last year was tackle Jesse Mitchell 
(6-1, 275), who had 13 tackles for a loss. McKinley 
Boykin (6-2, 275) is a sophomore who will be the 
other tackle. Jayme Mitchell (6-6, 286) and Mike 
Gibson (6-2, 285) will also be part of an important 
rotation for the Rebels. 

LINEBACKERS: Ole Miss’ two-linebacker system 
worked at times last season, like against Florida.

Ken Bourns will give the Rebels success and don't 
be shocked if true freshman Marquis McBeath is 
able to step in and play. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: This should be the strength 
of the defense even with Matt Grier’s eligibility up. 
Von Hutchins is a big-time player at one cornerback 
with six interceptions last season. He'll be at one 
corner and Travis Johnson will be the other 
although he may battle junior college transfer 
Oroko Ayodele for that spot. Free safety Eric Oliver 
is a sure tackler and he had 85.5 of them last year 
to prove his point. Kelvin Robinson is a solid strong 
safety and Travis Blanchard will fill the other safety 
spot. Ole Miss intercepted 18 passes a year ago, 
good for third in the league, but also gave up 17 
touchdown passes. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Jonathan Nichols was a solid 
kicker last year, making 15-of-20 field goals and all 
40 of his extra point tries. The only real blemish 
was that four of his misses came from between 30 
and 39 yards, Cody Ridgeway returns as the punter 
alter averaging a hefty 42.4 yards a kick last season. 
The Rebels will miss Jason Armstead, one of the 
conference's best returners. Espy could fill the role 
of punt returner and has the speed to be a threat 
every time the ball is kicked. McClendon and 
Collins both have experience returning kickoffs.

Brandon Hurley, 
moved from the offensive line last season, is back at 
fullback but freshman Sean Jordan could compete 
for that spot. 

RECEIVERS: [SU may be young in the backfield, 
but the Tigers have a lot of experience at the 
wideouts. Michael Clayton, if he stays at receiver, will 
be looking to return to his freshman form, although 
he was solid as a sophomore with 57 catches. Devery 
Henderson achieved legend status with his TD against 
Kentucky and caught 22 other passes last season. 
Skyler Green got better as the year went on and 
Bennie Brazell could be ready to use his talent. 
Expect early playing time for freshmen Amp Hill and 
Dwayne Bowe. Eric Edwards (six catches) returns 
at tight end. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: A solid line last year could be 
even better this year if center Ben Wilkerson (6-4, 
285) has fully recovered from the back injury that 
kept him out of the Cotton Bowl. Rudy Niswanger 
(6-5, 285) is ready to take over at one guard and 
Stephen Peterman (6-4, 300) is back at the other for 
his senior season. Andrew Whitworth (6-7, 310) 
made a name for himself as a freshman last season at 
left tackle and will be back to try to disprove the 
sophomore jinx. Rodney Reed (6-4, 290) should 
start at the other tackle. Terrell McGill (6-4, 320) and 
Canadian Peter Zyakowski (6-4, 300) will be part of 
the rotation.

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DEFENSIVE LINE: This unit returns starters, but has 
to get better at pressuring the quarterback. For 
example, Marcus Spears (6-5, 290) had more 
interceptions (two) than he did sacks (one). Spears 
will line up at one end but Marquise Hill (6-7, 290) 
may be moved from end to tackle. The sure tackle is 
Chad Lavalais (6-3, 280) who was fifth on the 
team in tackles and had six for losses in 2002. LSU 
could go with a true freshmen at defensive end— 
Sean Merrill (6-4, 280). He and Carnell Stewart 
(6-5, 296) will definitely be on the field and 
part of the defensive line rotation as will Melvin 
Oliver (6-3, 255), who led the team in sacks 
as a freshman. 

LINEBACKERS; For the last two years, this has been 
an LSU strength. But Trev Faulk left early after the 
2001 season and Bradie James and Jeremy Lawrence 
left on time after last year so this could be a 
weakness this season. Lionel Turner does return 
after recording 9.5 tackles for a loss last season and 
he may be moved to the middle. Cameron Vaughn 
saw enough action to record 22.5 tackles and could 
be at one outside spot. Jason LeDoux only played in 
three games last year, but likely will start. Eric 
Alexander could play some on the outside as could 
junior college transfer Ken Hollis. But this is a shaky 
unit entering 2003. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: LSU led the SEC in pass defense 
last year despite the sudden departure of Damien 
James. Randall Gay is back at one corner where he 
had 52.5 tackles. Jack Hunt took over for James and 
was a solid free safety. He returns as well. Corey 
Webster was the right guy at the right place last year, 
leading the conference with seven interceptions and 
is ready to be a full-time cornerback this season. 
‘Travis Moses should step in at strong safety. Travis 
Daniels and Adrian Mayes provide depth but there is 
talk of moving Clayton to safety because of his size. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: No SEC team will miss a special 
teams performer the way LSU will miss Domanick 
Davis. He doubled as a punt and kickoff returner and 
was a threat at both. But the SEC’s top kickoff 
returner in average was actually Henderson, who will 
assume that role full-time this season. LSU will also 
miss placekicker John Corbello, which means the 
competition will be between Andre Boagni and 
incoming freshman Chris Jackson. Donnie Jones 
averaged 44.0 yards a punt in 2002, but will be 
pushed by incoming freshman Patrick Fisher.

QUARTERBACK: The Tyler Watts Era is over. The 
reins are turned over to Brodie Croyle, who was 
a lot more popular as a back-up than as a starter. 
Coyle started when Watts was injured last year and 
threw for 1,046 yards and five touchdowns. New 
Tide coach Mike Shula, a former NFL offensive 
coordinator, will expect a major improvement 
from Croyle, who completed less than 50% of his 
passes last season. Shula’s offensive system calls 
for a lot more pass attempts than former coach 
Dennis Franchione. Spencer Pennington, a redshirt 
sophomore who threw one pass last year, is waiting in 
the wings as Croyle’s back-up. 

RUNNING BACK: A year ago, Alabama counted on 
the run and finished second in the SEC in rushing. But 
this year will be different. Shaud Williams will get the 
bulk of the carries after leading the team a year ago 
with 921 yards. Ray Hudson, who also ran back 
kickoffs last season, will also be a weapon in the 
backfield. He rushed for 306 yards as the fourth 
tailback last season. Greg McLain will be the fullback, 
but look for Alabama to run a lot of one-back sets in 
the new system. While the running game won't be the 
staple of the Tide offense, it will be necessary to get 
the passing game going. 

RECEIVERS: Much of the success of the offense will 
depend on the receivers who will be in a new role. 
Alabama hopes that Antonio Carter can come back 
from an injury that cost him last season and kept him 
out of the spring. In 2001, he caught 32 passes for 
428 yards. Triandos Luke will be a key member of the 
receiving corps after catching 41 passes for 482 
yards. Tre Fulgham was solid a year ago and Zack 
Fletcher showed big-play capabilities with seven 
catches for 193 yards. Tight end Donald Clarke along 
with Clint Johnson will also be factors, but the 
receivers will see the bulk of the passes. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: While there will be an adjustment 
to new blocking schemes, the Alabama line has plenty 
of talent returning. Wesley Britt (6-8, 304) has been a 
starter at tackle since he was a freshman as has guard 
Justin Smiley (6-4, 300). Evan Mathis (6-5, 298) has 
shown he can be a starter at the other tackle. The Tide 
may decide to move Mathis to center if Shula isn’t 
satisfied with J.B. Closner (6-4, 290) who played some 
as a freshman. Dennis Alexander (6-6, 339) likely will 
be at one of the guard spots. Alabama has to decide 
what it wants to do with Atlas Herrion (6-4, 309), who 
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could end up at offensive or defensive tackle. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: This was a stout group a year 
ago, but Antwan Odom (6-5, 257) is the only 
returning starter. Odom led the team with 9.5 sacks 
in 2002. Nautyn McKay-Loescher (6-4, 254) will 
get his chance at the other end. Anthony Bryant 
(6-3, 349) and Ahmad Childress (6-7, 345) give the 
Tide bulk in the middle. True freshman Dominic Lee 
(6-4, 295) will be counted on immediately to add 
depth to the line. Alabama led the league in rushing 
defense a year ago and must rely on young linemen 
to repeat in that area. 

LINEBACKERS: The league’s leading defense was 
led by Brooks Daniels, whose 63 tackles included 
10.5 for losses. Daniels returns and should be an 
All-SEC performer in 2003. Freddie Roach started as 
a freshman at middle linebacker. He was sixth on the 
team in tackles, but has to be more consistent this 
season. Cornelius Worthan also returns at the 
outside linebacker so this should be the strength of 
the defense. Alabama has plenty of depth here as well 
with Mark Anderson, Demeco Ryans and Derrick 
Pope. And the Tide staff will find a way to get Jevan 
Garth on the field. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Alabama has depth in the 
corners led by Charlie Peprah, who had four 
interceptions last year. Anthony Madison, David Scott 
and Roberto McBride will battle for playing time at 
the other corner. Carlos Andrews will try to replace 
departed Waine Bacon at strong safety, but will have 
to fight off Chris Jones for the starting spot. Charles 
Jones and Roman Harper will compete for the free 
safety spot. Alabama was solid against the pass in 
2002, but recorded only 11 interceptions. That is an 
area where the Tide has to improve and it will be 
difficult with a pass rush that shouldn't be as good 
as last year. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Three placekickers combined 
for mediocrity a year ago leaving that position wide 
open. Michel Ziffle and Kyle Robinson will shoot it 
out for the spot, but they combined to make only 
12-of-20 field goal attempts last year. Punting is also 
wide open, but Ziffle has the best shot at taking that 
spot. Overall, special teams have to get better. 
Alabama was 11th in kickoff coverage, ninth in 
punting, ninth in kickoff returns and 11th in punt 
returns last year. That's dismal considering the 
athletes the Tide put on the field.

QUARTERBACK: Last year was supposed to be the 
chance for Kevin Fant to show what he could do, but 
a suspension for the opener and injuries later in the 
season made it largely a disaster for the quarter- 
back. With a year under his belt, he'll be the starter 
again sans an appendix that was removed after the 
season. Fant threw for 1,918 yards last year, but had 
only 10 touchdowns passes against 12 interceptions. 
He has the arm, but has to adjust to a new coordinator. 
Kyle York will be the back-up again but had dismal 
Stats a year ago. 

RUNNING BACKS: Dontae Walker was a big, fat 
flop last season and now that he’s gone it should 
clear the way for three talented tailbacks. Jerious 
Norwood was second on the Bulldogs in rushing last 
year, but with only 394 yards and no touchdowns. 
Fred Reid should be the starter after managing only 
338 yards last year, But he was an effective receiver 
out of the backfield with 19 catches, Nick Turner has 
the talent but was suspended midway through last 
season. Darnell Jones will try to replace the valuable 
Justin Griffiths at fullback, but Jones only had six 
carries all of last season. The running game has to 
improve for the Bulldogs to get back on track. 
RECEIVERS: Fant can count on some reliable 
pass-catchers, but the Bulldogs have to show they 
can come up with the big plays in the passing game, 
Ray Ray Bivines emerged last year as a player who 
could challenge for All-SEC honors this year after 
catching 40 passes for 511 yards. Justin Jenkins was 
solid with 28 catches but averaged less than 10 
yards a reception. Tee Milons, the younger brother 
of former Alabama star Freddie, caught 15 passes as 
a true freshman and could be a playmaker, Aaron 
Lumpkin is a horse at tight end (6-4, 260). 
OFFENSIVE LINE: There are some questions here 
because left guard Donald Tucker, who started 10 
games, left the team. The right side of the line 
should be solid with tackle David Stewart (6-6, 294) 
and guard Brad Weathers (6-5, 320), both juniors 
with starting experience, Chris McNeil (6-3, 284) is 
ready to step in as the starting center. The left side 
could be shaky with Johnny Wadley (6-2, 379), who 
showed promise as a redshirt freshman, and 
Richard Burch (6-5, 290), who has a long way to go 
before he will be an effective tackle. Incoming 
freshman Donovan Davis (6-7, 330) could make an 
immediate impact. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: The Bulldogs have a new 
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defensive coordinator and that means a return to 
the 4-3 defense. The question is who will play 
where? Jason Clark (6-1, 236) was an effective end 
last year with 6,5 sacks, but he is expected to be 
moved to linebacker. Tommy Kelly (6-6, 306) hada 
strong year at defensive tackle recording seven 
sacks in 2002. Willie Evans (6-2, 255) will proba- 
bly be the other tackle after a solid year as a true 
freshman. Kamau Jackson (6-0, 270) needs to lose 
some weight if he is going to stay at defensive end. 
Taurus Morgan (6-2, 239) and Robert Spivey (6-1, 
235) could figure into the mix at end. 
LINEBACKERS: Clark will move to the drop 
linebacker and showed a nose for the football last 
season with an interception and two fumble 
recoveries. He'll also surprise offenses with the 
blitz, ‘TJ Mahwinney gives the linebacking corps 
stability after recording 59.5 tackles and picking 
off two passes last season. Marvin Byrdsong should 
be the third linebacker as the Bulldogs will run a 
more conventional defense after years of Joe Lee 
Dunn’s wild ride. The linebackers will be the key to 
improving a rush defense that finished 10th in the 
conference a year ago. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: The defensive backfield has 
plenty of returnees including Darren Williams, who 
stepped in as a true freshman and had three inter- 
ceptions as a true freshman. Kevin Dockery will get 
the nod at one corner, but the other is wide open now 
that Korey Banks is gone. Demetric Wright was a 
starter as a junior but played only one game last year 
when it was clear he had not recovered from knee 
surgery, He'll try it again this year. Rico Bennett and 
Gabe Wallace will compete for the strong safety 
job. Incoming freshman Quentin Culberson will be 
counted on to see immediate playing time. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: Brent Smith was a walk-on 
kicker a year ago, but wasted little time making a 
name for himself. He made 16-of-20 field goals last 
year and all four misses came from outside the 40. 
He made all of his 16 extra point attempts. The key 
will be to get him more tries at PATS, Jared 
Cook returns as the punter after averaging 42.2 
yards a try last season. Reid is a nice weapon 
returning kickoffs where he averaged 24.5 a 
runback last year and Norwood also could be used 
in that capacity. The Bulldogs have to do a better job 
of covering punts. They were 11th in the SEC in net 
punting in 2002.

RUNNING BACKS: Cedric Benson should help take 
a lot of the pressure off Mock and could be a 
Heisman Trophy candidate as @ junior. After rushing 
for over 1,000 yards as a freshman, Benson's 
numbers were much more modest as he split 
carries with Ivan Williams, who will also be back 
this season. Look for the Longhorns, who were 
fourth in passing offense (250.1 yards per game) 
and eighth in rushing offense (135.5 yards per 
game), to be more balanced on offense this season. 
With Benson and Williams in the backfield, Texas 
should be able to literally make a run at Oklahoma 
in the South Division. 

RECEIVERS: Roy Williams (6-4, 210) and BJ. 
Johnson (6-1, 200), who are both seniors, are one 
of the most-feared receiving tandems in college 
football, which should also take some pressure off 
their new quarterback. Williams would have been a 
first-round pick in the NEL Draft two years ago with 
his size and ability to score on any play. Last season 
he averaged 17.8 yards a catch with 12 touchdowns, 
and Mack Brown is fortunate to have him back for 
what should be a monster season for the Longhorns. 
Johnson has made 33 consecutive starts. Tight end 
Brock Edwards (6-5) is another big safety blanket 
for Mock to have. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The Longhorns will have to 
replace two starters on the offensive line, including 
consensus first-team All-American Derrick Dockery. 
Robbie Doane, a third-team All-Big 12 performer 
has also graduated. Guard Tillman Holloway (6-3, 
315), tackle Jonathan Scott (6-7, 297) and center 
Jason Glynn (6-2, 275) are all back up front. The OL 
paved the way for 23 rushing touchdowns, but the 
backs they blocked for only averaged 3.4 yards a 
carry. The group, considering its great physical size 
and strength, needs to impose its will on opponents

and play tougher against Oklahoma’s defense. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: The good news for opposing 
offenses is that Cory Redding is finally out of 
eligibility and headed for NFL stardom. The great 
defensive end, who made 37 consecutive starts and 
was a Lombardi Trophy finalist, will be tough to 
replace. Experienced defensive ends Bryan Pickryl 
(6-5, 210), Austin Sendlein (6-3, 265) and Kalen 
Thornton (6-3, 270) will have to play at an even 
higher level to fill the void. Having both defensive 
tackles back, Marcus Tubbs (6-4, 305) and 
Rodrique Wright (6-5, 320), is huge. Texas was 
third in total defense last season behind Kansas 
State and Oklahoma. 

LINEBACKERS: Texas welcomes back two of the 
nation’s best linebackers, Reed Boyd and Derrick 
Johnson. Boyd was the team’s leading tackler last 
season with 123 take-downs. Johnson was selected 
first-team All-Big 12 and was a Butkus Award 
semifinalist with 117 tackles. Each player had 
two sacks for the Longhorns, who had 38 as a 
team. The duo will miss Lee Jackson, who played 
well last season, his first and only one as a 
linebacker. Cedric Griffin, who made 72 tackles last 
season, should be even more of a factor on the 
defense this fall. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Roderick Babers, after 
38 consecutive starts at cornerback, will not be 
controlling his side of the field for Texas this 
season. That’s the bad news. On the other side of 
the field, however, the Longhorns don’t have a lot to 
worry about with Nathan Vasher back for his senior 
season. Last season he had four interceptions when 
quarterbacks dared throw in his direction, Free 
safety Derrick Pearson had five interceptions last 
season. Michael Huff also returns at strong safety 
with 13 starts under his belt. He was a third-team 
freshman All-American last year. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Placekicker Dusty Mangum 
made 16 of 26 field goals and all 54 extra points last 
season, making him the Big 12’s leading scorer 
among kickers. Kickoff specialist Richmond McGee 
also returns after 26 touchbacks in 13 games. The 
Longhorns are auditioning replacements for Brian 
Bradford, who averaged 40.1 yards on 67 punts. 
Vasher averaged 14.2 yards per punt return, which 
was the 19th best average in the country last season. 
Selvin Young is a threat to take kickoffs to the 
house. He averaged 23.8 yards on 12 returns last 
year as a freshman.

QUARTERBACKS: The Sooners will have to replace 
Nate Hybl, who completed 57.6 percent of his passes 
for 2,538 yards with 24 touchdowns and only 
eight interceptions in leading the team to a Big 12 
championship and Rose Bowl victory. Jason White is 
the leading candidate to win the starting job, but sat 
out the spring scrimmages to. rest his two surgically 
repaired knees. That gave Paul Thompson and Brent 
Rawls all the practice snaps and opportunities to 
impress the coaching staff. Of the pair, Thompson 
has the most experience, but both will need spring 
and summer to develop. If White can play a 
simple, mistake-free style similar to Hybl’s he will 
be good enough for the Sooners to have another 
successful season. 

RUNNING BACKS; As expected, Quentin Griffin had 
a spectacular senior season, rushing for 1,884 yards 
(6.6 per carry) and 15 touchdowns. Kejuan Jones 
(sophomore), Renaldo Works (senior) and Jerad 
Estus (senior) will compete to fill Griffin's speedy 
shoes. Or perhaps some combination of all three 
running backs will be used to get the job done, As a 
team last season the Sooners averaged 190.6 yards 
per game on the ground with 33 touchdowns in 14 
games. Jones had an impressive freshman season, 
scoring 14 rushing touchdowns. Griffith led the team 
with 18 total touchdowns. 

RECEIVERS: The Sooners are in search of another 
Trent Smith, who was the first-team All-Big 12 tight 
end last season and one of the reasons why the team 
led the league in red zone offense. Lance Dontey, who 
has similar size (6-4, 220), was the backup last 
season, The team with the best tight end, Colorado 
in 2001 (Dan Graham) and Oklahoma last season 
(Smith), has won the past two conference 
championships. Having a security blanket to throw 
to when there is pressure would certainly help the 
new quarterback. 

OFFENSIVE LINE; The offensive line was dominant 
last season and will once again be a source of 
strength for the Sooners, anchored by first-team, 
All-Big 12 right tackle Jammal Brown (6-6, 310), a 
junior. Left tackle Wes Sims (6-5, 317) and center 
Vince “No, Not That Vince” Carter (6-3, 277) also 
return. Kelvin Chaisson (6-5, 290) was Brad Davis’ 
understudy at left guard and Jarrod Barclay 
(6-4, 280) is expected to replace Mike Skinner at 
right guard. This unit will make life easier for a new 
starting quarterback and tailback under pressure to 
defend a conference championship.

DEFENSIVE LINE; The Sooners will once again have 
the best defensive tackle tandem in the Big 12, 
perhaps the best in the country. Tommie Harris, a 
junior and three-year starter who checks in at 6-3 
and 280 pounds, and senior Kory Klein are the 
foundation for what is still a championship 
caliber defense. Starting defensive ends Jimmy 
Wilkerson and Jonathan Jackson also return. 
Oklahoma was second in the Big 12 in total defense 
last season (293.1 yards per game, gave up 22 
touchdowns) and this unit could make the Sooners 
top dogs in 2003. 

LINEBACKERS; The linebackers are as experienced 
as the defensive line with three seniors—Pasha 
Jackson (strong side), Lance Mitchell (middle) and 
Teddy Lehman (weak side)—back looking to go out 
as back-to-back champions. Mitchell led the team 
with 124 tackles last season, including three sacks. 
Lehman, who should make a run at the Butkus 
Award, had 112 tackles and two sacks. And Jackson 
was named to the All-Big 12 third team in his 
first season as a starter in the conference after 
transferring to Oklahoma. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Even with cornerback Andre 
Woolfolk on his way to the NEL, the Sooners’ defense 
will still be top-notch. Oklahoma won the Big 12 
championship and one of the unsung heroes 
was Eric Bassey, who quietly and effectively filled 
the shoes of Roy Williams at strong safety. He is back 
and only a sophomore. Brandon Eyerage, who led 
the secondary with 94 tackles, is also returning at 
free safety. His status, however, is somewhat 
questionable after a shoulder injury and some 
problems with the law over the winter. Derek Strait 
will start for the third consecutive season at corner- 
back, Antonio Perkins, Michael Hawkins and Jowahn 
Poteat are the top candidates to fill the vacancy left by 
Andre Woolfolk. 

SPECIAL TEAMS; Placekicker Trey DiCarlo had a 
solid freshman season, making good on 16 of 22 
field goal attempts and 58 of 62 extra points. His 
accuracy should improve as a sophomore. Punter 
Blake Ferguson, however, had a bit of a sophomore 
slump, averaging only 38.5 yards on 74 attempts. 
With Nebraska's DeJuan Groce moving on, Antonio 
Perkins is now the most dangerous punt returner in 
the league, Last year he averaged 15 yards per return 
and scored three touchdowns, one fewer than Groce. 
Oklahoma doesn't allow many touchdowns, but 
needs to improve on kickoff returns anyway.

QUARTERBACKS: Oklahoma State has what every 
team wants, two experienced quarterbacks capable 
of starting. Josh Fields, who led the Cowboys to their 
first bowl win since the Barry Sanders era, is back as 
the starter. He threw for 3,145 yards with 31 touch- 
downs and 10 interceptions in 2002. Aso Pogi, 
OSU's starter as a freshman and sophomore, will 
be a senior. A year ago he was nearly killed in a car 
accident, which cracked the door open for the 
talented and healthier Fields to take over the 
offense. Having a veteran like Pogi ready at any 
moment is a luxury few teams have, and will help 
should Fields not be able to perform. 

RUNNING BACKS: The Cowboys are also in great 
shape at tailback with the return of Tatum Bell, 
who averaged an impressive 6.3 yards per carry en 
route to 1,096 yards and 11 touchdowns. His 
performance in the Houston Bowl wasn’t quite as 
memorable as Barry Sanders’ 1988 Holiday Bowl, 
but he was still dominant with 160 yards and a 
touchdown in the 33-23 victory over Southern 
Mississippi. Bell will have a new fullback this 
season, probably sophomore Chet Ackerman, with 
the graduation of Mike Denard. Bell’s backups are 
juniors Seymore Shaw and Greg Jones. 
RECEIVERS: Rashaun Woods stole the show in the 
Houston Bowl, catching nine passes, many in high- 
light-reel fashion, for 164 yards and a touchdown. 
Many thought it was his final game in an Oklahoma 
State uniform considering the fact that he was 
projected as a first-round NEL pick. But at a men’s 
basketball game over the winter Woods stole the 
show again, announcing at halftime that he would be 
returning to the Cowboys for his senior season. As a 
junior he led the Big 12 with 107 receptions for 
1,695 yards (8.23 per catch) and 17 touchdowns. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: The Cowboys will have to 
replace both tackles, Kyle Eaton (left) and Jason 
Russell (right), but return three starters from last 
season's effective offensive line. Left guard Chris 
Akin (6-2, 290), center Ben Buie (6-2, 305) and 
right guard Sam Mayes (6-4, 315) are all juniors. A 
couple of redshirt sophomores, Kellen Davis 
(6-5, 275) and Matt Wakefield (6-5, 270) are the 
favorites to win the starting jobs at the tackle 
positions. Tight ends Billy Bajema (6-5, 250) and 
Charlie Johnson (6-4, 255) provide some extra 
beef up front. The unit opened holes for 24 rushing 
TD's last season, 


DEFENSIVE LINE: The Cowboys are strong on the

ends and inexperienced inside. The players rotating 
on the outside of Greg Richmond (6-2, 240), 
Antonio Smith (6-4, 255) and Khreem Smith 
(6-4, 240) all have starting experience. Richmond 
led the team with seven sacks. New faces will start 
at tackle and nose guard, where Kevin Williams 
and LaWaylon Brown started last season, respectively. 
Junior Clay Coe (6-2, 280) will have every 
opportunity to win the job at tackle. Redshirt 
sophomore Kyle Hix (6-5, 280) has the size to mix 
it up at nose guard. 

LINEBACKERS: Oklahoma State loses its top 
linebacker from last season, Terrence Robinson, 
who made 70 tackles from his ‘Mike’ position as a 
senior. Lawrence Pinson, a sophomore, should be 
groomed enough to step in as a starter, At the 
‘Backer’ spot, starter Paul Duren (team-high 
84 tackles) and backup Pagitte McGee are both 
sophomores. With all the strides the defense made 
last season, the coaching staff would still like to see 
its linebackers make some more big plays, 
especially in the red zone. OSU allowed offenses 
inside its own 20 51 times and gave up 36 touch- 
downs on those drives. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: The Cowboys use five defen- 
sive backs and three of the starters return, including 
senior safety Elbert Craig (83 tackles last season). 
Even though the scheme hasn't been successful for 
OSU in the past, the returning three starters should 
have a good enough handle on it to make it work. 
Both starting cornerbacks, Darrent Williams (left) 
and Vernon Grant (right) are also returning. The 
strong safety (Kirk Milligan) and weak safety (Chris 
Massey) from last fall have graduated, Fath’ Carter 
(strong) and Thomas Wright (weak) were the 
backups last season. Oklahoma State was a disap- 
pointing 11th in stopping the pass, giving up 251.6 
yards a game and only creating 12 interceptions. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: Placekicker Luke Phillips made 
11 of 16 field goal attempts last season and 55 of 56 
extra points as a junior. Punter Cole Farden, now a 
junior, averaged 41.4 yards per attempt. The 
Cowboys will have someone new returning punts 
with the departure of Terrence Davis-Bryant (10.6 
yards per attempt) and kickoffs with the departure 
of Massey (24.3 yards per attempt). At the positions 
no one notices unless there is a mistake, long-snap- 
per and holder, new players with those skills will 
have to emerge to replace snapper Jed Newkirk and 
holder Michael Cox.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACKS: Texas A&M, for the first time 
since the late 80s, will be breaking in a new head 
coach—Dennis Franchione. But the first-year boss 
will not have to worry about starting a new quarter- 
back. Dustin Long showed flashes of brilliance 
last season, especially in an upset victory over then- 
No. | Oklahoma, after beating out senior Mark 
Farris for the starting job. Even though Long will be 
working with a new coaching staff he needs to cut 
down on mistakes in his second season as 
signal-caller after throwing 19 touchdowns but 16 
interceptions last season. 

RUNNING BACKS: Franchione said all of the starting 
positions would be opened up for competition during 
his first spring drill sessions at College Station. That 
said, tailback Derek Farmer is obviously the favorite 
to emerge as the man after rushing for 739 yard 
and seven touchdowns as a sophomore. Oschlor 
Flemming will push him for playing time. The run 
game is an area expected to improve dramatically 
under this inspired new coaching staff. Last season 
Texas A&M was an unacceptable 10th in the Big 12 
on the ground, averaging only 118.2 yards a game 
and 3.4 yards per carry. 

RECEIVERS: With Long at quarterback, the Aggies 
were able to throw some long passes. And his deep 
threats are back in wide receivers Terrence Murphy 
(16.6 yards per catch, four touchdowns) and 
Jamaar Taylor (17.3 yards per catch, three touch- 
downs). Expect both players to be even more 
productive this season. They will certainly be 
featured a lot more with the departure of the 
equally productive Bethel Johnson and tight end 
Greg Porter. Terrence Thomas should be an 
important part of the receiving rotation this 
season. Thomas Carriger is an experienced starter at 
tight end. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Three starters return from last 
season's offensive line, right tackle Andre Brooks 
(6-4, 304), center Geoff Hangartner (6-5, 293) and 
left tackle Jami Hightower (6-3, 314). Quentin 
Holman (6-2, 332) is the favorite to step in 
for Taylor Whitley at right guard; Aldo De La Garza 
(6-3, 305) was Billy Yates backup at left guard as a 
true freshman. Alan Reuber (6-6, 302), John Kirk 
(6-4, 287) and Dominique Steamer (6-3, 312) 
provide depth for the line and plenty of work for the 
cafeteria workers. The responsibility of improving 
the Aggies’ ground game is on these enormous 
shoulder pads. 
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DEFENSIVE LINE: Ty Warren will probably enjoy 
his Sundays in the NFL for the simple fact that 
he won't be double- and triple-teamed like he was 
at Texas A&M his last few seasons. Filling his 
capable cleats at left end will be crucial for the 
new coaching staff. David Ross (6-2, 268) was 
Warren’s undersized understudy. Nose tackle 
Marcus Jasmin (6-4, 317) returns, as does right 
end Linnis Smith (6-4, 280). Johnny Jolly 
(6-3, 287) and Nick Losada (6-2, 255) will be 
given an opportunity to compete for positions as 
the defense starts from scratch under respected 
coordinator Carl Torbush. 
LINEBACKERS: The linebackers were the strength 
of the defense during R.C. Slocum’s 14 years on the 
sideline. And that was the case last season with 
Jarrod Penright (10 sacks from the outside) and 
Brian Gamble (86 tackles from the inside). Everett 
Smith, Randall Webb and others will have to step 
into the spotlight. Brandon Johnson is the leading 
candidate to take over for Jesse Hunnicutt at the 
other OLB spot. Jared Morris is the only returning 
Starter from last year’s group. He had 73 tackles 
and five sacks as a junior to help the Aggies finish 
third in the Big 12 stopping the run (3.4 yards per 
attempt, 14 touchdowns yielded), 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: The Aggies lose two seniors 
from the secondary but return two young play- 
makers. Right cornerback Sammy Davis and strong 
safety Terrence Kiel (led the team with 95 tackles) 
are gone. Byron Jones, who had four interceptions 
last season, could certainly handle the RCB duties. 
Keelan Jackson is ready to step in at SS. At free 
safety, Jaxon Appel made four picks of his own as a 
freshman. Sean Weston, the starting left cornerback 
last season, also returns. Under Torbush, the Aggies 
will often use an eight-man front and trust the 
secondary to cover receivers one-on-one. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: Cody Scates was second in the 
Big 12 punting with a 43.7 average as a junior after 
giving up his placekicking duties. Todd Pegram 
made 12 of 21 field goals as a freshman but will 
have to improve his accuracy to hold on to the job 
under the new regime. Bethel Johnson was the 
Aggies top kickoff and punt return man last season, 
which means there will be open try-outs throughout 
fall drills. Speedsters Byron Jones and Jason Carter 
should be at the front of the line. Franchione will 
also need to find his own long-snapper and holder, 
duties handled by seniors last season. 
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QUARTERBACKS: All Kliff Kingsbury did last 
season was throw for 5,017 yards with 45 touch- 
downs and only 13 interceptions, making the Red 
Raiders the No. 1 passing offense (388.9 yards per 
game) in the nation. The man who will replace the 
legend is B.J. Symons, a 6-1 senior from Houston. 
Texas Tech fans got a small taste of Symons last 
season; he threw for five touchdowns, including two 
in the team’s bowl victory. Head coach Mike Leach’s 
challenging schedule, which includes non- 
conference road games at North Carolina State 
and Mississippi, won't make the transition any 
easier for Symons. 

RUNNING BACKS: Yes, the Red Raiders do have 
running backs. They just don't use them to run the 
ball that often. H back Clay McGuire and F back 
Taurean Henderson are both returning this season. 
Vincent Meeks is an intriguing prospect who should 
get some playing time. Texas Tech, despite having 
the fourth-most prolific offense in the NCAA, was 
ranked last in the Big 12 running the ball last season 
(only 99.4 yards per game). The Red Raiders 
managed to score 15 touchdowns on the ground last 
year and will have to do more of the same to take 
some of the pressure off a new quarterback trying to 
replace a program legend. 

RECEIVERS: Symons will enjoy many of the 
same receiving weapons Kingsbury worked with. 
Henderson had the most receptions per game (7.0) 
as a freshman for 633 yards and six touchdowns out 
of the backfield. SH-receiver Wes Welker, a senior 
this fall, had 86 catches for 1,054 yards and seven 
touchdowns. Y-receiver Mickey Peters, another 
senior, had 64 receptions, 749 yards and eight 
touchdowns. Z-receivers Carlos Francis and Clinton 
Greathouse are also back. And Leach is having no 
problems recruiting pass-catchers who know they 
will get footballs thrown their way in Lubbock. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: Symons will also enjoy the same 
protection Kingsbury had. Left tackle Daniel Loper 
(6-7, 325), left guard Toby Cecil (6-4, 290), center 
Dylan Gandy (6-3, 294) and right tackle Casey Keck 
(6-4, 310) are all return starters. Cody Campbell 
(6-4, 315) is the favorite to replace outgoing senior 
Rex Richards at right guard. According to most 
offensive linemen, pass protection is the most 
difficult style of blocking, which makes this unit a 
very impressive one. And Symons understands the 
quicker he can release the ball the less pressure it 
will put on his big guys up front. 
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DEFENSIVE LINE: The Red Raiders will have to 
replace three special seniors on the defensive 
line—tackles Rodney McKinney and Lamont 
Anderson, and end Aaron Hunt. Hunt had 108 
tackles last season and 21 sacks his final two 
seasons as the starter. Most of the backups on the 
defensive line were also seniors, which makes this 
fall camp an important one for the freshman class. 
Fred Thrweatt (6-3, 33), a redshirt freshman last 
season, should get a strong look inside. Adell 
Duckett (6-4, 250) is the only returning starter but 
will get more attention from offensive tackles 
without Hunt on the other side. 

LINEBACKERS: For three consecutive seasons, 
linebacker Lawrence Flugence led the Big 12 in 
tackles. He averaged 13.8 tackles per game 
as a senior. Missouri's James Kinney was second on 
that list at 12.3 take-downs per game. Joe Norman, 
a senior, has been backing up Flugence and 
will do his best to put up huge statistics for new 
defensive coordinator Greg McMackin. The other 
two starting linebackers from last season, Mike 
Smith and John Saldi, are still underclassmen. 
Smith, who is from Lubbock, had 104 tackles 
as a sophomore. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: The leader of the secondary 
returns in strong safety Ryan Aycock, who was third 
in the Big 12 with 151 tackles (10.8 per game). 
Ivory McCann and Peter Abrigg will move up to the 
starting cornerback positions vacated by Ricky 
Sailor (82 tackles, three interceptions) and Joselio 
Hanson (77 tackles, three interceptions). Free 
safety Raymond Pierce returns to help a secondary 
that must continue to be aggressive to survive in the 
South Division of the Big 12. The unit will miss the 
practice lessons learned going against Kingsbury 
every day. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: The Red Raiders will be holding 
auditions for a new placekicker at spring drills 
and fall camp. Last season senior Robert Treece 
made 13 of his 19 field goal attempts and all 
54 extra points. Wich Brenner hopes to eclipse 
the 39.7 average Clinton Greathouse had as the 
punter last year. Wes Welker is a wonderful 
punt return weapon. Last season he averaged 13.2 
yards per attempt and returned three of them for 
touchdowns. Vincent Meeks averaged 22.9 yards 
per kickoff return with one touchdown as a 
freshman. Texas Tech will have a new long-snapper 
this fall.

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TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACKS: The Bears, near the bottom in 
most Big 12 statistics last season, were sixth in passing 
offense in 2002. Aaron Karas, as a sophomore, 
threw for 1,792 yards and six touchdowns in his 
first season as the starting quarterback. The 
problem the 13 interceptions he threw. The TD-INT 
ratio must be reversed. Karas’ accuracy must 
improve dramatically under new head coach Guy 
Morriss, who will ask his quarterback to pass the 
ball at least 60 percent of the time. Karas, with the 
departure of senior Greg Cicero, will get all of the 
snaps this season if he plays well. 

RUNNING BACKS: Baylor continued to struggle on 
the ground last season, averaging a pathetic 2.8 
yards per rush attempt for a grand total of 1,241 
yards. Even though Morriss is a pass-first guy, he will 
need more from his backfield if he hopes to have 
any more success than Kevin Steele did. Last year's 
starter and backup, Rashad Armstrong and Jonathan 
Golden, will be seniors this fall. And the Bears also 
return the top two fullbacks, junior Jonathan Evans 
and sophomore Jontue Fears-Hayes, from last 
year’s depth chart. The competition will start fresh, 
however, under a new staff. 

RECEIVERS: Baylor will have to replace its most 
productive offensive player, Reggie Newhouse, who 
was fourth amongst Big 12 receivers last season with 
75 receptions for 1,140 yards. In Bear-like fashion, 
however, he only got into the end zone three times. 
In all, the receiving corps loses three seniors from 
last season. The go-to-guy is expected to be Robert 
Quiroga, who had 49 catches (11.3 yards per) and 
one touchdown. John Martin, J.T. Thompson and 
Marques Roberts will compete for starting jobs. 
Shane Williams will have to contribute in the passing 
game at the tight end position. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The Bears will have three new 
starters on the offensive line, which could be a good 
thing. At right guard, big things are expected from 
big boy Lequalan McDonald (6-5, 348), who was 
the backup as a true freshman. Derek Long 
(6-6, 304) and Randy Cornejo (6-4, 310) are the 
frontrunners to start at right tackle and left guard, 
respectively. Quintin Outland (6-5, 328) and Cedric 
Fields (6-4, 277) return as the starting left 
tackle and center, respectively. Fields was a third- 
team All-Big 12 selection last year as a junior and 
provides a building block in the middle for the new 
coaching staff. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Baylor took some baby steps on 
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defense last season, improving from 11th overall to 
10th. The Bears will have to replace their leading 
tackler, nose guard Ethan Kelley (76 tackles, two 
sacks). Lorenzo Davis (6-4, 298) is the odds on 
favorite to fill his cleats in the middle. Travis Hicks 
(6-3, 302) has experience and should start at 
defensive tackle, and Khari Long (6-4, 254) will get 
an opportunity to win the left end job. On the right 
end, Dominick Cravens (6-3, 230) returns for his 
senior season. In 2002, the Bears gave up an 
alarming 41.3 points per game, about 15 too many 
to be taken seriously in the Big 12. 
LINEBACKERS: Stephen Sepulveda (strong line- 
backer) and Michael Tolbert (middle linebacker), 
who both emerged as starters last season, are back. 
Justin Crooks and a host of others will compete for 
the starting spot at weak linebacker. James 
Washington and Justin Crooks will provide some 
depth. The Bears gave up 4.5 yards per rushing 
attempt and 29 rushing touchdowns, something 
that must be addressed. The linebackers will have 
to come up with a play-maker like the graduated 
Greg Wade, who led the team with two fumble 
recoveries. At Baylor in recent years, two fumble 
recoveries is productive. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: There is some good news 
and bad news in the Baylor secondary, depending 
on how you look at it. The good? All four starters 
(left cornerback Bobby Hart, strong safety Derrick 
Cash, free safety Maurice Lane and right corner- 
back Matt Johnson) are back. The bad? The Bears 
were 10th in the conference in pass defense last 
season, yielding 241.7 yards per game and 30 
touchdowns. This unit must figure out a way to 
create more turnovers. Last season Baylor had a 
total of eight interceptions, the fewest in the Big 12, 
and allowed opposing quarterbacks to complete 
61.5 percent of their passes. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: The Bears will have a new 
placekicker this season and hope to use him more 
than Daniel Andino was utilized last season. Andino 
tried a total of 10 field goals, by far the fewest in the 
league, and made seven of them. Kenny Webb is the 
frontrunner to handle the placekicking duties. 
Jeremy Parker punted 73 times last year as a 
freshman, but only averaged a Big 12-worst 35.6 
yards per kick. The team will be looking for a new 
kickoff return man with the departure of Randy 
Davis, who only averaged 18.7 yards per return last 
season. Bobby Hart will handle the punt returns. 
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TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACKS: The Buffaloes have the schedule 
and the talent to make a run at a national 
championship, The problem is, they don’t have an 
experienced quarterback. Craig Ochs, who was 
supposed to be a senior, transferred to Montana. 
Robert Hodge and Zac Colvin have run out of 
eligibility. That left James Cox (freshman) and Joel 
Klatt (redshirt freshman) to handle all of the snaps 
during spring drills. This fall, incoming freshman 
Bernard Jackson should also be in the mix to be the 
starter on opening day at Invesco Field when the Buffs 
take on Colorado State, a team they have dropped 
three of four games against under Gary Barnett. 
RUNNING BACKS: With a rotation of Chris Brown, 
Bobby Purify, Marcus Houston and Brian Calhoun, 
CU's backfield was the envy of the league last year— 
the National Football League. But Brown, who led the 
Big 12 with 1,841 yards rushing and 19 touchdowns 
as a junior, decided to enter the draft, and Houston 
decided to transfer to Colorado State. That leaves the 
talented but oft-injured Purify as the starter and the 
speedy Calhoun as the counter-puncher. The Buffs 
will also be adjusting to life without running backs 
coach Eric Bienemy, who left the program to take the 
same position at UCLA. 

RECEIVERS: Although CU is a run-oriented team 
under Barnett, a potent receiving corps emerged last 
season, led by Derek McCoy (592 yards, seven 
touchdowns), D.J. Hackett and Ron Monteilh are 
big, talented targets who transferred in from other 
programs. The status of Jeremy Bloom, who will 
once again have to decide if he can fit football in with 
his World Cup skiing schedule, is up in the air. The 
speedy receiver/kick return man is a threat to score 
every time he touches the ball. The key will be who 
ends up throwing this group, the most gifted of the 
Barnett era, the ball. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The Buffs lose three solid 
offensive linemen to graduation, split tackle Justin 
Bates, center Ryan Gray and right guard Wayne 
Lucier. Clint O'Neal (6-6, 280), Gary Moore (6-7, 
325), Derek Stemrich (6-6, 275) and Karl Allis 
(6-5, 300) will compete to become starters this fall. 
Split guard Marwan Hage (6-3, 295) and right tackle 
Josh Foster (6-6, 295) return from last season's unit 
that would have produced a 2,000-yard tailback if 
Brown would have stayed healthy. The biggest 
blocking void will not be felt on the OL, but in the 
backfield where CU loses fullback Brandon Drumm. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Defensive tackle Tyler Brayton,

who also played on the end during his great CU 
career, Will be playing on Sundays this fall. The other 
three starters from last season, ends Marques Harris 
(6-2, 230) and Gabe Nyenhuis (6-4, 260) and 
tackle Sam Wilder (6-5, 265), provide experience. 
So does Brandon Dabdoub (6-1, 280), a backup 
last season who started at defensive tackle as a 
redshirt freshman on the Big 12 championship 
team. James Garee 6-5, 250) and DeAndre Fluellen 
(6-1, 280) also have significant experience in this 
defensive system. 

LINEBACKERS: The Buffs lose 75 percent of their 
inside linebackers who logged significant snaps last 
season. Joey Johnson, Aaron Killion and Drew 
Wahlroos are all out of eligibility. But Sean Tufts, one 
of the best in the school’s proud history, is back. It 
will be important for defensive coordinator Vince 
Okruch to find a way to keep Tufts on the field as 
much as possible. Instead of racking up tackles and 
creating hayoc, he was often on the sideline last 
season when CU defended passing plays with extra 
defensive backs. Andrew Ward, Jason Ackermann, 
Akarika Dawn and Chad Gardner are among the 
candidates for starting positions. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: More often than not CU used 
five defensive backs last season. The best cover corner 
on the team, Donald Strickland, will be at an NFL 
training camp this fall. But in Sammy Joseph, the 
cousin of secondary coach and CU alum Vance 
Joseph, the team doesn’t expect a drop off. Phil 
Jackson will have to have a strong senior season on 
the other corner to take some of the pressure off. 
Brian Iwuh will fill Roderick Sneed’s sneakers at 
weak side safety. Medford Moorer is a very good free 
safety and Clyde Surrell is the strong safety. The Buffs 
were fifth in the conference defending the pass last 
season (195.6 yards, 15 interceptions). 

SPECIAL TEAMS: CU loses a shaky placekicker 
(Pat Brougham) and the nation’s best punter (Mark 
Mariscal) to graduation. Who knows what the Buffs’ 
record could have been if Brougham would have 
made more than 11 of 26 field goal attempts. Junior 
J.T. Eberly and incoming freshmen Mason Crosby 
and Kevin Eberhart will compete for kicking duties. 
Mariscal led the Big 12 with a 47.6 average on 
67 punts. He will likely be replaced by John Torp, 
a former walk-on who has been awarded a 
scholarship.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACKS: The Wildcats will be the favorite 
over Colorado to represent the North Division in 
the Big 12 title game because of the quarterback 
position. Kansas State will have three-year starter Ell 
Roberson back as a senior after the signal-caller 
produced 217.7 yards of offense per game last 
season. He completed 52 percent of his passes with 
seven touchdowns and four interceptions, and ran for 
1,032 yards and 16 touchdowns. As a result, the 
Wildcats led the conference in scoring offense with 
44.7 points per game. Roberson, who will not have 
Marc Dunn to assist him this year, has the physical 
tools to have a Michael Bishop-like senior season. 
RUNNING BACKS: KSU was second behind 
Nebraska in rushing offense last season with 264.5 
yards on the ground per game. Darren Sproles, who 
generated 1,465 yards (6.2 per carry) and 17 touch- 
downs as a sophomore, will enter the season as one 
of the league's premiere running backs. His fullback, 
Travis Wilson, also returns. And Roberson is basically 
a running back playing quarterback. Sophomores 
Carlos Alsup (tailback) and Victor Mann (fullback) 
provide capable depth in the event of injury. If the 
Wildcats average over 5 yards per rushing attempt 
again they should make it to the Big 12 title game. 
RECEIVERS: The Wildcats did not have their usual 
cast of explosive go-to receivers last season, relying 
more on a balanced effort from the unit. Taco 
Wallace, a senior in 2002, led the group with 54.2 
yards per game and five touchdowns. His cleats will 
be filled by sophomore David Dennis. Seniors James 
Terry and Derrick Evans provide the leadership. 
Someone is going to have to develop into an All-Big 
12 type of pass catching threat or opposing defenses 
are going to stack the line of scrimmage to stop 
Roberson and the running game. The Wildcats were 
10th in passing offense (158.9 yards) last season. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: The Wildcats return two members 
of last year's productive offensive line, left guard Nick 
Leckey (6-4, 285) and right guard Mike Johnson 
(6-4, 280). Reliable replacements are needed for 
Thomas Barnett (left tackle), Steve Washington 
(center) and Billy Miller (right tackle). Sophomore 
Jeromey Clary (6-7, 290), senior Ryan Lilja (6-3, 
300), senior Jesse Keaulana-Kamakea (6-3, 270) and 
senior Ben Rettele (6-7, 305) provide some sizable 
options for the coaching staff to choose from. Last 
season the offensive line paved the way for a Big 
12-best 53 rushing touchdowns. The next closest on 
the list was Oklahoma with 33 rushing touchdowns. 


2002 GAME BY GAME LOG 
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DEFENSIVE LINE: Last season Kansas State easily 
led the Big 12 in rushing defense, giving up only 69.5 
yards per game and seven touchdowns all season. 
Oklahoma was second, yielding 107.9 yards per 
game and nine touchdowns. It’s not going to be as 
easy up front with the departure of Tank Reese 
(defensive tackle), Corey White (nose tackle) and 
Henry Bryant (right end). Andrew Shull (6-5, 260) is 
back on the left end where he created havoc with 
nine sacks last fall. His backup, Thomas Houchin 
(6-3, 260) might be able to slide over to the other 
side and start. Justin Montgomery (6-2, 281) is 
ready to fill one of the holes inside. 
LINEBACKERS: The Wildcats have established a 
strong tradition at linebacker, and that trend 
continues with starters Bryan Hickman and Josh 
Buhl back for their senior seasons. Terry Pierce, who 
was second on the team with 110 tackles, including 
five sacks, entered the NFL draft after his junior season, 
or the corps would be even stronger. Matt Butler 
and Maurice Thurmond will continue to provide 
quality depth. The linebacking unit was one of the 
main reasons Kansas State led the Big 12 in scoring 
defense last season, giving up only 19 touchdowns in 
13 games and 11.8 points per game. Buhl led the 
team with 135 tackles. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Last season the Wildcats 
literally had one side of the field covered with 
cornerback Terence Newman, who was a top 10 pick 
in April's NEL draft (went to Dallas). The competition 
will be wide open to replace Newman, if that’s even 
possible. Randy Jordan will start on the other corner. 
Jesse Tetuan has the inside track on replacing 
Bobby Walker at free safety. Kansas State returns two 
experienced players at strong safety, starter Rashad 
Washington and backup Marcus Patton. The secondary 
only gave up 179.5 yards passing per game last 
season and came up with 20 interceptions. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: Two years ago it was Aaron 
Lockett. Last year it was Newman. So who will 
be the superstar asked to make big plays returning 
kicks this season? Probably Sproles. The Wildcats, 
always one of the better special teams in the 
country, will also be breaking in a new punter 
with the graduation of Travis Brown, who averaged 
41 yard per attempt. Placekicker Joe Rheem made 
nine of 12 field goals last season as a sophomore. 
He might be called on to make more clutch kicks 
this season if the defense isn’t as dominant as it 
Was a year ago. 


DEFENSIVE 

RYDS RYPA PDEF PYPC 
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QUARTERBACKS: Replacing Heisman Trophy 
winner and Nebraska folk hero Eric Crouch proved 
to be a difficult proposition for quarterback Jammal 
Lord and the entire Nebraska program. Lord 
finished with 1,362 yards of total offense (198.1 
yards per game), but not nearly enough wins for the 
Husker faithful. He will enter the fall as the starter 
and with a lot of pressure on his shoulder pads. If 
he falters, expect to see Curt Dukes taking over the 
offense. Junior Mike Stantz and incoming freshman 
Joe Dailey are the two other quarterbacks who will 
get a look from the new offensive coordinator 
Barney Cotton. 

RUNNING BACKS: Nebraska did not have a 
winning season for the first time in 40 years, but 
some things never change. The Huskers still led the 
Big 12 in rushing, averaging 268.7 yards per game 
and 5.2 yards per carry. After leading the conference 
in rushing as a junior, Dahrran Diedrick finished a 
disappointing 12th as a senior, averaging a dismal 
66.5 yards with only six touchdowns in 14 games, 
David Horne, a true freshman last season, showed 
flashes of greatness during Nebraska's bowl game 
and is the favorite to win the starting I-back job this 
year. Lord rushed for 1,412 yards in his first season 
running the offense full-time. 

RECEIVERS: Nebraska, which was last in the Big 12 
in passing offense last season (104.4 yards per 
game), needs to develop a more balanced offense to 
get back to the top of the conference. It’s too hard 
for the Huskers to get back into games in which they 
trail by simply relying on the run. This method takes 
too long. Some combination of Ross Pilkington, 
Mark LeFlore and Tim Liley must emerge as a 
reliable receiver at the split end position. Lord has 
to be able to throw the ball when he wants to, not 
just when he absolutely has to. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Richie Incognito (6-3, 305) 
has switched positions, from starting left tackle to 
center, Nick Povendo (6-3, 300) and Jemayel 
Phillips (6-6, 330) are the favorites to win the LT 
job, and freshman Ryan Schuler will get a long 
look. Darren Delone (6-5, 320) the first junior 
college transfer on the offensive line in the program’s 
history, is also expected to have an impact this 
season, Redshirt freshmen Jermaine Leslie (6-2, 
300) and Cory Timm (6-5, 295) should also be 
ready for duty. The Huskers did not have an 
offensive player named first- or second-team

all-conference last year, which is not common or 
acceptable in this conference. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Right end Chris Kelsay will 
play on Sundays this fall and the team will also have 
to replace defensive tackle Jon Clanton from last 
season, Benard Thomas (6-4, 270) and Patrick 
Kabongo (6-6, 305) are the frontrunners to fill 
the holes. Starting nose tackle Ryon Bingham 
(6-3, 280) and right end Trevor Johnson (6-4, 
250), who is from Lincoln, are back. The Huskers 
hope to improve on the 147.1 yards rushing they 
allowed per game and 25 touchdowns they gave up 
on the season, 

LINEBACKERS: Ira Cooper, a junior from Omaha, 
is in line to replace Scott Shanle at strong 
linebacker. Barrett Rudd of Lincoln and Steve 
Safranek of Omaha have experience manning the 
middle. And rotating starters TJ. Hollowell and 
Demorrio Williams return on the weak side. Last 
season Williams led the Huskers with 92 tackles, 
Rudd was a very close second with 91 and two 
sacks. The linebackers will have to be fundamentally 
sound and ready to fly around when the team plays 
at Austin and Boulder this season. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: DeJuan Groce, the right 
cornerback last season, takes his speed to the next 
level of organized football. The reorganization on 
that side of the field begins with a competition 
between Lornell McPherson, Shane Siegel, Kellen 
Huston and others for the starting spot. Fabian 
Washington returns with some starting experience 
on the left corner with two already experienced 
backups, Pat Ricketts and Terrell Butler. Philip 
Bland, still only a junior, is an excellent tackler (84 
last season) at rover. The free safety spot is Josh 
Bullocks’ to lose. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Placekicker Josh Brown heads 
into the sunset after making 14 of 18 field goal 
attempts and all 46 extra points as a senior. Dale 
Endorf and Sandro DeAngelis are the top candidates 
to handle the kicking chores this season. Kyle 
Larson, a senior this year, was unusually busy for a 
Nebraska punter last season and averaged 43.2 
yards on 73 attempts. An adequate replacement 
will have to be found for the explosive Groce, who 
averaged a Big 12-best 17 yards per attempt and 
returned four kicks for touchdowns last season.

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QUARTERBACK: Gary Pinkel went with the future 
by starting freshman Brad Smith instead of senior 
Kirk Farmer last season. And the move, which 
presented its share of growing pains, should speed 
up the rebuilding process for Missouri this year. 
Smith was second in the Big 12 in total offense, 
generating 280.2 yards per game. He completed 
53.6 percent of his passes, not bad for a first-year 
starter, with 15 touchdowns and six interceptions. 
With the future secure at quarterback, expectations 
are sky high in Columbia for Pinkel’s third season as 
head coach. The atmosphere should be electric 
when Illinois comes to town. 

RUNNING BACKS: Zack Abron is back for his third 
and final season as the starting tailback. He ran for 
758 yards and 15 touchdowns last season to help 
the Tigers finish fifth in the run-dominated Big 12 at 
183.7 yards per game. With his offensive line back 
intact, Abron should be able to rush for 1,000-plus 
yards this season and perhaps even be a contender 
for the league rushing title with the departure of 
Colorado's Chris Brown, Oklahoma’s Quentin Griffin 
and Nebraska’s Dahrran Diedrick. 

RECEIVERS: Justin Gage, the team’s best receiver, 
and perhaps its best player, has run out of eligibility 
after tearing up Big 12 secondaries for years, 
Last season, despite breaking in a fresh-faced 
quarterback, Gage finished with 1,075 yards and 
nine touchdowns. Chris Crosby, 4 sophomore, was 
his understudy last year at the X position. The Tigers 
also lose starting H receiver Darius Outlaw, who will 
likely be replaced by senior Shirdonya Mitchell. 
Marcus James and Sean Coffey provide experience at 
the Z receiver spot. Despite the loss of Gage, the 
passing game should keep the offense balanced. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: Missouri successfully replaced 
three all-conference selections with new faces last 
season. This time the offensive line returns all 
five starters, including three-year starters in center 
A.J. Ricker (6-4, 295) and guard Cliff Young (6-2, 
295). Tackles Rob Droege (6-6, 290) and Scott 
Paffrath (6-5, 290) are also back for senior 
seasons. Weak side guard Tony Palmer started as a 
redshirt freshman last season. The only graduation 
hit will be felt at tight end where J.D. McCoy 
(6-1, 255) is in line to replace Ben Fredrickson. 
Missouri's line helped the offense average 5.3 yards 
a play last season. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: It has already been a rough 
offseason for the defensive line. Junior Nick Tarpoff 
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was charged with felony possession of an illegal 
weapon after lying about being shot by an intruder 
before admitting he actually shot himself in the arm. 
His status is extremely questionable considering a 
conviction could mean jail time. On the field, the 
Tigers lose end Antwaun Bynum and tackle Keith 
Wright to graduation. Rusty Groth (6-4, 270) and 
Phil Pitts (6-1, 275) are the favorites to fill in. 
Starting nose tackle C.J. Mosley (6-3, 290) and end 
Terrell Mills (6-2, 240) return. Russ Bell (6-2 
290) and Atiyyah Ellison (6-4, 290) provide depth. 
LINEBACKERS: The center of the Tigers defense is 
secure with junior James Kinney, the Big 12's 
second-leading tackler (148), back for more. 
Brandon Smith, or perhaps former starter Kinney, 
will have to fill in for graduated Sean Doyle at one 
outside linebacker spot. Last season, Smith 
registered 113 tackles and two sacks. Jason 
Simpson, the whip linebacker, is back as a 
sophomore. Missouri was a disappointing 11th in 
total defense last season, giving up 450.3 yards per 
game and 5.8 yards per play. Kinney and Co. will 
have to do something about that if they're going to 
have any chance at challenging Kansas State and Co. 
in the North Division. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Things can only improve 
in the secondary after Missouri finished last 
in the conference defending the pass, giving up an 
alarming 282.6 yards per game and 8.0 yards 
per pass. Opposing quarterbacks completed 59.4 
percent of their throws. The Tigers return both 
starting cornerbacks, A.J. Kincade and Michael 
Harden. Free safety Marcus King is also back, 
as well as reserve Brandon Barnes. The key will 
be replacing reliable rover Tauras Ferguson. 
Quincy Wade is first in line to fill the opening. 
Despite all of the yards allowed, only 19 
touchdown passes were thrown against Missouri 
in 12 games. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Missouri used two punters 
last season, Brock Harvey and ‘Todd Gohsler, and 
both are back for 2003. Harvey, who handled the 
duties in ten of the 12 games, averaged 42.5 yards 
per attempt. Michael Mathney, now a senior, made 
nine of 13 field goals and 40 of 42 extra points last 
year. Marcus James is a very capable punt returner. 
He averaged 13.6 yards per attempt and took one 
to the house last season. Mitchell averaged 24.1 
yards on kickoff returns. Long-snapper Zach 
Strom also returns.

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QUARTERBACKS: The Cyclones return nine 
starters on offense, but lose the most valuable 
player, Seneca Wallace, after two exciting seasons as 
the starting quarterback. Wallace was third in the 
Big 12 in total offense (263 yards per game). Chris 
Love, a redshirt junior with size (6-5, 215 pounds), 
was Wallace's understudy last year and enters the fall 
as the starter. The program made tremendous 
strides under Wallace, reaching the top 10 for the 
first time until a 1-6 finish. Love will lead the 
team into what is being described as the best home 
schedule in school history. 

RUNNING BACKS: The Cyclones, who have a 
tradition of producing 1,000-yard tailbacks, were 
seventh in the league rushing the ball last year (145 
yards per game) last year and never developed that 
dominant weapon in the backfield. Michael Wagner, 
a senior, and Brian Thompson, a sophomore, 
emerged as the top two runners on the depth chart 
by season's end. Fullback Joe Woodley returns, 
which will certainly help. Opposing defense, 
however, are thrilled that they won't have to account 
for Wallace's ability to make something out of 
nothing anymore. 

RECEIVERS: The new quarterback will have an 
experienced go-to receiver in senior Lane 
Danielsen, who emerged as a star in the Big 12 with 
1,073 yards on 63 receptions (17.0 yards per 
catch). The Cyclones will need him to get into the 
end zone more than three times to help overcome 
the scoring touch Wallace provided in the red zone. 
Jamaul Montgomery, the other starter, is also back. 
So is flanker Jack Whitver, who averaged four 
receptions a game and 13.2 yards per catch. Kenny 
Segin and a number of others will try to fill Kyle 
Knock’s shoes at tight end. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The Cyclones, who were eighth 
in total offense last season, return four of their five 
offensive linemen—left tackle Casey Shelton (6-5, 
295), left guard Collin Menard (6-3, 306), right 
guard Bob Montgomery (6-2, 310) and right tackle 
Cale Stubble (6-3, 295). They provide the nucleus 
for what should be a strong unit in 2003.

Valcourt (tackle) provide some depth on what 
should be a formidable group. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Right end ‘Tyson Smith (6-2, 
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235) will finish up what has been a productive 
career so far. Last season he had 103. tackles, 
including 6.5 sacks. Defensive tackle Jordan 
Carstens (6-5, 300) is also back after a 102-tackle, 
5.5-sack season. Nose guard Nick Leaders (6-2, 
275), who started as a freshman last year, should be 
stronger this season. Rashaad Rasberry (6-3, 244) 
and/or Cephus Johnson (6-2, 240) will compete 
for the starting left end position vacated by Beau 
Coleman. Despite the best efforts of the above, the 
Cyclones were 11th in rush defense last season, 
giving up 174.6 yards per game and 30 rushing 
touchdowns. 

LINEBACKERS: There is nothing weak about weak 
side linebacker Brandon Brown, still only a junior, 
who led the team with 136 tackles last season. 
Brown, who also registered six sacks, is the leader 
of the unit with the departure of middle linebacker 
Matt Word (134 tackles, two sacks) and strong side 
linebacker Jeremy Loyd (103 tackles, five sacks). 
Erik Anderson has the inside track on filling Loyd's 
spot; Chris Whitaker, who has starting experience, 
will try to have a senior season in the middle 
similar to Word's. Joe Woodley, a senior, provides 
additional experience and depth. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: JaMaine Billups, after a 
strong debut at strong safety, is back to lead the 
secondary as a senior. Anthony Forrest (77 tackles) 
is the 2 in the 1-2 punch at strong safety. In his first 
season as the starter, Forrest had 97 tackles, Mare 
Timmons, the free safety, will also be back. So will 
right cornerback Ellis Hobbs III. The starting job at 
left cornerback, vacated by Atif Austin, is open. 
Johnny Smith III was the backup last season and 
Harold Clewis has experience as a starter on the 
right side. The Cyclones were third in pass defense 
last season, giving up 184.3 yards per game and 
creating 10 interceptions. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Last year Tony Yelk entered the 
season as the placekicker and punter, but he 
eventually lost both jobs. Adam Benike made 17 of 
23 field goals and 46 of 48 extra points and is back 
for his senior season. Troy Blankenship, as a fresh- 
man, was atop the depth chart at punter by season's

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACKS: A year ago Mark Mangino had 
seven candidates for quarterback before settling on 
junior college transfer Bill Whittemore. He finished 
his first season under center in the Big 12 as the 
conference’s seventh most productive passer with 
1,666 yards, 11 touchdowns and six interceptions. 
Much more impressive were his 2,215 total yards of 
offense (246.1 per game), which ranked him only 
behind Texas Tech’s Kliff Kingsbury, Missouri's Brad 
Smith and lowa State's Seneca Wallace. Those players 
all played at least 12 games, Whittemore played in 
nine. The production and QB and wins should only 
improve this season. 

RUNNING BACKS: KU still has much improvement 
to do in the running game. Last season the team was 
ninth in the conference at 126.2 yards per game and, 
believe it or not, the 3.2 yards per carry was actually 
an upgrade from the 2.6 yards the season before. The 
future was given a chance to gain experience last 
season with Clark Green, then a redshirt freshman, 
getting most of the carries and rushing for 813 yards 
(4,1 per attempt) and four touchdowns. His blocking 
fullback, Dan Coke, will be a senior this season. 
Former KU standout Reggie Duncan entered the NFL 
draft early, 

RECEIVERS: Derek Mills and Brandon Rideau, two 
capable returning starters, must do a better job of 
getting open for Whittemore, who only completed 
49.5 percent of his passes last season. Neither player 
registered on the Big 12 receiving leaders statistics, 
which needs to change if the team expects to change 
its standing in the conference. KU loses its top target, 
Byron Gasaway, but does return tight end Adrian 
Jones for his senior season. The receivers have 
an opportunity to gain some confidence against a 
non-conference schedule featuring soft secondaries 
(Northwestern, UNLV and Wyoming). 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Mangino and his staff are basically 
starting over on the offensive line. And that might be 
a positive. Four of last year’s starters, left tackle Justin 
Sands, left guard David Hurst, center Greg Nicks and 
right guard Tony Damiani, were seniors. The 
strongest member of the unit, right tackle Tony Coker 
(6-5, 300), returns. Danny Lewis (left tackle) and 
Justin Henry (center) should be able to win starting 
jobs this fall. The other two openings are wide open, 
unlike the holes KU offensive lines have been able to 
produce in recent years. The Jayhawks averaged a 
league-worst 4.2 yards per play last season. 


DEFENSIVE LINE: Three of the four starters, nose 
2002 GAME BY GAME LOG 
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guard Tim Allen (6-0, 255), defensive tackle Travis 
Watkins (6-4, 280) and defensive end David 
McMillan (6-3, 245) return to the fold. Cory Kipp 
(6-4, 255) will have to fill in for departed right end 
Charlie Dennis. Sid Bachmann (6-2, 270) and Tony 
Strickland (6-4, 265) are experienced members 
of the rotation up front. Unfortunately, that rotation 
was last in the Big 12 stopping the run last season, 
yielding an embarrassing 256.2 yards per game 
on 5,8 yards per carry. Not surprisingly, those 
numbers added up to another last-place finish in 
the North Division. 

LINEBACKERS: The defense's best player the past 
two seasons, outside linebacker Leo Etienne, is out 
of eligibility. He had 96 tackles and two sacks as a 
senior. The team also loses its leading tackler, Greg 
Cole, who registered 106 tackles and four sacks 
from the middle linebacker spot. Sophomores 
Brandon Perkins (OLB) and Kevin Kane (MLB) are 
in line to step into the starting spotlight. They will 
join Nick Reid, a 6-4, 215-pound sophomore who 
got his cleats wet as a freshman. Glenn Robinson, an 
athletically gifted player at 245 pounds, will 
challenge Perkins for the starting gig and will see 
plenty of action regardless, 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: The fact that two linebackers 
led the team in tackles was a good sign for the 
defense because the secondary made most of them 
the season before. Free safety Johnny McCoy made 
70 tackles to lead the defensive backs last season 
and will be back for more as a junior. KU also has 
experience returning on both corners in Remuise 
Johnson and Donnie Amadi. Ronnie Amadi will play 
in the nickel. The Jayhawks will start a new strong 
safety with the departure of Jake Letourneau. Tony 
Stubbs and Zach Dyer will compete for the job. KU 
was eighth in defending the pass last season, giving 
up 216.2 yards a game. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Placekicker Johnny Beck had a 
disappointing sophomore slump, making only seven 
of 17 field goal attempts. The offense plans on giving 
him more opportunities, and he will have to come 
through more often to keep his job. Jerod Brooks 
will push him in practice. Curtis Ansel and his 42.2 
punt average are gone, and Chris Tyrrell has a leg up 
on the competition to take over. KU receives a lot of 
kickoffs and has the man to do it in sophomore 
Greg Heaggans, who was third in the conference 
last season averaging 24.7 yards per attempt with 
one touchdown,

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QUARTERBACKS: Fifth-year senior John Navarre 
returns for his final season in the Big House and appears 
primed to go out with an outstanding campaign. After 
losing 15 pounds prior to his junior year, Navarre set 
Michigan single season records for completions, 
atlempts and passing yards last season. Including the 
Wolverines’ Outback Bowl victory over Florida, Navarre 
threw for 200 yards or more in nine games. Navarre will 
be backed up again this fall by 25-year-old senior 
Spencer Brinton, now in his second season at UM. 
RUNNING BACKS: While Michigan focused more on 
the pass than the running game in 2002, senior tailback 
Chris Perry put together a very solid season. Perry 
rushed for 1110 yards (85.4 yards per game) and 14 
touchdowns last year. Against Wisconsin, Perry carried a 
career-high 27 times for 175 yards and a touchdown. 
Perry rushed for three touchdowns in the win against 
Washington, punched in the game-winning score in the 
overtime victory against Penn State and was the MVP of 
the Outback Bowl. Juniors David Underwood and Tim 
Bracken will back up Perry at tailback. Juniors Sean 
Anderson and Kevin Dudley will fight to take over the 
fullback slot in the wake of B,J. Askew’s departure. 
RECEIVERS: Michigan loses some familiar faces in the 
pass receiving corps, but returns an emerging star in 
junior Braylon Edwards, Ronald Bellamy ended his 
Michigan career with a career-high 44 catches and five 
TD's last year, but the Wolverines really shouldn't miss 
a beat in 2003. Edwards exploded as a sophomore, 
leading UM with 67 catches and ten TD's. Seniors 
‘Tyrece Butler and Calvin Bell also return. Butler made 
a career-high six catches in the win against Washington, 
while Bell scored on a 34-yard reverse against Purdue. 
Fifth-year senior Andy Mignery and redshirt sophomore 
Tim Massaquoi are the front runners at tight end, as 
sure-handed Bennie Joppru has departed. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: Lloyd Carr was telling anyone who 
would listen that his offensive line was going to break 
out in 2002 and he was right. There is no reason to 
believe that Michigan will fade up front this fall. Fifth- 
year senior Courtney Morgan (6-3, 298) returns at left 
tackle. Redshirt junior David Baas (6-5, 320) is back at 
LG, after earning first team All-Big Ten honors last year. 
Redshirt senior Dave Pearson (6-3, 291), a converted 
defensive tackle, returns at center. Fifth-year senior Tony 
Pape (6-6, 305) won first team All-Big Ten honors in 
2002 at RT and sophomore Matt Lentz (6-6, 301) looks 
to grab the open slot at RG. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Michigan's “Big Four” has been 
sliced to the “Big Two" with the departures of rugged 
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Dan Rumishek and Shawn Lazarus. There's still plenty 
of remaining talent from this group that led the Big Ten 
with 42 sacks last year. Senior DE Larry Stevens (6-3, 
261) returns after outstanding performances against 
lowa, Minnesota and Penn State. Redshirt sophomore 
Pierre Woods (6-5, 238) and senior Alain Kashama 
(6-5, 259) are in the mix at defensive end. Inside, fifth- 
year senior Grant Bowman (6-1, 290) returns after 
starting the final seven games of 2002. Senior Norman 
Heuer (6-5, 288) and redshirt sophomores Alex Ofili 
(6-3, 262) and Patrick Massey (6-8, 262) add depth at DT. 
LINEBACKERS: Injuries shredded the UM linebacker 
corps last year. The Wolverines hope that fifth-year 
senior John Spytek can help replace departed 
co-captain Victor Hobson at outside linebacker. At 
inside linebacker, senior Carl Diggs returns after 
finishing third in tackles (63) for UM, despite a 
season-ending leg injury in the Ohio State game. 
Senior Zack Kaufman returns at ILB after starting the 
first ten games last year before being injured against 
Minnesota. Redshirt sophomore Joey Sarantos made 
starts against Wisconsin and Florida in the Outback 
Bowl. Redshirt sophomore ILB Scott McClintock will 
be in the mix after starting the Ohio State game last 
season and collecting eight tackles. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: In the Michigan defensive 
secondary, the starting cornerbacks return, but the 
safties do not. Junior cornerback Marlin Jackson was a 
first team All-Big Ten selection after leading the 
Wolverines with three interceptions. Quarterbacks 
rarely throw to Jackson's side of the field. Senior Jeremy 
LeSueur returns at the other corner, after starting the 
final seven games of 2002—a stretch that included a 
career-best nine tackle effort against Florida in the 
Outback Bowl. Michigan must replace both departed 
safeties Charles Drake and Cato June. Senior Jon Shaw 
and redshirt Ernest Shazor are the top candidates to 
become UM's last line of defense. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Redshirt junior Adam Finley 
finished last season handling both the field goal and 
the punting chores. Finley took over the field goal 
duties beginning with the Iowa game last year and 
drilled 7-10 FG attempts-including three field goals at 
Ohio State-and knocked home all 20 of his PAT’s, 
Finley finished second in the Big Ten with a 42.2 yards 
per punt average, including eleven punts of 50 yards or 
more, Fifth-year senior Philip Brabbs gives Finley a 
break by handling the Big Blue kickoffs. UM needs a 
new punt returner, but Jeremy LeSueur returns as one 
of the Big Ten’s best kickoff returners,

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACKS: The race to win the Purdue 
quarterback job will be one of the most interesting fall 
battles in the Big Ten. Junior Kyle Orton and sophomore 
Brandon Kirsch both started at times last season. Orton 
began last season as the starter, but was benched after 
seven weeks to give the more athletic Kirsch a start at 
Illinois. Orton was back at the controls three weeks 
later against Ohio State, but was ineffective and Kirsch 
came in from the bench. Orton, a better passer, 
regained the starting slot prior to the Sun Bowl and 
took home MYP honors in the win over Washington. 
The Orton-Kirsch battle will continue in 2003. 
RUNNING BACKS: When the Boilermakers need a 
tough yard, they turn to senior Joey Harris to pick it up. 
Harris rushed for 1,115 yards in 2002, becoming just the 
seventh running back in Purdue history to post a 1,000- 
yard season.

Purdue returns lots of experience 
along the line. The Boilermakers top defensive ends in

QUARTERBACKS: New MSU coach John L. Smith will 
need a een who can direct his spread offense 
and he has a variety of options. After admitting to a 
substance-abuse problem last season, senior Jeff 
Smoker has served his suspension and is available for 
duty. Smoker did not work with the first team unit in 
spring drills, but will compete for his old job in fall 
camp. Slippery junior Damon Dowell has experience 
after starting the final five games of 2002 and freshman 
Drew Stanton will be the future quarterback of the 
Spartans, it’s just a matter of when Smith decides he’s 
ready to take the reigns of the MSU offense. 

RUNNING BACKS: Michigan State needs a new starter 
at tailback, in the wake of the decision by David 
Richard to transfer to Missouri. Richard led the 
Spartans in rushing last season as a freshman. Junior 
Tyrell Dortch is back in the mix after sitting out the 
entire 2002 season after breaking his right lower leg 
against Wisconsin two years ago. Dortch has added 13 
pounds and now weighs 206 pounds, but questions 
about his speed remain. Sophomore Jaren Hayes 
should also see his share of carries, but at just 180 
pounds, it’s not known if he can take an entire season 
of Poa in the Big Ten as the primary rusher. 

W EIVERS: A strong group of wide receivers 
are critical in making John L. Smith's spread offense 
work and the Spartans face major questions in this 
area, as All-American Charles Rogers left MSU early for 
the NFL. Former San Jose State head coach Dave 
Baldwin is the new offensive coordinator at Michigan 
State and he spent the spring looking for some new 
faces to catch the football. Sophomores Kyle Brown 
and Agim Shabaj and senior Ziehl Kavanaght are 
penciled in as the starters, but this trio has just 21 
career catches combined. Six-foot-seven sophomore 
Matt Trannon joined the mix in fall camp, after sitting 
Out last season as 4 non- -qualifier. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Michigan State got some good news 
when senior left guard Paul Harker (6-3, 297), was 
granted a sixth year of eligibility after missing large 
portions of two seasons. A concussion forced Harker 
to miss the last seven games of 1999 and a scary neck 
injury at Notre Dame two years ago sidelined him 
again. The Spartans have several returning offensive 
linemen who saw significant snaps in 2002. Senior 
Brian Ottney (6-6, 309) returns at center and is one 
of the Spartans team leaders.

ENSIVE LINE: Michigan State’s defensive front 
could hold the ies to how quickly John L. Smith 
begins the turnaround in East Lansing. Junior Clifford 
Dukes (6-3, 250) will start at rush end after collecting 
8.5 tackles for loss and a team-high four sacks last 
season. Senior Greg Talpin (6-5, 260) gives MSU 
another veteran performer at the other DE slot. MSU's 
coaches are also excited about the potential of JUCO 
Daryl Melvin (6-3, 245), who wants to follow in the 
footsteps of former MSU star speed rusher Julian 
Peterson. Inside, junior Kevin Vickerson (6-5, 285) 
and senior Kyle Rasmussen (6-4, 270) will once again 
man the tackle slots.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACKS: With just 38 scholarship players 
available at one point last season ys. Penn State, the 
Hoosiers found that the pass was the only way to move 
the football. Indiana set a school record last season 
with 3,020 passing yards in 2002. The departed Gibran 
Hamdan and Tommy Jones shared the quarterback 
duties last season, so the Hoosiers plan to turn to Notre 
Dame transfer Matt LoVecchio. As the first freshman to 
start for the Irish in almost a decade two years ago, 
LoVecchio led Notre Dame to seven straight wins and a 
berth in the Fiesta Bowl. Redshirt freshman Graeme 
McFarland will back up LoVecchio. 

RUNNING BACKS: The Hoosiers had a tough time on 
the ground last year, finishing dead last in the Big Ten 
with just 116.5 rushing yards per game and a league- 
low 13 rushing TD's, Junior Yamar Washington led 1U 
with 698 rushing yards last season and emerged as the 
Hoosiers best RB. Senior Brian Lewis began last year as 
the starter, but missed two early games after a shoulder 
separation in Indiana’s opener and the final month of 
the season with a thumb injury. Sophomore Chris 
Taylor was forced into action as a true freshman 
and rushed for 229 yards and two touchdowns. 
Sophomore Jon Pannozzo returns at fullback. 

WIDE RECEIVERS: Indiana's strongest unit may be its 
trio of returning wide receivers. Junior Courtney Roby 
is an Indianapolis native coming off a great season. 
Roby finished third in the Big Ten with 86.6 receiving 
yards per game. Senior Glenn Johnson was also putting 
up serious numbers in the Hoosiers pass-happy attack 
last year. Johnson caught 53 passes and led IU with 
five touchdown grabs. Sophomore ‘lyke Spencer also 
got into the WR mix with 17 catches and a pair of 
TD's. Roby, Johnson and Spencer combined for an 
impressive 2,107 receiving yards in 2002. Junior 
Aaron Halterman is Indiana's only returning tight end 
with game experience. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Indiana spent much of spring 
drills and fall camp trying to piece together a new 
offensive line. Three departed veterans from last 
season: Enoch DeMar, Bobby Brandt and A.C. Myler 
are gone after taking a combined 2,187 snaps last 
season. Sophomore Issac Sowells (6-3, 310) takes 
over at the left tackle slot, while senior Anthony 
Oakley (6-2, 294) will take care of business at left 
guard. Redshirt sophomore Brandon Hatcher (6-2, 
296) is a former defensive tackle, who returns at 
center. On the right side, sophomore Adam Hines 
(6-3, 301) will be at guard, with versatile junior Chris 
Jahnke (6-5, 305) tentatively set to be at RT.

DEFENSIVE LINE: Indiana had some nightmarish 
experiences on defense last year, as the Hoosiers gave 
up 37.1 points a game. The Hoosiers return both 
defensive ends from last season, but are still building 
the kind of defensive line depth needed to compete in 
the Big Ten. Junior Jodie Clemons (6-4, 266) returns 
after starting every game last year at right end. 
Sophomore Victor Adeyanju (6-5, 241) is back after 
ten starts at left end. Junior tackle Martin Lapostolle 
(6-1, 270) and sophomore nose tackle Russ 
Richardson (6-0, 251) are the only other Indiana 
linemen with game experience. 

LINEBACKERS: Depth is also an issue at linebacker 
for Indiana. The Hoosiers finished next to last in the 
Big Ten in total defense, giving up 428.5 yards per 
game. IU returns a pair of linebackers who made starts 
last season. Junior Kevin Smith heads into fall camp as 
the starter at strong side linebacker. Sophomore Kyle 
Killion was on the field for 253 snaps in 2002 and leads 
the contenders at middle linebacker. Junior Jaron 
Cartwright is expected to step in at weak side line- 
backer, but took part in just 14 defensive plays last 
season. Indiana went LB heavy in their most recent 
recruiting class, signing four new linebackers. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: The news is much more 
pleasant in the Indiana defensive secondary, where 
some experience returns. Junior Herana-Daze Jones is 
the Hoosiers top returning tackler with 108 stops and 
will be moving to strong safety this season. Senior Joe 
Gonzalez will play free safety after being granted a 
medical redshirt last season after suffering a hernia 
three games into the year. Indiana also returns 
veterans at cornerback. Sophomore Leonard Bryant 
saw some action as a starter at left corner last year, 
while sophomore Damien Jones made ten starts at 
right corner. Sophomore Will Lumpkin and junior 
Luke Stone will also be in the mix in the secondary. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: Indiana will have another battle on 
their hands for the place kicking duties. Last year, 
junior Bryan Robertson and senior Adam Braucher 
were involved in a tight race for the kicking job, when 
Braucher suffered a knee injury that forced him to 
miss the entire season. Robertson connected on 9-13 
field goals last year, including a 50-yarder in the 
season finale against Purdue. Indiana will feature a 
new punter in 2003 in the wake of the departure of 
Ryan Hamre. Aussie native and redshirt freshman 
‘Tyson Beattie is the only punter in the Hoosiers camp.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACKS: One of the highlights in the Wildcat's 
dismal 3-9 campaign last year was the emergence of 
sophomore quarterback Brett Basanez. Basanez 
returns, after taking over as the Wildcats’ starter in their 
second game and held the slot until he fractured his left 
fibula in mid-October. Basanez missed just two games 
and started the Wildcats final three games with a soft 
cast on his left leg. Basanez led the Big Ten in regular 
season total offense (230.0 ypg) and topped all 
freshman quarterbacks in passing yards, including a 
368-yard performance in the season finale against 
Illinois. Freshman Alexander Webb and sophomore 
Derell Jenkins will share the backup duties. 

RUNNING BACKS: Hopes abound for a rejuvenated 
ground game, as Northwestern returns 99.6% of its 
2002 rushing yardage this season. Senior Jason Wright 
is a legitimate Doak Walker candidate, as one of the 
nation’s top all-purpose rushers. Wright is the nation’s 
second-leading returning all-purpose back (167.6 ypg) 
and averaged an impressive 118.1 rushing ypg over 
Northwestern’s final ten contests in 2002. Wright 
carries a streak of 197 rushes without a fumble into the 
fall. Junior Noah Herron will be in the tailback mix, 
while sophomore Terrell Jordan joins the backfield 
picture after a strong freshman year on special teams. 

WIDE RECEIVERS: For the second straight season, 
Northwestern believes their strength lies in their corps 
of talented and experienced receivers. Senior Kunle 
Patrick begins the season with the nation’s longest 
consecutive catch streak of 34 straight games with at 
least one reception. Patrick should replace the 
departed Jon Schweighardt as Brett Basanez’s top 
target. Sophomore Mark Philmore also returns, after 
catching an impressive 31 passes as a freshman in 
2002. Northwestern returns no less than seven different 
receivers who caught passes last year, including senior 
Roger Jordan, junior Ashton Aikens and sophomore 
Brandon Horn. Sophomores Joe Wohlscheid and 
Taylor Jones return to share the tight end slot. 

FF LINE: Northwestern returns three starters 
in the offensive line, but the two departed starters have 
left a huge gap. Departed center Austin King and guard 
Jeff Roehl were among the last links to Northwestern's 
2000 squad that won a share of the Big Ten title. The 
Wildcats were happy with the development of both 
starting tackles last year and redshirt sophomore Zack 
Strief (6-7, 335) and junior Trai Essex (6-4, 280) 
return. Redshirt junior Matt Ulrich (6-2, 310) is a 
team leader and is back at tackle, while fifth-year 
senior Carl Matejka (6-4, 315) hopes to shake the 
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injury bug and grab a starting slot up front. 

SIVE LINE: Last year, Northwestern's defensive 
line was consistently blown off the ball, as the Wildcats 
allowed a woeful 41.1 ppg. Sophomore Loren Howard 
(6-4, 280) returns at defensive end, after being named 
Big Ten Defensive Freshman of the Year last season and 
ranking among the league's best with 13.5 tackles for 
loss per game. Redshirt junior Colby Clark (6-2, 285) 
is back at tackle and sophomore Barry Cofield (6-5, 
275) and junior Luis Castillo will also see plenty of duty 
inside. Redshirt sophomore Greg Lutzen (6-5, 305) 
has packed on 35 additional pounds in his quest to win 
the other DE slot from sophomore David Thompson. 

-INEBACKERS: Northwestern defensive coordinator 

Greg Colby has a reason to smile when contemplating 
the Wildcats linebacker corps. Fifth-year senior Pat 
Durr returns after missing virtually all of the 2002 
campaign when he suffered a knee injury in the 
season opener. Durr sat out spring practice, but 
should be ready to take his familiar middle linebacker 
slot when fall drills begin. Senior Doug Szymul returns 
at OLB after leading Northwestern with 106 tackles last 
year. Juniors John Pickens and Ryan Peterson, along 
with sophomores Tim McGarigle, Braden Jones and 
Eric VanderHorst also return to the linebacker mix 
after making starts last season. 
: The outstanding stats put up 
by Northwestern's secondary last season are a bit 
deceiving, because everyone ran the football on the 
Wildcats so effectively. Northwestern gave up a Big 
Ten-worst 313.6 rushing yards a game. Sophomore Jeff 
Backes comes over from offense to take the starting 
slot at right cornerback. On the other side, sopho- 
mores Marquice Cole, Sundi Brewer-Griffin and 
redshirt freshman Cory Dious will battle for the starting 
LCB slot. Junior Dominique Price is the returning big 
hitter at strong safety and senior Torri Stuckey and 
junior Jarvis Adams provide experience at free safety. 
Adams missed fe drills due to injury. 
: Northwestern is searching for 
someone to gece departed placekicker David 
Wasieleski. Junior Brian Huffman returns alter finishing 
third in the Big Ten with a 41.5 yards per punt average, 
but did have two punts blocked last season. Huffman 
also handles kickoffs and will be given every chance to 
win the kicking job, but sophomore Ryan Pederson 
and freshman Slade Larscheid and Joel Howells are 
also in the PK picture. Jeff Backes and Jason Wright 
will handle kickoff returns again, after the pair helped 
Northwestern finish sixth nationally last season.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACK: Coach Frank Beamer will have a 
tough decision to make between Bryan Randall, who 
started the final 12 games as a sophomore last year, and 
Michael Vick’s little brother Marcus. Replacing Randall 
might be a popular choice, considering Vick’s blood- 
lines, but Randall was incredibly productive. Also, 
Beamer can’t ask for better accuracy from Randall, 
who set a VA Tech single-season record with a 63.7 
completion percentage. Vick settled for a redshirt in 
2002, but he might not be as willing to sit this season. 
RUNNING BACK: Few teams were as deep at 
running back as Tech was the past two seasons. Kevin 
Jones, who replaced an injured Lee Suggs in 2001 
and shared playing time with him last year, returns, 
This time, Jones will be the chief ball carrier after 
rushing for 1,828 yards in two seasons. Cedric 
Humes, who has played tailback and fullback, will 
compete with Jones for playing time. Sophomore 
Mike Imoh also will be part of the mix. Starting 
fullback Doug Easlick, who can block and catch with 
equal productivity, is back for another season. 

WIDE RECEIVER: The problem with the Tech passing 
game is that there is little need to worry about the wide 
receiver lined up opposite record-setting Ernest 
Wilford. Wilford, 6-4, is back for his senior season after 
setting a Tech record with 51 catches last year. Beamer 
must fill the flanker position and junior Richard 
Johnson and sophomore Justin Hamilton provide the 
most experience. If Wilford gets some help, Virginia 
Tech may have an especially potent aerial attack to go 
with a strong running game. Big tight ends Keith Willis, 
6-5, 254, and Jeff King, 6-5, 252, will share the position 
again in 2003, but will be used mainly as blockers. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: It may be preseason hype, but Tech 
is touting center Jake Grove, 6-3, 292, as one of the best 
in the nation at his position. He is one of three starting 
offensive linemen returning, including left guard Jacob 
Gibson, 6-4, 302 and 6-5 tackle Jimmy Martin, who will 
be asked to beef up from his 269-pound weight of a 
year ago. Martin started the final seven games at right 
tackle and will move to left tackle this year. That 
leaves room for Jon Dunn, a 6-7, 319-pound junior, to 
get another shot at the right tackle job that eluded 
him last year. Part-time starter James Miller, 6-6, 304, 
looks like the best bet at right guard. The trick will be 
keeping everyone healthy. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: The Hokies are adequately supplied 
with returning starters on offense, but you should see 
the defensive line. All four starters and several key 
reserves return to fill the down spots. Ends Nathaniel 
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Adibi, Cols Colas and Jim Davis, with combined 
statistics of 23.5 sacks and 50 quarterback hurries last 
year, return. Adibit and Colas were the starters. Tackles 
Kevin Lewis and Jason Lallis, who started the first 11 
games before they were hit by injuries, also are back. 
Their replacements were Kevin's younger 
brother Jonathan Lewis, who was a freshman in 2002, 
and redshirt sophomore Tim Sandidge. Plus, Tech's 
defensive line rotation may include North Carolina 
transfer Isaac Montgomery and JUCO All-American 
Jimmy E. Williams. 

LINEBACKER: The ‘3° segment of the 4-3 defense is . 
also well stocked, with each of the trio of starters 
coming back. Linebacker Mikal Baaqee, 5-10, 217, led 
the team in tackles with 112 last year, his first as a 
regular. Vegas Robinson, 6-0, 245, was fourth in 
tackles (71), even though he missed three games. 
Starting outside linebacker Brandon Manning, 6-2, 
214, was third with 75. Manning's competition will 
come from sophomore James Anderson and redshirt 
freshman Aaron Rouse. Redshirt junior Chad Cooper 
and redshirt sophomore Jordan Trott will push 
Baaqee. Redshirt sophomore Blake Warren and two 
highly recruited incoming freshmen—Xavier Adibi 
and Vince Hall—also may be part of the mix. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: The only starters missing from 
last year’s defense are free safety Willie Pile and 
cornerback Ronyell Whitaker. But starting corner- 
back DeAngelo Hall was one of the top cornerbacks 
in the nation last year and senior Garnell Wilds led 
the team in interceptions (five), despite starting only 
four games. Replenishments at cornerback include 
senior Vincent Fuller, a part-time starter, and 
Eric Green, who missed the entire 2002 season with 
a knee injury. Green played in 23 of his first 24 games 
at Virginia Tech. Sophomore Jimmy F. Williams 
most likely will replace Pile. Starting rover back 
Michael Crawford returns, but he will be challenged 
by JUCO All-American James Griffin, who entered 
school in January. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Beamer won't have to look far to 
find a kicker and punter, Carter Warley returns for his 
fourth and final season as the regular kicker, Warley 
was second on the team in scoring last season with 
63 points, including nine field goals in 15 attempts. 
His longest was 43 yards. Sophomore Nic Schmitt 
and redshirt freshman Brandon Pace will challenge 
Warley. Punter Vinnie Burns, a second-team All-Big 
East selection, is also back after averaging 40.5 yards 
per boot last season.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACK: Senior quarterback Rod Rutherford 
has answered most of his critics and proven that he can 
capably handle a big-time offense. He was personally 
responsible for 28 touchdowns last season (22 passing, 
six rushing) and threw for 2,783 yards. He needs to 
work on his accuracy—he completed only 52.3% of his 
passes, with 12 interceptions—but he can make an 
offense go like few quarterbacks in the Big East. An 
all-conference selection a year ago, Rutherford will be 
backed up by heralded 2002 recruit Tyler Palko, who 
burned a year of eligibility last year without getting 
significant playing time, and redshirt freshman Luke Getsy. 
RUNNING BACK: Coach Walt Harris scrapped his 
running-back-by-committee scheme and found a keeper 
in senior tailback Brandon Miree, who started his 
career at Alabama. Miree rushed for 943 yards—with 
four touchdowns and a 4.4 ype average—and went over 
100 yards in four of the last five games. The committee 
approach will help the depth situation, with junior and 
2001 starter Ray Kirkley hoping to improve on his 
152-yard effort of a year ago. Harris also has high 
hopes for sophomore Jawan Walker. Fullback Lousaka 
Polite is mainly a blocker, but he averaged 4.1 ype. 
WIDE RECEIVER: Name a freshman honor and chances 
are that Larry Fitzgerald won it last year. Fitzgerald was 
the most prolific freshman wide receiver in Pitt history, 
with 69 receptions for 1,005 yards, a 14.6 average and 
12 touchdowns. He was the Big East rookie of the year 
and the first first-year player in Big East history to be a 
unanimous all-conference selection. There isn’t much 
quality depth behind Fitzgerald, however, after Lamar 
Slade used up his eligibility and Roosevelt Bynes became 
disillusioned by a lack of playing time and left school. 
The competition to line up opposite Fitzgerald will 
center on JUCO transfer Princell Brockenbaugh, senior 
Yogi Roth and sophomore Billy Gaines, 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Rutherford, Fitzgerald and Miree 
will have plenty of experienced guardians surrounding 
them this season, with three-year starter Matt Morgan, 
6-7, 295, at right tackle, two-year starter Rob Petitti 
at left tackle and two-year starter Dan LaCarte, 6-4, 295, 
at left guard. Petitti, 6-6, 330, was an All-Big East 
selection last season. Pitt must replace two solid 
offensive-line foundations in center Chad Reed and right 
guard Bryan Anderson. The candidates are senior right 
guard Jon Schall, 6-4, 295, a starter in 2000 who was a 
backup the past two seasons, and two centers—junior 
Justin Belarski, 6-3, 290, and Rob Frederick, 6-3, 295, 
a transfer from Tulsa. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Pitt has experience and one of the 
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best players in the nation on the defensive line. Defensive 
end Claude Harriott, 6-4, 270, was named first-team 
All-Big East last season, recording 9.5 sacks, 21 tackles 
for a losses and—most impressive—seven forced 
fumbles, the second-highest figure in the nation. Redshirt 
freshman Vernon Botts may be Harriott’s backup. Also 
returning are nose tackle Vince Crochunis, 6-4, 285, and 
defensive tackle Dan Stephens, 6-2, 285. Crochunis 
recorded 71 tackles and started every game after 
replacing ‘Tyre Young, who missed most of the season with 
disciplinary problems and a broken ankle. Sophomore 
ends Andy Alleman, 6-4, 235, and Thomas Smith, 6-4, 
265, will try to replace two-year starter Brian Guzek. 
LINEBACKER; Pitt needs lots of help at linebacker after 
losing middle linebacker Gerald Hayes and his No. 1 back- 
up Scott McCurley, Strongside linebacker Lewis Moore is 
the only starting linebacker of the three who is coming 
back this season, Moore, a two-year starter, played in 
Hayes’ shadow, but was third on the team with 94 tackles, 
eight for a loss. Redshirt freshman Brian Bennett and 
converted running back Abdur Abdullah will be Moore's 
backups. Pitt has two highly regarded prospects 
competing to replace Hayes in the middle, redshirt fresh- 
man Azzie Beagnyam and redshirt sophomore Joe Dipre. 
At the will linebacker spot, junior Malcolm Postell and 
redshirt freshman Charles Sallet will compete for the job 
previously held by Brian Beinecke. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: The loss of cornerback Torrie 
Cox will hurt, but three others starters return. 
Cornerback Shawntae Spencer has been a starter in each 
of his previous three seasons, and he led the team with 
three interceptions and was second with 11 pass 
breakups in 2002. Sophomore free safety Tez Morris 
was the team’s second-leading tackler with 119 as he 
filled his run-stopping duties admirably. Pitt has no 
shortage of players lining up to replace Cox, including 
former running back and wide receiver Marcus Furman. 
Furman’s competition will come from sophomore Josh 
Lay, who contributed in nickel and dime situations last 
year, senior William Ferguson, a part-time starter as a 
freshman, and redshirt freshmen Reggie Carter and 
Larry Moore. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Pitt has no worries in the kicking 
game. Senior punter Andy Lee, an All-American 
candidate, was the Big East co-special teams Player of 
the Year and a first-team all-conference pick. He led the 
Big East with a 43.1-yard average, and also dropped 17 
punts inside the 20-yard line. Kicker David Abdul was a 
freshman All-American last year, with 13 field goals in 
20 attempts and a 47-yarder against UAB.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACK: The word around south Hlorida is 
that Brock Berlin, a transfer from the University of 
Florida, will replace Ken Dorsey at the helm of the 
Miami offense. That may turn out to be true, but coach 
Larry Coker has options. Junior Derrick Crudup, who 
played in eight games and threw three touchdown 
passes with no interceptions last season, has not been 
ruled out by Coker. Redshirt freshman Marc Guillon 
also will be part of the preseason competition. Plus, 
Coker recruited freshman Kyle Wright, who graduated 
from high school early and enrolled at Miami in the 
spring. Replacing Dorsey won't be easy. But Coker has 
the manpower to throw at the challenge. 

RUNNING BACK: Miami coaches have similar 
problems at running back and quarterback. The job of 
replacing Willis McGahee could go to either Frank 
Gore or senior Jarrett Payton. Gore missed last season 
with a knee injury, but he averaged 9 yards per carry 
and scored four touchdowns as a freshman and is 
expected to return to full strength. Payton, the son of 
Pro Football Hall of Famer Walter Payton, carried 50 
times for 223 yards last season. Fullback Quadtrine 
Hill is basically a blocker, with only occasional running 
and catching duties. 

WIDE RECEIVER: Miami never has a problem finding 
wide receivers, and this season four players return with 
extensive experience. Sophomore Roscoe Parrish was a 
starter last season, with an impressive 17.9-yard, 
per-catch average, Senior Kevin Beard is recovering from 
a knee injury suffered late last season against Pitt, but he 
played long enough to catch four touchdown passes. 
Senior Jason Geathers moved over from running back to 
replace Beard and will remain a wide receiver. 
Sophomores Akieem Jolla and Sinorice Moss, brother of 
former Miami standout Santana Moss, will push some of 
the older players for playing time, But the biggest threat 
in the passing game is junior All-American tight end 
Kellen Winslow Jr., who had 57 receptions for 726 yards 
and eight touchdowns in his first season as a starter. He 
capped off the season with 11 catches for 122 yards and 
a touchdown i in the Fiesta Bowl. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The job of protecting all of those 
big-play Hurricanes goes to an offensive line that 
returns three starters. They are right tackle Vernon 
Carey, a 6-5, 350-pound senior; left tackle Carlos 
Joseph, a 6-6, 334-pound senior; and right guard Chris 
Myers, a 6-5, 276-pound junior. After losing Rimington 
Award winner and All-American center Brett Romberg, 
Miami will turn to junior Joel Rodriguez, 6-3, 286. Left 
guard Joe McGrath missed time with a shoulder ailment 
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last season, but is expected to be OK for summer drills. 
Sherko Haji-Rasouli will push McGrath for playing time. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Miami lost all four starters, but 
their replacements are not totally inexperienced. 
Playing most games under a hot Florida sun, Coker 
likes to rotate as many as nine linemen and he will 
start with five ends. They are sophomore Thomas 
Carroll, 6-5, 235; junior John Square, 6-5, 215; junior 
college transfer Alton Wright Jr, 6-4, 250; redshirt 
freshmen John Wood, 6-3, 235; and Kareem Brown, 
6-5, 250. At tackle, Vince Wilfork, a 6-2, 350-pound 
junior, has been compared to Warren Sapp. Like 
Wilfork, sophomore Orien Harris, 6-4, 294, played a 
lot as a reserve. Santonio Thomas, 6-4, 302, is 
recovering f from a torn shoulder muscle. 
LINEBACKER: Middle linebacker Jonathan Vilma will 
be a three-year starter in 2003 after leading the team 
in tackles the past two seasons. He had 133 last year, 
with eight for a loss, two sacks, two fumble recoveries, 
one forced fumble and five pass breakups. Weakside 
linebacker D,J. Wiliams, a senior, has started 21 
games in his career. He was second in tackles last 
season (108), with 16 for a loss, four sacks, two 
forced fumbles and eight breakups. Strongside 
linebacker Roger McIntosh had 43 tackles, with eight 
for a loss, two breakups and one forced fumble. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: All four starters return, and 
each has shown the ability to make big plays. The best 
may be free safety Sean Taylor, with four interceptions, 
15 pass breakups, one blocked kick and a 78-yard 
punt return for a touchdown. The strong safety is 
Maurice Sikes, who separated a shoulder in the first 
half against Florida, but stayed in the game and 
returned an interception 97 yards for a touchdown. 
He did not participate in spring practice while 
recovering from surgery. Sophomore cornerback 
Kelly Jennings had 25 tackles, six pass breakups and 
one interception. His partner on the other corner is 
Antrel Rolle, an All-Big East performer with 66 tackles, 
six for a loss, two sacks, one interception, seven pass 
breakups and three fumble recoveries. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Punter Jon Peattie, a redshirt 
freshman, kicked in only one game last season, but 
he has an edge on kicker Marc Gentt, a third-year 
sophomore who has no game experience. Freshman 
Brian Monroe might have a chance to earn some 
playing time, and he’s only a few months out of high 
school in Palm Beach Gardens, Fla. Roscoe Parrish 
was among the top 20 punt returners in the nation, 
with a 14.5-yard average.

a passing game for one simple reason—junior Rasheed 
Marshall knows how to tuck the football under his arm 
and run. Marshall can throw it a little, too. He completed 
139 of 259 passes for 1,616 yards, nine touchdowns 
and five interceptions last year. But he also ran for 666 
yards and 13 touchdowns. Rodriguez said Marshall got 
alittle better every week, but there were games when his 
attempts total barely reached double digits, Marshall's 
backup may be sophomore Charles Hales, a transfer 
from Jones (Miss.) Junior College. 

RUNNING BACK: Running backs at West Virginia 
usually come in small, powerful packages. That won't 
change this season as they will count on senior Quincy 
Wilson to carry the load previously hoisted by Amos 
Zereoue and Avon Cobourne. Wilson, 5-9, 225, is the 
son of former Chicago Bears linebacker Otis Wilson, 
and coaches believe he is quicker than Cobourne. While 
backing up Cobourne last season, Wilson rushed for 
900 yards and six touchdowns. The Mountaineers 
usually employ a one-back set, so depth isn’t crucial. 
WIDE RECEIVER: It's no wonder that West Virginia had 
the nation’s second-best running game last year: Their 
passing game, especially on the receiving end, leaves 
little to be desired. The Mountaineers will be counting on 
two part-time starters this season: Junior Miquel 
Henderson and senior Travis Garvin. Henderson caught 
40 passes for 496 yards and two touchdowns, but Garvin 
had only two catches for 24 yards all season. Backups 
will come from a so-far undistinguished pool of ten 
different players as no one stepped up last season while 
the performances of Henderson and Garvin were taper- 
ing. Coaches are looking for pass catchers they can trust. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: Rodriguez and his staff will not lock 
returning linemen into definite slots until closer to the 
start of the season. They will simply look for the five best 
players. That will be difficult after losing three solid 
starters—left tackle Lance Nimmo, a first-time All-Big 
East selection; center Zack Dillow; and right guard Ken 
Sandor. The returning starters are right tackle Tim 
Brown, 6-5, 300, and left guard Jeff Berk, 6-5, 280. 
Geoff Lewis, 6-4, 295, started one game at center and 
Senior Ben Timmons, 6-5, 280, started two games— 
one at guard and one at tackle. If you're not versatile, 
there's no sense seeking one of the jobs on West 
Virginia's offensive line. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: A total reconstruction is necessary as

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freshman broke his leg early in the season against 
Cincinnati and played in only two games, His recovery is 
complete, however, as he heads into his sophomore 
season. In fact, he could have played in the bowl game 
last year, if he was needed. Senior end Fred Blueford, 6-4 
290, played well in a backup role last season, recording 
15 tackles, two sacks and four tackles for a loss. 
LINEBACKER: Almost every aspect of the West Virginia 
defense will center on outside linebacker Grant Wiley, a 
three-year starter and All-Big East selection. Even 
though Wiley, 6-1, 240, wasn't the main rush line- 
backer, he recorded three sacks and 14 tackles for a 
loss. He led the team in overall tackles with 129 and 
also dropped into coverage well enough to come up 
with two interceptions. The rest of the position isn’t 
nearly as solid. Senior outside linebacker Leandre 
Washington, who had 35 tackles but no sacks last 
season, must replace James Davis, who had eight sacks 
last season. Junior middle linebacker Adam Lehnortt 
played in every game last season, totaling 33 tackles, 
without a sack or interception. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Employing a five-man defensive 
backfield (three safeties, two cornerbacks) requires 
brains as well as brawn. Both cornerbacks—two-year 
starting seniors Lance Frazier and Brian King—are 
returning. Frazier had 37 tackles, one interception and 
eight pass breakups and King was as active and 
productive as any cornerback in the Big East, with 61 
tackles, three interceptions and 15 pass breakups. 
Junior free safety Jahmile Addae (97 tackles, four 
interceptions and 16 breakups) also returns, The 
problem surfaces at the spur and bandit safety 
positions, after Angel Estrada, a second-team Big East 
choice, and Jermaine Thaxton used up their eligibility. 
Sophomores Adam Jones and Mike Lorello will step in 
to fill the outside safety spots. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: West Virginia coaches are hoping 
to find a place kicker in summer camp this year, so 
they can allow senior Todd James to concentrate on 
his strength—kicking off and punting. James has 
been the team’s regular place kicker the past two 
seasons, hitting 10 of 15 field-goal attempts and 45 of 
48 extra-point tries. There is room for James as a 
punter, with punter Mark Fazzolari graduating. 
Establishing James as the punter will depend on how 
some of the freshman walk-ons develop as place

ends David Upchurch and Jason Davis and nose tackle

kickers. That is one of the potentially dangerous 
unknowns for the Mountaineers this season. 
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QUARTERBACK: BC's look into the JUCO ranks for a 
quarterback to replace Brian St. Pierre might cost 
junior Quinton Porter a starting job. Porter played 
sparingly last season, but he is the only returning 
backup and looked to have the inside track to St. 
Pierre’s job before Paul Peterson arrived. Peterson, a 
junior, was a JUCO All-American last year. He 
completed 64% of his passes for 2,900 yards and an 
almost unbelievable total of 35 touchdowns. It will be 
difficult to keep him out of the starting lineup. 
RUNNING BACK: All coach Tom O'Brien has to do 
here is flip-flop the players who started last season as 
the starter and backup. A year ago entering the season, 
Horace Dodd was the starting running back and 
Derrick Knight was his backup. But as the year 
progressed, Knight became the starter and Dodd went 
to the bench. The result was that Knight rushed for 
1,432 yards and 12 touchdowns, averaging 5.5 yards 
per carry. Dodd carried only 51 times for 141 yards. 
Both seniors will play this season, but Knight will be the 
featured back. Leading the way will be junior fullback 
Greg Toal, who started all but three games. 

WIDE RECEIVER: Word around the BC campus is that 
returning wide receivers Grant Adams and Joel 
Hazzard, both juniors, may be more talented than the 
departing seniors Jamal Burke and Keith Hemmings. 
Adams had only two starts last year, but he caught 37 
passes for $42 yards and six touchdowns. Hazzard 
totaled 23 for 280 yards and two scores. Plus, Adams 
and Hazzard each caught five passes in the Motor City 
Bowl victory against Toledo, with Adams scoring 
twice and Hazzard once in a 51-25 Boston College 
decision. Tight end Sean Ryan, a senior, is back after 
catching 23 passes for 280 yards and three touch- 
downs last season. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Both starting guards from 2002 
return this season, right guard Augie Hoffmann, 6-2, 
305, and left guard Chris Snee, 6-2, 305. The tackle 
and center positions won't be nearly as easy to fill. 
Gone are right tackle Marc Parenteau, a first-team 
All-Big East selection, and left tackle Leo Bell. Center 
Dan Koppen also has moved on. Replacements aren't 
especially plentiful or experienced. Possibilities 
include sophomore left tackle Jeremy Trueblood, 6-9 
295, and redshirt freshman right tackle Shadu Moore, 
6-4, 305, who is a former high school All-American. 
Don't be surprised if the name of junior Tim Bulman, 
a former offensive linemen now playing defensive 
tackle, comes up in meetings when coaches try to solve 
the manpower problem on the offensive line. 
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DEFENSIVE LINE: If, as expected, Bulman remains 
on defense, Boston College will have an experienced 
line. Bulman, 6-3, 280, recorded 44 tackles, 8.5 
tackles for a loss and two sacks from his left tackle 
position. Senior right tackle Tom Martin, 6-4, 282, 
had 28 tackles, 7.5 for a loss, one sack and three 
fumble recoveries. Junior Phil Mettling, 6-2, 257, is 
back at right end after recording 25 tackles, six for a 
loss and one sack last season. Senior Doug Goodwin, 
6-1, 285, has recovered from his broken hip 
and could man the other end position. Mathias 
Kiwanuka, 6-6, 248, will challenge Goodwin, but the 
versatile Bulman also has the ability to move outside. 
There are tackles who might be able to replace 
Bulman: sophomores Al Washington, 6-0, 297, and 
Jim Unis, 6-4, 252. 

LINEBACKER: The best news on defense is that 
senior outside linebacker Josh Ott is back for his final 
season. Ott had a team-high 81 tackles, eight for a loss 
and two interceptions last season. Senior Brian Flores 
is also returning after getting 43 tackles and one 
interception. Sophomore Ricky Brown could be a 
backup. Sophomore Ray Henderson, who was the 
chief reserve for departed middle linebacker 
Vinny Ciurciu, must step up and seize his starting 
opportunity. Sophomore Jon Misiewicz is planning to 
get a lot of playing time at linebacker, even if he’s not 
a starter. 

DEFENSIVE BACK: One only starter in the secondary 
returns and that’s sophomore cornerback Larry 
Lester, who played 11 games as a freshman without 
recording an interception. Experience gained last year 
might help Lester flourish this year. The safeties 
probably will be strong safety Paul Cook, a senior, who 
recorded 27 tackles as a reserve, and junior free 
safety TJ. Stancil, who had one interception. 
Sophomore Will Blackman, considered by many in the 
program to be the best athlete on the team, is 
expected to start the cornerback position opposite 
Lester. Blackman had 22 tackles, one interception, one 
fumble recovery and one forced fumble last season. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: First-team All-Big East kicker 
Sandro Sciortino is back for his senior season after 
leading the conference with 23 field goals and 32 
attempts. O'Brien is hoping that the loss of punter 
Kevin McMyler and his 37.3-yard average will be 
softened by senior Rob Leuffen, a former walk-on who 
never has earned a letter.

He 
started the final eight games of the 2001 season, and 
led Syracuse to a 7-1 record. He made seven starts in 
nine appearances last season, but he completed just 58 
of 134 passes for 899 yards and four touchdowns. 
If Anderson falters, sophomore Xzavier Gaines and 
redshirt freshman Perry Patterson hope to be there to 
pick up the pieces. Syracuse needs better play from 
this position to improve on last year's conference 
record to challenge for a bowl bid. 

RUNNING BACK: If the Syracuse passing game 
struggles, the Orangemen are confident that the 
running game will make up the difference. Junior 
Walter Reyes and sophomore Damien Rhodes return 
after record-setting performances in 2002. Reyes ran 
for 1,135 yards (6.2 per carry) and stands fourth 
on the school’s single-season rushing list. His 17 
touchdowns on the ground stand as a Syracuse 
record for one season. Rhodes hopes for another fast 
start after gaining 82 yards on 14 carries and returning 
four kickoffs for 91 yards in his freshman debut. 
Redshirt freshman tailback Tim Washington provides 
depth. Appropriately named fullback Thump Belton 
will be the blocking back. 

WIDE RECEIVER: Anderson will choose from among 
senior Johnnie Morant and juniors Jared Jones and 
Andre Fontenette when he looks to make a big play 
in the passing game. Morant, with a streak of 17 
consecutive starts, caught 24 passes for 327 yards last 
year. Jones and Fontenette had few positive moments, 
other than their pressure catches in the triple-overtime 
loss to Auburn last season. At tight end, regulars Lenny 
Cusumano and Joe Donnelly are back for their final 
seasons at Syracuse. Cusumano started eight games, to 
five for Donnelly, but Donnelly had 12 catches for 148 
yards and Cusumano only four for 36. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The line will be anchored by brainy 
and brawny center Nick Romeo, 6-2, 297, a three-year 
starter and two-time Academic All-American. Tackles 
Kevin Sampson, 6-5, 296, and Adam Terry, 6-8, 287, 
and guard Matt Tarullo, 6-6, 303, started all 12 games 
last season. Quinn Ojinnaka, 6-3, 260, the first true 
freshman to start on the Syracuse offensive line in 16 
years, and freshman Eugene Newsome will push Terry 
and Sampson for playing time. There is a logjam at the 
other guard spot with sophomores Jason Greene, 6-5,

DEFENSIVE LINE: Syracuse publicists are not shy 
about touting tackles Louis Gachelin and Christian 
Ferrara for All-American. Gachelin, 6-2, 284, recorded 
8.5 sacks, 48 tackles, 17 for a loss of 61 yards, three 
forced fumbles and two fumble recoveries last season. 
He made at least one tackle behind the line of 
scrimmage in ten of 12 games, and for his career he 
has 28 for a loss of 88 yards. Ferrara, 6-4, 297, had 31 
tackles, three for a loss. Senior defensive end Josh 
Thomas, 6-7, 270, is a two-year starter and two-time 
Academic All-American. The other end will come down 
to a battle among junior Julian Pollard, and sopho- 
mores Ryan LaCasse, James Wyche and Tommy Harris. 
Wyche had 41 tackles, five for a loss of 22 yards. 
LINEBACKER: Senior Rich Scanlon, the only returning 
starter at linebacker, will be surrounded by 
inexperienced players. Scanlon, a two-time Academic 
All-American, had 60 tackles, including ten for a loss 
of 38 yards, last season. The other two spots are up for 
grabs, with junior James Dumervil, sophomores 
Kellen Pruitt and Cory Brooks and redshirt freshmen 
Kelvin Smith, Luke Cain and Jerry Mackey fighting it 
out.

Junior Collin Barber hit 
11 of 20 field-goal attempts and 33 of 36 extra-point 
kicks in 2002, but he will be pressured by sophomore 
Justin Sujansky, who missed the entire season with a 
knee injury. He hit four of nine field-goal attempts in 
2001. Barber and redshirt freshman Brendan Carney 
are the punters. Steve Gregory and Damien Rhodes 
will return kicks and Rashard Williams is the only 
experienced punt returner on the team.

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QUARTERBACK: Rutgers coach Greg Schiano had a 
difficult time settling on a quarterback last season. It's 
Ryan Hart who may have the inside track this season 
after starting the final four games and nearly leading a 
stunning upset of eventual national runner-up 
Miami-FL. Hart, now a sophomore, completed 51 of 
111 passes for 479 yards, with two touchdowns and 
six interceptions. Ted Trump, a senior, threw for 740 
yards and four touchdowns. Redshirt freshman 
Anthony Cali and former wide receiver Chris Baker 
also will compete for playing time. 

RUNNING BACK: Schiano and new offensive coordi- 
nator Craig Ver Steeg are hoping one of three running 
backs steps up and seizes the position. Sophomore 
Markis Facyson was the leading rusher last season, but 
he managed only 398 yards. Junior Clarence Pittman 
ran for 104 in the Tennessee game, but only 212 against 
the rest of the schedule. Sophomore Jason Nugent is the 
most powerful of the three. Freshmen Jamar 
Brittingham and Justice Hairston, who were high 
school players of the year in Pennsylvania and 
Connecticut, respectively, also can’t be ignored. 
Fullback Brian Leonard, a redshirt freshman, will be 
challenged by junior Brad Cunningham, who sat out 
last year, but played two years ago as a linebacker. 
RECEIVERS: The toughest task on offense will be 
replacing NFI-bound tight end LJ. Smith, the team’s 
leading receiver from a year ago. Schiano has four 
candidates: Senior Ray Pilch, the starting fullback last 
year; junior Chris Loomis, who had 11 receptions and 
one touchdown; senior Ed Jordan, who didn’t play last 
year; and redshirt freshman Clark Harris. At wide 
receiver, sophomore Shawn Tucker had 21 catches for 
195 yards and a touchdown in six starts last season. 
Junior Jerry Andre (eight catches in three starts) is 
back, and Tres Moses hopes to return after playing in 
only three games (knee injury). 

OFFENSIVE LINE: An experienced nucleus returns, 
featuring senior center Marty Pyszezymuka, 6-2, 275, 
redshirt sophomore left guard Sameeh McDonald, 
6-5, 300, and senior right guard Brian Duffy, 6-5, 300, 
who started five of the first six games last year before 
his season ended with a knee injury. Jobs on the rest 
of the line are in question, with Clint Dato, a transfer 
from Cerritos (Calif.) Community College, a big part 
of the equation at 6-5, 325. Look for senior guard 
Rich McManis, 6-5, 310, and senior left tackle Mike 
Williamson, 6-5, 289, to make themselves known. 
Pennsylvania high school star and University of New 
Haven transfer John Glass, 6-5, 320, could play an

important role, too. Other candidates are sophomore 
Randy Boxill, 6-5, 313, redshirt freshman Will Vogt, 
6-3, 292, and juniors Mike Clancy, 6-4, 290, and 
Mark Segaloff, 6-5, 295. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Rutgers’ defensive line plans no love 
for opposing offenses, even though sophomore defensive 
end Val Bamaby is back for another season. The best of 
the group is senior defensive end Raheem Orr, 6-4 260, 
a two-year starter, who had 4.5 sacks last season, Junior 
defensive end Alfred Peterson recorded 36 tackles. End 
Ryan Neill hopes to return, but he started this year 
rehabilitating a knee injury suffered late last season. The 
defensive tackles will be senior Gary Gibson, 6-4, 280, 
sophomore Luis Rivas, 6-4, 263, and junior Davon 
Clark, 6-4, 285. Putting it all together is line coach 
Randy Melvin, who was with the New England Patriots 
when they won the Super Bowl two years ago. 
LINEBACKER: Rutgers’ 2002 most valuable player 
Gary Brackett has moved on, taking with him the 130 
tackles he recorded at inside linebacker. Senior Jeremy 
Campbell, redshirt freshman Will Beckford and junior 
Ishmael Medley will compete for Brackett’s job. Senior 
outside linebackers Brian Hohmann and Brian Bender, 
the fourth-leading tackler with 81, are back. They will 
be joined by sophomores Will Gilkison and Terry Bynes. 
The key to this unit's success will be how quickly the 
incumbents adapt to life without Brackett and grab their 
opportunities to make plays with the same regularity. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: Senior cornerback Nate Jones, a 
second-team academic All-American, looks like he can 
do it all. He was third on the team last season with 84 
tackles and he also picked off two passes. His partner 
at cornerback, senior Brandon Haw, is also back after 
leading the team with four interceptions. Junior corner- 
back Eddie Grimes will try to earn his share of playing 
time. Rutgers needs to replace free safety Shawn 
Seabrooks, the second-leading tackler on the team 
with 104. Senior safety Jason Grant recorded 42 tackles 
before getting hurt and missing the final five games. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: Jones was the Big East co-special 
teams player of the year with two L00-yard kickoff returns 
for touchdowns. He finished with an average of 28,3 yards 
per return. Senior kicker Ryan Sands, who hit all six of his 
field-goal attempts two years ago but was five of 12 last 
year, will try to rediscover his sophomore form, Mike 
Cortese will be the designated kickoff specialist, but he 
must survive a challenge from redshirt freshman Justin 
Musiek. Redshirt freshman Joe Radigan, 6-5, 215, will try 
to replace punter Mike Barr, who was fourth in the Big 
East with an average of 40.3 yards a year ago.

most important position on the field. Junior Mike 
McGann has started the past two years, including his 
freshman season, but he threw 22 interceptions in 
2002 with only 13 touchdown passes. His competition 
will come from Walter Washington, the runner-up 
JUCO player of the year in 2002 at Dodge City (KS) 
Junior College. Washington completed 134 of 215 
passes for 1,464 yards and 13 touchdowns. Temple's 
offense is centered on the passing game, so making 
the right choice at quarterback is crucial, especially 
with a schedule that includes eight teams that went to 
bowl games last season. 

RUNNING BACK: The loss of Tanardo Sharps won't 
be easy to withstand. Senior Makkonnen Fenton, who 
was a wide receiver last year while leading the Big 
Rast in yards per kickoff return, will get the first crack 
at the tailback job. But he rushed only three times last 
season for 27 yards and was in the games long 
enough to make only 11 catches for 212. The good 
news is that Temple’s spread offense puts less of a 
premium on the running back position and Fenton 
might be good enough to handle the load. 

WIDE RECEIVER: Temple could have three wide 
receivers in the game at any given time, and three 
starters return from last season. Senior Zamir Cobb 
was the most productive with 45 catches for 483 
yards and six touchdowns. Sophomore Sean Szarka 
had four touchdowns among his 22 catches for 355 
yards. Opposing secondaries also couldn't ignore 
senior Terrence Stubbs (32, 364, 1). Most of 
Temple's recruiting class came from the junior 
colleges, and Phil Goodman, a JC All-American from 
Sacramento City (Calif) College, probably will find 
his way onto the field this season. He had 79 catches 
for 1,272 yards and ten touchdowns in only nine 
games last season. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Temple coach Bobby Wallace 
must rebuild 60 percent or more of his interior line. 
The only returners are junior guard Joe Laudano, 
6-2, 290, and senior tackle Damian Hendricks, 6-4, 
290. Hendricks’ availability is in the hands of the 


the Temple defense. Klecko was a second-team 
Associated Press All-American and the Big East 
defensive player of the year. His partner at tackle, 
Rob Sack, also used up his eligibility. End Rodney 
Wormley, a 6-4, 226-pound sophomore, is back after 
recording 42 tackles, 17 solos, 6.5 for a loss and 
2.5 sacks last season. The rest of the defensive line 
will be manned by senior nose tackle Taso 
Apostilidis, 6-0, 285. He had 40 tackles, 19 solo, 
17 for a loss and three sacks. Sophomore end Mike 
Mendenhall, 6-3, 250, will get some playing time 
after recording 35 tackles, 21 solo, five for a loss 
and one sack. 

LINEBACKER: The best of a thin group is clearly 
Rian Wallace, a sophomore weakside linebacker. He 
was named fourth-team freshman All-American after 
finishing third on the team with 76 tackles, 51 solo, 
6.5 for a loss, one sack and one interception. 
Temple's coaching staff hopes the loss of former 
strongside linebcker J.D. Nichols won't be felt after 
Troy Bennett gets some additional experience. 
Bennett was a part-time starter last year with 53 
tackles, 27 solo, 1.5 for a loss and one sack. 
DEFENSIVE BACK: Temple's defensive scheme calls 
for five defensive backs, including two cornerbacks 
and three safeties. The only returning starter from 
last season is senior cornerback Yazid Jackson. 
Jackson made several significant, potentially 
game-changing plays, with 65 tackles, 48 solo, 2.5 
for a loss, three interceptions, seven breakups, two 
fumble recoveries and one blocked kick. Little-used 
John McPhee might fill the free safety position and 
strong safety Shawn Bullard, who started the season 
as a backup, is returning after suffering a broken leg 
in the fourth game. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Senior punter Garvin Ringwelski 
returns and hopes to improve on his 2002 production 
in which he averaged 38.7 yards per kick and had 
two punts blocked. He dropped only eight punts 
inside the 20-yard line, and his longest punt was 
57 yards. Second-team All-Big East kicker Cap

QUARTERBACKS: Heisman candidate and last year’s 
ACC player of the year Matt Schaub returns with more 
experience and more confidence, Schaub and the 
Cavaliers averaged 27 ppg last season, fourth in the 
ACC. Schaub, who came from nowhere to enjoy a 
spectacular season, completed close to 69% of his 
passes and threw for 28 TDs. He set or tied ten school 
records last season while throwing for 2,976 yards and 
just seven interceptions in 418 attempts. Sophomore 
Marques Hagans and redshirt freshman Anthony 
Martinez find themselves in competition behind 
Schaub. Hagans started the Florida State game last 
season before giving way to Schaub. 

RUNNING BACKS: Wali Lundy, who earned MVP 
honors at last year’s Continental Tire Bowl, returns, as 
does Michael Johnson. Lundy, who averaged 53 ypg on 
the ground as a freshman, busted loose in the bowl win 
over West Virginia by scoring four TDs in the Cavaliers’ 
48-22 win. He showed his versatility by running two 
scores and catching two TD passes. He finished the 
season with 826 rushing yards, 435 receiving yards 
and 409 kickoff return yards for a total of 1,670 
all-purpose yards, more than 700 yards more than the 
next player on the team. Johnson rushed for 133 yards 
in a backup role, while junior Alvin Pearman, who 
missed the last five games of the season with a knee 
injury returns. 

RECEIVERS: Tight end Heath Miller could be a big key 
to the Cavaliers’ success. He enjoyed a tremendous 
freshman campaign, as he caught nine TD passes to set 
arecord for most scoring receptions by a tight end for 
a season in ACC history. A second-team all-ACC 
selection, his 33 receptions were more than any other 
tight end in the league. Jason Snelling contributed 
nicely as a freshman, hauling in 31 passes for 314 
yards and four TDs. Senior Michael McGrew returns 
after recording 27 receptions, two for scores, last 
season. He averaged nearly 25 yards per reception 
last year. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: All five of the offensive linemen 
who started in last year’s bowl game were freshmen 
or sophomores meaning all return. And standout 
center Kevin Bailey is expected to return from an 
early-season knee injury, which could make the line 
one of the most talented areas. Bailey was a 
Rimington Award candidate who is expected to head- 
line the offensive line, which also features Tackle 
D'Brickashaw Ferguson and guard Brian Barthelmes. 
Both are solid blockers with great strength and speed. 
Ferguson started all 14 games last season, the most of

any lineman in school history for one season. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Six of the top seven players on the 
line return from a year ago. Defensive end Chris Canty, 
a second-team All-ACC selection last year, leads this 
group. He had a breakout year last fall, his first as a 
starter. He made 86 stops and was the only defensive 
lineman to finish in the top 25 in the conference in 
tackling. Brennan Schmidt and Kwakou Robinson 
both had outstanding seasons as freshmen last year 
and should be even more of a factor this season. 
Schmidt set a school record for freshmen with 87 
tackles. Junior Andrew Hofman is the nose tackle. 
LINEBACKERS: Darryl Blackstock earned quite a 
few awards after a tremendous freshman season last 
year. He should be even better this year. He led all 
freshmen in the nation with ten sacks and 14 tackles 
for loss, finishing with 107 total tackles. His ten sacks 
were an ACC freshman record. Joining Blackstock 
are returning veterans Raymond Mann, Rich 
Bodesem and Bryan White. Mann has experienced 
some injuries in the past but has been exceptional 
when healthy, He has started 15 games the past 
two seasons and recorded 119 tackles. Bodesem, 
who missed almost all of the 2001 season, had a 
career-high 58 stops last fall. 

SECONDARY: ‘Iwo very talented athletes lead this 
group. Almondo “Muffin” Curry, a 5-8 cornerback is 
set to enjoy another solid campaign. For the second 
straight year, he led the ACC defensive backs with three 
sacks, tying the Virginia record for the most sacks by 
a cornerback. Jermaine Winborne was the only 
defensive back to start all 14 games last fall. The 2002 
Speed Elliott Award recipient as UVA’s Most Improved 
Player, Winborne earned ACC Defensive Back of the 
Week accolades following his six tackles, two pass 
break-ups, and fumble recovery in the upset win over 
NG State. Both Curry and Winborne are in their third 
year with the program. The Cavs should also benefit by 
the recent signing of Phillip Brown, who is considered 
one of the top cover cornerbacks in the country. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: ‘Two freshman did an admirable 
job last year as kicker Kurt Smith and punter Tom 
Hagan earned freshmen specialist recognition in a 
number of publications. Smith connected on 7 of 12 
field goal attempts, including a season-long 42-yarder. 
Bryan Smith—no relation—could see some duty as a 
place kicker as well. Hagan handled 62 of the 66 
punts throughout the season, recording an average of 
36.7 yards. He did have a 55-yarder and 16 of his 
punts fell inside the opposition’s 20-yard line.

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TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACKS: The Chris Rix saga continues as 
the junior returns after first earning the starting job 
before losing it to Adrian McPherson, who was later 
kicked off the team after being arrested. Rix was 
then suspended for January's Sugar Bowl after 
missing a final exam. Teammates admitted they had 
lost confidence in Rix, who threw for 1,684 yards 
with 13 touchdowns and seven interceptions. Rix, 
the freshman of the year in the ACC two years ago, 
will battle junior Fabian Walker, who started the 
Sugar Bowl against Georgia, but underwent shoulder 
surgery in the off-season. Also in the mix is promising 
redshirt freshman Wyatt Sexton and converted wide 
receiver Lorne Sam. The coaches are high on 
sophomore walk-on David Koral as well. 

RUNNING BACKS: Greg Jones, a second-team 
all-ACC performer a year ago, returns for his senior 
season. Jones was leading the ACC in rushing yards 
per game last year at 93.8 when he suffered a knee 
injury against Wake Forest and missed the final five 
games. Jones underwent reconstructive surgery, but 
is expected to be 100 percent when the season 
begins. Willie Reid and Leon Washington are already 
impressing coaches and redshirt freshman Lorenzo 
Booker has the potential to be a star. Fullback B,J. 
Dean is a returning starter who shook off injuries 
last year to become a solid contributor. 
RECEIVERS: Anquan Boldin’s early departure for 
the NFL leaves the Seminoles looking for a big-play 
receiver. There are some worthy candidates 
in juniors Craphonso Thorpe (17 receptions for 
377 yards and four touchdowns) and Dominic 
Robinson. Both showed they could get the job done 
last year at flanker. Junior PK. Sam could not shake 
a pulled hamstring last year, but should be a starter 
at split end. Redshirt junior Chauncey Stovall should 
be ready to compete for playing time, while redshirt 
freshman Chris Davis, who missed all of last season 
recovering from knee surgery, is solid. ‘Tight ends 
Paul Irons and Matt Henshaw also return, 
OFFENSIVE LINE: The Seminoles lost four starters, 
so the offensive line will definitely be a question 
mark when the season begins. Junior Alex Barron 
and Ray Willis are penciled in at tackle, while Matt 
Meinrod and Bobby Meeks should see plenty of 
action at the guard slots. Willis is the only returning 
starter and must provide leadership. Centers David 
Castillo and Andrew Henry-Kennon will battle for 
that spot. Matt Heinz, Ron Lunford and Cory Niblock 
will also fight for time. 


2002 GAME BY GAME LOG 
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DEFENSIVE LINE: The Seminoles lose all-ACC end 
Alonzo Jackson, but return Kevin Emanuel to 
anchor a line that also includes standouts ‘Travis 
Johnson and Eric Moore. Moore missed most of 
spring drills because of an injury. Emanuel used his 
speed and aggressiveness to record 40 tackles last 
year, including 15 for loss. Charles Howard, who 
missed all of last season with an injury, is anxious to 
show what he can do. Sophomore Willie Jones, who 
is battling an injury, could surprise, while Kamerion 
Wimbley, Jeff Womble and Brian Ross could 
contribute. Veteran Darnell Docket will not be able 
to return to the team until he resolves a criminal 
charge stemming from a December shopping scam 
where he allegedly bought clothes at a discount. 
LINEBACKERS: All-America candidates Kendyll 
Pope and Michael Boulware, both second-team 
all-ACC performers last year, anchor an outstanding 
group of linebackers. Pope recorded 131 tackles 
last year with 12 of those for loss. He also had five 
breakups. Boulware had 127 tackles, two sacks and 
three forced fumbles. Pope, however, missed most 
of the spring workouts while recovering from an 
injury. While these two lead the group, there's 
plenty of experience. Allen Augustin had 43 tackles 
last year and should start in the middle. Ray 
Piquion, Sam McGrew, and A.J. Nicholson add 
depth and experience. 

SECONDARY: Three juniors and two seniors 
return to the starting backfield for the Seminoles. 
Senior cornerbacks Stanford Samules and Rufus 
Brown, junior safeties Kyler Hall and B.J. Ward and 
junior rover Jerome Carter give the Seminoles 
plenty of experience in the secondary. Samuels led 
the team with 14 breakups and three interceptions 
last season while Brown was third on the team with 
eight breakups and two picks. Jerome Carter and 
Claudius Osei missed spring drills but should 
contribute once the season begins. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: With outstanding place kicker 
Xavier Beitia returning for his junior season, 
the Seminoles will be solid in that area. Beitia, an 
honorable mention all-ACC kicker last year, 
connected on 19 of 28 field goal attempts and all 51 
PATs. He made 7 of 11 attempts from 40 yards out 
or further. Florida State did lose second-team 
all-ACC punter Chance Gwaltney, who averaged 
nearly 40 yards per punt last season. Sophomore 
Chris Hall, who punted twice for a 35.0 average last 
year, should get the job. 
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QUARTERBACKS: Senior Scott McBrien, a 14-game 
starter who finished 12th nationally in passing 
efficiency last season, headlines a group of signal- 
callers which returns virtually intact from a year ago. 
McBrien, a left-handed transfer from West Virginia, 
rallied after a slow start to guide the Terrapins to 
victories in 10 of their last 11 games. He completed 
57% of his passes for 2,497 yards and 15 TDs. In the 
Terps’ 11 wins, he completed 60% of his passes and 
14 TDs against just four interceptions. Last year’s 
backup, Chris Kelly, has moved to the defensive 
secondary, meaning redshirt freshmen Joel Statham 
and Sam Kollenbach will vie for backup duties. 
RUNNING BACKS: Bruce Perry, the 2001 ACC 
Player of the Year, returns this season after missing 
the first ten games last season because of a torn 
groin. He showed his old form late in the year—he 
rushed for 1,242 yards as a sophomore and will 
definitely lead a strong Terrapins running game if 
healthy, He has rushed for nearly 1,800 yards in 
his career and caught 47 passes. Josh Allen, a 
sophomore, was one of a number of true freshmen 
who saw action last year. He was the team’s second 
leading rusher with 405 yards rushing and eight 
touchdowns. Sophomore Mario Merrills also returns. 
RECEIVERS: Six of the top seven receivers from a year 
ago return, making this one of the strongest positions 
for Maryland. Although Maryland lost its top receiver 
from a year ago, those returning combined for 82 
receptions, 1,513 yards and seven TDs. Seniors Jafar 
Williams (28 rec., 562 yards, 2 TDS) and Latrez 
Harrison (20-359-2) are big targets with good speed 
who ranked second and third in receptions last 
season. Junior Steve Suter may be the most heralded of 
the bunch. A slot receiver, Suter has incredible speed 
he utilized last year to a tune of seven touchdowns— 
four on punt returns, two on receptions and one on a 
reverse. Rich Parson and Dan Mclendez return after 
seeing action a year ago. Three-year starter Jeff Dugan 
anchors the tight end slot. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Although Maryland loses 
all-America center Todd Wike and two-time all-ACC 
tackle Matt Crawford, three other starters return. 
Second-team all-ACC performer Lamar Bryant returns 
at one guard slot while honorable mention all-ACC 
guard CJ. Brooks also returns. Starting tackle Eric 
Dumas gives the Terrapins three lineman who started 
every game last year. Sophomore Stephen Boyer is 
expected to challenge for a starting spot after an 
impressive true freshman campaign as a backup 
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MARYLAND J, 


tackle. Moving over from left end to bolster the 
tackle position is junior Ryan Flynn. Kyle Schmitt is 
expected to step into the center position. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Two starters and seven lettermen 
return to the defensive front, including honors 
candidates Randy Starks and C.J. Feldheim. Starks 
emerged last season as one of the top young tackles 
in the game, registering 93 tackles, 12 for loss, 
6.5 quarterback sacks and 17 quarterback hurries. 
Feldheim, a nose tackle, was enjoying his finest 
season before tearing the ACL in his right knee 
in the eighth game. Among the seven returning 
lettermen who will fight for playing time are senior 
end Scott Smith, senior tackle Landon Jones, senior 
Tosin Abari and sophomore Justin Duffie, who played 
very well when pressed into a starting spot for the 
Peach Bowl. 

LINEBACKERS: Even though the Terps graduated 
Butkus award winner and two-time ACC defensive 
player of the year E.J. Henderson, this position is far 
from being a weakness. Inside linebacker Leon Joe, 
who finished second in tackles with 103, and third 
in QB hurries (11), returns to anchor the squad. 
He is joined by fellow starters Leroy Ambush and 
Jamah! Cochran, as well as six other lettermen who 
saw extensive playing time a year ago. Promising 
sophomores Shawne Merriman, William Kershaw 
and D’Qwell Jackson are all-talented and add depth. 
SECONDARY: The Terrapins will field one of the 
most talented and experienced secondaries in the 
country, a four-man unit that has combined for 81 
career starts. All four starters return, including 2002 
honors recipients Madieu Williams at free safety and 
Dominique Foxworth at cornerback. The other 
returning starters are cornerback Curome Cox, who 
has made 33 career starts, and strong safety Dennard 
Wilson. The four combined for 13 of the 18 intercep- 
tions Maryland recorded a year ago. Williams placed 
fourth on the team in tackles last year. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Two-time all-ACC punter Brooks 
Barnard is gone. Barnard, who finished his career 
with the top average in school history, must 
be replaced, but place kicker Nick Novak, a 
junior, could be one of the top kickers in the 
country. A first-team all-ACC selection a year ago, 
Novak ranked fifth nationally in field goals, 
converting 24 of 28 attempts. He showed great range 
as he nailed 8 of 10 from beyond the 40-yard line. 
Redshirt freshman Adam Podlesh is set to take over 
the punting duties.

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QUARTERBACKS: Leading the Wolfpack for his 
fourth year as a starter is Philip Rivers, a Heisman 
candidate. Rivers enters his final year ranked fifth in 
ACC history in career passing yards (8,993), third in 
TD passes (61) and seventh in total offense (8,982). 
He is 26-12 as a starter. Rivers went through some 
basic spring drills, but there was no reason to take a 
chance on injuring their star player, so the Wolfpack 
took a look at some youngsters. Redshirt sophomore 
Jay Davis and redshirt freshman Chris Moore battled 
for the backup spot. Davis did see action in five games 
last year while Moore redshirted. 

RUNNING BACKS: There wasn’t much T.A. McLendon 
didn’t accomplish as a freshman. In earning first-team 
all-ACC status, McLendon led a Wolfpack rushing 
attack that netted an average of 247.7 yards per game, 
the most since 1977. McLendon set a school record 
with 18 rushing touchdowns and posted the second- 
best rushing total by a freshman in school history with 
1,101 yards. He was named the ACC rookie of the year 
and led the league in TDs, despite being hampered by 
shoulder injuries and a fractured wrist. Junior Josh 
Brown averaged almost four yards per carry in a back- 
up role. Tramain Hall could fight for some carries as 
well. The fullback isn’t used a great deal, but Chance 
Moyer played in 14 games last year. 

RECEIVERS: Only one player in school history has 
ever posted better numbers than Jerricho Cotchery did 
in 2002. The first-team all-ACC performer tallied 1,192 
yards on 67 catches and ranks seventh in school 
history in both receptions and yards. Of his receptions, 
51 went for first downs. A pair of junior wideouts who 
saw considerable action last year include split end 
Sterling Hicks (37 catches for 510 yards) and flanker 
Dovonte Edwards (26 catches for 289 yards). 
However, Edwards may be moved to defense. Hicks is 
coming off shoulder surgery. Andy Bertrand and Brian 
Clark are also capable and may be very valuable since 
the Wolfpack love to use four-and five-receiver sets, 
John Richter saw action in every game last year and 
will be a starter at the tight end slot. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The most improved position last 
year was the offensive line and three starters return. 
‘Tackle Chris Colmer has been the top performer on the 
line the last two seasons, tallying 151 knockdown 
blocks last season and grading out at 90% or better in 
almost every contest. Guard Sean Locklear returns after 
moving over from the defense prior to last season. He 
recorded 61 knockdown blocks in 2002. Center Jed 
Paulsen underwent reconstructive surgery for a torn

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ACL and missed spring workouts. Brandon Saunders 
played very well last year after Paulsen's injury. 
Newcomer Derek Morris, a Parade All-American in 
high school, is penciled in at the right tackle spot. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: The tough part about having a 
senior-laden line is that there are plenty of holes 
to fill the next season. This is the next season and 
the Wolfpack will be looking to Alan Halloway, who 
was in on 295 snaps last year, to lead the group. 
Halloway saw his playing time decrease as the season 
progressed because of injuries, but he did have 31 
tackles. Sheldon Lewin may see action at both end and 
tackle, while Dwayne Herndon played in six games last 
season but underwent back surgery last winter. He 
has added some bulk and if he stays healthy, he could 
be a force. Nose tackles DeMarcus Tyler and John 
McCargo have yet to play a down in college. 
LINEBACKERS: Weakside linebacker Pat Thomas, 
the team’s third-leading tackler with 106 stops last 
season, finished the season with his best game, 
recording 13 tackles in the Gator Bowl against Notre 
Dame. Thomas started a dozen games last year. 
Freddie Aughtry-Lindsey started games at both outside 
slots last year and recorded 86 tackles. He will be 
moved to the middle. Also in the middle is Oliver 
Hoyte, one of the Wolfpacks’ top performers on spe- 
cial teams. Hoyte had three double-digit tackle games 
last season. Senior Roger Pollard, junior Corrie 
Dawson and Manny Lawson provide depth. 
SECONDARY: The Wolfpack lost all-ACC free safety 
Terrence Holt, but return three starters in roverback 
Andre Maddox, cornerback Lamont Reid and corner- 
man Marcus Hudson. Maddox is the top returning 
tackler as he finished with 126, second on the team. 
He had 20 stops against Georgia Tech and 14 against 
Notre Dame. Reid was the most consistent player in 
the secondary, breaking up a team-leading nine 
passes and recording 40 tackles. Hudson started 12 
games and picked off three passes. Greg Golden, the 
Wolfpack’s utility player last year and Troy Graham 
should contribute. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: The kicking game is one area the 
Wolfpack will look to improve on. NC State missed 
more PATs (52 of 59) than any other team in the 
league. They also made just ten of 14 field goal 
attempts, Austin Herbert began the season as both the 
place kicker and punter before Adam Kiker recovered 
from an injury to handle the place kicking duties. 
The Wolfpack are hoping a healthy Kiker and a more 
experienced Herbert will bloom. 
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QUARTERBACKS: 
James MacPherson, who led Wake to back-to-back 
winning seasons for the first time since the 
1987-88 seasons. Sophomore Cory Randolph was 
MacPherson’s backup last year and is expected 
to step into the starting role. As a freshman, he 
completed 24 of 48 passes in nine games for 333 
yards. He did not throw a TD and had two 
interceptions. Only 6-1, Randolph may have trouble 
seeing downfield. Iwo redshirt freshmen—Zac 
Taylor and Anders Larson—are expected to 
compete as backups, but could get the call if 
Randolph struggles. 

RUNNING BACKS: Chris Barclay returns to the 
Deacons. Used in a backup role, Barclay steps in to 
lead the ground game. Several Demon Deacons 
changed positions going into spring drills including 
running backs Nick Burney, a rising senior, and Fred 
Staton, a junior, who has moved to fullback to fill the 
void left by Ovie Mughelli. Staton, who sat out last 
fall for academic purposes, is seeing his first action 
on the field since last year’s spring game. A pair of 
young Deacon defensive backs—sophomore 
Dominic Anderson and redshirt freshman Napoleon 
Sykes—have switched to offense to bolster the WFU 
running backs unit. 

RECEIVERS: Jason Anderson, Anthony Young and 
Chris Davis lead the group. Anderson caught two 
TDs in last year’s Seattle Bowl win over Oregon to 
give him a team-leading six on the season. He is the 
leading returner with 23 receptions. Young, a 
former quarterback, caught ten passes. Senior Ricky 
Perez, a former cornerback who has also practiced 
at quarterback, will see action at wide receiver. 
Redshirt freshman quarterback Nate Morton has 
also shifted to receiver, while redshirt freshman 
offensive lineman Dan Callahan will compete with 
junior R.D. Montgomery at tight end. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The only starters Wake has 
returning on offense is on the line. Senior Mark 
Moroz is a converted tight end who owns 17 career 
starts at tackle. He consistently graded out in the 
90s. Senior Tyson Clabo will be at one guard after 
grading out at 92 percent last season. He graded out 
at 98 percent against Virginia and was named the 
ACC player of the week once last year. Junior center 
Blake Lingruen returns with a wealth of experience. 
The trio helped Wake record 523 yards of offense 
against Clemson last season, the most in two years. 
Sophomore Wesley Bryant is slated to start at one 
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tackle and Chad Rebar is at one guard. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Wake Forest will be counting on 
a pair of sophomores and a junior to solidify a line 
that helped the Deacs rushing game average 241 
yards per game. Junior Jerome Nichols played in 
seven games last year, recording just five tackles. 
Nosetackle Goryal Scales is only 6-0, but he did play 
in all 13 games last season, recording 22 tackles, 
including four for loss. John Finklea had just four 
tackles in ten games in a reserve role. How these 
three develop will be key to the Deacons’ success in 
stopping opponents. 

LINEBACKERS: The Deacons have experienced 
players with leading tackler Brad White returning 
to clog up the middle. White recorded 94 tackles 
last year, including five for loss with one sack. 
He also had six pass breakups. Brantley was sixth 
on the team with 61 tackles from his outside right 
slot. He had five tackles for loss with one sack. 
Senior Dion Williams returns after registering 
45 tackles in 12 games. Juniors Mike Hamlar will 
be a valuable backup while youngsters Jason Pratt, 
Chris Owen, Bryan Andrews and Pierre Easley 
could contribute. 

SECONDARY: All five secondary starters return, 
including Eric King, Caron Bracy, Warren Braxton, 
Quintin Williams and Daryl Shaw. King begins his 
third year as a starter after recording a career-best 
12 tackles against Florida State. King, Shaw and 
Williams all had three interceptions last season 
while Braxton added two more. Braxton, who was 
second on the team with 82 tackles last year, also 
recovered a pair of fumbles. Williams is a four-year 
starter, and third at free safety after starting his WFU 
career at cornerback. He has seven career 
interceptions and is among the top ten on Wake's 
all-time breakup chart. The only shift within the 
defense was senior Jason Carter, who has moved 
from cornerback to the bandit position. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: The Deacons’ special teams 
units are in good hands, rather feet with sophomore 
place kicker Matt Wisnosky and punters Ryan 
Plackemeier and Steve Hale. Wisnosky nailed 17 of 
25 field goals attempts as a freshman, including a 
43-yarder in the Seattle Bowl. He was 13 of 17 on 
kicks 40 yards and in. Plackemeier shared the 
punting duties last year with Hale and both return. 
Plackemeier averaged a robust 43.2 yards on 32 
kicks last year with a long of 62 yards. Hale 
averaged 37.6 yards on 28 kicks.

QUARTERBACKS: A.J. Suggs started all 13 games last 
year but that doesn’t mean he's penciled in this season. 
Coach Chan Gailey is looking for more consistency at 
that spot. Suggs threw for 2,242 yards and completed 
57.3% of his passes, but he threw just 12 TD passes 
against 15 interceptions. Sophomore Damarius Bilbo, 
true freshman Al Pena and senior Brian Camp, along 
with highly-recruited prospects Reggie Ball and Patrick 
Carter will fight for depth chart position. Bilbo will 
pose the most competition for Suggs. The strong- 
throwing Bilbo threw for 487 yards and three TDs in 
limited playing time while also rushing for 118 yards 
and two scores. Camp was a backup last year, seeing 
action in two games but never throwing a pass. 
RUNNING BACKS: If standout senior Tony Stallings 
can return to the form he displayed early last season, 
this position should be a strength in Tech’s offense. 
Hollings, a safety-turned-tailback, lead the nation in 
rushing and was second in scoring after four games 
when his season was ended by a torn anterior cruciate 
ligament in his right knee. Blessed with tremendous 
speed and quickness, Hollings rushed for 633 yards 
and 11 TDs in four games, He did not participate in 
spring drills, but was expected to be healthy for the 
season. Sophomores Ajenavi “Ace” Eziemefe, Michael 
Sampson and PJ. Daniels all return after seeing action 
last year because of the injury to Hollings. 
RECEIVERS: Tech lost two of their top receivers from 
last year, but still have plenty of talent. Senior Jonathan 
Smith, a versatile athlete who also lined up at quarter- 
back and tailback last fall, along with juniors Nate 
Curry, Levon Thomas and Mark Logan. Sophomore 
Lekeldrick Bridges completes the quintet. Redshirt 
freshman Xavier McGuire, the tallest receiver at 
6-3, should also be a factor. Smith totaled 626 
all-purpose yards last season, including 430 yards on 
36 receptions. Bridges, the quickest of all receivers, 
averaged 18.0 yards per catch last year. John Paul 
Foschi returns at tight end. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Four starters return led by Leon 
Robinson, who has started 18 of Tech’s last 19 games. 
He was sidelined for spring drills because of a hand 
injury, which could allow Tech to develop some depth. 
Junior Andy Tidwell-Neal saw plenty of pre-season 
action. Sophomore Brad Honeycutt is slated to step in 
at right tackle, the only vacancy from last year. 
The anchor of the line and leader of the offense is 
center Hugh Reilly, an all-conference and all-America 
candidate. A two-year starter, he moved from guard to 
center last year and earned honorable mention all- 
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league status. All-ACC candidate Kyle Wallace and two- 
time all-ACC performer Nat Dorsey are solid tackles. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: If experience means anything, 
teams will find it very difficult to run on the Yellow 
Jackets. All-America Greg Gathers returns after 
missing most of the 2002 season due to a kidney 
ailment. Tony Hargrove and Eric Henderson manned 
the position last year. Hargrove had 13 tackles for loss 
last year, but just four sacks. He had 49 tackles. 
Henderson earned freshman all-America honors last 
year with a team-leading 15 tackles for loss and five 
sacks, Redshirt freshman Terron Pullen and Michael 
Matthews could also fight for playing time. Junior 
Alfred Malone is a strong defender and two-year 
starter on the interior line. 

LINEBACKERS: Linebacker has been the strength of 
the Tech defense in recent years and this year should 
be no exception. Seniors Daryl Smith and Keyaron Fox 
return to stabilize the position. Smith has led the team 
in tackles in two of the last three years, including 
last fall when he recorded 99 tackles and 15 tackles 
for loss. He did miss spring workouts because of a 
shoulder injury. Fox had a breakout season in 2002 
with 92 tackles, 13 tackles for loss, three sacks, one 
interception and six pass breakups despite missing 
time with a sprained ankle. The leading candidate to 
replace four-year starter Recardo Wimbush is redshirt 
freshman Kingi McNair, who was recruited as a safety. 
SECONDARY: ‘This position was hardest hit as Tech 
said goodbye to three-time all-ACC free safety Jeremy 
Muyres and three-year starting strong safety 
Cory Collins. Junior James Butler, Tech’s most 
experienced returnee, steps into the starting lineup at 
free safety after making 19 tackles last year. The other 
starter is likely to be Dawan Landry, a former quarter- 
back who moved to defense last year. Junior free 
safety Nathan Burton and sophomore strong safety 
Chris Reis, a pair of special teams standouts, should 
also earn playing time. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Tech must replace one of the top 
place kickers in the league’s history in Luke Manget, 
who scored 322 points, booted 54 field goals and 
connected on 160 consecutive PATS, just one shy of the 
NCAA record. Senior Dan Burnett, Manget’s backup 
last year, steps into the starting spot. Burnett is 8-for-8 
on extra points, but he has yet to attempt a field goal. 
‘They had two punters last year but lost both to gradua- 
tion, meaning senior Hal Higgins, the Jackets’ holder 
the past two years, will get the shot to punt. Junior 
walk-on Andy Thomson may also fight for that spot. 
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QUARTERBACKS: Clemson's starting quarterback 
will be redshirt sophomore Charlie Whitehurst, after 
the transfer of fifth year graduate student Willie 
Simmons to Florida A&M. Whitehurst replaced 
Simmons last season, leading the Tigers to victories 
in three of their last four regular season games before 
losing in the Tangerine Bowl. Whitehurst finished 
the bowl game 20-of-48 for 263 yards and four 
interceptions after being picked off just twice coming 
into the game. Whitehurst threw for 1,554 yards and 
ten touchdowns. Back-ups will be youngsters Chansi 
Stuckey and Will Proctor. 

RUNNING BACKS: Bowden said the Tigers’ offense 
will be slowing down to improve their running game, a 
stark contrast from the fast-paced, no-huddle play fans 
have seen in the past four years. Clemson's running 
game will be focused on short yardage. A young 
running backs’ core features sophomore tailback 
Yusef Kelly, who led the team with more than 500 yards 
rushing and eight touchdowns, and speedy redshirt 
freshman ‘Tye Hill. Chad Jasmin will be at fullback, and 
Bowden said redshirt freshman David Dunham will 
also get some snaps there. Dunham is a former line- 
backer. Reggie Merriweather has been impressive. 
RECEIVERS: The Tigers received a major blow with 
the loss of wide receiver Roscoe Crosby, who decided 
to leave school to focus on his professional baseball 
career, and sophomore tight end Ben Hall, who left 
the team for personal reasons. Kevin Youngblood 
returns after hauling in 59 receptions for 591 yards 
last year. Redshirt freshman Kelvin Grant had an 
impressive spring and could work his way into the 
starting lineup. Derrick Hamilton and Michael Collins 
return for the Tigers, Hamilton started ten games 
and had 52 receptions last season, making him the 
only Clemson player to ever surpass the 100-recep- 
tion barrier after just two seasons. Youngblood and 
Hamilton give the Tigers their first-ever two 
50-reception receivers in the same season. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: The offensive line includes Greg 
Walker, William Henry, Cedric Johnson and Tommy 
Sharpe, all of who started in the Tigers’ 55-15 loss to 
Texas Tech in the Tangerine Bowl on Dec. 23. The 
offensive line will have a lot of pressure this year to 
perform above expectations. Walker is a three-year 
starter who will move over to the tackle slot from guard. 
The 330-pounder graded out the best in seven of 
Clemson's games last year. Henry was thrust into the 
starting role last year after an injury, and that experi- 
ence should be beneficial this season. Johnson should 
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be a mainstay at guard, where he led the Tigers in 
knockdown blocks in five games last season. Center 
Tommy Sharpe, who started the final five games 
because of an injury, returns. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Returning starters Khaleed Vaughn 
and Donnell Washington could be stars this season. Both 
started every game last year. Vaughn, who has started the 
last 26 games, had 60 tackles, including six for loss 
last year. He also had four sacks and 18 quarterback 
pressures. Washington had 55 tackles and five tackles 
for loss. He had one sack and 17 quarterback 
pressures. DeJuan Polk and J.J. Howard are expected to 
step into the starting lineup. Both played in every game 
last year with Howard, a fifth-year player, recording a 
pair of sacks, Maurice Fountain played all 13 games last 
year and will be counted on again, 

LINEBACKERS: John Leake led the team in tackles 
last year with a total of 169, including two sacks. He 
was the most impressive player in spring scrimmages 
after averaging 13 tackles per game last year, fourth in 
the nation. Leroy Hill played in all 13 games last year 
but never started. He should this season, although he is 
battling Brandon Jamison for one inside slot. Jamison, 
who recorded a tackle every 4.6 plays last year, missed 
spring practice because of academic reasons. Kelvin 
Morris finished with 44 tackles and one start last year. 
fle is expected to move into the starting lineup. 
Anthony Waters, Roosevelt Nelson and Brian Carr give 
the Tigers talent, but not a lot of experience, 
SECONDARY: Although the Tigers lose a couple of 
very impressive players, there's plenty of experience in 
the backfield as Jamaal Fudge, Travis Pugh, Tye Hill 
and Justin Miller all return to the team. Miller started 
eight games and registered 61 tackles and nine pass 
breakups. He also led the team with eight picks. Pugh 
and Fudge played in every game last year, although 
neither started. Gerald McCloud was moved to rover 
back from cornerback and Hill to cornerback from 
tailback. Hill was Clemson’s third-leading rusher last 
year and that speed should benefit the secondary. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: Kicker Aaron Hunt returns for 
his senior season after leading the Tigers in scoring 
last year. Hunt connected on 17 of 22 field goal 
attempts last year and 37 of 38 PATs. In his career, 
Hunt has nailed 74 percent of his field goal attempts. 
He also has game-winning field goals against Duke 
and South Carolina in his career. The Tigers are 
searching for a new punter after the graduation of 
Wynn Kopp. Redshirt freshman Cole Chason is 
expected to win the job.

QUARTERBACKS: Junior Adam Smith started 
all 12 games and became just the third Duke 
sophomore to throw for more than 2,000 yards. He 
completed 174 of 308 passes for 2,031 yards and 12 
TDs. He threw nine interceptions, a number he 
needs to lower if the Blue Devils are going to 
continue their improvement. Smith did throw for 
353 yards in a loss to North Carolina State for his 
career high. Juniors Chris Dapolito and Chris 
Wispelwey will fight freshman Mike Schneider for 
backup duties. 

RUNNING BACKS: Duke's running tandem of Chris 
Douglas and Alex Wade have formed quite a team. A 
pair of seniors, the duo enter their final season with 
a combined 3,278 rushing yards. Douglas, who 
battled injuries last year, rushed for 640 yards to 
move into sixth place on the Duke all-time rushing 
list. He needs just 72 yards to become the school 
leader in all-purpose yardage. Wade posted the 
school’s fifth-highest rushing total last fall with 979 
yards and enters 2003 with a career total of 1,294. 
Wade also matched a school record with six 100- 
yard games last year. Wade and Douglas were third 
and fifth respectively in ACC rushing last season. 
RECEIVERS: Junior Khary Sharpe returns after 
catching six TDs last season, the most of any 
returning player in the league. He led the Blue Devils 
with 30 receptions for 458 yards. He had a 122-yard 
day against Clemson. Senterrio Landum has been 
busy as he is also a member of the Duke baseball 
team. One of Duke's top hitters on the baseball 
team, he also caught 29 passes for 294 yards last 
season on the gridiron. One of the fastest players on 
the team is Ben Kittleson. He played in nine games 
last year and will need to step up. Calen Powell and 
Andy Roland return to the tight end slots after being 
thrust into duty last year because of injuries. The two 
combined for 42 pass receptions for 603 yards and 
three touchdowns. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: All five starters are back 
including center Luke Bayer, guards Daryl Lewis and 
Rusty Wilson and tackles Christian Mitchell and 
Drew Strojny. Every one of these lineman started all 
12 games. Wilson played more snaps than any other 
player last year, showing his durability. Strojny has 
31 career starts, more than any other lineman. 
Mitchell has battled a series of injuries to become a 
stable force on the line. Bayer gives the line great 
athleticism. The quintet jelled quite well last year as 
Duke's running game appears to be in good hands. 


DEFENSIVE LINE: Duke received a great lift 
from its defensive line last year as the Blue Devils 
led the league in rushing defense after finishing last 
the year before. Honorable mention all-ACC 
lineman Matt Zielinski anchors the line, finishing 
with 44 tackles last year. Former tight end Paul 
Campbell moves over to the other side of the ball 
for the first time. End Micah Harris had 61 tackles 
last year while Orrin Thompson will be back after 
starting the final seven games. David Martin will 
be a key as he is back after starting just one game 
last year. Jim Scharrer and Phillip Alexander, both 
of whom have seen action at linebacker and 
defensive end, will concentrate on the defensive end 
position this year. 

LINEBACKERS: The leader of the defense is Ryan 
Fowler, an honorable mention all-ACC selection a 
year ago. Fowler led the team in tackles last year 
with 145, becoming the first player in Duke history 
to lead the team in tackles during his first three 
seasons. He is currently seventh on the all-time list 
for tackles with 359. Giuseppe Aguanno and 
Brendan Dean return after fighting their way into 
the starting lineup last season. Former running 
back Malcolm Ruff moves over to give the Blue 
Devils more athleticism. 

SECONDARY: Senior safety Terrell Smith leads the 
secondary. Smith finished second on the team in 
tackles with 106 and led the ACC with four fumble 
recoveries. Junior cornerback Kenneth Stanford 
was named Duke's top performer in the backfield 
last season after recording 11 breakups and three 
interceptions. Also back are junior safety Alex 
Green (64 tackles last year) and sophomore 
cornerback Brian Greene (44 tackles a year ago). 
Greene moved into the starting lineup five games 
into the season and finished with five breakups and 
one interception. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Brent Garber has nailed 27 
career field goals to rank seventh all-time at Duke. 
He has 55 PATs to rank ninth on the Duke all-time 
chart. He has a 56-yard field goal on his resume as 
he led the team in scoring last year with 63 points. 
He had three field goals in three different games last 
year. Punter Trey McDonald returns after punting 
49 times a year ago for an average of 39.2 yards. He 
did have 11 punts downed inside the 20-yard line. 
His career-high was a 64-yarder against East 
Carolina last season.

QUARTERBACKS: Record-setting quarterback Darian 
Durant, a junior, is on pace to shatter several school 
career records. Despite breaking his thumb at Virginia 
and missing four games last year, Durant still led the 
ACC in total offense (285.6 ypg). Although he has made 
just 12 career starts, Durant has already made a 
sizeable dent in the school record book. He currently 
ranks first in career completion percentage (.614), tied 
for second in career TDs (33), fourth in career passing 
yards (3,966), sixth in career total offense (4,255) and 
seventh in career completions (289). 

RUNNING BACKS: Jacque Lewis returns as the starter. 
He led the team with 574 yards rushing last year, but 
should be challenged this spring by seniors Willie 
Parker and Andre’ Williams. Parker has started games 
in each of the last three seasons and Williams was the 
team’s top rusher in 2001. All three have the ability to 
come up with big plays, but the coaching staff is 
looking for more consistency in the running game. 
Williams had back surgery last spring and missed the 
final eight games of 2002 with lingering back pain. 
After several months of rest and rehabilitation, he is at 
full strength heading into the spring. 

RECEIVERS: The Tar Heels enter the spring searching 
for replacements for departed wide receivers Sam 
Aiken and Chesley Borders. Aiken set school records 
in catches and yards last year and is expected to be 
selected in the 2003 NFL Draft in April. Jarwarski 
Pollock and sophomore Derrele Mitchell will be asked 
to step up this season after playing for the first time last 
year. A lightning quick speedster, Pollock had 31 
catches for 464 yards and scored four touchdowns, 
while Mitchell had 15 catches for 232 yards. 
Sophomore Danny Rumley could be a factor. One of 
the most promising professional prospects in the ACC 
is tight end Bobby Blizzard. An honorable-mention 
all-conference selection last year, Blizzard finished 
fourth on the team with 28 catches for 440 yards. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: For the first time since at least the 
1980s, Carolina returns all five starters on the offensive 
line. Center Jason Brown started all 12 games last year 
and is a candidate for All-ACC honors after allowing just 
two sacks and dominating the line of scrimmage. 
Brown is flanked on the right by senior Jeb Terry, who 
is considered one of the top guards in the conference. 
A two-year starter, Terry is a team leader who can also 
play tackle if needed. He allowed just two sacks from 
the guard spot last year. At left guard, sophomore Kyle 
Ralph is the starter, but will be pushed by senior Jupiter 
Wilson. Wilson started the first seven games last season,

but gave way to Ralph, who came out of a redshirt 
season to start the final five games of the season. A pair 
of juniors—Skip Seagraves and Willie McNeill—return 
at the tackle positions. Seagraves is at right tackle and 
McNeill will protect Durant's blind side at left tackle. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Among the top concerns for the 
coaching staff is the development of the defensive line. 
Several opportunities exist along the front line. 
Jocques Dumas started nine games at defensive end in 
2002, but he will be challenged this spring by sopho- 
more Kendall High. Last season, High started seven 
games at defensive tackle as a true freshman. Senior 
Donti Coats has the inside track at the tackle position, 
but he will face competition from junior Jonas 
Seawright and redshirt freshman Mickey Rice. 
Converted defensive ends Issac Mooring and Jermicus 
Banks could also contribute. Tommy Davis, who 
started the final five games of the year at defensive end, 
should retain his starting spot, especially with the loss 
of senior Will Chapman to a medical hardship. 
LINEBACKERS: Carolina returns starters Doug 
Justice and Clarence Gaddy. Justice started 11 games 
at middle linebacker and finished second on the team 
with 97 tackles, the most by a UNC freshman since 
Dwight Hollier in 1990. He earned All-ACC freshman 
honors from The Sporting News and was a 
fourth-team freshman All-America. Gaddy started 
seven games at outside linebacker and finished with 
25 tackles. Senior Clay Roberson will battle for the 
other outside spot, along with sophomore Jeff 
Longhaney, Both started at least one game last year. 
SECONDARY: In the backfield, Carolina returns 
first-team all-ACC Dexter Reid and senior cornerback 
Michael Waddell. Waddell had started 34 consecutive 
games until breaking his fibula against Clemson and 
missing the last two contests of the season. Reid 
ranked as the nation’s No. 2 tackler in 2002, 
averaging 13.8 stops per game. He finished the season 
with 166 tackles. Mahlon Carey, the Tar Heels third- 
leading rusher last year, will move to safety this spring. 
Carey, senior Michael Harris, junior Chris Curry and 
sophomore Tommy Richardson will all compete for 
playing time. Carolina returns senior Derrick 
Johnson, who made three starts last season, and 
promising sophomore Cedrick Holt. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Carolina returns kicker Dan Orner, 
kickoff specialist Topher Roberts, holder Greg Warren 
and all of its kick and punt return men, including 
sophomore walk-on Wallace Wright, who finished fifth 
in the conference last season in kickoff returns.

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TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACK: Fifth year senior Cody Pickett will 
be called on to pass less and lead a more balanced 
offense this year. Last year he threw for a Pac-10 
record 4,458 yards, passing Washington State's Ryan 
Leaf in the 11th game of the year. He finished second 
in the nation in completions, averaging 28.1 per 
game. Pickett enters the year with 6,783 career 
passing yards, Coach Rick Neuheisel needs to identify 
a backup, choosing from candidates with no game 
experience. They include sophomore Casey Paus and 
redshirt freshman Isiah Stanback. 

RUNNING BACKS: Neuheisel looks to improve the 
Husky run game this season after his team reliance 
on the passing game last year, throwing a school 
record 621 passes. Senior Rich Alexis has run for 
1,805 yards and 24 touchdowns in his career, and is 
the most experienced tailback on the team. Junior 
Chris Singleton was No. 3 on the team in rushing last 
year, with 224 yards in 64 carries. Two redshirt 
freshmen will be given serious consideration. They 
are Kenny James and Shelton Sampson, a state high 
hurdles champion in high school. Sampson had a 
good spring. Three experienced fullbacks return, led 
by junior Zach Tuiasosopo, a converted linebacker 
with 15 carries last year. 

RECEIVERS: The Huskies lose four wide receivers 
and a tight end who totaled 163 catches last year but 
return All-American Reggie Williams. Last year 
Williams and junior Charles Frederick had 139 
catches, Williams ranked No. 8 in the nation averaging 
7.2 receptions a game and No. 9 in receiving yards 
averaging 111.9 yards a game, and he made 35 catches 
in the Huskies last three regular season games. 
Frederick, who only had two starts last year, caught 45 
passes for 651 yards. Redshirt freshman quarterback 
Isiah Stanback and sophomore cornerback Nate 
Robinson can also lineup at wideout. Junior college 
transfer Jon Lyon has the inside track at tight end. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: The Huskies return four starters 
on the offensive line—and junior guard Dan Dicks 
had six starts last year for injured senior Elliot Zajac. 
Returning regulars include Khalif Barnes and Nick 
Newton at the tackle spots, Aaron Butler at guard and 
Todd Bachert at center. Barnes, Newton and Bachert 
are two-year starters. The group provided solid pass 
protection last year, giving up just one sack every 
17.5 passing attempts, but ranked No. 9 in the Pac-10 
in rushing. Dicks will compete with sophomore Rob 
Meadow, a two-time starter at tackle who is moving to 
guard this year. Senior Francisco Tipoti and junior 
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Ryan Brooks provide depth. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Returning starters include senior 
tackle Terry Johnson, junior tackle Josh Miller and 
junior end Manase Hopoi. Also returning is an 
experienced reserve at tackle, senior Jerome 
Stevens. Hopoi is a key, finishing last year with 38 
tackles, including 17 for losses and seven sacks. 
Johnson had 25 tackles and five sacks. Miller 
finished with 33 tackles, seven for losses. Backups at 
tackle include juniors Tui Alailefaleuia and Junior 
Coffin. Competing for the end spot vacated by Kai 
Ellis are sophomores Graham Lasee and Will 
Conwell. Redshirt freshmen Stanley Daniels, Dan 
Milsten, Brandon Ala and Dash Crutchely are all in 
the mix for playing time. 

LINEBACKER: The unit loses standouts Jafar 
Williams and Ben Mahdavi. Returning at inside line- 
backer is starter Marquis Cooper, who tied Mahdavi 
last year with 100 tackles. Notre Dame transfer Cory 
Jones will be tried on the inside and senior Greg 
Carothers, a converted safety, will move to outside 
linebacker. Carothers won praise from coaches for his 
play at the new spot in spring practice. Returning 
reserves with game experience include Tim Galloway 
and Joe Lobendahn. Also in line for playing time on 
the outside is senior Tyler Krambrick, who played in 
nine games last year. Senior Domynic Shaw will move 
from the secondary to the linebacking corps this year. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: The Huskies return nine players 
with starting experience, and lose only Greg 
Carothers who is moving to linebacker. Neuheisel 
said he’s looking for improved play from a unit that 
was slowed by injuries much of last season and began 
playing better late in the year. Sophomore Evan 
Benjamin, with just three starts at strong safety last 
year, finished No. 4 on the team in tackles with 46. 
Sophomore James Sims, a five-time starter at free 
safety, will compete for the strong spot.

QUARTERBACK: The biggest challenge facing the 
Trojans is replacing 2002 Heisman Trophy winner 
Carson Palmer, who leayes with a Pac-10 record 
11,818 career passing yards. Competition was wide 
open in spring drills, with sophomore Matt Leinhart 
emerging as the top candidate. But coach Pete Carroll 
was quick to note that the issue is not yet settled. Still 
in the mix are Matt Cassel, who was Palmer's backup 
the past two years but has thrown just six passes in his 
career, Brandon Hance, a nine-game starter at Purdue 
in 2001 who sat out last year after transferring, and 
sophomore Billy Hart. Hance is recovered from 
surgery on his throwing shoulder last year. 
RUNNING BACKS: Gone are the three seniors who 
carried the rushing load last year—tailbacks Justin 
Fargas and Sultan McCullough and tailback-turned- 
fullback Malaefou MacKenzie. The only experienced 
tailback is Hershel Dennis, who ran for 198 yards 
and one touchdown last year and was also the team’s 
leading kickoff returner. Competing in the fall will be 
three prep All-Americans—Reggie Bush of Helix 
High in LaMesa, Chauncey Washington, of South 
Torrance High, and LenDale White, of Chatfield High 
in Littleton, Colo. Brandon Hancock is the leading 
candidate at fullback. 

RECEIVERS: USC career reception leader Kareem 
Kelly is gone, but returning are two 1,000-yard 
receivers—Keary Colbert and Mike Williams. Colbert 
had 71 catches for 1,029 yards and five touchdowns 
and Williams 81 catches for 1,265 yards and 14 
touchdowns as he earned Pac-10 Freshman of the 
Year honors. Converted defensive back Justin Wyatt 
had an impressive spring and made a strong case for 
becoming the Trojans’ third wideout. Wyatt is the fastest 
receiver on the team. None of the other receivers on the 
roster caught a pass last year—led by former walk-on 
D. Hale who caught seven passes in 2001. Also in the 
mix are return men Jason Mitchell and Greig Carlson. 
Alex Holmes, 29 catches for 320 yards and two touch- 
downs last year, returns at tight end. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Four-year starter at guard Zach 
Wilson is the only loss on this veteran unit. All-Pac-10 
Jacob Rogers and Freshman All-American Winston 
Justice return at the tackle spots, Three-year starter 
Lenny Vandermade returns at a guard spot and 
two-year starter Norm Katnik at center. Carroll has 
praised Rogers for the leadership he brings to the 
line. Travis Watkins had a good spring and showed he 
can play different positions on the line. A group of 
younger players will also challenge for playing time, 
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most notably sophomore Fred Matua who was set to 
start at guard in last year's opener before injuring a 
knee, Freshmen prep All-Americans in the mix 
include Drew Radovich of Mission Viejo High and 
Kalil Ryan, Servite High in Anaheim. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Four tested veterans return from 
a unit that was sixth in the nation versus the run last 
year. Both ends, senior Omar Nazel and junior 
Kenechi Udeze are back, along with junior tackle 
Mike Paterson. Bernard Riley is gone, but seasoned 
junior Shaun Cody will take over his spot at tackle. 
Nazel had 38 tackles and six sacks last year, while 
Udeze finished with 44 stops and seven sacks. 
Patterson had 37 tackles and five sacks, while Cody 
finished with 20 tackles. Among players in the mix 
are Van Brown and seven incoming freshmen. 
LINEBACKERS; Returning at the outside spots are 
junior Matt Grootegoed, a two-year starter with 81 
tackles last year, and senior Melvin Simmons, 71 
tackles. A key will be in replacing two-year starter 
Mike Pollard in the middle. The top candidates 
include Oscar Lua, 13 tackles last year, and Lofa 
Tatupu, the son of former Trojan fullback Mosi 
Tatupu who sat out last year after transferring from 
Maine. Tatupu won Carroll's praise for his solid work 
in the middle during spring drills, while Lua was 
injured, A key returning veteran is Bobby Otani, who 
had ten tackles last year. Among the newcomers are 
prep all-Americans Drean Rucker, Canyon Spring 
High in Moreno Valley and Thomas Williams, 
Vacaville High. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: USC loses three starters in 
the defensive backfield, most notably two-time 
All-American strong safety Troy Polamalu. The only 
returning starter is senior cornerback Marcell 
Allmond, 34 tackles and one interception. Coaches 
will fill the voids with a group of experienced 
veterans. Three players return with starting 
experience at the corners, including senior Kevin 
Arbet, junior Ronald Nunn and sophomore William 
Buchanon. Junior Jason Leach, who had two starts at 
strong safety last year when Polamalu was injured, 
returns. He led the team in interceptions last 
year with four. Newcomers in the fall include JUCO 
transfer Will Poole. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Punter Tom Malone and place 
kicker Ryan Killeen both return. Malone averaged 
42.1 yards a punt last year in 62 efforts—nearly half 
of which pinned opponents inside the 20, Killeen was 
16-for-23 in field goals and 47-for-49 in point afters. 
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QUARTERBACK: Heisman Trophy candidate 
Andrew Walter returns for his junior year as the first 
Sun Devil quarterback to pass for more than 3,000 
yards—with 4,423 career yards along with 28 
touchdowns. He should become the first in school 
history to break the 5,000-yard mark. Last year he 
completed 57.5 percent of his passes for 3,584 
yards and 26 touchdowns—even though he began 
the year as a back-up and only started six games. He 
is 6-5 and has a strong arm. Chad Christensen, the 
initial starter last year, is the backup. He threw for 
302 yards and three touchdowns last year. 
RUNNING BACKS: Senior Mike Williams returns 
after finishing the regular season with 160 yards and 
four touchdowns in the rival game against Arizona 
last year. Also returning are Hakim Hill, son of 
former ASU and NFL player J.D. Hill, and Cornell 
Canidate, the younger brother of Arizona and NFL 
running back Trung Canidate. Canidate ran for 493 
yards last year in 126 carries to lead the Sun Devils. 
Williams finished the year with 282 yards in 59 
carries and Hill netted 234 yards in 82 carries. Two 
redshirt freshmen will provide depth, Loren Wade 
and Randy Hill—both of who were impressive in 
spring drills. Senior Mike Karney returns at fullback, 
with sophomore Mike Talbot providing depth. 
RECEIVERS: The Sun Devils lose Shaun McDonald, 
but return the rest of their wide receivers from last 
year, The best of the bunch are Daryl Lightfoot, who 
had 29 catches for 326 yards and one touchdown, 
and Skyler Fulton, 18 catches for 218 yards and 
two touchdowns. Derek Hagan, a true freshman 
last year, set the school record for receptions by a 
freshman with 19 catches for 249 yards. Redshirt 
freshman Terry Richardson was outstanding in 
spring drills and should get some playing time. He 
was selected as the scout team player of the year last 
season. Sophomore Matt Miller, with four catches 
for 119 yards last year, should be in the mix also, 
along with redshirt freshman Jamal Lewis and JC 
transfer Aaron Austin. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: All five starters, plus the line's 
roving sixth man return—offering Walter continued 
protection in the pocket. In fact, the Sun Devils did not 
graduate a single offensive lineman and return all 16 
players from last year. The best player on the line is 
center Drew Hodgdon. Left tackle Chaz White returns, 
after becoming only the fourth freshman in school 
history to win a starting job. Also returning are Regis 
Crawford, Tim Fa’aita, Tony Aguilar and Damien Niko. 
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ARIZONA STATE 


DEFENSIVE LINE: Gone is end Terrell Suggs, who 
led the nation in sacks last year with 24. His 
replacement, Nick Johnson, has shown signs that 
he’s ready to take over. He had four sacks, seven 
tackles for losses last year as a true freshman. At 
6-3, 265 pounds he is bigger than Suggs. He also 
has tested out as being stronger than Suggs. 
He lacks experience. The heart of the line is 
blue-collar senior Brian Montesanto, who had 22 
tackles last year, but mostly provides quiet 
leadership. Also returning is Jimmy Verdon, No. 5 
on the team in tackles last year with 41 stops, and 
Shane Jones, 28 tackles. 

LINEBACKERS: The Sun Devils lost both starters in 
their 4-2-5 package. Last year's third linebacker, 
Jamar Williams returns. A true freshman last year, 
he had an impressive spring, and made the first five 
tackles in the team’s first scrimmage of the spring. 
He had 31 tackles last year. In high school in Texas, 
he was named the defensive player of the year 
his senior year in Houston. At the other spot, 
Jordan Hill and Justin Burks are battling for the 
starting role. Hill is coming off a Mormon mission 
and a redshirt freshman year. He was named the 
defensive scout team player of the year last year. 
Burks is a JC transfer from Cerritos Community 
College in California. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: The team returns all three 
starting safeties—Jason Shivers, Ricardo Stewart 
and Brett Hudson. Junior Shivers led ASU in tackles 
his freshman and sophomore years—with 79 last 
year. He has a shot at becoming the first player to 
lead the team all four years. Stewart was third on 
the team with 74 tackles. Hudson appeared on the 
way to having a break out season last year, but went 
down with an injury. He is one of the fastest players 
in the secondary. At one corner, R.J. Oliver enters 
his third year as a starter. He led the team last year 
with four interceptions. The other corner is being 
contested by Emanuel Franklin, Josh Golden, Mike 
Davis Jr. (son of the Oakland Raider great) and JC 
transfer Chris McKenzie. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: The Pac-10’s leading punter, Kim 
Parker, returns.

QUARTERBACK: Coach Mike Bellotti probably won't 
decide on a starting quarterback until fall camp. 
Returning senior starter Jason Fife and sophomore 
Kellen Clemens have an equal claim on the job. Fife 
started all 13 games last year but was replaced by 
Clemens in the last two games, losses to Washington 
and Wake Forest in the Seattle Bowl. Fife finished 
the year completing 51.8 percent of his passes for 
2,752 yards and 24 touchdowns. Clemens completed 
57.5 percent for 201 yards and touchdowns. 
Freshman Johnny DuRocher is listed third on the 
depth chart. Walk-ons Scott Vossmeyer and Andy 
Collins provide depth. 

RUNNING BACKS: Gone are Onterrio Smith and 
Allan Amundson. That leaves Ryan Shaw—who had 
14 carries for 74 yards last year—at the top of the 
depth chart, followed by Terrence Whitehead, Kenny 
Washington and Chris Vincent. Bellotti is hoping one 
of the backs separates himself from the pack. 
Whitehead is the only one with notable experience, 
with three starts last year—finishing with 272 yards 
and two touchdowns. Smith led the Ducks in rushing, 
averaging 114.1 yards a game. Senior Matt Floberg 
should return as fullback in the fall, after sitting 
out spring drills following shoulder surgery. Luke 
Rowley and converted linebacker Erik Cheney will 
backup Floberg. 

RECEIVERS: Keenan Howry and Jason Willis are 
gone, leaving Samie Parker as the Ducks’ primary 
talent at wideout.

The departed 
Howry and Willis combined for 68 catches. 
Competition is wide open with Keith Allen, Demetrius 
Williams, JUCO transfer Kellen Taylor and freshman 
Jordan Carey in the mix. Williams had five catches for 
73 yards, and Allen, three catches for 54 yards. 
George Wrighster is gone at tight end, Backups Tim 
Day and Josh Rogers are proven blockers but have 
not shown much in the way of pass catching ability, 
while JC transfer Eddie Whitaker won praises in 
spring camp for his receiving skills.

Devan Long will likely 
start at one end spot, and two ends have been 
added—treshman Victor Filipe and converted tight 
end Darius Sanders. Also in the mix at end are Quinn 
Dorsey, a former starter who missed last season with 
a knee injury, along with JC transfer Chris Solomona 
and freshman Matt Toeaina. Haloti Ngata is a leading 
tackle candidate along with Junior Siavii and Robby 
Valenzuela. The Ducks lose end Roderkus Wright. 
Olshansky and Long were limited in spring drills for 
medical reasons, 

LINEBACKERS: The team’s leading tackler, Kevin 
Mitchell, returns on the inside, but gone is David 
Moretti. Mitchell was the No. 2 tackler on the team 
with 114 stops and a team-leading six sacks. Moretti 
led the team with 121 tackles, including four sacks. 
Former Mitchell backup Jerry Matson is expected to 
take over in the middle. David Martin, who made 
four starts last year, is expected to get the start on the 
outside. Providing depth on the inside is Ramone 
Reed and in the middle Justin Andrews. Backing up 
Martin are redshirt freshmen Anthony Trucks and 
former quarterback Andy Collins. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Keith Lewis, the team’s No. 3 
tackler last year with 80 stops, holds down one safety 
spots, while two-year letterman Marley Tucker takes 
over at rover for the departed Rasul Webster, 
who had two interceptions last year. Both starting 
corners return—Steven Moore and Aaron Gibson (ten 
pounds heavier). Moore and Lewis led the team in 
interceptions last year with five each.

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QUARTERBACK: Junior Derek Anderson returns, 
giving returning coach Mike Riley experience 
at quarterback. Anderson will need to learn a 
more complex playbook than that used by 
former coach Dennis Erickson. Last year Anderson 
broke the Beavers’ records for touchdown 
passes with 25, for passing yardage with 3,313 
and for total offense, 3,082 yards. He passed 
for more than 300 yards in four games last year. 
He has appeared in 18 games for the Beavers, 
13 as a starter. There are eight players in the 
mix for the back-up spot, led by junior Adam 
Rothenfluh. 

RUNNING BACKS: Steven Jackson is clearly 
the team’s most important returning starter. As a 
sophomore he led the Pac-10 and set a school 
record with 1,690 yards rushing. He has 10 
100-yard games, including a school-record nine 
last year. The junior is sixth on OSU's all-time 
rushing list with 2,080 yards and 12th in 
all-purpose yardage with 2,530 yards, Riley has 
called on Jackson to play a larger leadership role 
on the team this year. Also in the mix for some 
playing time are junior Dwight Wright, sophomore 
Josh Farrell and junior Riley Jenkins. 

RECEIVERS: The key returning players in the 
Beavers’ three-receiver set are starters James 
Newsom and Kenny Farley, both seniors. 
Sophomore Jayson Boyd should take over 
the third spot. Senior tight end Tim Euhus also 
returns for his third year as a starter. Newsom led 
the team in receiving last year with 74 catches for 
1,284 yards and 12 touchdowns. He has caught 
passes in 25 consecutive games. Farley was a 
relatively distant second on the team last year with 
29 receptions for 526 yards and three touchdowns. 
Euhus was fourth on the team with 22 catches 
for 385 yards and one touchdown.

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QUARTERBACK: The Pac-10's Co-offensive Player of 
the Year, quarterback Jason Gesser is gone, and a key 
issue facing new head coach Bill Dobra is finding a 
capable replacement. The leading candidate is senior 
Matt Kegel, who completed 67.5 percent of his passes 
last year for.211 yards and one touchdown. Operating 
behind Gesser, Kegel only had 40 attempts on the 
year. Challenging Kegel for the job is second year 
freshman Josh Swogger and a redshirt sophomore 
Chris Hurd, who appeared in four games last year, 
completing seven passes for 61 yards. Dobra has 
given a vote of confidence to Kegel, even though all 
three were impressive in spring drills, 

RUNNING BACKS: Seniors Germaine Green and 
Jonathan Smith are the leading candidates at 
running back, with Green having the inside track. 
Green carried the ball 150 times for 829 yards and 
nine touchdowns last year. Smith gained 284 yards 
in 72 carries, Both played behind the now departed 
John Tippins, who gained 568 yards on the year. 
Allen Thompson, a redshirt sophomore will also be 
in the mix, along with JC transfer Chris Bruhn, from 
Butte College in Woodland, Calif. 

RECEIVERS: The Cougars lose two of last years 
leading receivers, Mike Bush and Jerome Riley, but 
return junior Deyard Darling. Riley led the team last 
year with 57 catches for 939 yards and seven touch- 
downs while Bush added 49 catches for 699 yards 
and six touchdowns. Still, Darling was a key factor 
last year, catching 54 balls for 800 yards and 11 
touchdowns. Starting sophomore tight end Troy 
Bienemann, who had 15 catches for 233 yards and 
one touchdown, also returns. Other wide receivers 
in the mix includes seniors Sammy Moore and Scott 
Lunde and redshirt freshmen Robert Franklin and 
Chris Jordan. Moore and Lunde saw some action 
last year, with Lunde catching 30 passes and Moore 
getting seven. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Three starters on the offensive 
line return, junior Calvin Armstrong, senior guard 
Billy Knotts and sophomore guard Riley Fitt- 
Chappell. Nick Mihlhaser, who played some guard 
last year as a freshman, should start at center. Plus 
four experienced backups are back, including Sam 
Lightbody—who should start at tackle, Josh 
Parrish—a sometimes starter at tackle who is being 
moyed to guard where he will start—and Norvell 
Holmes, Armstrong, a candidate for post-season 
honors, anchors the unit at tackle. Stalwarts Tyler 
Hunt and Derrick Roche graduated, but offensive 


coordinator Mike Levenseller should have the depth 
to put together a solid unit. Four of the regulars 
are at least 6-6, and three of them weigh more than 
310 pounds. Plus, JC transfers Patrick Afif and 
Keola Loo will help. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: ‘Iwo starters return, end Isaac 
Brown and tackle Jeremy Williams, both seniors. 
But there are some big voids with the departures of 
tackle Rien Long, who had 13 sacks last year, and 
Fred Shavies, seven sacks. Still, the returning 
starters had some impressive numbers last year. 
Brown had 34 tackles and eight sacks, while 
Williams had 47 tackles and five sacks. Backups 
D.D. Acholoma, a senior, and Adam Braidwood, a 
sophomore, should rotate at Shavies’ old spot.

including three sacks as a freshman last season. 
Genatone, a senior going into his third year as a 
starter had 32 stops on the year. Seasoned backups 
returning to the mix include senior Don Jackson, 
who should start in the middle for Davis, plus junior 
Pat Bennett and fifth year senior Ira Davis. Redshirt 
freshman Steve Dildine could be a factor, 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: Cornerback Jason David, a 
strong candidate for post-season honors, anchors a 
secondary that returns three starters. The only loss to 
graduation was corner Marcus Trufant, who was No. 
3 on the team last year in tackles with 74, and had 
three interceptions and 13 passes broken up. David, 
a senior, led the team in picks last year with seven, 
and ran up LOI yards in interception returns.Also 
returning is free safety Erik Coleman, who led the 
team in tackles last year with 86.

RUNNING BACKS: Sophomore Tyler Ebell finished 
six yards short of becoming the just the third 
freshman in Pac-10 history to run for 1,000 yards. 
He earned second-team Freshman All-American 
honors. Senior Akil Harris started the first four 
games last year and finished as the team’s No. 3 
rusher with 323 yards and three touchdowns. Junior 
Manuel White has starts at both fullback and 
tailback, although he missed four games last year 
due to injury. Sophomore Wendell Mathis, who had 
50 yards in 18 carries last year, and Jason Harrison, 
coming off knee surgery, will both be in the mix for 
playing time. 

RECEIVERS: The Bruins return four of their top five 
receivers from last year—most notably junior Craig 
Bragg. Last year he had 84 catches for 1,297 yards 
and ten touchdowns. He also led the Pac-10 in punt 
returns, averaging 16 yards. Senior Tab Perry led the 
conference last year with his 19.9-yard average on 
35 catches. He also led the conference in kickoff 
returns with a 25-yard average. Strong in the mix is 
sophomore Junior Taylor, who finished the year with 
14 catches—four in each of his last two games. 
Senior Ryan Smith provides depth at the position. 
Keith Carter has the inside track at tight end. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: Three starters return. They 
are junior guards Eyoseph Efseaff and Steve 
Vieira and third-year sophomore center Mike 
McCloskey. Junior Paul Mociler and sophomore Ed 
Blanton are expected to replace Mike Saffer and 
Bryce Bohlander at the tackle spots. Also in the 
mix at tackle are sophomores Matt Mosebar and 
Robert Cleary and redshirt freshmen Alex Potasi 
and Elliot Vallejo. Senior Shane Lehmann and 
Tyson Clayton will battle for time at guard, while 
redshirt freshman Robert Chai will backup 
McCloskey at Center. 
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DEFENSIVE LINE: Senior tackle Rodney Leisle 
anchors the D-line, coming back from a broken 
foot that kept him out of five games last year. He had 
36 tackles and two sacks in an injury-interrupted 
season last year. Also returning is senior rush end 
Dave Ball, a second-team All-Pac-10 selection who 
led the team with 11 sacks last year. His twin, Mat 
Ball, is the leading candidate at the strong side end 
spot. Senior Ryan Boschetti is expected to take over 
at the other tackle spot. Senior Asi Fao, with 24 
tackles and two sacks last year, also will compete 
for time at the end spots. C.J. Niusulu, was pressed 
into action last year as a freshman when Leisle was 
injured, and is in the mix this year. 
LINEBACKERS: Returning starters senior Brandon 
Chillar and sophomore Spencer Havner, a freshman 
All-American, anchor the linebacking corps. Chillar 
ranked third on the team with 74 tackles, adding 
five sacks and 11 tackles for losses. Havner is the 
leading returnee with 96 tackles. Battling for the 
inside spot vacated by Marcus Reese are senior 
Dennis Link and sophomore Justin London. New 
coordinator Larry Kerr will look to sophomore 
Wesley Walker, junior Patrick Pierre-Louis and 
redshirt freshman Xavier Burgess to provide depth 
on the outside. Junior Tim Warfield will battle for 
time in the middle. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: The Bruins return three 
starters, all with at least two years of eligibility 
remaining. Key to the secondary is junior Matt 
Ware, a starter in all 24 career games. Last year he 
played free safety and cornerback and is expected 
to lineup at corner this year. He led the team with 
five interceptions as a freshman and was No. 5 on 
the team with 51 tackles last year. Junior Ben 
Emanuel II moved from strong safety to free safety 
last year and tied for the team lead with four 
interceptions and was No. 4 on the team with 58 
tackles.

QUARTERBACK: Coach Buddy Teevens calls 
quarterback one of the most competitive positions on 
the team. Senior Chris Lewis played in just five games 
last year, going down with a rotator cuff injury. The 
year before Lewis threw for 3,168 yards and 25 touch- 
downs, and he ranks seventh on Stanford's all-time 
touchdown list. Meanwhile, redshirt sophomore Kyle 
Matter took over and threw for 1,219 yards and eight 
touchdowns. He started in six games, including the last 
five. Key will be Matter’s continued growth versus Lewis 
finding his old form. Also in the mix are junior Ryan 
Eklund and redshirt freshman Trent Edwards. 
RUNNING BACKS: Kerry Carter is gone and two 
experienced, but non-starter veterans return in junior 
Kenneth Tolon, who ran for 692 yards and seven 
touchdowns the past two seasons, and sophomore 
J.R. Lemon, who had limited playing time last year.

QUARTERBACK: Kyle Boller, Cal's all-time touch- 
down leader with 64 and No. 2 in passing yardage at 
7,980 yards, is on his way to the NFL, and leaves a 
gigantic void in the Bears’ suddenly efficient offense. 
Junior Reggie Robertson was listed as the No. 1 
quarterback in spring drills but will face a strong 
challenge in the fall from JUCO sophomore Aaron 
Rodgers, a transfer who threw for 2,408 yards 
and 28 touchdowns last year at Butte College. 
Rodgers will go on a tight learning curve in picking 
up coach Jeff Tedford’s quarterback-friendly 
scheme.

Giesel and senior tackle Chris Murphy are also 
returning starters. Sophomore Marvin Phillip, return- 
ing from a two-year Mormon mission, is expected to 
challenge for his old starting spot at center, 
Sophomores Andrew Cameron and Ryan O'Callaghan 
should challenge for the other starting spot at guard. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Last year's deepest unit loses three 
starters—Daniel Nwangwu, Tully Banta-Cain and Josh 
Beckham, plus three heavily used backups.

Sophomore rover Donnie McCleskey, praised for his 
emerging leadership on the team, had 45 tackles last 
year, making seven starts. Tedford will look to a 
number of standouts from last year's special teams 
to fill in the holes—most notably junior safety 
Ryan Gutierrez, junior corner Mike McGrath and 
sophomore corner Wale Forester. Safety Matt 
Gordian, a transfer from Fresno City College should 
also challenge for playing time. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Placekicker Mark Jensen is gone, 
and JUCO transfer Lucas Everett could compete for the 
job at fall camp. Senior punter Tyler Fredrickson 
returns for his third year as starter, averaging 39.2 
yards a kick on 141 career punts. He also could 
handle the placekicking.

CKS: For several years, Coach Watson 
Boum has wanted to get away from the option and run 
a four-receiver attack. Now he finally has the quarter- 
back to do it. Darrell Hackney took over as the starter 
in the fifth game of 2002, and all he did was complete 
149-of-293 passes (50.9 percent) for 1,977 yards, 
with 14 touchdowns and only seven interceptions. The 
performance included a 424-yard effort in a victory 
over ECU, and earned Hackney all-freshman honors 
in C-USA. If Hackney can stay healthy, he'll be one of 
the most productive sophomore QBs in the nation. 
Hackney, though, does suffer from two bad knees, 
which required off-season surgery. If he gets hurt, 
there's not much behind him. True freshman Jake 
Tompkins (3,348 yards, 46 TDs as a HS senior) will 
get a chance to surpass redshirt freshmen Curtis 
Falany and Chris Williams, neither of whom have 
taken a ag snap. 
RUNNING BACKS: The Blazers’ backfield returns 
intact. There i is nd depth, too. After injuries slowed 
sophomores Kendal Gibson and Theron Dudley in 
2002, true freshman Dan Burks got plenty of playing 
time and gained 554 yards. He averaged 64 yards per 
game over the final eight games. Gibson is a big back 
(5-11, 240) who has surprising elusiveness. Dudley 
never got on track in 2002 because of injuries. The 
UAB coaches also are eager to put to use the speed of 
redshirt freshman Bo Moncur. 
RECEIVERS: UAB lost speedster Willie Quinnie to 
graduation, but that’s not necessarily a bad thing. 
Quinnie was good for huge catches (game-winning TD 
catch vs. Army; 94-yard TD vs. East Carolina) but 
dropped about as many as he caught. Junior Roddy 
White was UAB's No. 2 receiver in 2002 and now 
becomes the main target for Hackney. Big junior Chico 
Cleveland (6-2, 210) causes matchup problems for 
linebackers and Dbs, and sophomore Jhun Cook will get 
a chance for more playing time. Arizona State transfer 
Lance Rhodes, a former Alabama high school player of 
the year as a quarterback, will get the first crack at 
replacing Quinnie. UAB has three quality tight ends in 
senior Sam Dudley (6-3, 265) and sophomores Cedric 
Hampton (6-4, 270) and Lynorse Garrett (6-5, 230). 
FENSIVE LINE: UAB's offense will only be as good as 
ihe offensive ine, which showed promise at times in 
2002, but remained short of depth. Four starters return, 
led by two-year starters Andy Galloway (6-5, 310) and 
Larry Coachman (6-1, 340) at guard. Wilbert Hamilton 
(6-4, 295) and Artavious Williams (6-5, 340) return at 
tackle, but they need to be more consistent.

- : UAB led the nation in rushing 
facet in 2001, but there was a huge drop-off in 2002 
after all four starters went to NFL camps (including 
high draft picks Bryan Thomas and Eddie Freeman). 
After struggling early, the Blazers improved as the 
season progressed, although they still allowed 154 
yards rushing per game (fifth in C-USA). UAB still will 
be young on the front line, but now has the benefit of 
experience. Sophomore ends Anthony Garrett (6-5, 
225) and Chris Mason (6-3, 235) entered spring as 
starters, backed by sophomore Sam Kendrick (6-5, 
245) and senior Shane Pearson (6-6, 260). At tackle, 
sophomore Sam Williamson (6-5, 280) and Shamar 
Abrams (6-2, 330) are quick and aggressive. Much is 
expected of redshirt freshman Quinton Harris (6-6, 
330). Watch also for former end Randal Gibson, 
6-0, 285), who has been timed at 4.6 seconds in the 
40-yard dash. UAB could get a boost from the possible 
return of 2002 starter Marvin Nickson, who might be 
in line for a medical redshirt. 

NEBACKERS: New defensive coordinator Wayne 
Bolt i is bringing a 4-3 alignment that will place more 
emphasis on linebackers than UAB's previous 4-2-5 
set.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACKS: finally, the day USF fans have 
waited for has arrived: The upstart Bulls are finally in 
a conference and now have a legitimate chance to 
compete for a bowl berth. The days of being snubbed 
with a 9-2 record are over. However, things might not 
be so easy in 2003. The triggerman for USF's offensive 
success—four-year starting quarterback Marquel 
Blackwell—has used his eligibility. Coach Jim Leavitt, 
however, is confident junior Ronnie Banks can pick 
up where Blackwell left off. Banks, at 6-foot-3 and 
220 pounds, is a big, strong quarterback with a rocket 
arm. He's not as elusive as Blackwell was, but he 
might be a better overall quarterback prospect. As 
Banks goes, so will the Bulls, who will be hard to 
handle at home, where they've won 19 consecutive 
games. Banks sav very limited action last season, but 
did throw two TD passes at Oklahoma. 

RUNNING BACKS: Clement Crossley (5-10, 210) is 
back as USF's starting running back in Leayitt’s 
one-back set. Crossley rushed for 415 yards on 92 
carries (4.5 average) with three touchdowns. He's not 
a threat to break a long one (long run of 33 yards in 
2002), but he’s steady and can pound out tough yards 
between the tackles or on draw plays. He’s listed ahead 
of senior Dejuan Green and senior Vince Brewer. 
Brewer was USF's second-leading rusher with 383 
yards on 95 carries in 2002. The Bulls might miss 
Blackwell's elusiveness as a runner. He was the team’s 
third-leading rusher with 302 yards rushing in 2002, 
and scored a team-best five rushing touchdowns. 
RECEIVERS: USF lost three good receivers to gradua- 
tion, led by record-setting DeAndrew Rubin, Blackwell's 
favorite target for four years. The Bulls also must replace 
Hugh Smith, who caught a team-best 62 passes for 661 
yards and a team-best five TDs in 2002, as well as the 
dependable Ryan Hearn. Big things are expected from 
senior Huey Whitaker, who takes over the featured 
receiver role after catching 26 passes for 383 yards in 
2002. Chris Iskra is back as a returning starter as well. 
USF's four-receiver attack, while lacking star power, is 
deep with talent as should be expected in the fertine 
Horida recruiting area. Darren Haliburton, (C.J. Lewis, 
Quinton Callum, Allunson Sheffield, Elgin Hicks and 
Willie Williams all figure to emerge as familiar names. 
OFFENSIVE LINE; USF returns its entire offensive line 
in 2003. The group provided excellent protection for 
Blackwell, allowing only 19 sacks. Such experience no 
doubt will make Banks’ transition easier. Junior Center 
Alex Herron (6-3, 280), sophomore right guard Chris 
Carothers (6-3, 290), sophomore left guard Shelly

Houston (6-3, 295) and junior right tackle Levi Newton 
(6-4, 205) return for another season as starters and 
should be much improved. Sophomore Frank Davis 
(6-4, 310) is expected to be the new starter at left 
tackle, backed up by freshman Mike Lube (6-5, 265). 
Alex Sarosi (6-4, 295) is back, too, after starting at left 
tackle in 2002. As a group, USF's linemen return a 
combined 69 career starts. 

JEFENSIVE LINE: Levitt went heavy on defense in 
recruiting, and some of his heralded newcomers might 
play early, USF will break in four new starters up front 
as graduation hit a defense that allowed only 86 yards 
rushing per game in 2002. Junior Tim Jones (6-3, 
255) will start at left end, backed by sophomore Jon 
Simmons (6-5, 235). At right end, sophomore 
Terrence Royal (6-3, 240) is listed ahead of junior 
Craig Kobel (6-2, 255). Senior Lee Roy Selmon Jr. 
(5-11, 280), son of the Tampa NEI legend and current 
USF athletics director, finally gets the chance to be the 
full-time starter at nose tackle, alongside senior 
Cedrick Battles (6-4, 270). Sophomore Kenny 
Huebner (6-3, 260) is a backup at tackle. 
LINEBACKERS: Seniors Maurice Jones (6-3, 245) 
and Courtney Davenport (6-1, 220) return at 
outside linebacker. Jones is the team’s second-leading 
returning tackler, making 94 in 2002. Devon Davis 
(6-3, 225) is listed as the new starter at middle 
linebacker. Senior Julian Johnson brings experience 
to the outside position, while freshman Stephen 
Nicholas is expected to make a contribution. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: Junior free safety J.R. Reid is the 
team’s leading returning tackler after making 95 stops 
last season. He has recorded 14 takeaways over the 
past two seasons, intercepting 11 passes and recovering 
three fumbles.

The Horned Frogs 
averaged 40.5 points per game with Gunn under 
center—including victories over Louisville and 
Southern Miss. He completed 57-of-91 passes for 632 
yards, with six touchdowns and only two interceptions. 
Gunn didn’t participate in much contact during spring 
drills, which allowed junior Brandon Hassell and 
redshirt freshman Jeff Ballard to get more reps and 
more experience, C-USA won a share of its first C-USA 
title since joining the league in 2002—and its third 
overall conference title in four years—but a repeat 
probably will hinge on Gunn’s health. 

RUNNING BACKS: Lonta Hobbs burst onto the scene 
in 2002, rushing for 1,029 yards a 6.6 yards-per-carry 
average and 12 TDs en route to C-USA freshman of the 
year honors. Hobbs (5-10, 218) had five consecutive 
100-yard games, capped by a 287-yard performance 
against Memphis, Hobbs will again be the feature back, 
but the Frogs have depth at tailback in senior Ricky 
Madison and redshirt freshman Robert Merrill. 
Madison is no slouch; he rushed for 719 yards (4.6 
yards per carry) and three touchdowns, giving TCU 
perhaps the league’s best 1-2 punch at tailback. At 
fullback, senior Corey Conalley will be backed up by 
senior Kenny Hayter and sophomore Tanner Davidson. 
Connally rushed for 188 yards on 5.4 carries. 
RECEIVERS: Coach Greg Patterson said building 
depth at receiver was a primary goal for TCU during 
spring training. Senior Kevin Brown is the only receiver 
with significant experience. A three-year letter winner, 
Brown caught 16 passes for 208 yards and one TD in 
2002. Senior Bruce Galbert will get a chance to make 
a larger contribution after catching only two passes in 
2002. Patterson is counting on sophomores Ryan 
Pearson, Matthew Grimmet and Zack Moore to step 
up. If they don’t redshirt freshmen Corey Rodgers, 
Quentilly Harmon and Michael DePriest figure to get 
plenty of playing time. Junior Cody McCarty (6-4, 259) 
is shes a to ae over at tight end. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: TCU returns one of the top guards 
in C-USA in senior John Glud (6-7, 333), who has 
made 24 starts in his career. Left tackle Anthony 
Alabi (6-6, 325) missed spring drills to undergo 
shoulder surgery, but he is an all-star candidate if 
healthy. Center Chase Johnson (6-3, 310) is the other 
returning starter. Sophomore Shane Sims (6-3, 305) 
at guard and senior John Morgan (6-4, 298) at 
tackle figure to round out the line, which doesn’t 
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have much experience behind the starters. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: TCU led the nation in total defense 
(240.2 yards per game) and rushing defense (64.8 
yards per game), and a big part of that was a front four 
that ranks among the best in the nation. Speed is the 
key for the Frogs. Seniors Bo Schobel (6-5, 268) and 
Robert Pollard (6-2, 280) form the best pair of 
ends in the league and ranked third and and fourth, 
respectively on the team in tackles in 2002. Senior 
Chad Pugh (6-3, 314) is a run-stopper in the middle 
and senior Richard Evans (6-3, 257) is undersized but 
hard to block at tackle. Sophomore Ranoriss Ray 
(6-3, 268) at end, junior Brandon Joihnson (6-3, 
305) at tackle and junior Andrew Calovich (6-1, 233) 
at end are returning letterwinners. 

LINEBACKERS: TCU must replace linebacker 


ACKERS: 
LAM urcus McDonald, the league defensive player of the 
year who opted to enter the NEL draft. But experience 
abounds, led by junior Marvin Patterson (6-2, 227) at 
strongside linebacker. Senior Josh Goolsby (6-2, 233) 
is penciled in to replace McDonald, but he'll be 
pushed by senior Devon Davis (6-1, 238). 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: This is another question mark 
for the Frogs, especially as seniors responsible for 15 of 
the team’s 22 interceptions must be replaced, TCU will 
miss veterans Jason Goss, Kenneth Hilliard and Jared 
Smitherman, but Patterson is confident junior Marvin 
Godboltis a rising star at cornerback. Godbolt made 59 
tackles and registered six sacks in 2001 en route to 
freshman All-America honors, but suffered through an 
injury-plagued 2002. He played in only nine games and 
saw his tackles drop to 28, If he’s hes althy, look for him 
to emerge as one of the better cornerbacks in the 
league. Senior Tyrone Sanders also is returning starter 
at right cornerback. The safeties likely will be senior 
Brandon Williams and sophomore Jeremy Modkins, 
with Flander Malone, Ken Lewis, Chris Peoples and Elvis 
Gallegos in reserve. They'll have to work to equal the 
productivity of their predecessors. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Senior place-kicker Nick Browne 
is an All-America candidate after making 37-of-50 
field-goal attempts, including five against Cincinnati 
in 2002. Browne led the nation with an average of 
1,92 field goals per game in 2002. John Braziel is 
the candidate to be the new punter. He’s never 
attempted a punt in a college game. Mark Walker 
and Kevin Brown will return kickoffs, and Madison is 
the leader to return punts. Connally, Cory Rodgers 
and Michael DePriest also could figure into the 
rotation as punt returners.

Guidugli, brash and bold in a Jim 
McMahon-like way, is poised to own virtually all of 
Cincinnati's passing marks, In two seasons, he ranks 
10th among active quarterbacks in passing yards, 
with 6,116 yards. In 2002, he completed 258-of-472 
for 3,543 yards and 22 touchdowns. Guidugli already 
owns all of Cincinnati's single-season passing 
records, and at his current pace, will eclipse all 
school career marks by the end of this season. 
UC needs Guidugli to stay healthy, though, as there 
isn't much behind him. Receiver George Murray is 
the only player on the roster with any experience 
under cei.

: Cincinnati loses a big weapon 
with the g paranoia of DeMarco McClesky, a second- 
team all-league performer who rushed for 1,361 
yards and 15 touchdowns. McClesky also was 
dangerous in the passing game with 368 yards 
receiving. The Bearcats are counting heavily on Ohio 
State transfer Richard Hall, a junior, to emerge as a 
bona fide threat. Hall showed flashes last season with 
264 yards on 59 carries. One of the most highly 
recruited players in Ohio coming out of high school, 
it’s time for Hall to live up to his billing. Behind him, 
there is no experience, although the coaches like the 
talents of Tedric Harwell and Carl Jones. Booker Vann 
will likely take over at fullback. 

RECEIVERS: Finding competent receivers for 
Guidugli is Coach Rick Minter’s No. 1 goal in the off- 
season. UC graduated all three starting receivers 
(LaDaris Vann, Jon Olinger and Tye Keith—and 
several backups—but Minter believes young players 
will step in to fill the void. Getting the first chance is 
Murray, the top-returning receiver with 26 catches 
for 278 yards and two TDS, Sophomore Derrick Ross 
and junior Kevin Hazle are the only other returning 
receivers who caught passes in 2002, but they 
combined for only five catches. True freshmen Bill 
Poland and Mie Daniels will get a chance to play early. 
ISIVE LINE: UC returns three starters on the 
offensive ae led by center Kyle Tackavitz (6-4, 
299) and right guard Travis McGee (6-3, 301). OG 
Kirt Doolin will be missed, but the Bearcats are 
fairly deep on the line.

Back-ups who 
played significant time will now get the chance to be 
starters, and they'll need to produce in a hurry. Peek’s 
understudy, Andre Frazier, showed flashes of ability 
with 60 tackles and six sacks. The Bearcats also are 
high on tackle Trent Cole, who started the final 
nine games of 2002 and finished with 87 tackles, 12 
tackles for loss and five sacks.

QUARTERBACK: USM posted its ninth consecutive 
winning season in 2002, one of only 10 teams with 
active streaks that long. However, the winning mark 
came in spite of an erratic offense that never seemed 
to find its rhythm. Perhaps that was a reflection of the 
play at quarterback. Mickey D'Angelo and Dustin 
Almond split time at the position, with mixed results. 
D'Angelo, now a junior, was the better passer, 
completing 112-of-232 (52.6 percent) for 1,647 
yards and seven Tds. D'Angelo, however, had eight 
interceptions. Almond, now a sophomore, completed 
63-of-138 (45.7 percent) for 757 yards with three 
TDs and three interceptions. With USM working with 
a new offensive coordinator in 2003, former 
Memphis head coach Rip Scherer, all eyes will be on 
the quarterback battle in the preseason as the battle 
wasn't decided during spring practice. If either 
D'Angelo or Almond fail to separate themselves, 
junior Zach White could surpass them. White 
suffered from mononucleosis in 2002 and never was 
a factor. True freshmen Jeremy Young (6-4, 198) 
and Damion Carter (6-3, 185) will get a chance to 
impress, too, 

RUNNING BACKS: The Eagles have a huge hole to 
fill in the backfield, both physically and emotionally. 
Senior Derrick Nix was the team’s heart and soul in 
2002, rushing for 1,230 yards and 11 touchdowns 
after battling back from a kidney ailment that 
threatened his life and forced him to miss almost 
all of 2001. However, the ailment returned late in 
2002, forcing Nix to miss the Eagles’ bowl game and 
ending his football career with him waiting for a 
kidney transplant while suing drug manufacturers for 
the loss of his prospective NFL career. Junior James 
Walley (256 yards on 73 carries) and sophomore 
Anthony Harris (324 yards on 78 carries) get the first 
chance to replace Nix. After operating from a 
one-back set for several years, Scherer's offense 
includes a fullback. Steel Adams (6-2, 225) is the 
leading candidate there. 

RECIEVERS: Juniors Chris Johnson (50-673-3) 
and Marvin Young (41-615-6) are the top returners, 
but the Eagles will miss departed senior Leroy 
Handy. Antwon Currington saw some time as a true 
freshman and senior Kenneth Johnson will see his 
opportunities rise. The biggest loss in the passing 
game might be the departure of senior tight end 
Bobby Gardner, who often came up huge on 
third downs. Senior Terrell Browden (6-3, 260) is 
strictly a blocker.

OFFENSIVE LINE: The Eagles have some work to do 
here, with the departure of three of the better 
linemen in the league. How well USM replaces 
tackle Jeremey Bridges, guard Torrin Tucker and 
tackle Jason Jimenez might be the key to the season. 
Returning starters include junior Jeremy Parquet 
(6-7, 312) at weak guard and senior center Jim 
Hicks (6-4, 285). Bower needs junior Myron Powe 
(6-4, 298) at tackle and sophomore Neal Mead 
(6-4, 296) at guard to step up. JUCO transfer Ben 
a (6-5, 311) will get a chance at guard. 

=NSIVE LINE: Southern Miss has built a 
reputation for fierce defense over the years, and it 
starts with an aggressive, quick front line. Senior 
defensive end Terrell Paul (6-3, 241) should be one 
of the best defenders in C-USA. The Eagles are 
expecting big things from senior Ronald Jones (6-3, 
265) at the other end. USM must replace senior 
Rayshun Jones, although junior Eric Scott (6-4, 290) 
showed much promise in 2002. Junior Chad Ruffin 
(6-0, 260) gets a chance at tackle. 
LINEBACKERS: There might not be a better pair of 
linebackers in the nation than USM’s Rod Davis and 
Michael Boley. Davis was an All-America in 2002 
after posting 168 tackles, 23.5 for loss, and 10.5 
sacks). Boley (6-3, 220), a junior, was second 
on the team with 142 tackles. Both are strong, 
aggressive tacklers who are good in coverages or in 
stopping the run. Davis is likely to be among the first 
linebackers selected in the 2004 NFL draft. USM 
must replace departed senior Joe Henley at the third 
linebacker spot. Antoine Cash, who was a big hitter 
as a bi safe ty, might move to weakside linebacker. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: Senior free safety Etric Pruitt 
is an “alin candidate who was a finalist for the 
Thorpe Award in 2002. He ranked third on team in 
tackles in 2002 with 139, including seven tackles for 
loss. Pruitt had six interceptions as well. Rover Alex 
Ray and cornerback Greg Brooks are solid cover 
men, too. Brooks is a two-time all-conference pick. 
John Eubanks is expected to replace the departed 
Leroy Johnson at the other corner position. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: USM must replace Curt Jones at 
place-kicker. Jacob Matlock, who handled kickoffs 
in 2002, will battle Army transfer Derek Jacobs for 
the job. There's a big hole at punter, where USM must 
replace three-year starter Mark Haulman. Most likely 
to punt is sophomore Luke Johnson, who has never 
punted in a collegiate game. John Eubanks will 
return kicks, and Marvin Young is punt returner.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACKS: After years of fielding inept 
offenses, Memphis found it could score points in 
2002. The Tigers’ 303 points was the most scored by 
a Memphis team since 1992. Junior quarterback 
Danny Wimprine has re-written the Tigers’ passing 
records, placing among the school’s all-time leaders 
in 37 different record categories, including 14 new 
marks, Last season, Wimprine, however, could be hot 
or cold. He threw five TD passes in a victory over 
Murray State, but followed that the next week with five 
interceptions against Mississippi State. And at 6-1, 
216 pounds, he is tough to bring down, but not 
mobile. As Wimprine goes, so will go the Tigers. 
Junior Bobby Robison and redshirt freshman Patrick 
Byrne will battle to be the backup. 

RUNNING BACKS; DeAngelo Williams burst onto the 
scene in 2002, earning C-USA All-Freshman honors as 
a backup to senior Dante Brown. Williams rushed for 
684 yards and five touchdowns, despite missing several 
games because of injuries. Williams had 100-yard 
rushing games against Murray State and 166 yards 
against Tulane. With Brown gone, Williams becomes the 
feature back in Memphis’ one-back set. The Tigers also 
are excited about the addition of transfer Derron 
Parquet, who was one of the top recruits in Louisiana a 
few years ago. Redshirt freshman Brian Davis is listed 
third on the depth chart. The Tigers use a fullback-tight 
end hybrid in the backfield, as well, with sophomore 
John Doucette back to man the position in front of 
redshirt sophomores LaKendus Cole and Sir Ernest. 
RECEIVERS: Memphis returns only one starter, 
Darron White, and must replace top receiver Travis 
Anglin, who led the team with 55 catches for 740 yards 
and five touchdowns. But there is a solid group to 
catch passes from Wimprine. Tavares Gideon caught 
42 passes for 466 yards and a team-high eight touch- 
downs in 2002, and now he'll get the chance to be a 
full-time starter. White has star potential, too, after 
catching 40 passes for 343 yards and two TDs in 2002. 
The Tigers are counting on LaDarius Price, Tavarious 
Davis, Anthony Johnson and Von Webb to make more 
significant contributions. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Memphis’ offensive line gets an 
overhaul in 2003, with only junior left guard Andrew 
Handy (6-2, 285) returning to the starting lineup. The 
biggest lost was center Jimond Pugh, a first-team 
all-conference selection. Overall, the Tigers lost eight 
of the top 10 linemen. Of the 10 players in the two deep

Matthews—have not played a snap at the Division I-A 
level. Garafolo, Davis and Matthews are junior college 
transfers who'll be counted on to make immediate 
impacts. Junior Gene Frederic (6-4, 275) is the likely 
replacement for Pugh at center. Frederick was the 
Tigers’ deep snapper for the past two seasons. Handy, 
who started nine games in 2002, is the only returnee 
with any significant experience. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Memphis gets a blast from the past 
that should make a difference on defense. Veteran 
assistant coach Joe Lee Dunn is back for his second 
stint with the Tigers, and he brings with him the 
blitzing, chaotic style that has made him one of the 
nation’s most respected coordinators. Dunn inherits a 
defense that is loaded with experience, especially 
along the front line where three of four starters are 
back. Tackles Kenyun Glover (6-3, 275) and Eric 
Taylor (6-3, 283) and end Trevco Lucas (6-1, 242) 
are back, along with several backups. At end, Marcus 
West (6-4, 225) and Haracio Glover are vying to start, 
but keep an eye on junior-college transfer Tyus Jackson 
(6-3, 250). Memphis is hopeful of the return of former 
Parade All-America Albert Means (6-4, 335) at tackle. 
The Alabama transfer was academically ineligible last 
season and has yet to tap his enormous potential. 
LINEBACKERS: Dunn gets to work with an 
experienced corps of linebackers. with returning 
starters Derrick Ballard—an all-league pick—and 
Greg Harper on the outside and Shaka Hill on the 
inside. Also back with plenty of experience is Coot 
Terry. Memphis’ linebackers should be among the 
best in C-USA. They need to stay healthy, tough. 
Injuries to Terry and Harper contributed to Memphis’ 
struggles against the run after several years of ranking 
in the national top 20. The Tigers allowed an average 
of 197 yards per game on the ground in 2002. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: Redshirt freshman Olen 
Whitely at cornerback is the only newcomer among 
the starters in the secondary. Memphis returns rover 
Scott Vogel, free safety 0.C. Collins and cornerback 
Cameron Essex. Collins could rank among the best 
safeties in the nation before his career is over. Last 
season, he ranked fifth among all Division I-A 
freshmen with 68 tackles. He also added a team-high 
three interceptions. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Place kickier Stephen 
Gostkowski is back, but he is being pushed by 
Alabama transfer Danny Haynes. Ryan Ivey is the new 
punter. DeAngelo Williams and Darron White are 
dangerous return men.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


BACKS: In only one season as a starter, 
senior J.P. Losman already has established himself as 
one of Tulane’s best ever, leading the Green Wave to 
its first bowl appearance since 1998. Losman 
completed 230-of-401 passes for 2,468 yards and 19 
touchdowns in 2003, numbers that rank him among 
the top 10 in nearly every passing and total offense 
category at Tulane. Losman is deadly proficient, his 
career interception-to-touchdowns percentage of 
2.30 is the lowest in school and C-USA history. 
Losman is mobile, too, as his 236 yards rushing 
ranked second on the team. The Green Wave needs to 
keep him healthy, though. A pair of freshmen with 
great QB names, if unproven games—Billy Don 
Malone and Nick Cannon—are the only backups. 
RUNNING BACKS: No returning running back in the 
nation has amassed more yards than senior Mewelde 
Moore. His 3,449 rushing yards and 5,182 all-purpose 
yards already top the Tulane all-time list. He’s also the 
10th-leading receiver in Tulane history, with 1,651 
yards. Moore is the first Division I-A player in history 
to run for more than 1,250 yards and also catch 60 
passes in season. Paired with Losman’s pinpoint 
passing, Tulane has one of the best rushing-passing 
combinations in the nation. Moore gets most of 
the carries, but the Tulane staff also is high on 
sophomore Jovan Jackson. Senior Kris Coleman is a 
returning starter at fullback. 

RECEIVERS: A deep receiving corp will get much 
better when junior Roydell Williams returns to full 
speed. Williams, an All-C-USA selection in 2001, 
suffered a fractured ankle in the third game of 2002. 
Williams sat out spring practice, but when fully 
healthy, he'll be a big weapon for Losman. Williams 
led C-USA and ranked ninth in the nation with 11 
touchdown receptions in 2001. Also back is junior 
Nick Narcisse caught 21 passes for 340 yards and two 
touchdowns, despite missing three games because of 
injury. Senior James Dunn and sophomore Damarcus 
Davis ares back as a returning starters as well, 
although Davis was beaten out by junior Chris Bush 
for a top spot on the depth chart during spring 
practice. Junior Bobby Hoover is a returning starter 
at tight end. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Tulane returns three starters on 
the line, but overall, this is a young unit with 
freshmen or sophomores manning 10 of the top 11 
spots on the depth chart. The left side of the line is 
light, but effective, with sophomore Chris McGee 
(6-4, 265) at tackle and sophomore Matt Traina

(6-3, 267) at guard. Right tackle Jimmy Kosienski 
(6-7, 280), the only junior in the bunch, is back 
at right tackle. Center will be manned by either 
sophomore Will Blaylock (6-3, 300) or sophomore 
Joe Traina (6-3, 269). Donald Madlock (6-4, 300) is 
the leading candidate to start at right guard. There 
are no seniors listed on Tulane’s line depth chart. 
SIVE LINE: In 2003, a major rebuilding job 
needs to be done, especially on the front line where 
no starters return and only two seniors are listed 
among the top eight players. Senior defensive tackle 
Terrence Tarver (6-1, 270) will have to be a leader, 
and the Green Wave needs 2001 starter Wallace 
Matteen (6-0, 282) to have a big junior season. 
Freshmen Taurean Brown (6-6, 270) and Michael 
Purcell (6-1, 305) are the backups at tackle. There 
isn’t much beef up front, especially on the ends, 
where 6-3, 245-pound sophomore Michael Roberts 
is the biggest player.

If Tulane’s front four reverts back to its porous 
nature of 2001, the Wave offense will have to score 
points in bunches. 

LINEBACKERS; Wesley Heath is a returning all-star 
candidate at strong side linebacker, and senior 
Brandt Quick is a rising star at middle linebacker. 
Quick started eight games in 2002 and now assumes 
the role full-time. But the best of the bunch might be 
sophomore Anthony Cannon, who led Tulane—and 
all freshmen in Division I-A—with 114 tackles from 
his weakside linebacker position in 2002. As with the 
defensive line, there's a wealth of inexperience on 
the depth chart. The Wave is looking for freshman 
Kelvin Johnson to be a contributor. 

/E BACKS: Tulane must replace its entire 
starting secondary, cornerback Lynaris Elphage, who 
led the nation in interceptions and then turned pro a 
year early. Strong safety Tra Boger had 57 tackles in 
a reserve role in 2002 and has the talent to be one of 
C-USA’s_ best. He's backed up by senior Winfred 
Brown. Junior Joey Dawson moves up to start at free 
safety. After that, the rest of the depth chart in the 
secondary consists of sophomores and freshmen. 

i 5: Tulane must replaced Groza 
Award finalist Seth Marler, who doubled as punter 
and place-kicker. That might be the biggest loss on a 
team that can move the ball at will, but might have 
big trouble stopping opponents. Freshman Barrett 
Pepper gets the first chance to kick. Freshman Chris 
Beckman likely will be the punter.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


)UARTERBACKS: Junior Paul Troth was up-and- 
down in former Coach Steve Logan’s offense in 2002. 
He threw for the eighth-most yards in a season in ECU 
history (2,315) as well as 15 touchdowns, but Troth 
also threw 20 interceptions. New Coach John 
Thompson has promised the race for the job is 
wide open, which means Troth will have to fend off 
junior Desmond Walker, sophomore Sakeen Wright 
and redshirt freshmen James Pinkney and Kort 
Shankweiler, Robinson played some as a backup in 
2002, completing 22-of-46 passes for 252 yards while 
also rushing for 52 yards. Troth, however, was one of 
the most high-profile signees by East Carolina in 
recent years, and figures to keep the job. 
RUNNING BACKS; Senior Art Brown (1,029 yards in 
2002) should be one of the top backs in Conference 
USA afier rushing for the 10th best single-season total 
in school history. Brown finds the end zone, too, His 17 
touchdowns in 2002 ranked second on ECU’s all-time 
list. There is experienced depth in senior Dominique 
Hatcher, junior Marvin Townes and sophomore Jason 
Pender. The ECU coaches also are excited about the 
addition of junior college transfer Kevin Fain. New 
offensive coordinator Rick Stockstill’s offense adds a 
fullback to the mix. Former linebacker Vonta Leach 
looked to nail down the job during spring practice. 
RECEIVERS: East Carolina must replace departed 
seniors Torey Morris and Richard Alston, who 
accounted for nearly 50 percent of the Pirates’ 
receiving yards in 2002. Seven letter winners are back at 
receiver, however, including seniors Terrence Cooper, 
Marcus White and Richard Hourigan. Look for juniors 
Garett Peterkin, Damarcus Fox and Edwin Rios to figure 
more prominently in the rotation as well. Tutu Moye is 
ck at tight om after catching 16 passes for 185 yards. 
SIVE LINE: The Pirates’ offensive line has 
cleared the way for two consecutive 1,000-yard 
rushers, and there is plenty of talent back to go for 
another 1,000-yard season. Senior tackle Brian Rimpf 
(6-6, 314), a two-time all-conference pick, might be 
the best in C-USA and figures to go high in the 2004 NFL 
draft, He leads an experienced and deep cast up front 
for the Pirates. Center Doug White (6-0, 310) is back 
along with junior guard Charlie Dempsey (6-3, 291) 
and senior guard Brandon Pope (6-3, 283). Senior 
Corey Schmidt (6-5, 301) and junior Hagen Mason 
(6-0, 308) also have started games in the past. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: As an assistant coach, Thompson 
built his reputation on defense. A protégé of longtime 
defensive guru Joe Lee Dunn, Thompson relies on

unpredictable blitzes, stunts and sets. The Pirates are 
ditching the 3-4 alignment favored by the former 
coaching staff—and probably with good reason as 
the Pirates allowed a ridiculous 445.7 yards per game 
in 2002. Only six lettermen are back from the front 
line, but a good one returns in senior Damane 
Duckett (6-7, 300), who made 45 tackles in 2002. 
Senior Derek Helms (6-3, 276) and senior Eric 
Foushee (6-2, 275) have experience, too. End Guy 
Whimper (6-5, 257) is a rising star who earned 
C-USA All-Freshman honors in 2002. 
RS: This should be the strength of the ECU 
defense, led by two sophomores who made major 
contributions in 2002. Chris Moore, a C-USA All- 
Freshman selection a year ago, is back after making 72 
tackles despite missing three games with an injury. 
Moore showed flashes of superstardom with 19 tackles 
ys. Duke in his collegiate debut, and he should thrive in 
Thompson's style of defense. Josh Chilsom, meanwhile, 
made 74 tackles as a freshman. Junior Eric Butler 
added 47 tackles and should see those numbers rise in 
Thompson’s scheme. Lettermen Richard Koonce, 
cus Veal and Lorenza Pickett return as well. 
/E BACKS: The good news is that nine letter 
winners are back in the secondary. The bad news? East 
Carolina's secondary had become a mess over the past 
two seasons—and it was a big reason Steve Logan no 
longer is the Pirates’ coach. ‘The Pirates simply allowed 
two many big plays that cost them victories. 
Thompson's hectic style should create more quarter- 
back pressure, and the hope is that it will cut the 
secondary a little slack. Senior safety Travis Heath is 
the most experienced of the group. Also back is 
sophomore cornerback Reicko Jones, who started ten 
games in 2002 en route to C-USA All-Freshman honors. 
Senior Brandon Rainer, a three-year letterwinner, will 
man the other corner. Juniors Donald Whitehead and 
Wes Herlocker and sophomores Mickey McCoy and 
Jared Brogden also figure into the mix. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: ECU has major reloading to do in 
the kicking game. Gone is the school's all-time leading 
scorer, place-kicker Kevin Miller. Also gone is punter 
Jarad Preston, who ranked among the nation’s top 12 
in punting in 2001 and 2002. Redshirt freshman Ryan 
Dougherty will get the first chance to replace Miller. 
Juniors Cameron Broadwell and Chris Baglio will battle 
for the punting job. Terrance Cooper is back after 
averaging 10.9 yards per punt return. Damarcus Fox 
and Marvin Townes will share kick return duties. They 
averaged 22.4 and 21.7 yards per return, respectively.

QUARTERBACKS: New Coach Art Briles hopes to do 
what Dimel didn’t last long enough to do: win with 
highly rated Texas recruits in Conference USA. A 
glimpse of the future can be seen in the Cougars’ 
quarterback race this year. Senior Nick Eddy is back 
after starting eight games for the Cougars in 2002. 
Eddy (6-4, 250) is a classic dropback passer who 
completed 134-of-265 passes for 2,054 yards and 16 
touchdowns in 2002. Eddy, however, might not be 
able to hang onto the job, He was beaten out at the 
beginning of last season by sophomore Barrick Nealy, 
who electrified Houston fans by leading the Courgars to 
42-1 start, Nealy wasn’t healthy enough to participate in 
contact drills during spring practice. He and Eddy 
will battle during two-a-days for the starting job, but 
it won't be surprising to see Briles go with the QB of 
the future in Nealy, 
RUNNING BACKS: The bad news for Houston is that 
Nealy is the leading returning rusher, and he didn’t play 
after September last season. Replacing departed senior 
Joffrey Reynolds will be nearly impossible for the 
Cougars. Reynolds rushed for a league-high 1,545 
yards and L1 touchdowns in 2002, including a school- 
record 300 yards in an overtime loss to East Carolina. 
The first back to get a chance will be sophomore 
Anthony Evans, a heralded recruit who ran for 
182 yards and four touchdowns in 2002. Redshirt 
freshman Jackie Battle and junior Cody Thibodeaux 
could get looks, too. 
RECEIVERS: Houston's passing game revolved around 
Keykowa Bell and Brian Robinson (a duo that accounted 
for 35% of Houston's passing offense) as well as 
Reynolds snagging passes out of the backfield. All three 
are gone now, and senior Brandon Middleton becomes 
the focal point of the passing game, and that’s not at all 
a bad thing: He averaged 24.1 yards per catch in 2002, 
best in the nation among returning players. Middleton 
has 22 receptions covering more than 30 yards in his 
career, The task for Houston will be finding more 
targets. Chris Robertson, ‘Tim Feathers and Jeremy 
McCardell are the most likely candidates to step up, but 
if they don’t newcomers Josh Carethers, Leonard 
Gibson, Vincent Marshall and Chad McCullar will get 
their chance. Houston returns all three tight ends, led 
by all-league selection Stephen Cucci, who should be a 
weapon utilized more often in the new scheme. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: This group gets an overhaul. Senior 
center Rex Hadnot (6-1, 310) is the only returning 
starter. Houston would get a boost if senior Al James 
(6-0, 300), who suffered a devastating knee injury in 
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OPR: 67 


2002, can return. James is the team’s most 
experienced player with 29 career starts before the 
injury. However, the Cougars aren't counting on that. 
Sophomore Roy Swan (6-2, 315), an all-freshman 
pick in 2002, will start at left guard. Veterans David 
Douglas (6-3, 310), Phil Hawkins (6-5, 300), Matt 
Mattox (6-4, 270) and John McGilvray (6-5, 282) 
will get a chance to start for the first time in their 
careers. Depth is a problem, and former tight end 
Matt Maddox has been moved to tackle to help. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: The future looks bright for the 
Houston defensive front, but the present might still 
include a few growing pains. True freshmen Matthew 
Bentley and Kade Lane made immediate impacts in 
2002, combining for 63 tackles. Redshirt freshmen 
L.C. Kirkpatrick and Albert Martinez are expected to 
contribute this fall. The best lineman for the Cougars 
is tackle Farouk Adelekan, who made a team-high 
18 tackles for losses and nine sacks despite missing 
several games with injury, Adelekan is a star in the 
making with speed off the corner to get to the 
quarterback. Nearly half of his 38 tackles resulted in 
losses, but he, like the rest of the Cougars, needs to 
be more consistent. 

LINEBACKERS: Houston will switch from a 4-2-5 
alignment to the 4-3 under new Briles, adding 
another linebacker. Seniors Justin Davis and 
Damien West and sophomore Bryant Brown are 
listed as the starters. 

D VE BACKS: Houston was decent against 
the run in 2002, allowing only 134 yards per game. 
But that’s partly because teams could big-play the 
Cougars to death through the air, Houston allowed 
269 yards per game passing, and that'll have to be a 
priority for the new coaching staff. Replacing 
tackling machine Hanik Milligan (405 career 
tackles) at strong safety won't be easy, but the 
Cougars are hopeful the secondary won't be making 
as many stops. Jermain Woodward made 73 tackles 
at weak safety in 2002, and he'll move to the strong 
side this fall. Levi Gaston will man free safety. Roland 
Cola, Delenell Reid and Stanford Routt will battle for 
the starting 2 cornerback jobs. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Junior place-kicker Dustin Bell 
Was a pleasant surprise for Houston in 2002, making 
his first seven field-goal attempts en route to a 
12-for-14 season. He also drove 43.3 percent of his 
kickoffs into the end zone for touchbacks. Jimmy 
McClary is back as the punter, and Middleton is a 
dangerous kick returner. 
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QUARTERBACKS: A year ago, Army fielded one of the 
youngest teams in Division I-A. The Black Knights 
remain young—only 11 seniors are on the roster, and 
only three are projected as starters—but there is 
experience. Todd Berry’s first recruiting class finally are 
seniors, meaning the Black Knights now have a team 
full of players recruited to run Berry's ‘West Coast’ style 
offense rather than holdovers from Bob Sutton's option 
era. The Knights have struggled for consistency—well, 
actually, they have been consistently bad—during the 
transition, but Berry is hopeful things are about to 
change. Things can’t get much worse for the Knights, 
who've won only seven C-USA games since entering the 
league in 1998 and last year suffered the indignation of 
a 58-12 loss to Navy outside the league. The change is 
especially evident at quarterback, where Army now has 
four pass-first Qbs on the roster. Sophomores Zac 
Dahman, Laron Bybee and Connor Crehan will battle 
junior Matt Silva for the starting job. Dahman was the 
starter for most of 2002, but Berry said the race is 
wide-open going into fall drills. Dahman, who became 
the first freshman to start at QB for Army in 15 years, 
likely will hold onto the job. 

RUNNING BACKS: Army has a good group of experi- 
enced running backs, led by three who have rushed for 
at least 100 yards in a game. Sophomore Carlton Jones 
led Army with 611 yards in 2002, including 124 in 
Army’s only C-USA victory, against bowl-winner Tulane. 
Berry is excited about Jones, who last season became 
first first freshman to lead Army in rushing since Mike 
Mayweather did so in 1987. Also back are veterans 
La'Berrick Williams, Ardell Daniels and C.J. Young. 
RECEIVERS: Six letter winners and two starters return 
to the receiving corps. TWo-year starter William White 
is back after leading the Knights with 30 catches in 
2002. White is perhaps Army's best weapon: His 1,646 
all-purpose yards led C-USA. Sophomores Jacob 
Murphy and Ben Barton will back up White. At the 
other receiver slot, Army has two 6-5 targets in Aaron 
Alexander and Clint Woody. At H-back, Glaine Cooper 
is a solid possession target. At tight end, a new starter 
will emerge from the quartet of junior Doug Horaist, 
junior Christian Montagliana, sophomore Cory Sherk 
and sophomore Jared Ulekowski. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Army returns only one starter on 
the offensive line, junior left tackle Joel Glover (6-5, 
276). Only one other returnee has started a collegiate 
game, and the Knights are undersized by Division I-A 
standards. Junior Adam Wojcik (6-4, 267) is the 
probable starter at left guard. Junior Jake Holly

In reserve, 
junior Mike Clark (6-1, 234) and junior Ryan 
Johnson (6-2, 221) are good pass-rushers. The depth 
at end enabled Berry to shift junior Will Sullivan 
(6-3, 254) to tackle, where junior Trey Landry 
(6-3, 279) is an established performer. Sophomores 
Tommy Ryan (6-3, 271), Seth Lots (6-3, 243) and 
Dan Evans (6-3, 276) provide depth. 

LINEBACKERS: At outside linebacker, senior Ryan 
Kent is arguably the Knight's best overall player. He led 
Army with 99 tackles in 2002, and also returned a 
fumble 85 yards for a TD. He is the undisputed team 
leader, Juniors Michael Resnick and Curt Daniels will 
vie for the other outside linebacker position. Junior 
Greg Washington and senior Brian Hill are back at 
inside linebacker. Hill battled through an injury- 
plagued junior season, but still emerged as a team 
leader and could rank among the most productive 
linebackers in the conference. Junior Matt Maimoe 
and sophomore David Clamon will back up Hill, while 
junior Karl Davis will sub for Washington. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: Juniors Jonathan Lewis and 
Delente Brewer are back at corner, a year older 
and a year better after being thrown into the 
lineup as rookies. Brewer made 55 tackles in 
2002. Sophomores Ray Stith and Mario Price are 
the reserves. At safety, junior Lucius Weaver, a 6-2, 
229 pounds, is a big hitter. Dyhan Tarver or Rob 
Davis, both sophomores, are expected to vie for 
the start at free safety, 
SPECIAL TEAMS: Army must replace punter Chris 
Castelli, with junior Alex Bradford the most likely 
candidate. Bradford also could kick off for the 
Knights. Sophomore Joe Riley is a reliable place- 
kicker, making four-of-five field-goal attempts and 
six-of-seven extra-point attempts in 2002. Junior 
William White is a solid kick returner, ranking 44th 
nationally with a 22.5 average in 2002. Army must 
replace punt returner Aris Comeaux, who helped the 
Knights rank 11th nationally in punt return average.

QUARTERBACKS: Early in the season when Air 
Force was 6-0, the Falcons’ defeated rivals were 
calling quarterback Chance Harridge the best at 
directing the Falcons’ triple option since Dee Dowis. 
Harridge finished the year as a second-team All-MWC 
pick with an NCAA leading rushing touchdowns by a 
quarterback with 22 last year. But the rest of the 
year, Air Force finished only 2-5. In a 38-34 loss to 
San Diego State, the Aztecs defense limited Harridge 
to 2.1 yards per carry in the first half. Harridge is 
back for his senior year and the Falcons are look- 
ing for more an elusive back behind him to take the 
focus of the defense off him. 

RUNNING BACKS: The two fullbacks behind 
Harridge both return in senior Steve Massie (559 
yards, four touchdowns) and Adam Cole (196 
yards, 1 touchdown). The fullback became more of 
an option later in the season as team’s spread their 
defense to contain Harridge and stop the pitch 
wide. Massie and Cole could pick up first downs, 
but the fullback dive doesn’t translate into big gains. 
Three of the four halfhacks on the Falcons’ two- 
deep are gone, including second-leading rusher 
Leotis Brown. The most productive returning back 
is junior Anthony Butler, a 5-9, 195-pounder who 
averaged 5.0 yards a carry for 394 yards. 
RECEIVERS: The passing game Air Force's is a last 
resort for a first down or a touchdown. Sometimes 
it pays off, such as in the Utah game when the 
Falcons came from behind against a defense that 
was overloaded against the run for a 30-26 win. Last 
year's passing game was one of the least productive, 
with Harridge completing only 64 passes of 144 
attempts for 44 percent with seven interceptions for 
the season. The leading receiver, Adam Strecker, 
returns for his senior year at tight end. Junior J.P. 
Waller led the wideouts with12 catches and senior 
Anthony Park added 11. 

OFFENSIVE LINEMEN: One of the biggest surprises 
of Air Force's early-season success, when a 6-0 start 
set up a showdown of unbeatens against Notre 
Dame, was the rapid progress of a new set of 
offensive linemen. This year the group has some 
experience, with only center Wayne Southam having 
graduated and gone on to start his military 
commitment. The four returning starters are senior 
guard Brett Huyser (6-4, 295), senior tackle Brett 
Waller (6-7, 275), senior guard Jesse Underbakke 
(6-3, 290) and senior tackle Blane Neufeld (6-5, 
280). It’s good size for an academy offensive line. 
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Underbakke was second-team All-MWC. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Teams only averaged 155.5 
yards a game rushing against a smallish defensive 
line with the task of keeping blockers off the line- 
backers. The line returns all three starters with 
senior nose guard Nicholas Taylor (6-4, 265), 
senior defensive end Monty Coleman (6-2, 245) 
and senior defensive end Charles Bueker (6-5, 
260). Taylor is the leading returning tackler among 
the defensive lineman with 41 tackles, including 
four for a loss and one sack. Bueker (6-5, 260) 
emerged as the season progressed and took over as 
a starter. He finished with 34 tackles, one more 
than the starter he beat out. 

LINEBACKERS: The Falcons’ biggest loss isn’t to 
graduation. It was to a transfer. Anthony Schlegel 
led Air Force in tackles as a sophomore with 117 
and was named a first-team All-MWC pick. But 
Schlegel decided the military lifestyle wasn’t for 
him and the Texan left the academy. He picked 
Ohio State over Texas, a measure of his talent that 
the defending national champions wanted him. But 
all six of the last year’s linebackers on the two-deep 
chart were underclassmen. One returning starter is 
junior John Rudzinski, while seniors Trevor 
Hightower and Marchello Graddy split time at the 
other linebacker spot. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Air Force tinkered with its 
defense last year by adopting the 3-3-5 alignment 
that New Mexico has employed with success. The 
secondary was a key to the Falcons’ 6-0 start, 
including a 23-21 win when Air Force's secondary 
frustrated the passing attack of California. Wes 
Crawley, who led the team with three interceptions, 
has graduated, but senior Larry Duncan returns as 
the anchor of the secondary at free safety. Duncan 
earned honorable mention. Senior Jeff Overstreet 
is a returning starter and while others who saw 
plenty of playing time are junior Mark Marsh and 
junior Joel Buelow. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Senior Joey Ashcroft was 
putting together one of the best seasons in the 
Mountain West Conference as a place-kicker until 
he slumped at the end of the season. Ashcroft his 
16-of-18 field goals for the season, but two of the 
misses were chip shots in the Falcons’ loss to 
San Diego State. Junior Robert Barkers split 
punting duties with John Welsh before Barkers 
emerged with the better average. Barkers averaged 
43.6 yards a punt last year.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACK: The Mountain West Conference 
may be known for its wide-open offenses and 
quarterbacks who fling the ball 40 times a game, 
but the conference dubiously honored run-oriented 
QBs in 2002. CSU's Bradlee VanPelt was the first- 
team choice as well as Offensive Player of the Year, 
while Air Force's Chance Harridge was second 
team. The Rams tinkered with the one-back 
scheme to take advantage of Van Pelt’s running 
ability, but the graduation of Cecil Sapp means 
strong-armed sophomore Justin Holland will need 
to spell Van Pelt more often than the quarter or so 
that he did last year. 

RUNNING BACK: Replacing Sapp is a question 
mark that will have a domino effect on the rest of 
the offense. Sapp’s power running hid the lack of a 
sophisticated passing attack while he ran for a 
conference best of 1,601 yards and 17 touch- 
downs. With defenses focused on Sapp, Van Pelt 
could break big plays on the ground. The leading 
candidate to replace Sapp is senior Rashaan 
Sanders, who averaged 5.4 yards a carry while 
finishing with 311 yards and three touchdowns 
in 13 games played. But as a 212-pounder he 
can’t be expected to have the strength and 
durability of Sapp. 

RECEIVERS: The Rams have a reliable receiver to 
juice up their passing game with the return of Chris 
Pittman, who caught 60 balls for 807 yards but only 
one touchdown. Pittman is a big-play guy who was 
an honorable mention choice, but he is the Rams’ 
only experienced receiver. H-back/tight end is a 
position of strength. Joel Dreessen was a first-team 
All-MWC pick at tight end as the Rams’ third-leading 
receiver (29 catches, 340 yards, 2 TDs). The Rams 
were able to use two tight end formations with last 
year’s emergence of sophomore Mike Bartz 
(honorable mention) at tight end while Dreeseen 
shifted to H-back. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Whatever concerns and 
adjustments the Rams face on offense this year, a 
good way to overcome the loss of a senior running 
back is the return of four starting offensive 
linemen. One, senior center Mark Dreyer, was 
second-team all-conference. The other three are 
junior tackle Erik Pears (6-8, 310), sophomore 
guard Albert Bimper (6-2, 300) and sophomore 
tackle Mike Briesel (6-5, 290). The Rams have a 
history of getting the most out of their linemen. They 
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have four returning with a solid understanding 
of how to play together, and that’s not counting the 
tight ends. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: A trademark of Sonny Lubick’s 
defense is physical and intimidating play. The 
Rams lost their sack artists, but senior nose tackle 
Bryan Save was an honorable mention choice and 
end Pat Goodpaster enters his third season as a 
starter. Lavell Mann was a junior college transfer 
last year whose play improved in a run-stopping 
role as a backup. Andre Sommersell played 
defensive end as a 210-pounder in spot duty, but 
he ran to the ball like a linebacker to finish with 
42 tackles in ten games. 

LINEBACKERS: The Rams made up for the lack 
of size in the defensive line last year with a cast of 
big, mobile linebackers who play with intensity 
and who were effective at disguising blitz 
packages. All three earned post-season honors 
and all three return as seniors. Eric Pauley (6-4, 
230) was named to the second team and Drew 
Wood (6-2, 230) and Adam Wade (6-1, 220) 
gained honorable mention. Wood is the man in the 
middle who ended the season of San Diego State 
quarterback Adam Hall with a sack that gave Hall 
a concussion. The three backups also return, 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: The Rams’ secondary is 
also known for hard hitting, but CSU's marquee 
cornerback is a one of the conference's premier 
speed guys as a game breaker, Senior cornerback 
Dexter Wynn was a first-team all-conference 
choice as a return man and second-team pick at 
cornerback. That could be a first-team sweep this 
year for the speedy Wynn. He was fourth on the 
team with tackles (73), including four for a loss 
and one sack, The Rams need replacements for 
strong safety David Huber, a first-team pick, and 
Rhett Nelson, a second-team choice, but Benny 
Mastopaolo is back at free safety. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: A team that runs the ball 
and plays physical defense can capitalize on its 
style when it has a punter who can play field 
position. The Rams need to find a replacement for 
graduated Joey Huber, a second-team All-MWC 
pick, to keep that dimension to their game. 
Jeff Babcock, who scored a fluke touchdown 
on a kickoff return when a ball bounced free 
against Air Force, led the conference with 1 1-of-13 
field goals. 
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TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACK: BYU fans have learned not to 
take their quarterback factory for granted after a 
2-5 conference record and 5-7 overall mark that 
failed to qualify the Cougars for a bowl game. BYU's 
quarterbacks threw 21 interceptions while juggling 
QBs before coach Gary Crowton settled the last 
four games on Matt Berry, a redshirt freshman who 
was coming off a Mormon mission. Ben Olson, 
ranked the No. 1 high school QB in the nation in 
2001, was ticketed to be the Cougars’ quarterback 
of the future after redshirting in 2002, but the 
future is another two years off after he decided to 
go on a Mission. 

RUNNING BACKS: The running game that sorely 
missed Luke Staley when he left for the NFL 
receives a boost this year when Fahu Tahi returns 
to the backfield from his mission. Tahi, who was 
gone for three seasons, led the team in rushing in 
1999 when Staley was a freshman. Marcus Whalen 
gained 918 yards to lead the Cougars, but despite 
the production he wasn’t a back who could drive 
the ball down the field. Turnovers prevented the 
Cougars from scoring to match an offense that 
averaged 381.1 yards a game. BYU coughed up 28 
fumbles, losing 14 of them. 

RECEIVERS: Crowton’s own recruits are reaching 
their second and third years on campus, and he is 
counting on new blood in the receiving corps since 
Reno Mahe and Andrew Ord graduated. A couple 
of Crowton’s recruits, redshirt freshmen Brett 
Cooper and Chris Hale need to make an impact. 
The tight end position returns Toby Christensen, 
whose father Todd is a BYU and NFL alum at the 
same position. Christensen is the leading returning 
receiver with 30 catches for 346 yards and two 
touchdowns. The position is bolstered by the 
return of Bristol Olumua from his mission. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: There are positions up for 
grabs with the loss of two seniors and the NCAA's 
denial of a sixth-year medical redshirt for Ben 
Archibald, an awards candidate in 2002 before he 
missed the season with a broken leg, Brandon 
Stephens (6-6, 268) had to replace Archibald as a 
sophomore. The other returning starters are center 
Scott Jackson (6-4, 298) and guard Quinn 
Christensen (6-6, 305), who is no relation to Toby. 
BYU recruited the nation’s No. 1 high school 
offensive lineman, Ofa Mahetau (6-3, 320). Eddie 
Keele (6-5, 300) was a redshirt last year.

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DEFENSIVE LINE: A defense that returns 11 
starters also is bolstered by Manaia Brown 
(6-4, 310), a Nebraska transfer who will be a run 
stopper in the middle. The four returning starters 
are ends John Denny and Brady Poppinga and 
tackles Daniel Marquardt and Ifo Pili. Poppinga 
was first-team All-MWC and provided a pass rush 
that sparked wins over San Diego State and 
Wyoming. BYU was on the verge of a bowl bid 
before suffering back-to-back losses to New 
Mexico and Utah. Poppinga led the team with 8.5 
sacks. Although he weighs only 250, he was fourth 
in tackles with 49, including 14 for a loss. 
LINEBACKERS: The three returning linebackers 
include two honorable mention choices in seniors 
Paul Walkenhorst and Mike Tanner. Walkenhorst 
(6-5, 250) led the Cougars in tackles with 107, 
including 15 for a loss. He started the year 
in the middle but moved to the strong side 
with the emergence of Tanner, who began 
the season third on the depth chart at middle 
linebacker. Another senior is the third returning 
starting linebacker, Colby Bockwoldt. ‘wo 
promising redshirt freshman who can spell the 
veterans are K.C. Bills and Lawrence Cowan. 
Cowan has size at 6-3, 235. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: The Cougars adjusted to 
their experience at linebacker and inexperience 
in the secondary by frequently employing a 
3-3-5 blitzing scheme later in the season. In 
the base defense, four starters return in the sec- 
ondary from a pass defense that allowed 384.7 
yards a game last year, The returning starters are 
cornerbacks Chad Barney and Brandon Heaney, 
both seniors. The returning safeties are juniors 
Aaron Francisco and Jon Burbidge. Jenaro Gilford 
had an up-and-down junior season, but the 
Cougars are hoping he can return to the form of 
his sophomore season. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: BYU's turnovers and field 
position problems would have been magnified 
were it not for the play of Matt Payne. The junior 
began last season as the Cougars’ place-kicker, but 
he took on punting duties as well as the season 
progressed. He ended up earning first-team 
AIl-MWC honors, averaging 47.6 yards a punt, 
which can’t all be explained by altitude.

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came apart when the Lobos slipped 2-4 with a 
49-0 loss to Texas Tech at home. One reason is 
quarterback Casey Kelly, back for his senior year, 
suffered a broken forearm. Fortunately for the 
Lobos, it was his non-throwing arm and Kelly was 
able to return to full strength for wins over Utah 
and San Diego State. By then the Lobos had 
improved 4-5 on the way to a 7-6 regular-season 
record that advanced New Mexico to its first bowl 
game since 1997. Kelly doesn't have an especially 
strong arm, but he completed 57.6 percent of his 
passes and made enough big plays in a 5-2 finish 
to the regular season. 

RUNNING BACKS: One of the biggest recruiting 
coups in New Mexico history came in 2001 when 
a rare Parade magazine high school All-American 
turned down Nebraska to play for his home state 
school. The Lobos had to wait until his redshirt 
freshman year for the payoff, but it was worth the 
wait. Dontrell Moore replaced injured Quincy 
Wright in the fifth game and ended up gaining 
1,134 yards in 13 games with eight starts. Moore 
was a first-team All-MWC and named the Freshman 
of the Year. 

RECEIVERS: The Lobos don’t throw many deep 
balls, but they need go-to receiver to develop to 
complement what expects to be an even more 
potent running game with the maturity of a senior 
quarterback and Moore's sophomore season. New 
Mexico lost its leading receiver when Joe Manning 
(36 catches) graduated, but Dwight Counter 
caught 35 balls and is back for his senior year and 
Adrian Boyd developed when the Lobos caught 
fire in conference play. Moore also is a leading 
receiver coming out the backfield. Help needs 
to come from seniors Michael Brunker and 
Terrence Thomas. Tight end Bryan Penly (17 
catches) also returns. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: One reason New Mexico's 
expectations are for their best team since the 1982 
club went 10-1 is the return of four offensive 
linemen who opened holes for Moore. Three of 
them are 300 pounders, with senior tackle Jason 
Lenzmeier (6-5, 312), sophomore Claude Terrell 
(6-3, 330) and senior Calvin McDonald (6-4, 323).

but they need to improve their pass protection. 
New Mexico’s mobile quarterbacks were sacked 
38 times. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: The Lobos’ 3-3-5 defense 
frustrated the passing attacks of San Diego State, 
BYU and Wyoming for three of their five 
conference wins. New Mexico returns two of its 
three defensive linemen, and both defensive ends 
Daniel Kegler and D.J. Renteria earned honorable 
mention last year. But a run stopper needs to be 
found to replace nose tackle, Hebrews Josue, who 
graduated. The Lobos rely on quick defensive 
linemen who tie up blockers as opposed to bull 
rushers. Josue was the heaviest lineman last year 
at 280 pounds, 

LINEBACKERS: Blitz, blitz, blitz. New Mexico 
coach Rocky Long may have been a quarterback 
in high school, but his specialty on defense 
is devising blitz packages out of the 3-3-5. A 
replacement must be found for middle linebacker 
Charles Moss, a first-team All-MWC pick who 
capitalized on the defensive style to lead the 
Lobos with 105 tackles. His backups were junior 
Domingo Villarruel and sophomore Mike 
Mohoric. Junior outside linebackers Nick Speegle 
and Billy Strother return after combining for 25 
tackles for losses and 10 sacks. Strother finished 
with 16 tackles for a loss and five sacks. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: The biggest holes to 
be filled in the New Mexico team come in the 
secondary. Cornerbacks Brandon Gregory and 
David Crockett and safety David Hall are gone, 
leaving Fola Fashola (to play the hybrid line- 
backer/safety position) and safeties Terrell 
Golden and Brandon Ratcliff as the only returning 
starters. But Long rotates several defensive backs 
into the game to keep them fresh and Sidne Wiley 
finished with 41 tackles. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: New Mexico's kicking game 
hurt the Lobos as three kickers combined to hit 
only five of 10 field goals. For a team that played 
three overtime games and lost two, that stat could 
have been the difference between another win or 
two. The punting game relied on a true freshman 
walk-on, but the Lobos were fortunate Tyler 
Gausput together a strong season by averaging 
40.5 yards a punt, including a key punt inside the 
10-yard line that led to a safety in the Lobos’ 15-8 
win over San Diego State.

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QUARTERBACKS: The Aztecs return one of the top 
quarterbacks in the West, one coach Tom Craft thinks 
can claim a place among the best in the nation. But 
first SDSU must come up with a running game to 
complement last year's prolific passing numbers. In 
11 games Hall threw for 3,253 yards, completing 60.2 
percent while averaging 295.7 per game with 17 
touchdowns and nine interceptions. Hall’s production 
can improve with better pass production. He was 
frequently forced to improvise on the run against a 
heavy pass rush. He proved durable until he missed 
the last two and a half games with a concussion. 
RUNNING BACKS: Frederick Collins had his 
moments after he joined the Aztecs last year as the 
nation’s No. 15-ranked high school running back. A 
hamstring and learning to pick up the blitz limited 
his playing time, but he carried 31 times for 106 
yards and a touchdown in a win over UNIV and 
moved the pile on a game-clinching touchdown 
against Wyoming, His average of 3.7 yards a carry isn’t 
impressive, but he wasn’t running through gaping 
holes. Collins will be joined by another prized 
recruit, Lynell Hamilton, who turned down Oregon 
and Michigan as the nation’s No. 7-ranked high 
school running back. Sophomore Michael Franklin 
is a stop-and-go back who can make big plays. 
RECEIVERS: SDSU relied heavily on seniors J.R. 
Tolver and Kassim Osgood, who set NCAA records 
for most catches (236) and yards (3,337). But 
now Hall must find a way to connect with a cast that 
has size but lacks experience. Robert Ortiz is the 
leading returning receiver, with 13 catches for 141 
yards and one touchdown. But he’s a role player, 
not a go-to guy. The dominant role must be filled by 
6-4 Devin Pitts, a USC transfer; 6-4 Wesley 
Williams, a junior college transfer who redshirted; 
and 6-2 Jeff Webb, who was promising in 2001 but 
ineligible in 2002. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The Aztecs lost their only 
dominant lineman in center Jonathan Ingram, a 
three-year starter. The line had trouble with drive 
blocking to open holes for the running game and it 
was confronted with relentless blitz packages. 
Tackle Brendan Darby (6-7, 290) is the only solid 
returning starter. Guard Gerld Sykes (6-3, 310) and 
tackle Damien Holman (6-3, 315) were plagued by 
injuries, while tackle Mike Kracalik (6-8, 330) had 
trouble blocking in space. Help needs to come 
from redshirt freshmen Nephi Penarosa (6-3, 285) 
and Patrick Justman (6-6, 295).

DEFENSIVE LINE: The biggest addition to the 2003 
lineup is not a recruit from the junior college or 
high school ranks. It’s the return for a sixth year of 
defensive end Ryan lata (6-5, 275), thanks to a rare 
medical redshirt granted by the NCAA. ata, who 
previously missed all of the 1999 season with a knee 
injury, was lost for the season in the third game last 
year. SDSU lacked a pass rush last year, but DE 
Brandan Rager came on strong at the end of last 
year. The defensive tackles are returning starter 
Brook Miller and sophomore Freddie McCutcheon, 
who played like a starter as a true freshman. 
LINEBACKERS: The Aztecs made up for many of 
their defense weaknesses with a quick group of 
linebackers. All three are returning starters, led by 
junior middle linebacker Kirk Morrison, a first- 
team all-conference pick. He has a nose for the 
ball who should only get better if the line does a 
better job of keeping blockers off him. Junior 
Stephen Larsen covers ground and receivers, while 
senior Beau Trickey has quickness but sometimes 
has trouble with running backs on pass patterns. 
Lee Martin and Brett Martin are true freshmen that 
could contribute immediately. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Expect the secondary to be 
the Aztecs’ most improved area on the football 
field. Senior cornerback Jeff Shoate earned second- 
team all-conference honors. Senior LaVance Ray 
and junior Hubert Caliste, who has NFL size, will 
compete for the other cornerback spot. The young 
but talented safeties will be pushed by redshirt 
freshman Reggie Grigsby, who was ineligible last 
year but could be a starter this season. The Aztecs 
like to rotate their defensive backs to keep them 
fresh, and they have the numbers to do it with 
junior Josh Dean, junior Marviel Underwood, 
sophomore Keith Ellison and sophomore Marcus 
Demps having all started at least one game. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: A team is always on shaky 
ground when depending on a junior college transfer 
and a true freshman to handle the kicking duties. 
That's exactly the position the Aztecs are in JC 
transfer place-kicker Clinton Ariel-Ryan and 
Moreno Valley Canyon Springs High punter/place- 
kicker Michael Hughes. Kyle Conerly returned a 
punt for a touchdown against UNLV and earned 
honorable mention all-conference, but there is no 
clear answer to improving the a kick return that 
consistently forced the offensive to start between the 
20- and 30-yard lines.

QUARTERBACKS: One thing new coach Urban 
Meyer, who ran spread offense at Bowling Green, 
won't be doing is switching styles in midseason. 
That's what injuries to the running game forced the 
Utes to do last year. It was the beginning of the end 
for coach Ron McBride’s 13th year. Quarterback 
Lance Rice was benched for the start of conference 
play for stronger-armed Brett Elliott. Elliott threw 
for 1,529 yards in eight games, but the move 
sparked the passing game too late. The Utes’ three 
wins were the final three of the year when they had 
already been elimiated from bow! contention. 
Elliott, a junior, has the edge over sophomore Alex 
Smith for the starting job. 

RUNNING BACKS: McBride always liked the 
power back, but the Utes weren't able to run 
it once Marty Johnson suffered a season- 
ending injury after gaining 405 yards in a 2-0 start. 
Meyer always had balanced offenses at Bowling 
Green, but he needs to re-tool the Utah backfield 
from a power back to a single back. His top 
returning backs are Brandon Warfield (6-0, 220) 
and blocking back Mike Austin (5-11, 225). 
Warfield was supposed to redshirt last year 
as a junior, but after Johnson’s injury he ended 
up leading the team in rushing with 919 yards 
and nine touchdowns. 

RECEIVERS: There will be more receiving duties 
and fewer blocking responsibilities for Utah’s tight 
end under Meyer. Matt Hansen is the returning 
starter, but he will share time with Ben Moa, his 
backup last year who is a better receiver. The wide- 
outs are one of the biggest holes for Meyer to fill in 
his new offense with losses to graduation. Larry 
Miles has sprinter’s speed but lacks experience. 
Other candidates are Travis LaTendresse and 
Paris Warren. Jerome Wright is a junior college 
transfer and Steve Savoy was a promising prospect 
until he suffered a knee injury that ended his 
season in August. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Even with the loss of 
All-American Jordan Gross, Meyer inherits some 
talent in the line with returning starters Thomas 
Herrion at tackle and Max Peterson at center. 
Peterson assumed the role last year after an injury 
pushed him up the depth chart. Sean Souza has 
eight games experience as a starter and will 
take over at tackle opposite Herrion. Junior Chris 
Kemoeatu (6-4, 320) will fill one guard spot.

Coming from the Midwest, Meyer will find a new 
talent pool of agile big guys since Utah has a long 
history of recruiting Samoan or Polynesian 
football players. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Meyer may be changing 
things up on offense, but he retained defensive 
coordinator Kyle Whittingham for his ninth year at 
the school. Whittingham’s defense’s start with the 
big guys up front, and the Utes have returning 
bookends at the defensive end spots. Jason 
Kaufusi returns as two-time All-Mountain West 
Conference pick. He is a quick, strong pass 
rusher who will be an All-American candidate 
this year as senior. The other returning starter is 
Josh Savage (6-4, 277). There is some bulk to 
handle the tackle spots in Sione Pouha (6-3, 303 
and Steve Fifita (6-0, 302). 

LINEBACKERS: The Utes officially consider 
themselves to be returning only one starter at 
linebacker, but two players gained valuable 
experience as starters at the same position. Zach 
Tune began the year as the starting middle 
linebacker, but Ray Holdcroft, who was supposed 
to use last year as a redshirt, was forced to finish 
the season as the starter when Tune was injured. 
Holdcroft will back up Tune, while the Utes 
groom two outside linebackers. Sophomore 
Spencer Toone and junor Corey Dudds are the 
leading candidates. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: The secondary was left with 
only one returning starter in senior strong safety 
Doug Revill instead of two since free safety 
Anwoine Sanders decided to declare for the NFL 
draft a year early. The Utes have replaced Sanders 
by converting Morgan Scalley from running 
back. Another switch is moving Anthony Parker 
from safety to one of the two open cornerback 
positions. Junior Bo Nagahi gained some 
experience as a part-time starting cornerback in 
2001 as a freshman. Other cornerbacks contend- 
ing for playing time are senior Shayne Scruggs and 
redshirt freshman Shaun Harper. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Meyer is one of those few 
head coaches who makes special teams a primary 
responsibility. Sophomore Bryan Borreson will 
try to regain the consistency he had early in the 
year that escaped him later in the season. The 
Utes brought in a strong junior college punter in 
Matt Kovacevich.

He’s one of those players who 
can be shedding a blocker in motion and moving 
to make the tackle in the next.

He's the only returning starter in 
the secondary, but he'll make others around him 
look better. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: UNLV returns punter Gary 
Cook for his junior season and place-kicker 
Dillon Pieffer for his senior year, The Rebels need 
improvement in their kicking game after Pieffer 
converted only 7-of-13 field goals, although he 
was 3-of-6 from beyond the 40-yard line with a 
long of 44. Cook averaged 38.3 yards a punt. He 
didn’t have any balls blocked last year.

QUARTERBACKS: A coach who likes to run a 
wide-open West Coast offense couldn't ask for a 
better quarterback to have in his first year stepping 
up to the Division I-A level than the one 
Glenn inherits with senior Casey Bramlett. The 
raw-boned Wyoming native was second in the 
conference last year in passing with 3,290 yards in 
12 games, despite the team’s losing record. 
Bramlett is an innovative player who often had to 
find ways to avoid the rush to complete big 
plays. He completed 59.7 percent (277-of-464) 
of his passes and tossed 24 touchdowns with 
18 interceptions. 

RUNNING BACKS: The running game was 
another story for the Cowboys. With Wyoming 
often forced to throw while playing catchup, 
senior Derek Armah was the leading rusher. 
He totaled only 596 yards on 124 carries, but 
he had a healthy average of 4.8 yards with six 
touchdowns. The backfield was limited when it 
came to the power game, with none of the top 
three backs weighing more than Bradshaw (316 
yards, two touchdowns) at 208 pounds, Leonard 
Jones also can be used catching the ball out of the 
backfield. He ran for 215 yards, with 15 receptions 
for 136 yards and one touchdown. 

RECEIVERS: Despite the cold climate, Wyoming 
has built a reputation over the last couple of 
decades for prolific receivers, That was supposed 
to be the case again last year, but Ryan McGuffey 
struggled with injuries. Sophomore Jovon 
Bouknight emerged as the leading receiver, 
finishing third in the conference with 63 balls for 
689 yards but only three touchdowns. McGuffey 
(35 catches, 417 yards) and Malcom Floyd (27 
catches, 427 yards) are senior returning starters. 
Florida transfer Marshall Schapp tops the wide- 
open competition at tight end. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Despite Bramlett’s elusiveness, 
he was sacked 60 times in 12 games. Putting 
together a stronger offensive line is a top priority 
for the new coaching staff. Two starters return in 
junior center Trenton Franz and junior guard 
Isaac Morales. The Cowboys lost two senior 
tackles, making sophomores Brandon Avery and 
Dan Fisher the leading candidates to fill those 
positions. In addition to a Florida transfer at 
tight end, the Cowboys have a Florida recruit

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contending in the offensive line. Mark Schwarz is 
a redshirt freshman who left the sunshine state to 
play for the school in the state where his mother 
grew up. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Wyoming has three home 
games in November, although the school prefers 
only one that month because of potential storms 
killing crowds. Athletic director Lee Moon 
protested the schedule to the conference office. 
Now might be the time devise a defense that can 
use the snow and wind to its advantage. Something 
has to help reduce last year’s average yields of 
36.0 points and 490.8 yards a game. Brandon 
Casavan is a returning starting tackle with size at 
6-5, 286. Two promising juniors moving up on the 
depth chart are Zach Morris (6-2, 265) and Jacob 
Bonde (6-3, 280). 

LINEBACKER: With the Cowboys switching to 
a 4-3 scheme, returning starting linebacker 
‘Tyler Gottschalk (6-4, 235) has shifted to middle 
linebacker for his senior year. Gottschalk played 
in a formation with two inside linebackers 
last year. Sophomore Matt Chase (6-1, 215) was 
promising in a backup role and should fill one 
of the outside linebacker roles. But there was 
little returning depth, so junior college transfer 
Randy Tschaner as brought in to hold down the 
other outside spot. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: One reason Wyoming's 
defense gave up so many yards was it came up 
with only nine interceptions despite team giving 
them plenty of chances by throwing continually. 
It’s a figure that must improve. Both of Wyoming's 
safeties return, but the Cowboys need to find two 
cornerbacks. Guy Tuell (6-1, 202) is a junior at 
strong safety and senior Jacque Finn (6-2, 196) 
can handle free safety. Finn started as a rover last 
year. Senior Nate Young played a backup role last 
year and will be counted on again. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: No team had worse luck with 
their place-kicker than the Cowboys. The team 
attempted only eight field goals, making just four. 
Scott Parker is back as a sophomore, but he 
wasn’t able to fill the role when J.D. Wallum was 
injured making a tackle in the season opener.

QUARTERBACK: At his current rate, junior Timmy 
Chang will break Ty Detmer’s NCAA career passing 
record (15,031 yards) sometime next fall. Chang 
enters his junior year with 8,615 yards and 50 TDs. 
Smart and accurate, the Hawaii native is perfectly 
suited to execute head coach June Jones’ run-and- 
shoot offense. The 6-2, 191-pounder proved his 
toughness last year by playing through injuries, 
including a broken thumb. Now he must prove he 
can remain injury free. Considering Chang led the 
nation in attempts (624), head coach June Jones 
can live with the 22 interceptions. Senior Jason 
Whieldon and sophomore Jeffrey Rhode battled in 
spring for the No. 2 job. 

RUNNING BACKS: Few teams rely less on the running 
game than Hawaii, which predominantly lines up four 
WRs and one RB. Because opponents focus on stopping 
the pass, the Warriors have most of their success on 
draws. Senior John West (451 yds, four TDs) and junior 
Mike Bass (205 yards) were two-thirds of Hawaii's 
three-headed rushing attack last season; both averaged 
more than 7.5 yards per carry. The Warriors will miss 
Thero Mitchell, who excelled in goal-line and short- 
yardage situations. Perhaps 223-pound sophomore 
Corey Donahue can fill the bill. 

RECEIVERS: If you're going to pass 70% of the time, as 
Hawaii did last year you'd better have quality receivers. 
Returning five players who caught at least 30 passes a 
year ago, plus a couple intriguing newcomers, the 
Warriors appear well fortified. Sophomore Britton 
Komine was a pleasant freshman surprise last season, 
finishing with 58 receptions for 886 yards and ten TDs. 
Also returning are three players in the 46-49 range: 
senior Jeremiah Cockheran, junior Chad Owens and 
sophomore Nate Ilaoa. Look for Owens, a big-play return 
man on special teams, to improve upon his 11.7-yard 
per catch average. Hawaii listed junior Kanale George 
and senior Clifton Herbert as starters going into the 
spring. Neither caught a pass for the Warriors in 2002. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: While Jones began the offseason 
knowing he'd lose RG Vince Manuwai and C Lui Fuata to 
graduation, no one expected LT Wayne Hunter to turn 
pro after his junior year. As a result, the Warriors must 
replace three-fifths of what many considered the best line 
in school history. At least the other two spots appear 
solid. Junior Uriah Moenoa (6-3, 327) and senior 
Shayne Kajioka (6-3, 308) made at least 13 starts apiece 
last season. Line coach Matt Cavanaugh moved 
Moenoa to RG, allowing freshman Dane Uperesa (6-4, 
305) and senior Ryan Santos (6-5, 320) to compete at

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IT. Sophomore Derek Faavi (6-0, 266) got some 
experience at center last season. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: In a word, wow. The Warriors 
return two of the WAC’s better edge rushers in senior 
Houston Ala (6-1, 250) and senior Travis LaBoy (6-4, 
249), plus senior Isaac Sopoaga (6-3, 315), a season- 
team all-conference pick at defensive tackle. LaBoy 
finished with seven sacks and 17 TFLs last season, 
while Ala had six sacks and 13 TFLs. They should be 
murder on opposing tackles, though LaBoy missed 
spring practice with an injury. Overshadowed by the 
humungous Sopoaga is senior DT Lance Samuseva 
(5-11, 290), voted the team’s most inspirational 
player. Not a bad quartet. Senior Lui Fuga (6-1, 301) 
provides extra size in the middle. 

LINEBACKERS: No area did graduation hit harder. 
Hawaii lost all-conference picks Chris Brown and Pisa 
Tinoisamoa, plus the dependable Matt Wright. While 
the Warriors sound confident about the new crew, there 
are sure to be anxious moments early. Senior Keani 
Alapa has the most experience of the returning group, 
compiling 39 tackles and four sacks in 2002. Senior 
MLB Chad Kalilimoku, who played behind Brown last 
season, will get the chance to show what he can do after 
transferring from Santa Ana College. Sophomore Ikaika 
Curnan (5-11, 210) and junior Kilinahe Noa (6-0, 213) 
are competing to replace Tinoisamoa on the weak side. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: Returning all four starters, 
including two-time all-conference pick Kelvin 
Millhouse, Hawaii has all the makings of a top-flight 
secondary. Millhouse had a team-high 16 passes 
defended last season to go with four interceptions. 
Listed at 6-1 and 205 pounds, he has the size to match 
up with tall receivers. Junior Abraham Elimimian, 
second to Millhouse in most categories, is the other 
starting corner. There’s no drop off at strong safety, 
where senior Hyrum Peters resides. Peters earned first- 
team all-WAC honors after amassing 77 tackles and four 
sacks. Senior David Gilmore and sophomore Leonard 
Peters return to patrol free safety. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Junior Justin Ayat possesses one of 
the strongest legs around but can sometimes struggle 
with accuracy. The Oahu native made a combined 34 of 
52 FGs the last two seasons while converting 109 of 112 
PATs. Two freshmen, including one who joins the team 
in the fall, will compete for the punting job vacated by 
all-WAC pick Mat McBriar. If he stays healthy, Owens 
ranks among the nation’s most dangerous return men 
on both punts and kickoffs. He led the team in both 
categories despite a knee injury.

QUARTERBACK: So much for best-laid plans. Jeff 
Grady was all set to be David Carr’s successor, that is 
until he suffered a hip injury in the season opener at 
Wisconsin and another hip injury three games later 
against Oregon State. With Grady hobbled, Paul 
Pinegar took the opportunity and ran with it. By 
midseason, Grady was on the bench and Pinegar on his 
way to the WAC’s freshman of the year award. Strong- 
armed, accurate and poised, Pinegar threw for 2,929 
yards, 20 TDs and ten ints. Look for the sophomore to 
improve upon his 57.1% completion rate. Grady 
returns as the backup. 

RUNNING BACKS: Stating that Rodney Davis was a 
surprise last season would be putting it mildly. A JC 
transfer, Davis joined the team three weeks before the 
season opener and needed time to learn the offense. 
After making his first start in week 3, Davis went on to 
rush for a school-record 1,658 yards, including 153 
and two TDs in the bowl. Not huge (5-8, 210) but 
stocky and shifty, Davis showed improved quickness 
and breakaway speed in the spring. Backup Bryson 
Sumlin sat out with a shoulder injury but should be 
ready by August. Converted linebacker Jamal Jones 
looks like a keeper at fullback. 

RECEIVERS: Uh, can you say loaded? Probable NEL 
first-rounder Bernard Berrian appeared 100% in the 
spring after missing practically the entire 2002 season 
with a knee injury, which did not require surgery. 
Berrian had 1,270 receiving yards and 13 TDs in 2001. 
Joining him are 2002 all-WAC pick Marque Davis (64 
recs, 956 yds, seven TDs), Rodney's older brother, 
reliable veteran Deandre Gilbert and up-and-comers 
Jermaine Jamison, Adam Jennings and Joe Fernandez. 
Jamison has the best pro potential. Fresno State is just 
as stocked at tight end with Duncan Reid, Alec Greco 
and blue-collar type Stephen Spach. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Four regulars are gone, including 
multi-year starters Rodney Michael and Joe Schey. Still, 
coaches believe there is enough young talent to fill in 
the gaps. The transformation began last season when 
Dartagnon Shack (6-2, 309) asserted himself at right 
guard, and Matt Stevenson (6-7, 285) played well as a 
utility guy. Stevenson takes over at right tackle. LT 
Logan Mankins (6-4, 305) enters his third season as 
the starter. He and Stevenson nursed injuries in the 
spring. Redshirt freshman Kyle Young (6-5, 320) 
appears to be the starting center, while Sean Finnerty 
(6-3, 289) took most of the snaps at left guard. James 
Martin and Kawika Edwards are the primary backups. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: The loss of two all-conference

players leaves Fresno State with some question marks. 
DE Claude Sanders (6-3, 230) and DT Del Hawkins 
(6-0, 261) are the two returning starters, but they'll 
have plenty of help. A JUCO All-American at nearby 
Reedley College, the nation’s No. 1 JUCO team, NG 
Donyell Booker (6-2, 305) enrolled as a midyear 
transfer and performed like a starter in the spring. 
Also coming on strong is sophomore Garrett McIntyre, 
who can play both tackle and end. McIntyre had 
six sacks in spot duty last year. If he can stay healthy, 
Brian Morris (6-2, 250) will also contribute, as will 
sophomore Louis Leonard (6-5, 310). 
LINEBACKERS: Literally a cast of thousands. 
Defensive coordinator Dan Brown has the depth and 
talent to liberally substitute, and by all indications will 
do just that. Three-year starter Mare Dailey is a solid 
contributor in the middle but heads to the bench on 
passing downs. On the weakside, Bryce McGill returns 
after making a successful transition from safety. McGill 
excels on blitzes, as evidenced by his 4.5 sacks and 
10.5 TELs. David Adamo and Todd Garcia are the 
incumbents on the strong side, but neither the 
long-term potential of redshirt freshman Ricky Miller. 
Others to watch include sophomores Kyle Goodman 
and Manuel Sanchez. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Since 2000, Fresno State has 
produced three all-conference defensive backs—all 
of them safeties. S$ James Sanders should become No, 
4 after racking up 86 tackles and a team-high nine 
pass breakups as a redshirt freshman. Sanders played 
so well early, coaches switched McGill to linebacker. 
Four cornerbacks took the majority of the snaps 
in spring, with sophomores Awan Diles and Raymond 
Washington emerging as the starters. One may 
eventually give way to junior Kendall Edwards, whose 
surgically repaired knee should be 100% by summer 
practice. Sophomore Tyrone Culver is the early leader 
at free safety. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: No area has head coach Pat Hill 
more concerned. After three years’ stability, Fresno 
State must break in a new kicker, punter, holder and 
long snapper. While redshirt freshman Mike Lingua 
punted well enough in the spring to inspire confidence, 
junior Brett Visintainer did not. Visintainer showed a 
strong leg while kicking off in 1999-2000 but needs 
work on consistency. Incoming freshman Clint Stitser 
will provide competition. With Berrian, Marque Davis 
and Jennings back in the fold, the Bulldogs will be 
lethal on punt and kickoff returns. Berrian has three 
career return touchdowns.

QUARTERBACK: Say this about senior Ryan 
Dinwiddie: The guy is as resilient as he is talented. Six 
weeks after breaking his ankle against Arkansas, 
Dinwiddie returned to contribute to a 67-21 thrashing 
of Fresno State. The 6-1, 189-pounder went on to 
post eye-popping numbers: 65.4% completions, 
2,283 yards, 20 TDs and three interceptions. Not to 
mention a quarterback rating of 188.18 that would've 
shattered the NCAA record had he played in enough 
games to qualify. Dinwiddie got the entire offseason to 
rehab his ankle. Head coach Dan Hawkins suspended 
his quarterback from spring practice for violating 
team rules. Junior Mike Sanford and redshirt fresh- 
men Legedu Naanee and Jared Zabransky split the 
reps in Dinwiddie's absence. 

RUNNING BACKS: We hope senior David Mikell has 
size 15 feet. Because no player in the conference has 
bigger shoes to fill. Boise State is counting on Mikell to 
replace WAC offensive player of the year Brock Forsey, 
who rushed for 1,611 yards and scored 32 TDs, 
second-most in Division I-A history. If he can stay 
healthy for the entire season, Mikell might be up to the 
task. The 5-10, 191-pounder rushed for 606 yards and 
eight TDs last season despite being hampered by ankle 
and knee injuries. Junior Donny Heck will battle for 
playing time at tailback. If the situation calls for a 
fullback, senior Greg Swenson gets first crack. 
RECEIVERS: No area on the team needs so complete 
a makeover. The Broncos lost leading receivers Billy 
Wingfield and Lou Fanucchi, plus the always- 
dangerous (and unpredictable) Jay Swillie. Hawkins 
basically started from scratch in the spring. Senior 
Tim Gilligan, who had 23 catches a year ago, is 
penciled in as one starter. Hawkins expects senior 
Jerry Smith, a career backup until now, to be a 
pleasant surprise. Other prospects include redshirt 
freshmen Drisan James, Jovan Hutchinson and 
Quinton Jones, plus incoming recruits Brett Ralph 
and Mark Onibokun. Because the Broncos like to use 
multiple receivers, depth is essential. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: Sophomore Darryn Colledge 
(6-5, 288) must've felt like a grizzled veteran. With 
center Scott Huff and guards Rob Vian and Matt 
Navest having graduated, senior Jason Turner sitting 
out a suspension and junior Rusty Colburn recovering 
from a knee injury, Colledge was the only 2002 
regular to participate in spring practice. The Broncos 
will miss Huff and Vian; both made first team all- 
conference. Veteran backups looking to step up 
include senior Mike Macleod (6-2, 266), senior

Tyrone Tutogi (6-1, 276) and junior Michael Ansel 
(6-3, 285). A promising group of redshirt freshmen 
could also contribute. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: The Broncos didn’t dominate 
opponents up front last season, but they were plenty 
tough. Without Bobby Hammer and Tony Altieri, this 
group drops a notch. Senior Paul Allen (6-2, 291) 
got better as the season wore on; he'll start at one 
tackle. Senior Dane Oldam (6-3, 265) is penciled in 
at the other spot, provided he returns healthy from a 
knee injury. Even though he didn't record a sack in 
2002, junior Julius Roberts (6-5, 239) returns as a 
starter at defensive end. Much is expected from 
sophomore Jason Wardlow (6-3, 235), a transfer 
from USC who registered last season. 
LINEBACKERS: If there was a better sophomore in 
the WAC last season than Andy Avalos, let him show 
himself. In his first season as a starter, the 5-10, 
223-pounder registered a team-high 107 tackles and 
three sacks on the outside. Senior Travis Burgher 
returns opposite Avalos but was suspended for 
spring practice for violating team rules. That left the 
door ajar for redshirt freshman Jared Hunter. The 
most interesting battle will be at middle linebacker, 
where juniors Clint Furr and Chris Barrios vie to 
replace all-conference honoree Chauncey Ako. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: Even though all-world safety 
Quintin Mikell no longer wears blue and orange, 
Boise State should still field one of the WAC’s top 
secondaries, Junior Gabe Franklin and senior Julius 
Brown can hold their own with any pair of corners in 
the league. Franklin ranked fifth in the nation with 
eight interceptions last season, including one in five 
straight conference games. He also led the WAC with 
17 passes defended. With senior Wes Nurse returning 
at free safety, all eyes will be focused on whether 
junior Chris Carr can replace Mikell. A bit light (180 
pounds) for a strong safety, Carr is nonetheless 
regarded as a fierce hitter. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: With David Mikell and Gilligan, 
the Broncos have the return game covered. Mikel 
owns a career 27.4-yard average on kickoffs. Gilligan 
averaged 14.0 yards on punts en route to all-WAC 
honorable mention honors. Junior Tyler Jones 
handled kickoffs the last two seasons and filled in for 
Nick Calaycay on placements when Calaycay was 
injured. Jones made 3 of 8 FGs in 2002, including a 
long of 52 yards. Sophomores Sean Steichen and 
Jesse Warner will battle for the punting job. Steichen 
is coming off a foot injury.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACK: Only one thing separates Nevada 
entering 2003 as a WAC frontrunner: no quarterback. 
Say goodbye to Zack Threadgill (3,418 yards, 26 TDs), 
leaving junior Andy Heiser, sophomore Jeff Rowe and 
redshirt freshman Travis Moore to fight it out in spring 
practice. There was no clear-cut winner. Even though 
he hasn't attempted a pass in two seasons, Heisler has 
the most experience in the offense. Rowe has the best 
size (6-5, 195), strongest arm and attempted 
26 throws in 2002 as Threadgill’s backup. Moore, 
meanwhile, earned an award for his work with the 
scout team. Should be an interesting battle in the fall. 
RUNNING BACKS: When Chance Kretschmer suffered 
a season-ending knee injury in week 2 against BYU, 
everyone thought Nevada's running game would go 
with it. Well, surprise, surprise. Up stepped Matt 
Milton, who rushed for 1,108 yards and 7 TDs as a 
redshirt freshman. With Kretschmer sidelined for 
spring drills, Milton returns as the established starter. 
Also back is sophomore B,J. Mitchell, who rushed for 
232 yards as a true freshman, starting the season 
finale against Boise State when Milton got hurt. 
The Wolf Pack are primarily a one-hack offense. 
If Kreschmer returns healthy, Nevada will be loaded. 
RECEIVERS: Nate Burleson’s 2002 numbers were so 
gaudy they deserve another look: 138 catches, 1,629 
yards, 12 TDs. Now say goodbye. While Nevada 
has no single receiver capable of replacing those 
numbers, there are several capable of splitting the 
load. Senior Tim Fleming finished second on the team 
with 39 catches and seems best suited to taking over 
at slot receiver. Sophomore Nichiren Flowers finished 
with 33 catches for 450 yards and 3 TDs, proving 
himself a dangerous downfield threat. Adding depth 
are seniors Maurice Mann and Buddy Lewis, who was 
impressive in winter conditioning. And look out for 
JC transfer Willie Johnson, an All-American at Fresno 
City College. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: This group, comprised of four 
returning starters and one from 2001 who missed 
last season with an injury, could emerge as the WAC’s 
standard bearer. Junior left tackle Harvey Dahl (6-5, 
280) is the primary run blocker, paving the way for 
consecutive 1,000-yard rushers. Next to him is junior 
John Tennert (6-3, 303), a two-year starter coming 
back from a knee injury. Senior right guard Isaiah 
Ross (6-3, 305) started 12 games last season after 
switching from defense. With senior Alan Parker 
(6-5, 310), sophomore Adam Kiefer (6-5, 280) got 
most of the spring snaps at right tackle. Senior Steve 
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Church started five games at center last season when 
injuries forced a line shuffle. 

DEFENSIVE LINE: Another area of strength Nevada 
returns one of the league's top pass rushers and a 
pretty good 1-2 combo inside. Senior Jorge Cordova 
(6-2, 240) led the WAC with 9 sacks in 2002 to go with 
a team-leading 14 TFLs. Not bad for a converted 
linebacker. Junior Chris Barry (6-3, 284) and senior 
Derek Kennard Jr. (6-1, 267) anchor the middle, Both 
were productive in eight starts apiece last season. 
Sophomore J.J. Milan (6-5, 225) is the likely starter 
opposite Cordova after being named the team’s 
newcomer of the year as a freshman. Sophomore 
Craig Bailey (6-4, 230) will also get a look at end. 
LINEBACKERS: Looking for chinks in the armor? 
Well, you won't find them here. Nevada returns all of 
its linebackers from a year ago, plus a former starter 
coming back from a knee injury. Senior Carl 
LaGrone, one of the team’s most improved players, 
returns to the outside after starting 15 games the 
past two years at various positions. Back at inside 
linebacker is sophomore Logan Carter, whose 62 
tackles and 8 TFLs helped him become a freshman 
All-American. While senior middle linebacker Darryl 
Towns nursing an injury, senior Shaun Tagatauli 
served as a spring fill-in. Towns is expected to return 
100% in the fall. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Like elsewhere, just about 
everyone returns, But unlike defensive line and 
linebacker, that isn’t necessarily good news. Nevada 
finished 92nd in the country last season in pass 
defense. Senior Ronnie Hardiman will be the starter 
at rover after switching from free safety late last 
season. Hardiman could be a standout if his asthma 
is kept under control. Junior Marlon McLaughlin had 
a team-leading seven pass breakups a year ago and 
should fill one cornerback spot. Sophomore Chris 
Handy and junior Leondre Lewis will vie for the 
other, Junior Keone Kauo returns at free safety 
afler registering a team-leading 85 tackles and 
four interceptions. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Once again, Nevada looks to be 
pretty solid. Senior Derek Jones returns for his fourth 
season as the starting punter. After averaging 40.9 
yards a year ago, he looks to crack the all-WAC squad. 
Following an sensational freshman campaign, kicker 
Damon Fine slipped a bit as a sophomore (10 of 17 
on FGs), He's due for a bounce-back season. Besides 
Hardiman, who averaged 23.2 yards on kickoffs, the 
return game is nothing to get excited about. 


OFFENSIVE 
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QUARTERBACK: No question looms larger around 
the hardwood forests of Ruston, La. Can Luke McCown 
bounce back? McCown didn’t live up to his own lofty 
standards in 2002, throwing as many interceptions 
(19) as he did TDs (19). After lighting up Oklahoma 
State in the season opener, McCown’s season declined 
steadily. Part of the reason was unfamiliarity with his 
receivers, which should no longer pose a problem. 
McCown enters the season with 9,420 career passing 
yards, more than any QB in the nation, The 6-4, 
200-pounder has everything NFL scouts look for: size, 
arm strength, quick release, and running ability. 
RUNNING BACKS: Led by workhorse Joe Smith, the 
Bulldogs enjoyed their best running game in a decade 
last season. What direction it goes now is anyone's 
guess, Senior Ralph Davis and sophomore Ryan Moats 
appear to be the leading candidates in head coach Jack 
Bicknell’s one-back offense. Davis is powerfully built at 
6-0 and 218 pounds but missed the first half of spring 
practice with a knee injury. He did return strong. More 
lightly built at 5-8 and 200 pounds, Moats displayed 
great quickness and instincts during the spring. La 
Tech does not use a fullback. 

RECEIVERS: In the Bulldogs’ pass-happy offense, no 
position has greater importance...or numbers. La Tech 
lines up four wide receivers on almost every down. 
Although this group struggled to establish a rapport 
with McCown, one year together should do wonders. 
Seniors D.J. Curry and Chris Norwood are the most 
productive returners. Norwood, a JC transfer, caught 
61 passes for 748 yards and four TDs last season. 
Curry had 57 receptions for 730 yards and three TDs. 
Also back is senior Erick Franklin, entering his third 
season as a starter. Franklin caught 28 passes last 
season. Coaches expect junior Tramissian Davis to step 
into a starting role. If he falters, look out for redshirt 
freshman Jason Thomas. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: No area is causing Bicknell more 
lost sleep. The Bulldogs lost their three-year starting 
center (Shawn Murff) and two experienced tackles

The news got even worse in spring when sophomore 
Marcus Stewart (6-3, 281), Murff's projected 
replacement, broke his leg during a scrimmage. 
Bicknell is hopeful Stewart will be back by the fall. 
Sophomore Aaron Lips (6-5, 270) played center in 
Stewart's absence during the spring but should return 
to left guard. Senior Michael Gilmore (6-5, 310) has 
settled at right tackle after starting at three positions 
during his career. 
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DEFENSIVE LINE: While the right side returns intact, 
the left side of La Tech’s d-line needs rebuilding. Senior 
end Booker T. Washington (6-3, 257) and junior 
tackle Chris Van Hoy (6-4, 293) both need to step up 
their production. Senior Jemelle Cage (6-1, 280) will 
see action behind Van Hoy. At right tackle, senior 
Lacorey Street (6-7, 340) is practically a human road- 
block. Street had 18 tackles in limited duty last season. 
Junior Travon Brown (6-2, 242) and sophomore 
Mogqut Ruffins (6-5, 255) will duke it out at right 
tackle. Brown had 4.5 TELs and one sack last year. 
LINEBACKERS: Yikes. With 2002 starters Curtis 
Randall, Adam McConathy and Chris Marshall out of 
eligibility, the Bulldogs went into spring practice 
needing quick answers. Bicknell is confident he found 
some. Senior Antonio Crow has seven career starts, 
making him the most experienced returner. He'll start 
on the strong side. Junior John Nash, injured most of 
last season, had the best spring of anyone in the 
middle. He'll get pushed in the fall by incoming JC 
transfer’). Jackson, an all-Mississippi pick. Things are 
just as competitive on the weak side between senior 
Jonte Price and sophomore Jeremy Hamilton. Price 
has more experience, but Hamilton recorded 41 
tackles last season and appears the long-term solution. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: How much La Tech improves 
depends on development. Senior Corey Brazil started 
all 12 games a year ago, ranking first on the team with 
12 pass breakups and second with 93 tackles. Kevin 
Brown, Jerron Wishom and Robert Burrell will battle 
for the other cornerback spot. None are truly battle 
tested. Senior Michael Johnson returns at free safety 
after a rocky 2002. He got picked on last year. Four 
players are vying for playing time at strong safety, 
Junior Lee Johnson (83 tackles) and senior Gavin 
Cato (51 tackles) have the most experience, though 
the experience was miserable for both. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: La Tech features a potential Lou 
Groza Award candidate in senior Josh Scobee. In three 
seasons, Scobee has connected on 45 of 61 field goals 
(74%) and 111 of 122 PATs, giving him 249 career 
points, He is within reach of the school’s all-time scoring 
record. Nearly half of Scobee’s kickoffs (32 of 68) 
were downed for touchbacks last season. Senior 
Dustin Upton returns for his fourth season at punter 
after averaging 37.6 yards in 2002. The Bulldogs are 
just as experienced in the return game. Franklin set 
school records last season with 40 kickoff returns for 
887 yards. Brazil is fast and elusive on punt returns. He 
averaged 7.7 yards, including a 77 yarder against Rice.

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QUARTERBACK: No sugar-coating here: SMU’s quarter- 
back play was horrible during an 0-7 start. Midway 
though a loss to Fresno State, head coach Phil Bennett had 
seen enough, benching Tate Wallis in favor of Richard 
Bartel. The results were felt the next week as the Mustangs 
ambushed LA Tech 37-34 and finished 3-2 in their last 
five games. Bartel was the biggest reason why, finishing 
with 1,078 yards and eight TDs while completing 60.1% 
of his passes. The sophomore suffered a separated 
shoulder in the finale against Tulsa but returned for 
spring drills. Even better, Bartel focused on football 
after spending previous summers playing baseball. 
RUNNING BACKS: After a back injury limited the 
effectiveness of ShanDerrick Charles, the Mustangs 
turned to Kelyon Kincade. A school-record 327 carries 
later, Kincade had 1,279 yards, seventh in school history, 
seven TDs and was on his way to all-WAC honors. 
Durability and toughness are Kincade’s best traits; he’s 
not particularly explosive. Bennett wants to divide the 
workload this year. Look for Charles to get more carries 
if his back is sound, along with redshirt freshman 
Johnnie Fitzgerald, a 6-2, 213-pounder. Freshman 
Richuel Massey, who spurned more-established pro- 
grams to sign with SMU, also has Mustangs fans excited. 
RECEIVERS: Last year's curse may be this year's 
blessing. Senior Chris Cunningham didn’t make it to 
the starting line in 2002, suffering a broken left foot in 
training camp. Cunningham led SMU with 45 catches, 
516 yards and seven TDs in 2001 and was a welcome 
sight in spring. Sophomore Daniel Francis should be 
Bartel’s No. 2 target, while junior Trey Griffin caught 
-13 passes in the final four games. To bolster numbers, 
juniors Wesley Medlock and Matt Rushbrook moved 
from the secondary, At tight end, Ryan Kennedy (6-5, 
261) looks like the heir apparent to John Hampton, 
though Trent Hrncir may play more this year. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: With four starters returning, 
including all-conference center Steve Reindl, SMU 
should have little trouble protecting Bartel and 
opening holes for Kincade. Besides the steady Reindl 
(6-3, 285), a starter in 18 consecutive games, the 
Mustangs also welcome back senior Sterling Harris 
(6-6, 310) at right tackle, junior Townsend Hargis (6-4, 
300) at right guard and sophomore Brad Kieschnick 
(6-3, 290) at left guard. Despite facing mostly eight-man 
fronts, SMU still averaged 182.2 rushing yards per game 
last season. The left tackle job is up for grabs as junior 
Eric Neal (6-4, 295) and redshirt freshman Martin 
Guidry (6-4, 275) split time in the spring. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Tough on the outside but soft in the 
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interior. With 5.5 TFs and 2.5 sacks, junior Melvin 
Williams (6-2, 245) is a serviceable defensive end. On 
the other side, sophomore Don Ieremia-Stansbury (6-2, 
240) gives the appearance of an emerging star. Ieremia- 
Stansbury blossomed when moved to starter’s role and 
finished with a team-leading 4.0 sacks, Junior Allan 
Adami (6-4, 265) is productive but undersized at 
defensive tackle. Although he won't have Lute Croy 
beside him, Adami can equal or surpass last year’s 
numbers (67 tackles, 11 TFIs) if he bulks up. Redshirt 
freshman Randy Denman and sophomore Marcus 
Walker manned the other inside spot in the spring. 
LINEBACKER: Despite the loss of three-time all-WAC 
selection Vic Viloria, the Mustangs aren’t hanging their 
heads, While Viloria was the unquestioned heart and 
soul of the defense, senior Brian Bischoff started 28 
games practically unnoticed. No longer. The Mustangs 
need Bischoff to be more active in the backfield, where 
he finished with 3.5 sacks and 10.5 TELs. Senior D.D. 
Johnson starts opposite Bischoff on the weakside after 
recording 50 tackles in last year’s final six games. 
Another D.D. - junior D.D. Lee - is the leading candidate 
to replace Viloria in the middle. Senior Jarrian James, 
a 16-game starter during his career, is the primary 
backup at both outside positions. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: No Mustang has more to prove 
than cornerback Jonas Rutledge. An all-WAC pick as a 
sophomore, Rutledge struggled to adjust to Bennett's 
high-pressure defense and slumped badly as a junior. 
Most appalling were the number of big plays 
surrendered by the SMU secondary. Look for 
Rutledge, with another year in the system, to return to 
his old form. Senior Ruben Moodley, who moves over 
from free safety, will battle sophomore Rolando 
Humphrey for the other cornerback spot. Junior Rico 
Harris the incumbent at strong safety after starting 
nine games a year ago, while free safety is a toss-up 
between sophomores Jamey Harper and Alvin 
Nnabuife. Nnabuife started last year’s opener but 
missed the final ten games with a pectoral infection. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: If Cunningham can replace the 
graduated Cody Cardwell on punt returns, SMU could 
rank alongside Fresno State in that department. 
Cunningham returned punts for three years before his 
injury. Meanwhile, Rutledge averaged 23.7 yards on 
kickoffs, including seven of 50 yards or longer. 
Sophomore punter Ryan Mentzel (38.2 yards) returns, 
as does sophomore kicker Chris McMurtray. Because 
McMurtay struggled on placements, he must fend off 
incoming freshman Ryan Wolcott in the fall.

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QUARTERBACK: Last fall, senior Scott Rislov came out 
of nowhere (OK, South Dakota) to lead the Spartans to a 
surprising 6-7 record, falling one victory short of a bowl 
berth. After winning the starting job in training camp, 
Rislov solidified his status in game 4 by engineering a 
38-35 upset at Illinois. The following week, San Jose 
State hammered UTEP 58-24. The 6-2, 214-pounder 
completed 61.2% of his passes for 3,251 yards, 22 TDs 
and 14 interceptions, setting school records for comple- 
tions (275), attempts (449) and total offense (3,264 
yards). Senior Beau Pierce holds the inside track to the 
No. 2 job over redshirt freshmen Demonte Johnson. 
RUNNING BACKS: Listed at 5-5 and 143 pounds, 
junior Lamar Ferguson may be the smallest starting 
tailback in Division I-A football. He’s also one of the 
toughest. Not only was Ferguson the Spartans’ leading 
rusher in 2002 (634 yards, eight TDs), but also their 
best blocker—that is, until a knee injury prematurely 
ended his season. Ferguson did not take part in spring 
drills, handing the ball to junior Lance Martin and 
senior DeMarcus Ingram. Both rushed for more than 
200 yards last season. Head coach Fitz Hill has high 
hopes for JUCO transfer Tyson Thompson, who arrives in 
the fall. Junior Ezekie Staples is the incumbent at fullback. 
WIDE RECEIVERS: Three of last year's top four 
return, giving Rislov plenty of weapons in his arsenal. 
Senior Jamall Broussard caught a team-high 62 passes 
last season for 681 yards and five TDs. He's the 
steadiest of the group. Senior Kendrick Starling, a 
former Marshall signee, has the most ability. The 6-2, 
195-pounder came on strong after sitting out the 2001 
season for academic reasons. Senior Tuati Wooten, a 
two-year starter, completes the trio. Even though he 
didn’t catch a pass last season, Hill likes sophomore 
Rufus Skillern’s big-play ability. Senior Courtney 
Anderson, a 6-7, 266-pound beast, gets the first crack 
at tight end, 

OFFENSIVE LINE: San Jose State lists four returning 
starters, but that number could shrink to three unless 
center LaMons Walker (6-3, 270) earns his degree and 
gains a fourth season of eligibility. The best lineman of 
the group, senior guard Joseph Hayes (6-5, 310), brings 
a nasty attitude along with above average athleticism. 
Senior Jeff Gordon (6-5, 287) played almost every down 
last season at left tackle alongside Hayes. Senior Justin 
Arrington (6-1, 300) is the incumbent at right guard. 
With standout Tim Provost graduated, there is an opening 
at right tackle. With an eye toward the future, Hill's 2003 
recruiting class included eight offensive linemen. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: By Division I-A standards, the 
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SAN JOSE STATE [Jy 


Spartans are small up front. It's lite wonder 
opponents averaged 192.9 rushing yards per game. 
San Jose State's best defensive lineman is actually a 
converted inside linebacker. Senior Phillip Perry (6-2, 
254) proved a quick study, leading the team with 
seven sacks, 14.5 TFLs and seven forced fumbles. 
Junior Tony Ficklin (6-1, 230) and JC transfer Michael 
Hodges will compete for the other end spot. Senior 
Steve Nash (6-3, 256) and sophomore Kinji Green 
(6-2, 263) started more than seven games each last 
season at tackle. If junior Eddie Brown (6-3, 295) 
fails to develop, it is hoped former walk-on Josh Smith 
or sophomore Larnell Ransom can contribute. 
LINEBACKERS: Despite the loss of leading tackler 
and emotional leader Luke LaHerran, there is enough 
leftover talent to prevent a complete collapse. Seniors 
Paul Okumu (6-0, 234) and Onyeka Ossai (6-1, 217) 
started the majority of San Jose State's games last 
season. Look for Okumu to replace LaHerran in the 
middle, with Ossai operating on the weak side. Both 
need to increase their production over previous years. 
Senior Michael Smith and junior Mike Liranzo also 
have experience. New faces include Jamonte Cox, a 
special teams standout, and former RB Oscar Rigg. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: You're now entering the twilight 
zone, San Jose State ranked 115th in the nation last 
season in pass defense, surrendering an average of 
300.5 yards per game. That's not good. Hill practically 
had to install a turnstile to keep track of his corner- 
backs, an arrangement that will continue into the fall. 
With senior Melvin Cook moved to safety, that left 
senior Quincy Washington, sophomore Trestin George, 
sophomore Malcolm Thompson and JC transfer 
Jerrell Hardy to fight it out in the spring. Cal transfer 
Ray Carmel and highly recruited freshman Roy Lewis 
join up in August. The situation is more stable at safety, 
where senior Gerald Jones, an all-conference 
honoree, and junior Josh Powell return. Jones’ eight 
interceptions last season ranked third nationally. 
SPECIAL TEAMS: Once again, senior Bryce Partridge 
is battling a Carr for the punting job. Only this time, 
Partridge’s competition isn’t Michael Carr, who graduated 
in 2002, but his younger brother Jeff, a junior walk-on. 
With Nick Gilliam gone, incoming freshman Jeff Ferrier 
becomes the only scholarship placekicker. Ferrier is 
expected to start right away after converting 7 of 9 FGs 
(long 53) and 45 of 49 PATs last season for Mission 
Viejo HS. The Spartans also lost one of the nation’s 
finest return specialists in Charles Pauley. Look for 
Starling to replace Pauley on kickoffs.

QUARTERBACKS: Even though first-year coach 
Steve Kragthorpe publicly declared every position up 
for grabs, it’s difficult to imagine junior Tyler Gooch 
losing his job following 18 career starts. Though not 
particularly big (5-11, 190), Gooch completed 
54.6% of his passes last season for 2,100 yards, 17 
TDs and eight ints. An excellent athlete with quick 
feet, Gooch also rushed for 493 net yards. If Gooch 
doesn’t fit into Kragthorpe’s offense, junior James 
Killian is next in line. Kilian (6-3, 200) has the size 
and strong arm Gooch lacks, and is also a pretty good 
athlete. Kilian’s 2002 numbers (42.3% completions, 
one TD, two ints) don’t offer much of a clue. 
RUNNING BACKS: Maybe this will be the year 
senior Eric Richardson finally lives up to his 
potential. Tremendously quick and shifty, the 5-10, 
175-pounder has yet to prove he can stay consistent 
for an entire season a career 4.8-yard average. If he 
takes well to the new regime, look for Richardson to 
surpass the numbers he posted as a junior (957 
yards, six TDs). Walk-one Uril Parish was a nice 
surprise as a backup last season, but look for 
redshirt freshman James Clancy, a load at 252 
pounds, to make an impact. Former H back Mark 
Holata will be used at fullback and tight end. 
RECEIVERS: Schooled in the passing game by his 
father, Dave Kragthorpe, the former Utah State head 
coach BYU offensive coordinator, Kragthorpe will run 
a multiple offense, sometimes lining up three and 
four wide receivers. Tulsa returns both its top pass 
catchers in senior Darrell Wimberly (49 recs, 593 
yds, seven TDs) and junior Montiese Culton (35 recs, 
415 yds, four TDs). Bryant is a tough matchup 
because of his size (6-2, 190). In addition, junior 
Jermaine Hope had 14 catches after moving over 
from cornerback. Richardson also is an excellent 
receiver out of the backfield. Junior Caleb 
Blankenship is another reliable target at tight end. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: New line coach Spencer Leftwich 
has some rebuilding to do as the Golden Hurricane 
must replace two starters, including RT Tony Katic, 
who quit the team with a year of eligibility remaining. 
Senior left tackle Austin Chadwick (6-4, 281) and 
junior right guard Matt Black (6-2, 291) have the 
most experience if not success. Sophomore Victor 
Mercado (6-4, 310) reported to spring practice 
20-25 pounds lighter and in excellent shape. He's the 
favorite at left guard. After playing guard last season, 
junior Derek Warehime (6-2, 292) is one of the 
candidates at center along with sophomore Aaron

Danehauer (6-2, 281). Sophomore Dustin Kline 
(6-4, 280) is the probable right tackle. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Opponents rushed for 256.2 
yards per game against the Golden Hurricane last 
season, and here's a big reason why. Without big Sam 
Rayburn in the middle of the line, things may get 
even worse until youngsters are ready to play. Until 
then, senior tackle Tse Ogisi (6-2, 288) and junior 
ends Josh Walker (6-4, 249) and Cory Hathway 
(6-4, 239) must fill in the gaps. Also back is junior 
end Brandon Lohr, who missed all of last season with 
a knee injury. Reinforcements are on the way in the 
form of redshirt freshmen Lui Saafi, John Mila and JC 
transfer Brandon Jones. The new crew can’t develop 
fast enough. 

LINEBACKERS: With senior Jorma Bailey now 
playing bandit, the linebacker cupboard looks pretty 
bare. Senior Jason Wiltshire saw action in 10 games 
last season, recording 21 total tackles. Also back are 
juniors Josh Dupree (30 tackles) and Brendan 
Swisher (11 tackles). For the first time in years, 
Tulsa was able to redshirt almost its entire freshman 
class in 2002. This should pay off handsomely, giving 
redshirt freshmen Leroy White and Robert Latu an 
extra year to develop. Just in case those guys don’t 
work out, Kragthorpe brought in a couple JC 
transfers hoping one can make an immediate impact. 
DEFENSIVE BACKS: Definitely the strength of the 
defense, and that's not saying much. After two years 
at linebacker, Bailey moves over to bandit, sort of 
a hybrid outside linebacker/strong safety position. 
He was second on the team last season with 71 
tackles and 7.0 TFs. Also back are junior free 
safety Jeff Thibodeaux and the cornerback tandem of 
senior Darrell Wimberly and junior Jermaine Hope. 
The speedy Thibodeaux finished fourth on the team 
with 66 tackles and tied Wimberly for the lead in 
interceptions (three), Senior CJ Scott, a former 
starter at cornerback, provides depth along with 
senior Sherman Steptoe. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Tulsa’s special teams were 
nothing special in 2002. Whether that changes this 
fall depends on the development of punter Cort Moffit 
and kicker Brad DeVault. Moffit averaged 40.2 yards 
last season - fifth in the WAC -placing 13 inside the 20. 
Thrown into the fray as a true freshman, DeVault 
made only 7 of 12 FGs, including 1 of 4 from beyond 
40 yards. Junior Jermaine Landrum and sophomore 
Jerome Janet are the primary return men. Neither 
proved particularly dangerous last season.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACK: Life as an option quarterback can be 
one of bumps and bruises. Too many for one man to 
absorb. That's why Rice is fortunate to have two 
capable signal-callers in senior Kyle Herm and junior 
Greg Henderson. The bad news is Herm’s numbers fell 
off significantly last season. After rushing for 897 yards 
and throwing for 1,121 as a sophomore, he managed 
only 416 rushing and 685 passing as a junior, Part of the 
reason was the emergence of Henderson, who rushed 
for 482 yards and four TDs. Herm remains the better 
passer, completing 48.8% compared to Henderson's 
38.5%. Most of the Owls’ success throwing the ball 
comes when opponents are expecting the run. 
RUNNING BACKS: Consistency, thy name is Robbie 
Beck. Rice's senior fullback isn’t flashy, but he takes 
and delivers a good pounding, The 5-10, 220-pounder 
averages 5.0 yards each time he carries the ball, and 
he carries it a lot: 246 times during the last two 
seasons, Rice hasn't gotten much production lately out 
of its two halfbacks. Maybe that will change this season. 
Junior Clint Hatfield returns after rushing for 153 yards 
ayear ago. Junior Joe Moore, a converted quarterback, 
and sophomore Thomas Lott will also see playing time. 
Besides Beck, this group is largely unproven. 
RECEIVERS: No freshman in Rice history caught more 
passes than Marcus Battle, who finished last season 
with 26. Of course, that’s not saying much. Under 
10th-year coach Ken Hatfield, the Owls are predomi- 
nantly a runing team. Still, the presence of Battle and 
senior Jeremy Hurd give opponents something to think 
about. A converted quarterback with legitimate 4.4 
speed, Hurd finished last season with a gaudy 25.8-yard 
average per catch. Too bad he caught only 11 passes. 
Help arrives in the form of freshman John Brock, who 
redshirted last season. Rice occasionally throws to its 
halfbacks but almost never to the tight end. 
OFFENSIVE LINE: A smorgasbord of players return, 
most having played several positions during their 
careers, Senior Ben Stephens (6-2, 300) is entrenched 
at center, After that, what Rice's line will look like Aug. 
30 is anyone’s guess. The Owls don’t lack experience. 
Senior Chris DeMunbrun (6-4, 295) and senior Mike 
Holman (6-2, 270) have played both guard and tackle 
during their careers and could wind up at either 
position. Junior Greg Wilson (6-4, 310) started most 
of the year at tackle until an injury ended his season 
prematurely. Backups expected to fill in the gaps 
include junior Scott Mayhew (6-6, 280), junior Micah 
Meador (6-2, 295), junior Coley-Joe Cswaykus (6-4, 
280) and redshirt freshman Rolf Krueger (6-4, 205).

DEFENSIVE LINE: ‘Talk about double-barreled losses. 
The graduation of all-time sack leader Brandon Green, 
nose tackle B,J. Forguson and end Nick Sabula leaves 
three large holes in the middle of the line. Junior 
Jeremy Calahan (6-3, 270) is the only returning starter. 
He had 32 tackles last season but not much else. Senior 
Johathan Chism (6-3, 275) will have an increased role 
after seeing limited action last fall. Rice is also counting 
on the return to health of junior Greg Wilson (6-4, 310) 
and sophomore Rishone Evans (5-11, 250). 
Sophomore John Syptak (6-2, 220) plays linebacker 
but could be used as a situational pass rusher. 
LINEBACKERS: Active and hard-hitting, Jeff Vanover 
(6-0, 210) is far and away Rice's best defensive player. 
As a junior, he led the team with 85 tackles, including 
55 solos. Though not sack artist per se, he did have 
three in a 27-10 loss to Michigan State. Senior 
Brandon Boyd returns alongside Vanover, A career 
backup until now, Boyd had 16 tackles in limited duty 
last season. Sophomore Adam Herrin enters fall camp 
as the primary backup. Syptak could also see some 
action, though he’s better near the line. The Owls are 
primarily a 4-2-5 defense, with both linebackers 
patrolling the middle. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: How things have changed. In 
2002, Rice was pretty solid at safety but suspect at 
cornerback. This year, the opposite appears true. 
Juniors Raymorris Barnes and Clifford Sparks and 
senior Patrick Dendy, the primary cornerback trio, 
survived a trial by fire last fall. Each returns, no doubt 
hardened by the experience. Barnes owns the best 
skills of the group but at 5-9 gets exploited by taller 
receivers. Dendy lacks top-notch speed. The Owls use 
three safeties (strong, weak and free), all of whom 
will be first-year starters. Senior John White has the 
most experience at free safety. Sophomore Michael 
Merrick and junior Terry Holley are penciled in at 
strong and weak safety, respectively. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Kicker Brennan Landry made an 
immediate freshman impact last season, making eight 
of 15 FGs and 31 of 33 PATS after winning the job from 
Brandon Skeen. Landry has a strong leg and will only 
get better. Redshirt freshman Jared Scruggs should 
be the starting punter, taking over for the departed 
Travis Hale. He traveled with the team last year but 
never took the field. While sophomore Kevin Ford 
handled punt-return duties in 2002, sophomore 
Dustin Haynes has the most potential. That is, if he 
can rid himself of fumble-itis. Sean White and 
Hatfield are adequate kick returners.

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QUARTERBACK: Three different quarterbacks started 
games in 2002, leaving the position wide open. Junior 
Jon Schaper started the first six until a fractured 
clavicle ended his season. Then came sophomore 
Orlando Cruz, who lasted one game until suffering a 
torn ACL. With Schaper and Cruz out, junior Omar 
Duarte, a walk-on from El Paso, led a thrilling win over 
Rice and did not throw an interception in the season’s 
final three games. With Cruz still sidelined, Schaper, 
Duarte and redshirt freshman Jordan Palmer battled in 
the spring. Palmer is the younger brother of Heisman 
Trophy winner Carson Palmer, 

RUNNING BACKS: Even though the Miners return 
84% of its rushing yardage from last season, this isn’t 
exactly an area of strength. Junior Howard Jackson 
rushed for 844 yards and seven TDs last season, but 
is too small (5-10, 155) to take the pounding for an 
entire season. Jackson needs to get bigger and 
stronger, Sophomore Matt Austin will battle redshirt 
freshman Josh Chamois, sophomore Steve Douglas 
and JUCO transfer Victor Jones for the backup role. At 
fullback, oft-injured senior Rovann Cleveland and 
junior Jimmy Smith are the leading contenders. Smith 
averaged 7.2 yards per carry over the final six games. 
RECEIVERS: Yuck. No matter who emerges at 
quarterback, UTEP doesn’t appear to have the 
receivers (0 mount much of a passing game. Juniors 
Dirk Dillard and Will Smith have the most experience, 
catching 24 and 21 passes respectively the last two 
years, Neither has a TD reception. Sophomore Chris 
Francies probably is the most talented. The 6-2, 
190-pounder caught 27 passes for 347 yards a year 
ago, highlighted by @ 104-yard effort against Rice, 
Sophomores Jacob Gonzales and Aaron Givens are 
also in the mix. The Miners are admittedly short- 
handed at tight end. Junior Jonas Crafts is more of a 
blocking threat than receiving. 

OFFENSIVE LINE; Three seniors anchor a veteran 
unit that should be the strength of the offense. Right 
guard Robert Clayton (6-4, 300), right tackle Trey 
Darilek (6-6, 300) and center Chris Kerr (6-4, 280) 
have combined to make 75 career starters, Darilek 
has 30 of them, despite missing half of last season 
with a knee injury. He was close to 100% in the 
spring. The left side of the line needs rebuilding after 
the losses of guard Curtis Castle and Ariel Famaligi. 
Junior Ben Graniello (6-3, 290) played extensively 
last season and is penciled-in as the starting left 
guard. At left tackle, sophomore Jose Garcia (6-4, 
310) and junior Robert Espinosa (6-4, 295) are 
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pretty darned close. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Shouldn’t be too bad. Senior Dan 
Kerr (6-4, 275) and sophomore Chris Mineo (6-2, 
275) are a pretty decent combo at tackle. Kerr had 
35 tackles last season, including 7.5 for losses, while 
Mineo led all defensive linemen with 48 tackles and 
5.0 sacks, Former starter Sam Clarke (6-2, 270) 
moves to end, where he'll be able to better use his 
athleticism. Clarke will battle junior Ibok Ibok 
(6-5, 245) for playing time on the right side, while 
sophomore Brandon Johnson (6-3, 230) appears to 
have the other spot locked down. Johnson had 23 
stops and eight TFLs as a freshman. 
LINEBACKERS: When Robert Rodriguez led the 
WAC in tackles as a freshman, everyone expected big 
things. Two years later, he’s battling junior Godwin 
Akinduro for playing time at “MIKE” linebacker, and 
Akinduro appears to have the inside track to the 
starting job. Sophomores Thomas Howard and J.D. 
Hearn are the top two at the “WILL” position. 
Howard had his best career game against Rice, when 
he had nine tackles and a 54-yard fumble return for 
a touchdown. UTEP typically uses two linebackers in 
its 4-2-5 alignment. Even so, new position coach 
Mike Roach has his work cut out, 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Say goodbye, D.J. Walker and 
Weldon Cooks. UTEP must replace both all-WAC 
performers, and it won't be easy. At least senior rover 
Tim Woodard returns. Woodward led the Miners 
with 108 tackles last season, also posting team-highs 
in TFs (11) and sacks (4.5). He'll need another 
such season this year. While junior Jahmal Fenner 
has one cornerback spot locked down, the other 
looks to be a three-way race between sophomore 
Cedric Click, freshman Nate Draughton and JC 
transfer Adrian Ward. None have much experience. 
At free safety, sophomore Marshall Sanford has the 
unenviable task of replacing Walker. This group 
doesn’t exactly inspire confidence. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: At last, a strength. UTEP figures 
to have two of the WAC’s better specialists in junior 
punter Bryce Benekos and junior kicker Keith 
Robinson. Benekos ranked second in the league last 
season with a 40.8-yard average, up 5.3 yards from 
his freshman season. Robinson, meanwhile, became 
the first Miner in 11 years to boot two 50-yard field 
goals in one season. He was 8-for-12 overall. The 
tandem of Jackson and Fenner will handle most 
returns. Fenner averaged 22.9 yards on kickoffs and 
10,7 yards on punts last season.

Ben Roethlisberger takes the reigns 
as s the MAC's most feared passer this season. At 6-5, 
Roethlisberger is a pure pocket passer with the ability 
to run-but only tucks the football away when absolutely 
necessary. Roethlisberger is among the nation’s top ten 
active passers with 47 TD passes and 6,343 air yards 
and joins Hawaii’s Timmy Chang as the only juniors 
among that elite group of quarterbacks. If there is any 
concern about Roethlisberger, it’s his tendency to force 
some throws, which resulted in 16 interceptions last 
year. Sophomore Josh Betts returns for his second 
season as Roethlisberger’ 5 primary backup. 

Senior Luke Clemens returns for his 
diets year as the RedHawks starting tailback. Clemens 
rushed for 1009 yards as a junior and was second 
among MAC's rushers with 16 touchdowns on the 
ground. Clemens-a former walk-on who started his 
Miami career as a defensive back-also cracked the MAC's 
top ten with 111.9 all-purpose yards per game. Fifth-year 
senior Cal Murray and junior Mike Smith combined for 
six touchdowns last season and should see some carries 
when Clemens needs a breather. Miami finished ninth in 
MAC rushing last season, with 127.7 ground yards per 
game. It's a good bet that Clemens and company can 
improve on that mark in 2003. 

= R : Ben Roethlisberger's receiving 
corps last year featured ten different RedHawks who 
caught at least a dozen passes. Departed Jason Branch 
was Miami’s leading pass catcher last season, but the 
returning group of receivers is deep and no drop off 
in production should be expected. Junior Mike 
Larkin has caught a combined 13 touchdowns from 
Roethlisberger over the past two seasons and is primed 
to emerge as the RedHawks top threat, Senior Korey 
Kirkpatrick and junior Andre Henderson also figure to 
be key figures in Miami’s passing game that prominent- 
ly uses a three wide receiver set. Senior tight end Matt 
Brandt returns after catching 33 passes in 2002. 

E: Four of five starters are back on the 
RedHawks offensive line. Two sophomores in Mark 
Kracium (6-5, 280) and Nate Bunce (6-6, 282), along 
with junior Dave Rehker (6-5, 303) and senior Dan 
Kosta (6-2, 298) will battle to replace departed left 
tackle Justin Smith. Senior Frank Smith (6-3, 287) 
returns at the left tackle slot and junior Ben Hartings

Leftwich in 20037 The simple answer is he can’t. But 
what he can do is adapt his high-octane offense to his 
probable new starter-junior Stan Hill.

CK: Senior Ryan Schneider returns to 
direct a Golden Knights attack that finished eleventh 
nationally last season in total offense. Last season the 
MAC boasted perhaps its best crop of quarterbacks in 
conference history and Schneider led the league with 
31 touchdown passes, as UCF won seven of its last 
nine games. Schneider trailed only Marshall’s Byron 
Leftwich in passing yards per game and passing 
efficiency en route to an outstanding season and has 
thrown for more than 6,700 yards in the last two 
years combined. Junior Jon Rivera returns for his 
second season as the primary backup to Schneider. 
: Junior tailback Alex Haynes was 
among ‘the ier reasons that the Golden Knights 
were able to compete so quickly in the underrated 
Mid-American Conference. In his second season as 
the starting tailback in UCF’s one-back set, Haynes 
rushed for 1038 yards and eight touchdowns. Haynes 
joins Northern Illinois’ Michael Turner as the two 
elite MAC running backs for 2003.

Junior Matt Knueven takes over 
for Forde at the flanker slot. Senior Azzaam Stallsworth 
is a former JUCO who is a prime candidate to become 
Secky's new top target.

OFFENSIVE LINE: This group of five returners could 
be ready to blossom.

Novak selected {Josh Haldi from a trio of quarterback 
candidates last season and it turned out to be a great 
decision. Now a junior, Haldi will direct a Huskies 
attack that features eight returning starters that 
finished No. 27 in I-A scoring (31.3 ppg) en route to 
going 8-4 overall and sharing the MAC West for the 
second year in a row. Haldi completed 130-of-254 
passes for 2,027 yards last year, the most single-season 
passing yards ever by a sophomore NIU quarterback. 
Senior Ryan Gilbert is a former JUCO, who will backup 
Haldi for the second straight season. 

INING “ Northern Ilinois will once again 
feature a sori running game. Matt Canada is the 
new NIU offensive coordinator, succeeding Dan 
Roushar who has moved on to Illinois. But don’t 
expect NIU to alter their Huskie I-Formation attack. 
Northern Illinois features the nation’s top returning I-A 
rusher in senior Michael “The Burner” Turner who 
gained a MAC single-season record 1,915 yards in 
2002. Turner, a former high school fullback, took over 
when starter Thomas Hammond was lost for the 
season with a heart condition. After contemplating a 
return (0 football, Hammond has chosen not to 
continue his career. Sophomores Pat Raleigh and 
Jason Hutton will again share the fullback duties. 

ECEIVER: Michael Turner was the big story 
amongst the NIU running backs in 2002, running wild 
after taking over for Thomas Hammond. Junior Dan 
Sheldon did virtually the same thing in the Huskies 
wide receiving corps. After PJ. Fleck went down in 
two-a-days with a hamstring, Sheldon stepped in and 
led NIU with 40 receptions. Fleck redshirted last 
season and now returns for his senior year. 
Sophomore Shatone Powers has great ability and is a 
potential game breaker. Senior Keith Perry returns as 
the starter at flanker and sophomore Sam Hurd will 
also see Plenty of action. 

OFFE =; The Huskies return four of five 
starters. Senior Joel Ellis (6-5, 315) should get the first 
crack to replace the departed ‘Tim Vincent at the 
all-important left tackle slot.

junior Travis Moore (6-0, 231), a former walk-on, is 
back on the other side. NIU returns active senior 
tackle Leonard Cooksey (6-0, 273), but most replace 
departed NT Eric Didesch. NIU gets D-line depth from 
senior Vinson Reynolds (6-1, 237), juniors Martin 
Wilson (6-0, 273) and Curtis Crossley (6-2, 217) and 
yibeeste Charles Johnson (6-1, 313). 
LINEBACKER: Northern Illinois also returns a lot of 
eae in the Huskies’ linebacker corps as well. 
Larry Williams departs after three straight years of 
garnering All-MAC honors, but the two other starting 
linebackers are back. Senior middle linebacker Nick 
Dufly returns after a solid junior year in which he 
collected 122 tackles and earned second team All- 
MAC honors. Junior Brian Atkinson was also a second 
team All-MAC pick by the leagues’ coaches and returns 
to handle the Huskies’ strong side linebacker duties. 
Sophomore Javan Lee will battle for Williams’ vacated 
slot at weak side linebacker, while juniors Kursten 
arian and Jason Hawkins provide depth at LB. 
D E BACKS: The Huskies defensive 
aialay saw its share of duty last season against the 
elite of the pass-happy MAC. Senior free safety Akil 
Grant led NIU with 138 stops and begins 2003 as 
the leader in a Huskies defensive backfield that’s 
bolstered by the return of junior Lionel Hickenbottom. 
Junior Devron Francis should be in the mix to replace 
the departed Justin Dole at strong safety. NIU possessed 
one of the best pairs of cornerbacks in the MAC last 
season. Vince Thompson is gone after two years of first 
team All-MAC honors, but at the left cornerback slot, 
Randee Drew and his 4.4 speed returns. 

E One of the biggest reasons for 
NIU’s success in 2002 was outstanding special teams 
play. Senior kicker Steve Azar returns after drilling 
18-25 field goal tries last season, a streak that 
included knocking in eight FG attempts in a row until 
a late fourth quarter 62-yard try was short in NIU's 
heartbreaking 33-30 loss to Toledo. Azar is a candidate 
for double duty this fall, as punter Jimmy Erwin has 
departed. If Michael Turner is “The Burner”, then Dan 
Shelton is “The Returner.” Shelton led the nation in 
punt returns with a 22.7 yards per return average and 
returned three punts for touchdowns last season, 
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TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACK: Tom Amstutz’ Toledo Rockets hope to 
ride a new quarterback to a bowl game for a third 
straight year. Following in the wake of Tavares Bolden 
two years ago and Brian Jones last season, comes junior 
Cedric Stevens. Stevens was the primary backup to Jones 
in 2002 and reminds many Rockets fans of Bolden, with 
his quick feet and accurate throwing arm. Should 
Stevens falter, redshirt sophomore Bruce Gradkowski 
will be on hand to take the UT quarterback reigns. 
Gradkowski has a very strong arm, but only attempted 
three passes last season in very limited duty. 

RUNNING BACK: Toledo is quickly developing a 
reputation for attracting and developing outstanding 
running backs. Recently departed rushers like Chester 
Taylor and William Bratton are among the finest ever to 
wear the Midnight Blue and Gold, but Rockets fans are 
excited about the current group of ball carriers that Tom 
Amstutz dubbed his “baby backs.” True sophomore 
Astin Martin led Toledo in rushing in 2002 with 785 
yards and an outstanding 5.6 yards per carry. Redshirt 
sophomore Trinity Dawson topped UT with 12 rushing 
touchdowns. True freshman Quinton Broussard is also 
extremely talented, but had trouble finding carries 
among UT's stockpile of tailbacks last season. 

WIDE RECEIVER: Toledo will feature a host of new 
faces at wide receiver, after graduating a quartet of 
veteran talent in Carl Ford, Manny Johnson, Delano 
Scott and the dangerous Donta Green. Even WR coach 
Garrick McGee has moved on to UNLY, but will see the 
Rockets again when UT visits for a non-conference 
game in September. The Rockets have high hopes for 
juniors Corterris Reese, Chris Charleton, Lance Moore 
and Terrance Hudson. All four of them should spend 
time in the game at the same time, when Toledo opts to 
go four-wide. Juniors Andrew Clarke (7 TD's) and Chris 
Holmes return to share the tight end slot. 

OFFENSIVE LINE; Toledo should again feature one of 
the nation’s best offensive lines. The Rockets O-line is led 
by sophomore left tackle Nick Kaczur (6-5, 320). Kaczur 
became the first true freshman to start on the O-line in 
23 years last season. At left guard, senior Darric 
Randolph (6-4, 318) begins his second season as a 
starter. Junior Michael Heuer (6-3, 257) is expected to 
take over at center for the talented, but departed Chris 
‘Tuminello. On the right side, junior David Odenthal 
(6-2, 296) steps in at guard after backing up Noah Swartz 
last year and massive senior Erik Faasen (6-9, 353) 
blocks out virtually everything-including the sun-at RT. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: Last season was supposed to be a 
rebuilding year along the UT defensive line. However, 
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after some growing pains, the Rockets’ D-line came 
together and this year Toledo returns all four starters 
up front. Senior defensive end Frank Ofili (6-3, 261) 
led the UT lineman with 42 stops and a team-high 
four sacks last season. On the other side, junior Phil 
Alexander (6-3, 235) returns after collecting three 
sacks and being among the Rockets leaders in 
tackles for loss. Inside, Toledo returns ever more 
battle-tested talent. Seniors defensive tackles Chaz 
Williams (6-4, 290) and Lance Jeudy (6-2, 285) are 
classic run stuffers, 

LINEBACKER: While the Rockets have plenty of 
familiar faces on the defensive side of the football, 
Toledo will have a hard time replacing departed line- 
backers Tom Ward and David Gardner. Ward collected 
a whopping 184 stops in 2002 and with his family 
horse farm relatively close to campus, was literally able 
to ride off into the sunset. Junior David Thomas is 
expected to take Ward's vacated slot at ILB, Gardner's 
departure opens the door for senior Ray Turner to step 
up and join the starting lineup at ILB in his senior year. 
Junior Brock Dodrill returns as the starter at the ‘whip’ 
slot in Toledo's 4-4 alignment. 

CORNERBACK: Toledo's secondary picture is clouded 
in the wake of senior cornerback Brandon Hefllin's 
indefinite suspension for a team rules violation less 
than a month following the loss to Boston College in 
the Motor City Bowl. Hefflin was arrested following an 
incident at an off-campus nightclub, but agreed 
to undergo counseling and doesn’t have a history of 
problems. Heffin’s status impacts a thin group of 
cornerbacks that must replace the departed Jehu 
Anderson and James Stanley. Sophomore Antonio 
Malone will be in the cornerback mix. Redshirt 
sophomore Keon Jackson looks to build on a fine 
freshman campaign in 2003 and junior Patrick Body is 
a returning starter at free safety. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: When it comes to putting the foot 
to the football, Toledo returns plenty of experience. 
Redshirt sophomore Jason Robbins stepped in for the 
departed Todd France last season and had a fine year. 
Robbins drilled 12-15 field goal tries, including the 
last eight attempts in a row. “Toledo Tom” Amstutz 
understood the limits of Robbins range, as he only 
attempted one FG from more than 37 yards (a 42- 
yard miss). Senior Brandon Hannum and sophomore 
Jason Cox both punted last year with varied degrees 
of success.

| Western Michigan used a pair of 
quarterbacks in 2002 and seniors Chad Munson and 
Jon Drach will battle again for the majority of the snaps, 
A JUCO, Munson won the starting job and threw four 
touchdowns in the Broncos’ opener ys. Indiana State. 
Drach took over at quarterback early in the Virginia 
Tech game after Munson was forced to the sidelines. 
Drach led WMU to victory over Buffalo the following 
week before Munson returned in time to face UCE 
Munson ended the season as the starter, but Drach will 
push him in fall camp. Rutgers transfer Ryan Cubit is 
sitting out and will be ready to go in 2004. 
Western Michigan finished 13th in 
MAC rushing last year and tied Buffalo for last place 
in the league with just 13 rushing touchdowns. Gary 
Darnell’s Broncos will turn to senior Philip Reed to 
man the tailback slot for the second straight season.

: Western Michigan heads into the 
season with just one returning starter on the defensive 
line, but since it’s senior defensive end Jason Babin 
(6-4, 265), things should still work out. Babin was the 
MAC Defensive Player of the Year after setting a new 
WMU record with 15 sacks and 26 tackles for loss last 
season. A WMU front line led by Babin held Virginia 
Tech’s ‘Untouchables’ Lee Suggs and Kevin Jones to just 
a combined 84 yards. Junior Nick Melcher (6-3, 228) 
will be at the other defensive end slot, with senior 
Hausia Faleofa (6-2, 245) and redshirt sophomore 
Paul opatite (6-4, 275) the new faces at tackle. 

: The Broncos eight-man front look often 
allows only two true linebackers in their defensive 
formation. Western Michigan graduated three of its 
top four linebackers from 2002, including talented 
Bryan Lape, so this unit will be featuring some new 
faces. Redshirt sophomore Josh Behrens returns at 
one ILB slot, after ending last season on the up swing.

QUARTE : Urban Meyer left for Utah, but Josh 
Harris retirns saul that’s bad news for the MAC. Harris 
is a great athlete who had a super junior season for 
BGSU, which reached as high as 16th in the polls 
before finishing at 9-3. Harris was second in I-A in 
points responsible for (21.09), led the MAC in scoring 
and broke the BGSU record with 22 TD's (20 rushing, 
two receiving.) Harris rushed for 737 yards and 20 
TD’s and threw for 2,425 yards, with 19 TD's. Redshirt 
freshman Omar Jacobs is a Harris clone and will be 
groomed to take the reigns in 2004. 

: Bowling Green used a variety of 
players to carry the football last season and should do 
much the same in 2003. Departed Joe Alls was BGSU’s 
leading rusher with 801 yards, but as a host of 
different injuries wore him down late in the season, 
redshirt freshman B,J. Lane stepped in and produced 
in the clutch down the stretch. Lane averaged 6.2 yards 
per carry and now as he faces his sophomore year, is 
clearly the man to beat for the BGSU tailback slot. The 
Falcons also have many designed running plays for 
quarterback Josh Harris, who was second to Alls in 
rushing i in 2002. 

ECEIVER: The BGSU receivers unit will miss 
Robert Redd. Redd departs after setting a Falcons 
record with 83 receptions last year. Versatile junior 
Cole Magner should see the majority of his snaps at 
wide receiver, but will also slide into the backfield on 
occasion for a direct snap or chance to throw the 
football. With Redd out of the picture, junior James 
Hawkins could potentially become Josh Harris’ top 
target. Redshirt sophomore Charles Sharon is also 
expected to see his role increase in the BGSU offense 
that often goes four-wide with receivers. Senior tight 
end D'Monn Baker scored touchdowns on three of 
his ten catches in 2002.

IN( : New Ball State coach Brady Hoke is 
a a BSU grad oandered as one of college football's top 
recruiters after his stint at Michigan. Hoke will have to 
use all of his skills to find another tailback as good 
as Mike Merriweather. Merriweather departs after 
rushing for a BSU -record 1,618 yards en route to first 
team All-MAC honors. Redshirt junior Scott Blair is the 
leading candidate to try and fill the huge hole at 
tailback for Ball State. Blair, who's older brother 
Michael was a star at BSU, saw limited action as 
Merriweather’s backup in 2002. Junior Mark Franklin 
should replace the departed Scott Volk at fullback. 

A: One of the biggest surprises at Ball 
State last season was the emergence of true freshman 
wide receiver Dante Ridgeway. Ridgeway forced his 
way into the BSU two-deep and proceeded to lead the 
Cardinals with 44 catches for a team- high four touch- 
downs. Ridgeway hopes for more of the same as a 
sophomore in BSU's new offense, which promises 
more passing. Ridgeway wasn’t the only new face to 
grab passes in 2002 for Ball State. True sophomores 
Ryan Hahaj and Larry Bostic also return. Coupled 
with Ridgeway, three of the Cards top four receivers 
last year were true freshman, providing a strong 
foundation for BSU's reenergized offense. 

E: Not only will the tailback be new 
at BSU in 2003, but so will many of the Cardinals 
blocking up front. Dave Miller has moved on after 
earning All-MAC honors while playing at LG and LT in 
2002. Redshirt senior Kris Berry and junior Ty 
Knisley (6-5, 330) will be in the mix to replace him. 
Redshirt junior Nick Tabacca (6-3, 283) returns at 
left guard, while fifth-year senior Mike Jantzen is 
expected to take the center slot in the wake of Colin 
Johnson's departure, A pair of senior veterans return 
on the right side, with Jeff Ramsey (6-3, 284) at 
guard and Travis Barclay (6-3, 291) back at tackle,

Smith takes over a group that finished in the bottom 
third of the MAC in rushing, pass and total defense. 
Three starters are back on the defensive line. Redshirt 
senior Justin Riley (6-2, 242) returns at one defensive 
end slot, while redshirt senior Paul Strabavy (6-2, 243) 
looks to replace the departed Jonas Williams on the 
other side. Both defensive tackles return to clog the 
middle for BSU, in redshirt sophomore Nick Graymire 
(6-2, 271) at the nose and junior Conrad Slaughter 
(6-2, 268). Sophomores Blair Kramer (6-3, 228) and 
Justin Schweighardt (6-1, 265) and junior Keith 
Anderson (6-1, 251) add Dine depth. 

: Ball State's crew of linebackers made 
the majority of tackles last season and that should 
continue this fall. BSU will feature a three-linebacker 
look this season and senior Lorenzo Scott returns on 
the weak side, where he led the Cardinals with 124 
tackles and 8.5 tackles for loss in 2002. Scott will have 
new faces to work with at the other two slots. Redshirt 
junior Shannon Donaldson is penciled in to replace 
the departed Mike Brizendine in the middle with 
redshirt sophomore Travis Mikalauskas expected to 
step in for the departed Donald Crumpton on the 
strong side- the former * ‘hawk” position. 

: There's concern in Muncie about 
Ball State's defensive backs being pushed around by 
the more physical wide receivers in the MAC. BSU is 
going with a more traditional 4-3 look and moving 
junior Justin Beriault from linebacker to strong safety 
in this revamped secondary, Beriault will be joined on 
the Cards’ last line of defense by senior Doug Owusu 
at the free safety slot. Ball State plans on starting the 
season with redshirt senior Jesse Avant on the left 
corner and senior Quentin Manley on the other side. 
The Cardinals also have Tommy Schembra, Cory 
Crumpton, David Gater and Desmond Hall around to 
provide secondary depth, 
SPECIAL TEAMS: Ball State returns most of its key 
personnel in the special teams department. Senior 
kicker Mike Langford is coming off a strong junior 
season in which he converted 9-13 field goal 
attempts, including 7-9 to start the year. Langford has 
good range and was 5-8 in his FG attempts beyond 
40 yards. Senior Reggie Hodges will handle the punt- 
ing duties again. Hodges carried a respectable 40.3 
yards per punt average last season and did not have 
a punt blocked.

ARTE : It's no secret that Chips head 
coach Mike DeBord has been less than pleased with 
his quarterback play for the last two years. Fifth-year 
senior Derrick Vickers ended last season as the Chips 
starter, but DeBord made it clear in the spring that 
he plans on taking a long look at the other three 
quarterback contenders in an effort to improve on 
last year’s 4-8 mark. Redshirt juniors Grant 
Arnoldink and Kent Smith, along with redshirt 
sophomore Jeff Perry will all get quality practice reps. 
DeBord also plans on breaking with recent tradition 
by adding extra practice work to the quarterback 
W io emerges from this quartet of QB candidates.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


Carlyle Holiday returns after 
passing for 1,788 yards and ten touchdowns (with 
five interceptions), but more production is needed 
out of Holiday in the West Coast Offense installed last 
year by Irish coach Tyrone Willingham. Willingham, 
then in his first year after coming over from Stanford 
last year, tried to turn Holiday into more of a passer 
last year, Holiday ran less last year (about 200 yards 
to 666 the previous season), but Willingham needs 
better passing stats in 2003. Former walkon Pat 
Dillingham returns as the backup, but Willingham 
expects redshirt freshman Chris Olsen and true 
freshman Brady Quinn (likely The Man of the future) 
to push Dillingham, a sophomore. Who knows? 
Quinn might even push Holiday. 

| The running back situation is 
interesting. Ryan Grant (6-3, 225), whose standup 
running style bears a resemblance to Eric Dickerson, 
returns after a 1,086-yard season (the seventh 
four-digit running season in Notre Dame's history), 
but Grant wasn’t expected to be the top Irish runner 
last year. That was supposed to be Julius Jones, a 
718-yard rusher the previous year who was dismissed 
from school last year. If Jones is reinstated, the Irish 
could have an embarrassment of riches in the back- 
field and a battle for the starting spot. Marcus Wilson 
also returns at halfback, while former halfhack 
Rashon Powers-Neal moves to fullback. Powers-Neal, 
who rushed for 300 yards last year, has fullback size 
at 6-2, 240, Last year's fullback, Tom Lopienski, was 
invited to the NEL Combine. 
Last year’s receiving leader, Arnaz 
Battle (58 catches, 786 yards, five TDs) was invited to 
the NEL Combine. The 2003 wide receiving corps is 
young. Rising senior Omar Jenkins was second on the 
team last year with 37 catches, 633 yards and three 
touchdowns. Lanky Maurice Stovall (6-5, 205) and 
fellow sophomore Rhema McKnight give Holiday 
good targets. Stovall (18 catches, 312 yards, three 
TDs), with his size and leaping ability, should be 
perfect in third-down situations and near the goal 
line. Gary Godsey started for the Irish last year as a 
senior, but backups Billy Palmer and Jared Clark 
return. If the quarterback has time, he should be able 
to hit these targets. 

And that brings us to the 
problem. The coaches are struggling to reassemble 
an offensive line that lost four of five starting interior 
linemen and upwards of 150 games worth of starting 
experience. The only returning starter, guard Sean

Milligan, was considered the weak link of last year’s 
group. Gone are All-America center Jeff Faine, 
Jordan Black, Sean Mahan and Brennan Curtin. All 
four were invited to the NFL Combine. Senior Jim 
Molinaro and junior Dan Stephenson are expected to 
start at the tackles, As for the starting center and 
other guard, no one knows. Willingham is hoping the 
freshmen and redshirt freshmen can fill the holes. 

This is the strongest unit for an 
Irish team that wants to improve on its 17th-place 
positions in The Associated Press and coaches’ polls 
last year. Returners include seniors Kyle Budinscak 
(end), Darrell Campbell (tackle), Cedric Hilliard 
(tackle) and junior Justin Tuck, the rush end last 
year. Also returning is Greg Pauly, the backup last 
year at both end or tackle. The major loss in the line 
from last year is Ryan Roberts, but defensive 
end Victor Abiamiri is a member of an outstanding 
freshman class. 

Courtney Watson, a Butkus Award 
winner and an All-American, returns to lead another 
strong unit, Watson led the Irish with 90 tackles in 
just 10 games last season. Also back are starters 
Mike Goolsby and Derek Curry, and junior Brandon 
Hoyte returns as a backup. 

: The defensive backfield is 
strong, with third-team All-American Vontez Duff and 
fellow safety Glenn Earl returning. Duff is a big-play 
athlete, while Earl is considered one of the hardest 
hitters on the team. Earl was fourth on the Irish in 
tackles last year as a junior. Willingham will have to 
replace first-team All-American Shane Walton 
(Nagurski Award finalist, captain-elect, 68 tackles 
and seven interceptions in ‘02) and Gerome Sapp 
(captain-elect, 71 tackles and four interceptions last 
year). The Irish have more talent back here, though: 
Cornerback (and three-time letterman) Jason 
Beckstrom will return after missing last year with a 
torn biceps, and strong safety Garron Bible started 
When Sapp was hurt last year. Also, cornerback 
Ambrose Wooden is another outstanding freshman. 

: Nicholas Setta will be busy this 
season. Last year, Setta handled the kicking, while 
Joey Hildbold, a Ray Guy Award finalist, was the 
punter. Hildbold is gone, so Setta is expected to kick 
and punt. Dove, the defensive back, also returned 
punts and kicks last year, and he did it with style. He 
returned at least one punt, kickoff and interception 
for a touchdown, and he came within two yards of 
returning a fumble for a score as well.

Navy's offense may be listed as 
“Multiple,” but it's built around quarterback Craig 
Candeto, who rushed for 775 yards and 16 touch- 
downs and was 51-for-103 passing for 843 yards, five 
touchdowns and four interceptions. Navy was second 
in the country in rushing last year without a dominant 
rusher, and Candeto’s ability at the option is a major 
reason. Candeto saved the best for last in 2002 as he 
rushed for six touchdowns and passed for another in 
458-12 rout of bitter rival Army. For the Midshipmen 
to be successful, Candeto and the other ball handlers 
must not turn the ball over and give chances against 
a ketene that was suspect in 2002. 

Navy returns its top four rushers 
(counting Candeto) from 2002 and eight of the top 
nine. Seven Navy runners gained 211 or more 
yards last year. Thus, one must suspect that the 
Midshipmen will grind out the yards again this 
season, maybe at an even faster clip. Fullback Kyle 
Eckel led the Midshipmen running backs with 510 
yards rushing and two touchdowns, and slot back 
Eric Roberts rushed for 469 yards and four touch- 
downs. Both are back. 

5: Receiving isn’t a forte of Navy, but the 
Midshipmen do catch passes—their 16-yard average 
per catch last year was strong. Roberts, the running 
back, had amazing receiving stats in 2002, catching 17 
passes for 429 yards (including a long catch-and-run 
of 79 yards) for a whopping 25.2 yards per catch. Also 
breaking the 100-yard barrier for the season last year 
were Chandler Sims (14 catches, 197 yards), Tony 
Lane (11 catches, 174 yards) and Lionel Wesley (eight 
catches, 115 yards). Each scored one touchdown. 
Lane, a senior, and Wesley, a junior, are back. 

The offensive line had the most 
losses to graduation. Gone are tackle Derek 
Jaskowiak, who was awarded the George Fritzinger 
Award as Navy’s top interior lineman/student/leader 
and guard Grant Moody, who received Navy's Jeffrey 
R. Korn Memorial Scholar-Athlete Award for 2002. 
Also gone are tackle David Walsh and guards Matt 
Nye and Brett Cochrane. The top returning offensive 
lineman is tackle Josh Goodin, who carries 281 
pounds on a six-foot frame. Competition is open for 
the rest of the line. 

The defensive line had a rough 
time last year against tough competition like North 
Carolina State, Wake Forest and Notre Dame. 
Opponents gained a too-respectable 2,430 yards on 
the ground, and Lombardi candidate Josh Brindel

and defensive ends Pete Beuttenmuller and Dan 
Person all were seniors. Among the defensive 
linemen filling gaps this year for the Midshipmen 
this year will be senior Ralph Henry, undersized 
junior Pierre Moss (6-0, 237), junior Babatunde 
Akingbemi, undersized junior Sean McElhannon 
(6-0, 232), senior Steve Adair, and returning starter 
Kevin Schwind, a senior. Schwind, the biggest Cadet 
defensive lineman at 6-1, 285, was injured in the 
second game last year. The linemen are expected to 
fare better in 2003, if nothing else because of few 
opponents who played in bow! games. 

Senior Eddie Carthan, a light line- 
backer at 6-1, 218, led the Navy linebackers last year 
with 74 tackles, plus he had eight tackles for loss, 
three sacks and three fumble recoveries. Other line- 
backers joining Carthan are senior Ben Mathews, 
junior Lane Jackson, and senior Andy Sinitiere. The 
Navy linebacking corps should have an easier time of 
it this season, as the Midshipmen dropped Boston 
College, North Carolina State, Southern Methodist, 
Northwestern, Duke, Connecticut and Wake Forest 
and will play VMI, Eastern Michigan, TCU, Rutgers, 
Air Force, Vanderbilt, Rice, Delaware, Tulane, and 
Central Michigan, plus Army and Notre Dame. 

While Navy gained 226 first 
downs last year, opponents had 264; and a lot of 
those chain-moyers can be attributed to passing. 
Opponents outpassed Navy 220.3 yards to 98.7 
per game, scored 24 aerial touchdowns to Navy's 
five and gained 5,073 total yards to 4,433 for the 
Midshipmen. That means opponents often were in 
the Navy secondary; not surprisingly, safety Josh 
Smith led the Midshipmen with 127 tackles and had 
a team-leading two interceptions and two fumble 
recoveries in 2002. Cornerback Kelley Vaughn 
added 68 tackles, third on the team last year. That 
included 40 unassisted tackles. The good news is 
that both were sophomores last year and can be 
counted on again. 

: John Skaggs wasn’t as successful 
statistically in 2002 (41.2 yards per punt) as he'd 
been in ‘01 (44.8), but he had a long of 69 yards 
and he dropped 12 punts inside opponents’ 20-yard- 
line. He has one more chance, as he returns for his 
senior year. Navy had two kickers last year. Eric Rolfs 
was 4-for-6 on field goals and 20-for-21 on extra 
points, while Geoff Blumenfeld was 2-for-3 and 
14-for-15, respectively. Rolfs is a senior and 
Blumenfeld a junior.

Dan Orlovsky (6-5, 228) returns 
after completing 221 of 366 passes (60 %) for 2,488 
yards, 19 TDs and 11 ints as a junior. Orlovsky started 
12 games last year, and backup Jermell Williams saw 
only mop-up action. Williams is likely to get that same 
kind of action this year as the backup. The Huskies are 
still looking for third- and fourth-string quarterbacks. 
UConn was almost perfectly balanced last year. If you 
count the 29 sacks against the passing stats (they count 
against rushing stats in college), the Huskies had 
exactly 421 rushes and 421 passes last year. 

Coach Randy Edsall went looking 
for a halfback to run his offense at UConn, and he 
found a Cadillac in the rough. Because of his size, Terry 
Caulley (5-7, 178) came out of high school facing a 
future as a wide receiver and/or special-teams player, 
and that was after he was high school player of the year 
in Maryland. The Huskies gave him a chance at 
running back, and he turned into a star. Caulley led the 
nation’s freshmen with 1,247 yards last year and was 
named to the Freshman All-American team. Caulley’s 
likely backup will be hotshot freshman Matt Lawrence 
(6-1, 195), who rushed for 1,950 yards as a high 
school junior on 130 carries (15 yards per carry) in 
Bloomfield, Conn. That’s assuming Lawrence doesn’t 
beat out Caulley. The fullback/blocking back will be 
Deon Anderson (5-10, 203), who joins Cauley in the 
sophomore class this year. 

Last year's top receiver, tight end 
Tommy Collins (39 catches, 497 yards), is gone from 
a group in which seven receivers caught at least 20 
passes. It was a deep corps of receivers with a lot of 
rotation. Five different wide receivers caught at least 
one pass last year. Shaun Feldeisen, then a junior, 
wasn't a prime target last year, still he led the wide 
receivers with 33 catches and 425 yards despite 
starting only five of 12 games. Wes Timko, the expected 
standout last year, had 29 catches and 309 yards 
(10.7 yards per catch), but he’s gone. Also among the 
leading receivers were Caulley (25 catches, 205 
yards), Jason Williams (23, 354), Brandon Young 
(22, 269) and O'Neil Wilson (20, 181). The tight end 
position is wide open, and that'll be one of coach 
Randy Edsall’s projects during the spring, summer 
and early fall. If he finds a good replacement, the 
Huskies should be set at receiver. 
( Four starters are back from a 
good offensive line. Left tackle Ryan Krug (6-4, 300) 
was an All-Independent pick last year, and the other 
returning starters are junior Brian Markowski (6-2, 
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2001 TEAM LOG

293) at guard, and junior Billy Irwin (6-1, 267) at 
center. Sophomore Grant Preston (6-5, 306) will 
move from right guard to tackle, and junior LeAndre 
Dupree (6-2, 311) will take over at guard. Offensive 
line will be important as the Huskies face a schedule 
that includes, among others, Indiana, Army, Boston 
College, Virginia Tech, North Carolina State and 
Wake Forest. 
= LINE: Three starters are back, including 
the senior defensive end with the great name, Uyi 
Osunde (6-3, 243), and the great pass rush (9.5 
sacks). Also returning are senior tackle Sean 
Mulcahy (6-6, 294) and junior end Tyler King (6-6, 
258). The lone player gone is tackle Greg Smoot, and 
former backup Ryan Bushey, now a senior, will take 
over. The Huskies’ linemen again will enjoy playing 
on grass, but it'll be at the new stadium, 40,000-seat 
Rentschler Field, which will open in August. 
Weak-side linebacker Maurice 
Lloyd (5-11, 224) is back after leading the Huskies 
with 113 tackles. As a sophomore, he also made 18 
tackles for loss and intercepted four passes. Middle 
linebacker Alfred Fincher was third on the team in 
tackles last year as a sophomore. The new strong- 
side linebacker may be a real find. James Hargrave 
(5-11, 212), then a freshman, filled in during two 
games last year and had 17 tackles in his first start, 
10 in his second. 
The Huskies lost cornerback 
Roy Hopkins, who had six interceptions and started 
44 games for UConn. This year’s corners are in an 
interesting situation. Marlin Jones started last year 
only because Justin Perkins had a knee injury in last 
year’s opener. Now Perkins is back, and both are 
expected to start. That's not etched in stone, though, 
since Jones had offseason shoulder surgery, and 
Perkins is still rehabbing the knee. The safeties are 
seniors. Chris Meyer, the strong safety, has 27 starts for 
the Huskies; Terence Smith has made 30 career starts. 
Adam Coles, a favorite among 
media members partly because of where he’s from 
(Gladesville, Australia), has averaged 40 yards per 
punt for his career, and he’s back. Coles has plenty 
of size at 6-6, 224. The kicking position is wide 
open, since not one of the kickers has made a 
collegiate kick. The only returner is sophomore 
David Butts, who kicked off during three lopsided 
games last year. Butts, like Coles, is a big guy; he’s 
6-2, 234. According to Edsall, they won't be able to 
pick a placekicker until September.

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Junior Hansell Bearden started 
every game last year but struggled in the Trojans’ 
Spread offense. He completed 125 of 288 passes (43 
percent) for 1,462 yards, with six touchdowns and 
16 interceptions. To make things easier for Bearden 
and his teammates, Coach Larry Blakeney and new 
offensive coordinator Mark Fleetwood (over from 
The Citadel) have gone to a Multiple I offense. 
Bearden’s backups will be redshirt sophomore 
Kacson Maddox, and junior-college transfter Franco 
Johnson. Maddox is raw, but has a great arm. Other 
possibilities are redshirt freshman Bragg Knott and 
JUCO transfer Matt Ray, who had Tommy John surgery 
and won't be available until August. 

: The I-Back will be DeWhitt 
Betterson (6-0, 210), who rushed for 701 yards and 
five touchdowns on 101 carries last year. His backup 
will be Marrio Fraser, who rushed for nearly 300 yards 
as a true freshman. While Betterson is a power back, 
Fraser is smaller and quicker. He likely will be used as 
a slot receiver, and the Trojans will find ways to get him 
the ball. Junior Jermaine Richardson had surgery after 
tearing his ACL in the second game. He’s a versatile 
speedster who can catch passes and return kicks. 

Jason Samples, who caught a team- 
high 45 passes for 552 yards and three touchdowns 
as a sophomore, returns. He's the fastest and most 
explosive of the receivers. Also returning is 
sophomore Toris Rutledge, who saw a lot of playing 
time but caught only seven passes for 66 yards. 
Rutledge is still 6-3, but he has hit the weights hard 
and has gone from 175 to 190. The untested backups 
include JUCO transfer Bryant Stewart, and swift 
redshirt freshmen Zsan Robinson, James Earl Cray 
and Martin Teal. Even in the Spread, Troy State used 
a lot of double-tight end action, and the Trojans have 
two good ones. Adrian Moore is a fifth-year senior, 
while his backup, sophomore Rob Austin, is 6-6 and 
has gone from 215 to 260. 

This is the weakest part of the 
team after losing starters Stan Curington at left tackle, 
Robin Lee at left guard, and center Rodney Jordan. 
The team also is missing right guard Donnie Bostian, 
who is rehabbing a shoulder injury. The top returner 
is senior Branden Hall (6-4, 318), a mobile lineman 
with All-America potential. The new starters are 
junior left tackle Henry Tellis, redshirt freshman left 
guard Kirbie Bodiford, and junior center Lee Milliner 
Jr. They hope Bostian will be back for the fall. Adding

Will Cook and Dallas Sikes, and JUCO transfers Joe 
Fowler and Junior Louissant. 

The Trojans lost four linemen with 
four years of experience, including Osi Umenyiora, an 
All-Independent end who was second in the nation in 
sacks (16 for 81 yards, behind Terrell Suggs of 
Arizona State, 23 sacks). Also gone are Davern 
Williams, a starting defensive tackle; Jose Gamboa, a 
three-year starter; Shelton Felton, and Byron Knight. 
The lone returner with a lot of experience is 
Demarcus Ware, who tied Umenyiora for ninth in the 
nation with 22 tackles for loss. The Trojans also have 
junior-college transfer Cedric Sullivan at end, Cedric 
Phillips, tackle Torre Lankford, and tackle Eric 
Thomas. Several redshirt freshmen and JUCO 
transfers are listed as backups. 

Starters Deloise Moore, Gordon 
Williams and Naazir Yamini are all gone, but the 
Trojans think the replacements are at least as good. 
The starters will be junior Robby Farmer, sophomore 
Bernard Davis, sophomore middle linebacker 
Leverne Johnson, while the backups will be redshirt 
freshman Torrence “Boo” Smith, sophomore David 
Johnson, and sophomore Keith Staple. 

Injury problems last year are 
helping the Trojans this year, and this is the best part 
of the team. Freeman White tore an ACL in practice, 
and fellow cornerback Rayshun Reed tore his ACL 
against Nebraska. Johnny Faulk replaced Reed on the 
left side, and another freshman, Jermaine Miller, 
replaced White on the right side. Miller later lost his 
job to freshman Adrian Ghent, and Ghent still has it. 
With Reed, who entered last year as an All-America 
candidate, and White expected back in the fall, the 
Trojans will have five corners who have started. 
Junior Derrick Ansley returns at safety after starting 
12 games last year. The Trojans lost athletic and swift 
David Philyaw at the other safety, but Arthur Adams 
will replace him. Reed could switch to back to 
safety, his old position. Ronald Harper and Travis 
Dunlap are backups. 

Thomas Olmsted returns after 
kicking and punting last year. Olmstead averaged 
39.7 yards a punt and hit 11 of 15 field-goal 
attempts. The Trojans signed freshman Greg Whibbs 
with the hope that he can kick and let Olmsted 
concentrate on punting. Kick returners Heyward 
Skipper and Drew Amerson are gone, but Toris 
Rutledge, Marrio Fraser, JUCO transfer Bryant 
Stewart, and James Earl Cray are all possibilities.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


QUARTERBACKS: Quarterback Andrico Hines, 
now a senior, was the only passer of note last year 
for the Blue Raiders. Hines was 142 for 243 passing 
(58.4 percent) for 1,753 yards, with six touchdowns 
and seven interceptions. The second-leading passer 
was redshirt freshman Andre Green (2 for 5, eight 
yards, one INT). The No. 3 passer was halfback 
ReShard Lee (3 for 4, 81 yards). Hines also was 
the team’s No. 3 rusher last year, gaining 486 yards 
on 150 carries, but his total included 159 yards in 
losses. Hines had good performances last year 
against good competition. He was 16 for 24 
passing for 165 yards against Alabama, 13 for 23 for 
109 yards against Tennessee and 10 for 19 for 202 
yards and a touchdown against Kentucky. With so 
little experience behind him, Middle Tennessee 
needs to keep Hines healthy. 

RUNNING BACKS: The biggest concern is 
replacing Dwone Hicks, who rushed for 1,011 yards 
(5.5 yards per carry) with 11 touchdowns in 184 
rushes as a senior. The top returning rusher is 
ReShard Lee, a 5-10, 229-pounder, who gained 643 
yards on 110 rushes (5.8 yards per carry), He 
rushed for six touchdowns and had a long run of 29 
yards. Lee was the No. 2 receiver among the running 
backs (behind Hicks), catching 12 passes for 78 
yards. Also returning is Don Calloway, a 5-6, 
182-pound fireplug who gained 227 yards (5.8 
yards a carry) on 39 rushes. Calloway rushed for 
two touchdowns and had a long run of 63 yards 
when he was able to avoid injuries. 

RECEIVERS: The receiving corps lost Tyrone Calico 
(45 catches, 606 yards, four TDs) and David Youell 
(33, 383, 0) from last year. Hicks was the No. 3 
receiver with 250 yards on 15 catches. The top 
returning receiver is Chris Henry (5-8, 166), who 
caught 14 passes for 180 yards and one score as a 
redshirt freshman. Lee caught 11 passes for 78 
yards, and redshirt sophomore Kerry Wright was 
next among wide receivers with 11 catches for 117 
yards and one scor 

OFFENSIVE LINE: This area has more experience 
than most for MT, and this may be the most athletic 
and physical line during coach Andy McCollum’s 
tenure (since 1999). Returning are tackles Brandon 
Westbrook (6-6, 301), a two-time all-conference 
selection who was on the Outland Trophy list last 
year as a redshirt junior. Rising redshirt senior Josh

Willoughby, perhaps the biggest Raider at 6-4, 330, 
was moved from guard to center, and tackle Julius 
Gant (6-4, 305) returns as a rising redshirt junior. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: The defensive line could and 
should be the best during McCollum’s tenure. Two 
of the top linemen are slated to return. Jerry 
Vanderpool (6-3, 288) led the Raiders’ defensive 
lineman with 40 tackles, 28 solos, last year as a 
redshirt sophomore. Next was end Demetrios 
Walker, who made 29 tackles, 19 solos, and had six 
tackles for loss as a junior. The Raiders’ pass 
defense struggled last year, and one of the team's 
goals this year is to put more pressure on opposing 
quarterbacks. As a comparison, the Raiders made 
13 sacks for 96 yards last year; opponents sacked 
MT QBs 23 times for 123 yards. 

LINEBACKERS; The team lost Sheldon Durham, 
who led Middle Tennessee with 97 tackles, including 
59 for loss, in 2002. The top returner is rising 
redshirt senior Randy Arnold, who was second on 
the team last year with 88 tackles, including 54 
solos. Brandon Lynch, who is a bit small at 6-0, 
186, was fourth on the team in tackles (75 total, 
45 solo) last year as a junior, and he led the team 
with 7.5 tackles for loss. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: One of the biggest problems 
the last two years has been pass defense. While 
Middle Tennessee passed for 1,848 yards (154 a 
game) last year, opponents passed for 2,749 yards 
(229.1). That's disheartening, considering the 
team signed six defensive backs to cut down on a 
255-yard average for opponents in 2001. Among 
the DBs are Muhammad Rashada and Shawn Allen 
at cornerback and Michael Woods (6-1, 201) and 
Will Martin at safety. Woods, who led the team in 
tackles in 2001, dropped to seventh in ‘02. Martin 
was the Raiders’ No. 3 tackler last year with 78. 
Tony Sutton was fifth among Raider tacklers as a 
junior, and he and Rashada led Middle Tennessee 
with three interceptions each 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Kicker Brian Kelly was solid as 
a junior. He was 10 for 13 on field goals and 31 of 
32 on extra points, and he was second to Hicks on 
the team with 61 points. Robert Billings was the 
first-team all-conference punter last year as a 
junior, averaging 42.6 yards on 61 punts. The 
Raiders did have two punts blocked. Paul Wheeler 
returns as the kickoff man.

NG BACKS: Graduated Kevin Galbreath was 
a two- time 1,000-yard rusher, but Patrick Cobbs 
returns after rushing for 732 yards last year while 
backing up Galbreath (1,168 yards, eight TDs). 
While Galbreath is a physical, between-the-tackles 
runner, Cobbs is faster, runs outside, and hits holes 
quickly. The lone negative is that, while Cobbs once 
was the change-of-pace runner, now he sets the 
pace. North Texas has several talented runners 
behind Cobbs with no experience, including red- 
shirt sophomore Roy Bishop (ten carries, 62 yards 
last year) and two freshmen, Michael Ruff and Kevin 
Moore, W ho ran well in the spring. 

5: This is by far the biggest question 
mark. Three-year starter George Marshall (29 
catches, 377 yards, two TDs last year) is gone. The 
other only receiver in double figures in catches was 
all-purpose player Ja’Mel Branch (24 catches, 357 
yards, two TDs; 34 rushes, 188 yards, four TDs). 
Branch, a junior, lacks size at 5-7, 170; he’s not 
really fast, but he’s quick. Michael Thrash (6-2, 
187), the brother of the Philadelphia Eagles James 
Thrash, has yet to emerge. Thrash caught only seven 
passes for 84 yards and no touchdowns. Also back 
is swift Kevin Howard (seven catches, 113 yards). 
North Texas runs a lot of double-tight end action, 
but Jeff Muenchow, a four-year starter and three- 
time all-conference pick, has graduated. Randy 
Gardner and Andy Blount replace him. 

NE: North Texas must replace 
ree starters J.R. Randle and Matt Turney at 
tackle, plus left guard Jonah Bense. Nick Zuniga, a 
three-year starter, returns as the top offensive line- 
man, and Andy Brewster is a solid but undersized 
center at 6-2, 247. Senior Ian Hobbs, who played 
center, guard, and tackle last year, will battle Jason 
May at right tackle, and James Thaggard will play

UARTERBACKS: The Aggies have one of the 
nation's better tandlemis in Paul Dombrowski, the 
Sun Belt Conference freshman of the year last year, 
and Buck Pierce. Pierce started the first four games 
but missed time because a shoulder injury in Game 
2 and then an ankle injury in Game 6. Dombrowski 
started the last eight games, although Pierce, then 
a sophomore, did see some action late in the 
season. The two were considered neck-and-neck 
entering the spring after combining for more than 
3,300 yards of total offense and completing 62 
percent of their passes last year. Dombrowski, who 
appeared in all 12 games, led NMSU in both 
rushing (868 yards, 4.6 yards a carry, 12 rushing 
touchdowns) and passing (95 of 158, seven touch- 
downs, five interceptions, 60.1 percent passing).

RUNNING BACKS: Senior Eric Higgins is back at 
I-Back after leading the Aggie running backs with 
499 yards on 94 carries and three touchdowns, His 
longest run was for 75 yards. Higgins missed four 
full games due to a knee injury, but he’s considered 
back to 100 percent. Walter Taylor is gone after 
rushing for 458 yards and five scores, but Tony 
Bostic (254 yards, 4.9 ype) and Keith Mouton (124 
yards, 4.8 ypc) are back. Marcus Dixon (129 yards, 
4.3 ypc, 1 TD) and Rambo Fiaseu are the fullbacks, 
RECEIVERS: The Aggies lost their top two 
receivers from last year—PJ. Winston and H.B. 
Briscoe, who combined for more than 1,400 yards 
and eight touchdowns. Among those returning are 
seniors Chris Lumpkin and Ronshay Jenkins, who 
combined for 35 catches, 554 yards and two 
scores. One interesting possibility at wideout is 
Leon Olaya (6-2, 190), who missed two seasons 
with shin splints and has had two surgeries. If he 
returns at full strength, the Aggies could have a 
much stronger receiving corps.

Cameron Wright and Chris Davis and safeties Matt 
Griebel and Wuan Harris. Griebel, perhaps the 
team’s hardest hitter, missed the last two games with 
a broken hand. Cameron got more playing time at 
the end of the year. Davis started one game as a true 
freshman, while Harris played on special teams.

TEAM EVALUATIONS 


Utah State enters its first year in 
the Sun Belt Conference with many changes. The 
Aggies were seventh in the country in passing offense 
last year, but school passing leader Jose Fuentes 
(9,168 career yards) is gone. Last year, he completed 
246 of 454 passes (54.2 percent) for 3,268 yards, 20 
touchdowns and 15 interceptions. Jeff Crosbie (6 for 
14, 93 yards, one TD, one INT), a four-year letter- 
man, and Travis Cox (5 for 9, 11 yards) played very 
little. Cox, Bryan Black, Matt Crivello, and Stuart 
Perry are on the depth chart, although the player to 
watch i is freshman Leon Jackson III (6-2, 185).

Fullback Chris 
Cooley returns after catching 31 passes for 502 yards, 
both second on the team. His big game was against 
Middle Tennessee: five catches, 105 yards, one touch- 
down. Trent Nate, a two-year letterman, also returns.

QUARTERBACKS: Most of coach Tom Cable's players 
are back from a team that was 2-10 overall and 1-5 
in the Sunbelt Conference. Still, Cable said, Idaho 
was only a few plays short of a winning record. One 
of the playmakers is senior Brian Lindgren (240 of 
382, 62.8 percent, 2,763 yards, 19 TDs, ten INTs), 
Who was a first-team all-conference selection last 
year. Lindgren missed two and a half games last year 
with a separated shoulder. The interesting thing is 
that Cable believes redshirt freshman Michael 
Harrington (Joey's little brother) could start. “Both 
of our quarterbacks are exceptional,” Cable said. 
Harrington, the No. 3 passer last year behind 
Lindgren and Adam Mallette, appeared in four 
games last year and was 27 for 57 for 272 yards, two 
touchdowns, and six interceptions. 

RUNNING BACKS: Blair Lewis is gone after gaining 
930 yards on 176 carries (5.3 yards per carry). 
Returning, though, are No, 2 rusher Malfred Shaw, 
who rushed for 301 yards on 60 rushes (5.0 ype) 
and No. 3 rusher Zach Gerstner, who gained 281 
yards on 68 carries (4.1). The Vandals need to find 
a new fullback, and junior Brian Yarno (6-1, 236), 
junior Willie Sipoloa (6-1, 259) and senior Nate 
Griffin (5-11, 236) are candidates, Running will 
remain second to passing for Cable, a former player 
for Dennis Erickson at Idaho (Class of '86) and a 
user of the West Coast offense. 

RECEIVERS: Gone are Josh Jelmberg (64 catches, 
785 yards, 8 TDs) and Chris Belser (47 catches, 596 
yards, four TDs). Jelmberg was second-team 
all-conference despite missing two full games and 
parts of two others with a shoulder separation. The 
Vandals return senior Orlando Winston (50 catches, 
624 yards, one TD) last year, and No. 4 wide receiv- 
er Jeff Stowe (30 catches, 363 yards, 2 TDs). Mike 
McCoy, the starting tight end, played in only eight 
games with a shoulder injury and caught just nine 
passes for 109 yards and no scores. Another returner 
is sophomore Luke Smith-Anderson, who was out 
with a knee injury. One newcomer is junior-college 
transfer Bobby Bernal. 

OFFENSIVE LINE: The anchors of the offensive line 
are center Matt Martinez, who was on the Outland 
‘Trophy list last year and tackle Jake Scott. Guard 
Jason Cobb also returns. Other possibilities are Kelly 
Adams, Tony Kiel and Jake Leachman. The problem 
for Cable will be finding replacements for tackle Josh 
Jelinek and guard Rob Mitchell. “We think we have a 
diamond-in-the-rough in Hank Therien, who was a

redshirt freshman last year,” Cable said. “We think 
he’s a superstar-in-the-making,” He's 6-7, 318. 
DEFENSIVE LINE: This area has stability and 
experience. Brian Howard was tied for third on the 
team in tackles last year with 54 total and 20 first 
hits. The 6-3, 287-pound senior plays in the line 
and wears No. 3. Also back are slim ends Kody 
Kraus (6-3, 228), who made 28 tackles in 11 games 
last year, and a slightly heavier Brandon Kania (6-3, 
up to 240), who was eighth on the team in tackles 
with 41 overall and 20 solo. Tackle Kelly Talavou 
started nine games as a true freshman and made 23 
tackles, including ten solo. The line will be important 
for the Vandals, who have games against Washington 
State at home and Washington in Seattle. 
LINEBACKERS: The biggest loss to graduation may 
have been all-conference performer Jordan Kramer, 
who led the Vandals with 127 total tackles (64 
solos) and added 14 tackles for loss and five 
quarterback sacks. Returning are No. 2 tackler 
Patrick Libey (69 total, 32 solos), No. 7 tackler 
Chad Kodama (48 tackles, 26 solos) and Mike 
Anderson, who was tied for third in tackles as a 
redshirt freshman. Other possibilities at linebacker 
are Tim Bertalot, Jordan Lampos, James Staley, and 
freshman Sam Tossi. “We think he can really be 
something,” Cable said. 

DEFENSIVE BACKS: Rod Bryant is set at corner- 
back after making 51 tackles and two interceptions 
last season. Robert Ortega has a shot at another 
starting spot after filling in during eight games last 
year and making 15 tackles. Other than those two, 
the backfield spots are open. Possibilities include 
redshirt freshman Nathaniel Banke, junior Jedidiah 
Getzlaff, freshman Brandon Mascorro (also a 
possibility at wideout), and sophomore Simeon 
Stewart, and J.R. Ruffin, a mid-year junior-college 
transfer, The secondary needs to improve. Idaho's 
foes passed for 3,293 yards (a high 15.8 yards per 
catch) and 21 scores last year. 

SPECIAL TEAMS: Kicker Keith Stamps is gone 
after going 7-for-17 on field goals and 36-for-36 on 
extra points. One possibility is kicker/punter Mike 
Barrow. Kickoff man Brian Pope returns, as does 
punter Ryan Downes, a 6-6, 225-pounder, As a 
junior, Downes averaged 41.8 yards on 56 punts. 
“Overall, we have a good football team coming 
back,” Cable said. “We have high expectations. Our 
goal is winning a conference championship, and we 
think we're capable of doing it.”

The score was 34-0, so the outcome of the 
football game certainly wasn’t in doubt. Yet 
no one had left his or her lounge seat at the 
Gold Coast Hotel in Las Vegas because a 
minute still remained. 


Then it happened. An interception was 
returned for a touchdown. A mixture 
of loud cheers and disgruntled curses 
shattered the quiet atmosphere. What appeared 
to be a meaningless touchdown wasn’t so 
insignificant because it pushed the score above 
the ‘over/under’ total of 38. 


When it comes to betting football, you sometimes can’t 
be sure of the outcome until the very end because there 
are so many different types of wagers. The easiest, of 
course, is the point spread wager. You either take or lay 
the points. If San Francisco is a three-point favorite and 
wins by only two you lose. If the 49ers win by four or 
more, you collect. If the 49ers win by exactly three, it’s a 
push and your money is refunded. It’s that simple. That's 
one reason, along with television and the violence of the 
game, which makes football so popular in this country. 

Another way to bet football is the money line. This is 
how baseball is bet. There is no point spread with this 
type of wager. Instead of the normal 11-to-10 bookie’s 
vigorish taken on a pointspread wager, the juice is 
adjusted depending if you bet the favorite or underdog. 
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FOOTBALL BETTING TIPS 


¢ Never bet more than you can afford to lose. 


Rarely, if ever, lay more than a touchdown 
in the NFL. 


Try to stay away from betting parlay cards, 
especially if they are ties-lose. If you have 
to play a parlay, do not bet more than two 
or three teams. 


Don't be afraid to bet against public opinion. 
If everybody likes the same side, that’s 
usually the wrong side. 


Don’t bet on a team with a bad quarterback.

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If your team wins, you collect regardless of the point spread. 
Hopefully you didn’t bet too many Cincinnati Bengals games 
on the money line this past season. 

Let’s use the 49ers as an example again. Laying three with 
San Francisco would translate to about minus $1.50 on the 
money line. So you would be laying higher juice (betting $150 
to win $100 instead of betting $110 to win $100 via a 
pointspread), but you would win your wager if the 49ers won 
by less than three points. Likewise, if you bet the underdog 
without the points, you would get a higher return. A three- 
point underdog on the money line would be around plus 
$1.30 depending on the sports book. 

A Tampa Bay money line wager was one of the most 
popular Super Bowl bets. One Nevada bookmaker said his 
hotel ended up losing on the Super Bowl because of all the 
Buccaneers money line wagers it took in. 

Often, though, bettors feel more secure with the favorite on 
the money line, even though the payoff is higher if they bet the 
underdog on the money line. The trick, of course, is the under- 
dog must win straight up for a money line bettor to collect. 

Before we go any farther, a word of caution about betting 
football. Even more important than being able to figure 
out which side is the right one to bet, is understand proper 
money management. 

“You need some kind of game plan on how to invest your 
money,” said veteran Las Vegas professional handicapper 
Dave C. “Sports betting isn’t any different from anything else 
whether you're a gambler or not. If you don’t invest your 
money wisely, you're not going to make as much as you can.” 

The key is not to chase your money if you lose. Keep in 
mind that betting football, because of the point spread and 
nature of the game, is largely a 50-50 proposition. It takes 
slightly better than 52 percent to come out ahead because of 
the 11-to-10 vigorish you have to lay. The top pros consider 
hitting 58-60 percent of their picks a phenomenal season. 
Most years they grind out a profit hitting 54-57 percent. 

“Set aside a certain amount of the money and play a 
percentage of the bankroll,” Dave C. said. “Set a maximum 
percentage for yourself for any particular day of action and 
don’t exceed it.” 

It doesn’t hurt to buy a sports pager either. That way you 
can immediately keep up to date on scores and lines if you're 
not near a computer, plus it’s invaluable if you decide to make 
halftime bets. 

Having a copy of the rotation schedule is another must. 
Knowing when and what time teams play is 
often important when picking games. The 
rotation guide is like a compass. It gives you a 
starting base. 

Also, don’t get greedy when betting. You can 
pick more winners than losers, which happens 
to be much harder than it sounds, and still lose 
if you don't apply good money management 
principles. 

“You can go into any sportsbook and see 
guys who had a losing day even though they 
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had four out of five winners,” Dave C. said. “They decided to 
risk everything on a fifth bet.” 

As race and sports book director at the Stardust Hotel in Las 
Vegas, Bob Scucci has seen thousands of novice bettors. What 
is his main advice to them? 

“I would tell them to manage their money and not get 
sucked in on what could look like an easy win,” Scucci said. 
“Money management is the key.” 

The two most popular ways to bet a football game are side 
and total. The oddsmaker not only sets a number on who's 
going to win, but how many points figure to be scored. This 
is known as an ‘over/under’ wager. 

Most NFL totals are in the 36-44 range. When two high- 
scoring teams meet, the ‘over/under’ can get up as much as 
the mid-50’s, while a low total can be 
around 31-32 if there’s bad weather, 
dominant defenses or an inept offense 
involved. 

Some bettors enjoy parlaying a side 
with a total. A parlay is putting together 
at least two plays. Every play in your 
parlay must win for you to collect. Ties 
are thrown out. 

Many recreational gamblers enjoy 
betting football parlays. As one old-time 
Vegas bookmaker said, “They like to lay a toothpick for a 
chance to win a lumberyard.” 

Bookmakers love it when bettors make parlays because the 
odds are so stacked against them, especially when they play 
parlays of three teams or more. One of the most frequent 
complaints heard Monday morning during football season is 
about how you just missed hitting your parlay. 

“If you pick 60 percent winners on straight bets, you should 
make some good money,” Scucci said. “But if you pick 
60 percent on parlay bets, you end up making zero.” 

Teasers are a form of parlay wagering that have been 
increasing in popularity. With an average teaser bet, gamblers 
get an additional six points. For instance if the Raiders are 
seven-point favorites against the Chargers, you could tease the 
Raiders down to minus one, or get San Diego at plus 13. 

It sounds good, but the flip side of teasers is the house 
usually makes you play at least three teams, and the odds are 
greatly reduced from what you would get if you just played a 
regular parlay. Hence the name teasers. 

Still, teasers have proven attractive to bettors because 
oddsmakers have been so accurate with their pointspread 
numbers. If the final score falls within the point spread, or very 
close to it, teaser bettors win. Back in the early ‘90s, Binion’s 
Horseshoe in downtown Las Vegas accepted two-team teasers 
with a high betting limit. Binion’s was often visited by some of 
the top gambling professionals in part because of that. 

Some books, like the Stardust, even offer super teasers 
where you can manipulate the line 10 points either way, at 
greatly reduced odds of course, though. 

Every sports book has odds up on whose going to win the 
Super Bowl. Some places put up next year’s odds immediately

after the Super Bowl. 
These are called NFL 
futures. Bookmakers love 
this kind of wager, too, 
because they only have 
to pay out on one team 
while attracting bets on 
every team in the NFL. 
Sports book directors 
on the Las Vegas Strip will 
tell you they get action on 


every ball-club because 
tourists like to optimistically

team. The books usually only get 
hurt on futures if a long shot comes 
home such as the St. Louis Rams did 
four years ago. The Mirage had 
raised the Rams’ odds to 350/1 in 
August of that year after then starting 
quarterback Trent Green suffered a 
season-ending knee injury. 

Those huge odds are very rare, 
however. Most of the favorites and 
popular teams start with short odds. 
Even the weaker clubs like the 
Bengals and Lions only have odds of 
about 150/1 at the highest because 
bookmakers want to limit their risk. 

So don’t expect to find fair value if 
you're looking to make a futures wager. 

It's mainly just a fun bet for entertain- 

ment purposes, where you hopefully i 
would have season-long action. Not one ‘ 

sports book in Las Vegas, for instance, lost 
on their 2002 NFL futures. But you never ' 
know. Star golfer Phil Mickelson won big a 
money when he and a group of friends 
bet the Baltimore Ravens to win the Super \ 
Bowl at a Strip Hotel before the Ravens’ 
championship season of 2000. 

Proposition bets are another kind of 
wager that often gets a lot of publicity 
during Super Bowl week. ‘Props,’ as they 
often are called, are like a game inside a 


game. Some examples of ‘props’ are what player will score the 
first touchdown, which team will have more punts, and which 
quarterback will throw for more yardage. A few places even 
had a ‘prop’ during the Super Bowl on which team would win 
the coin toss. 

The Imperial Palace on the Las Vegas Strip had around 200 
‘props’ for the Super Bowl. ‘Props’ have become so popular 
that some places that specialize in them like the Imperial 
Palace derive about 30-40 percent of their Super Bowl handle 
from them. 

With some ‘props’ you can have action the entire game no 
matter what the score is. One unlucky bettor, for instance, bet 
Keyshawn Johnson to finish with more receiving yards than 
Jerry Rice during the Super Bowl. Johnson was way ahead at 
halftime. But Rice ended up passing him on the second-to-last 
play of the game, catching a meaningless short sideline pass, 

Be prepared to accept bad beats like this when betting 
football. They should even out during the course of a season, 
but they can be tough to handle. Maybe the worst bad beat of 
the year happened when New Orleans scored two touchdowns 
in the final seconds to cover the spread against Carolina. 
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It was a horrible bad beat for Panthers bettors because what 
enabled the Saints to cover was a fumble return for a touchdown 
on the final play when Carolina quarterback Rodney Peete was 
hit trying to throw a pass as the final seconds were ticking off. 

“That was the worst bad beat I've had in a long, long time,” 
one professional gambler said about that game. 

If you like betting ‘props’ on a daily basis, the Internet is 
the place to go. Offshore gaming has exploded because of 
the Internet. Several Internet books, including Olympic and 
Pinnacle, specialize in offering lots of ‘props.’ 

A number of Internet books like World Wide Tele-Sports 
and Carib enjoy offering wacky type of ‘props’ such as who 
will be the first head coach fired. 

Before the mid-90's, Nevada was about the only place 
where you could make football bets with no worry about 
getting paid. While Nevada remains the only state where you 
can legally make sports wagers, there are now many established 
and credible Internet sites that specialize in handling sports 
wagers. These Internet sports books are located in Europe, 
Australia, the Caribbean and other places where sports 
wagering is legal. 

While there’s nothing like the excitement of betting and 
watching football in a Las Vegas or Reno casino, the conven- 
ience of making bets over the Internet 24 hours a day by simply 
clicking the mouse a couple of times is unmatched. The key, of 
course, is staying within your budget and not going crazy. 

There has been movement in Congress to ban Internet 
wagering, but it remains a murky area. Bookmaking remains 
illegal, even for those U.S. citizens doing it in island countries 
where it’s legal. : 

Bettors, however, have never been prosecuted. The govern- 
ment realizes people are going to bet football no matter what, 
and it would be highly unrealistic to target them. Heck, there’s 
probably a secret Super Bowl pool going on right in the 
Senate and House chambers, 

Betting is entertaining and fun. Though Commissioner Paul 
Tagliabue would never admit it, gambling is a large part of 
why the NFL is the No. 1 most popular sport in America. 
If no one were able to wager, do you think anyone in his 
right mind would tune in to a Cincinnati Bengals-Houston 
Texans game? 

Just be intelligent about betting football, both handicap- 
ping-wise and financially.
